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INTRODUCTION TO SERMON II. 

To THE English Public. — 

I am now prepared to hand you the seven parta of 
this sermon. 

Since the first Sermon has been promulgated,— I have hod 
nomerouB inquiries as to the author of these " Extract fitim 
the Flying ' Roll.' "^I can only say to " ail," that I receive 
them through : " The man of Qod, hound in chains, 'for the 
hope of Israel.' "—" The trumpet that the ' immortal Spirit 
hloweth through.'" — I might add, with the little maid who 
waited on Naaman's wife, — who had been brought away 
captive out of the land of Israel by the Syrians : " would 
God, my lord were with the prophet that is in Samaria ! for 
he would recover him of his leprosy." — No doubt, many will 
look wistfully to Ahana and Fharpai, — firmly believing th(j . 
great rivers of Christendom to be better than all the 
waters of Israel. — 

I shall now enumerate a few points, to which I would 
humbly and most seriously invite attention, as " tnoitt essential " 
to obtain a clear view and distinct understanding, not only 
to the preliminary Sermon Ho. 1, — and to the more advanced 
teachings of Sermon No, 2, — ^but to the deeper and more pro- 
found mysteries yet to be unfolded in the following sermons, — 
The " kty-stone " of the arch— or vault of the kingdom of 
heaven, is : to remember that (we who are alive and remain) toe 
are now living in the " third " and last watch, of Uie eleventh 
and last hour, of the sixth thousand years, of the " third " 
and last dispensation. The 1,335 days of Daniel — the time 
of the end, or the " Fulness of the Qentilee." — During this 
watch, all the Scriptures — from Genesis to Revelation " shall " 
be fulfilled. The " Tree of lAfe "—the female immortal 
Spirit, Jerusalem above, which withdrew from the mortal 
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woman, at the fall of Adam and Eve, will now return,— and 
mortal man and woman will " now " obtain the helpmate 
promised in the creation. — The words spoken to Daniel, which 
hitherto have been closed up and sealed, till the time of the 
end, shall now be unfolded.— The law, which has remained 
sealed from the disciples, shall now be opened with the two- 
leaved gates. The visions and Eevelations of the Lord, given 
to Paul in the third heaven, with the unspeakable words, which 
it is (was) not lawful to utter, shall now be made known : 
and " none " of the wicked shall imderstand ; but the wise 
shall understand.— That the "Tree of life " ''has'' been sealed 
'from man to this hour, no firm believer in Christ can deny, 
as it is written : " A garden enclosed is my sister, my spouse ; 
a spring shut up, a fountain, sealed." — ^That the law has been 
sealed and nailed to the cross, — no true Gentile believer in 
the Gospel and in the great holocaust of the body of Jesus 
will deny, as it is written : " Bind up the testimony, seal the 
law among my disciples." — That the visions, revelations and 
unspeakable words given to Paul by the Man-Christ in the 
third heaven, have remained a profound secret, — none can 
dare to deny ; — but the time is " now " come for them to be re- 
vealed, as it is written : '' There is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed ; and hid, that shall not be known." — ^Where- 
jfore, remember that we are living in the third and la^t watch 
when: "The Lord Himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God" — "And if He shall come in the second watch or come in 
the '^thvrd'' watchand find them so, blessed are those servants," 
— who are " Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious 
appearing of the great God and our Saviour Jesus Christ," — 
then, " we shall ' all ' be changed, in a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an ' eye,"' and we : " Shall be caught up together, to 
meet the Lord in the air : and so shall we ever be with the 
'Lord'" — ^riding triumphantly over sin, death, hell, and the 
grave, singing : " death, where is thy sting ? — O grave, 
where is thy victory," then : " this mortal shall put on * im- 
mortality^ " — ^living bones of the immortal Bride, — ^bright 
jewels of the New Jerusalem prepared as a Bride, adorned 
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for her husband. — Eemember, that we are living in the third 
and last watch, wherein the souls, which hare been sleeping 
in the silent chambers of the grave will be raised to a 
spiritual life, as it is written : " And many of thena that 
sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to everlast- 
ing life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt/' 
"For this corruptible must put on incorruption." — Jesus 
made a will before He was slain, and that will is the four 
books of the Grospel — ^it has been proved by the four books of 
Moses, — and ratified by the death^of the Testator, — and will 
be fulfilled in this third and last watch to the heirs of the 
inheritance — ^the children of Abraham, for He is theft' herit- 
age, and they His Bride, — ^''When He shall come to be 
glorified in His saints, and to be admired in all thent^ that 
believe " as it is written : " Father glorify Thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, saying : I have both 
gl(»ified it, and will glorify it cbgain,'* — with thy Bride. 

The second point to wMch I invite your veryseriousl atten- 
tion is, the word : " vm/mortality.'* — This word is not to be 
understood in the universal acceptation of the term as inter- 
preted in Ohristendom, viz. : " The immortality of the soul.*"' 
That is a true and understood fact, — ^but the word^^ immor- 
tality*' in the Flying EoU, means: "The life of the b6dy, 
including the life of the soul," or in other words: ** The ^im- 
mortality of the mortal body.'* — Jesus he© very clearly 
defined these three stages, first: His mortal life as "made 
of a woman," made imder the law ; a man of sorrows aitd 
acquainted with grief, — ^and He became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross, — and " He tasted death for every 
maiu" — Secondly : He showed us His spiritual body after 
His resurrection, — ^the immortality of the soul and* spirit j 
without the body. He appeared in this spiritual body to 
Mary and said : " Touch me not;" for I am not yet ascended 
to my Father — and He vanished out of their sight. — Thirdly, 
He appeared in " immortality " and showed ^he life of the 
•body, soul and spirit" and then said : " Eeacfti hither thy 
finger, and behold my hands ; and reach hither thy 'hand, 
and tiirust it into my side" — ^*' handle me and see ; for ^ 
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spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have." — ^Here 
then, we see the three states : — mortality, incorruptibility 
and immortality " — ^the first is subject to death, in hope ; — 
the second, a spiritual body, consisting of soul and spirit ; 
and the third is, the immortality of body soul and spirit — 

The third point is to draw a line of demarcation 
between the Jews — the Gentiles — and the house of Israel. — 
These three houses must be kept separate and distinct, the 
one from the other. — The Jew is the natural olive. — The 
Grentile is the wild graft. — ^And the house of Israel is the 
pure olive. — " One shall say, I am the Lord's :— and another 
shall call himself by the name of Jacob ; and another shall 
subscribe with his hand unto the Lord, and surname himself 
by the name of Israel," — showing the three churches of the 
latter days : — ^The church of the Gentiles, who say they are 
the Lord's ; — ^the church of the Jews, who call themselves the 
decendants of Jacob, and claim the fulfilment of the promises 
made to him; and the church of Israel, who are to he gathered 
out from these two churches. " Give none offence, neither 
to the Jews, nor to the GentUes, nor to the church of 
God." — Christendom, in these pages, refer to the Gentiles, 
no matter what sect or denomination they may belong to, — 
provided they are professing Christians, who profess to believe 
in Jesus ; — Christendom, must be kept distinct and separate 
from Judaism ; — and the house of Israel must not be mixed 
up either with Christendom or Judaism. — Albeit, the house 
of Israel are firm believers in the Lord Jesus Christ. They 
firmly beUeve in the spotless humanity and divinity of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, that " God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto Himself," — ^that the Son was and is : "the 
brightness of His glory, and the express image of His person, 
and upholding all things by the word of His power." — ^They 
rejoice in the knowledge that : '' other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid ; which is, Jesus Christ." — Yet it 
must be distinctly understood that the Members and Virgins 
of the Latter house of Israel are riot Gentiles^ and they stand: 
aloofy — ^far apart, and separate from all sects, parties and 
denominations and isms in Christendom. But let us not be 
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misunderstood, — ^we do not stand apart on the principle: 
*' Stand by thyself, come not near to me ; for I am holier 
than — ^thou;" — by no means,— but simply because we are 
" Israelites " and not " Grentiles." — Because they are of the 
pure olive, and not of the wild graft. For, said Paul : 
'' I speak to you Gentiles, inasmuch as I am the Apostle of 
the Gentiles, I magnify mine office : For I am an Israelite, 
of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. — God hath 
not cast away " His people " which He foreknew. — ^For if the 
casting away of them be the reconciling of the world, what 
shall the receiving of them be, but life from the dead ? — 
If the fall of them be the riches of the world, and the 
diminishing of them, the riches of the Gentries ; how much 
more " tJieir" fulness ? — ^For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest He also spare not thee. Behold 
therefore the goodness and severity of Gk)d : on them which 
fell, severity ; but toward thee, goodness, " if thou continue ** 
in His goodness : otherwise thou also shall be ct(,t off; how much 
more shall these, which be the natural branches, be grafted 
into their own olive tree ? " — The house of Israel came from, 
and are children of the stock of Abraham and of the stock of 
Israel, and were never Gentiles. When we speak of Israelites, 
we speak of the members of the house of Israel, and them 
only. We do not understand " a spiritual Israel "*' a moral 
law" and many other such like expressions, all these 
expressions are the inventions of an apostate Christendom 
and prove the degeneracy of the age. But, there is the 
"former I* and the latter house, of Israel, and the Gentiles 
were grafted in about the centre, as a parenthesis in a 
sentence. The house of Israel always worshipped the only 
true and living God, and were never carried away to worship 
dmnb idols, but : '* ye know that ye were Gentiles, carried 
away unto these dumb idols, even as ye were led " — but by 
the grace of God, " blindness in part is happened to Israel " 
— and " ye turned to God frmn idols to serve the living and 
true God" — ^to provoke Israel to jealousy. — Again, be it 
understood that the house of Israel are not Jews, who refuse 
the Gospel, neither are they Gentiles who refuse the law. 
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Btit they do walk through the twb-leaved gates of law 
and Gospel. — The Latter house of Israel, follow "no man,** 
*^no woman,'* but they do follow Christ — ^the immortal Spirit, 
whithersoevt r He leadeth. — To the house of Israel, the 
Man-Christ "only'* is the way, the truth, and the 
" Ufer — 

These " Extracts from the Flying Eoll '* — are sent forth 
among the Gentile churches, to rescue the outcasts of Israel 
imd the di3persed of Judah, held captive by the Gentiles. 
— ^We are fully aware that the Gentile descendants of the 
heathen nations, will nev6r receive the deep mysteries of the 
Kingdom of God, — they "wiU not'* come to Jesus that they 
might have — " life." The mysteries of the Kingdom of God 
are too rich, free from blood, and as a sequence, they cannot 
rest on a Gentile's stomach, for by force of habit, his tastes 
savour of blood and aU manner of unclean things, from 
which God commanded them to abstain, in vain ; — with which 
tbings the house of Israel can have nothing to do; hence 
their slaughter-houses have been left far behind in the 
wilderness, and they obey the Divine injunction which bids 
them : *' Gome out from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not * the unclean thmg ; ' and I 
will receive you, and will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty."— 
Their eyes have been opened to see that fearful slaughter- 
house in Christendom which is called: '* Mystery, Babylon 
the Great, the Mother of Harlots, and abominations of the 
earth." We have heard the cry of lamentation and bitter 
weepings in the land, and we have heard Kachel calling us : 
^' Gome out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of 
her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." — And not 
only we, but " all " the children of Israel,: of the stock of 
Abraham, will break asunder their shackles, gyves, and 
chains of error, priestcraft and superstition, in which they 
have been fettered by the Gentiles, as Samson brake the 
green withs, and the new ropes. — . ' ; 

i If harsh, and rather strong language has been used, to 
depict and cast into bold relief the errors of .Christendom,

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Tyre and Sidon, in Sodom and Gomorrab, which have been 
done in this last dispensation, they would have repented in 
sackcloth and ashes. The two former generations shall rise 
in Judgment against this dispensation. 

I would strongly urge all who read these " Extracts," 
not to select a part here and there, but to read them 
in the order laid down : — commencing at Sermon 1 — Part I. 
through to the end of Sermon 12 — Part VII. By doing so, all 
who read, will be enabled in a great measure to see and under- 
stand the great marriage feast, to take place in this third and 
last watch of the " third day" The **six" waterpots of stone 
of "three*' firkins apiece. They will see them filled with 
water, — the water converted into wine, — and drink the good 
wine of the kingdom, reserved for the last. — I would also 
request all to note carefully what is written in the " Flying 
EoU" concerning the earthquakes, famines, bloodshed, sorrows, 
troublous times, and the vials of God's wrath, about to fall 
upon all the nations and kingdoms of the world. — "The 
Spirit speaketh expressly that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits and 
doctrines of devils ; — having their conscience seared with a 
hot iron. — Men shall be lovers of their ownselves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, without natural affection, 
despisers of those that are good, — Clovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God, — ^having a form of godliness, but denying 
the power thereof, — ever learning, and never able to come to 
the knowledge of the truth, — ^but their folly shall be manifest to 
all. Evil men and seducers shall wax worse and worse, — 
deceiving and being deceived. The latter end with them is 
worse than the beginning, for the seven spirits more wicked 
than himself shall enter in, and dwell there, — and the last 
state of that man is worse than the first." — ^Prom such turn 
away. — The worst feature of all is, that all this wickedness 
is practised under the cloke of Christianity, Bible in hand ; — 
using religion as a liberty for a cloke of maliciousness. — 
''They have crept in unawares, who before of old were 
ordained to this condemnation, — ^ungodly men, turning the 
grace of God into lasciviousness ; " — hence, we behold this 
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great "mystery" — "an apostate Christendom** — "a great 
pot of wild gourds." — 

We sound the trumpet, and call upon all the spirits of the 
just, — ^the seed of Israel of the stock of Abraham, to flee for 
their lives to the city Jerusalem above, — ^the mother of the 
free — flee to Christ and worship Him only, in spirit and in 
truth, He is the God of the living. — Let not the cornet, flute, 
harp, sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer and all kinds of sects and 
denominations, charm or entice you to worship the golden 
image which Nebuchadnezzar hath set up in Christendom. 
Hee at once to the city, — ^the two-leaved gates are wide open. — 
Hee from the vials of God's wrath, which are about to be 
poured out in this third and last watch. — 

In conclusion, — as I commenced this introduction by 
speaking of the author of these '* Extracts from the Flying 
Roll," — 1 shall also close with him. I would ask all who 
read to note the great simpUcity of language used by him in 
describing the defp and glorious mysterL ^f the kingdom of 
God. The language throughout, savours of the Scriptures. — 
We do not find him careering upon the wings of Ehetoric, — 
but he tinveils the deep mysteries of God. He brings to 
light the treasures of darkness of the ages past, which 
prophets and kings desired to see. — ^He never parades the 
stale and mildewed metaphors of your mere rhetoricians, — ^nor 
the hackneyed properties of theatrical orations, — ^he speaks as 
a common fisherman in language plain, clear and distinct, that 
the simplest child, the poorest man, and the most unlearned 
can hear, see, and understand. Joseph Head.

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Solomon in his prayer says : " The heaven, and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain thee.*' The Apostle Paul also was 
caught up to the third heaven in spirit, where he heard 
unspeakable words — unlawful to utter, — unlawful to the 
Gentiles, hut not to the children of Israel. The third heaven 
is for the salvation of the soul, but there is a fourth, and it 
must be plucked out of the third for the immortality of the 
mortal body. — Satan was cast out and is chained down in 
hell, i.e,, in man, — in the heart of man wherein he works 
as a roaring lion when he gets liberty. — ^Who can stop 
the rage or passion of the heart ? but if no coals be laid 
on the fire, it will die out, though the soul is in the deep earth, 
yet the torment is there, the worm that dieth not. — So it is 
written : " And the angels which kept not their first estate, but 
left their • owa habitation, (heaven) He hath reserved in ever- 
lasting chains under darkness unto the Judgment of the great 
day.*' — They left the spirit of Christ, which they once had to 
dwell in, the same spirit which raised the soul of Jesus, show- 
ing a spiritual body for those who were already dead, as well 
as for those who are to die. — They left their own habitation, 
by denying Him, and they are reserved in everlasting chains to 
the final judgment — we say "jffnal," because the words of 
Paul will then be fulfilled " justifieth the ungodly.**— Which 
will take place at the second or final resurrection. He being 
** the Saviour of all men ** at this ^nal resurrection — but 
^* specially (He is the Saviour) of those who believe '* — at the 
jftrst resurrection. And so it is written : " But the rest of the 
dead lived not again until the thousand years were finished. 
This is the first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he that hath 
part in the first resurrection : on such the second death hath 
no power; but they shall be priests (ministering Angels) of 
God and of Christ, and shall reign with Him a thousand 
years." — During this thousand years Satan is bound — after 
which he will be loosed out of his prison to deceive the nations. 
— God said in the beginning : " Let us make man in our 
image** which. will be accomplished within the sixth day and 
in the third watch of the eleventh hour of that day. — Those 
who are not asleep, but alive and remain, shall be changed in 
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a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, when this mortal shall 
put on immortality and they shall be caught up together tO| 
meet the Lord in the air, to be for ever with the Lord. — When 
these words are fulfilled and man is made in the image of 
Deity — he will have a natural, celestial, spiritual and immortal 
body combined in one with Zion and Jerusalem dwelling 
therein. — ^When the Great Potter of man has completed him 
on the wheel, he will be completed in the image of the man 
Christ, — bone of His bone and flesh of His flesh, members of 
His body. The Apostle Paul spake of this as being a great 
mystery, but said he : '* I speak concerning Christ and His 
Church " — His people, Hia chosen one hundred and forty-four 
thousand, His Bride. — In the days of the Apostle this was a 
great mystery, the time being far distant at that time. — Know- 
ing that he would not live to see the days of the third watch 
of the eleventh, hour, these, the days of Daniel, which we who 
are alive and remain have been permitted to see, he said : — 
** Brethren I count not myself to have apprehended but this 
one thing I do, forgetting those things which are behind, I 
press forward toward the mark for the prize of the high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus ** — " if by any means I might attain 
unto the resurrection from among the dead J* " That I may 
know Him, and the power of His resurrection, and the fellowship 
of His sujSerings being made conformable unto His death.'' 
— Though the Apostle Paul did not expect to obtain the prize, 
the pearl of great price viz. : the immortality of the mortal 
body, he said : ''Know ye not that they which run in a race 

* 

run all, but one receiveth the prize ? so run, that ye may obtain.*' 
The prophet Isaiah said : ** And ye shall be gathered one by one^ 
O ye children of Israel." It is also written : " I will take 
you one of a city, and two of a family, and I will 
bring you to Zion." Wherefore, " seeing that we also 
are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses 
(the spirits of the dead, also called saints, who are eagerly 
watching this great race) let us lay aside every weight (in this 
race) let us run with patience the race before us." — When 
man is made and completed in the image of Deity he will 
possess immortality oxx^ have a body like unto Jesus, the man 
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Christ, in which body He could appear or disappear at will and 
suddeniy stand in the upper room in the midst of His disciples 
and said : " Behold my hands, and my feet, that it is I myself: 
handle me and see, for a spirit hath not flesh and hones (free 
from blood) as ye see me have. And they gave Him a piece of 
a broiled fish, and of an honev-comb. And He took it, and did 
eat before them." — "Reach hither thy hand, and thrust it into 
my side : and be not faithless, but believing." — " And when 
He had spoken these things, while they beheld, He was taken 
up ; and a cloud received Him out of their sight." ** This 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have seen Him go into heaven." — 
And if ye are able to receive it. He has come already, (in spirit,) 
but of this, more anon. — "Let us make man in our 
image" — firstly, in the image of the first Adam, that th6 
spirits who withstood not Satan and the evil during the 
rebellion in heaven, may be proved and tried, an opportunity 
being given to them to repent — and pass through the valley 
and shadow of death, through the filtering worm unto the first 
resurrection — to receive spiritual bodies — and to become bones 
of the incorruptible bride. — Secondly, in the image of the 
second Adam, that the spirits of the just who withstood Satan 
daring the rebellion in heaven, may walk in His footsteps, and 
be cleansed in Zion from all evil, that they may pass on the 
other side of the grave with Enoch and Elijah, victorious o*er 
sin, death, hell and the grave; — alive in Christ, made like Him 
in the seven spirits ; whose, " head and His hairs were white 
like wool, as white as snow ; and His eyes were as a flame of 
fire ; and His feet like unto fine brass, as if they burned in a 
furnace ; and His voice as the sound of many waters." *' Fear 
not ; / am the first and the last : I am He that liveth, and 
was dead ; and behold, I am alive for evermore, and have the 
keys of hell and of death." — When man is made in the image 
of the Deity, the female immortal spirit, Jerusalem above, the^ 
tree of life, which withdrew when the tree of knowledge of 
good and evil had been touched — ^shall return and man 
shall obtain that helpmate promised in the beginning; — the 
marriage of the Lamb will then take place. "The first heaven 
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and the first earth were passed away and there was no more 
sea (no more blood.) And I John saw the holy city. New 
Jerusalem/ coming down from God out of heaven, prepared as 
a bride -adorned for her husband. And I heard a great Toice 
out of heaven saying, Behold tlte tabernacle of God is with 
men." Then, and not until then, will those words spoken at 
first be fulfilled at the last, and man shall be made in the 
image of God. — 

" They came up from the wilderness, 
Leaning upon their beloved, the bride and bridegroom ; 
They raised the bride and bridegrooms from the wildemessr, 

Where their Mother brought them forth. 
The Celestial bodies worship the brides and bridegrooms, 
The Angels and the hosts of heaven praise them ; 
The kings bring their honour and glory, 
With the fruits of the nations before them." 

Jesus ascended into the kingdom, of heaven, when He 
entered into the Spirit at the river Jordan, where He entered the 
water and was baptized or immersed. — ^He dwelt in that Spirit 
three years, — which was figurative of the . three dispensations. 
— Neither Satan or man had any power over Himi He could, 
not be tempted, for He said concerning Satan : '' The prince of 
this world cometh, and hath nothing in me *' — Satan was then 
prince of the captivity, he reigned as king and caused man to 
slay the Son of God. — When Jesus ascended into the kingdom 
of heaven, " He led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto men " 
(mark, we say : kingdom of heaven — not kingdom of God) He 
gave the Spirit of God unto man. — He ascended unto :His 
Father to prepare a place for those of « the common salvation, 
who go down to the grave, and have prepared their souls. — 
Those who seek the common salvation will not look far the 
greater salvation of the body which includes the soul, but are 
of the kingdom of heaven.-^The children of Abraham who 
with the Gentiles have been seeking the. kingdom of heaven, 
are now exhorted to seek the kingdom of God. That the 
Spirit of God may dwell within them, in the bqdy, as it did in 
Jesus. But the vail must first be rent before they can even 
see the kingdom of God.—But ! where is the man who only 
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seeks the common salvation of the soul, among all the various 
denominations of Christendom that can see, unless the vail ha 
rent first : how can such see the glory of the kingdom of 
God — the hody. — They seek not for sin to be taken away 
from the body ; they only seek forgiveness for the soul and 
remmi quite content. — This is the wall, the gulf that parts 
them — they see not the life of the body. — Who asks for their 
eyes to be anointed with the eyesalve from the land that they 
may see ? — Alas ! they have only the light of the moon, being 
first called stars, as Jesus was called a star, but He having no 
evil within Him at His birth was ccdled, the bright and morn- 
ing star. Those who seek the life of the body have two lights, 
— yet, they must see the light of the stars before they can 
receive the two greater lights, for they are as stars till they 
get souls. The angels being spirits, are called stars, but they 
have no souls. — Satan is called the Archangel, and he works 
upon the souls of men. So spirits are called angels before 
they receive souls, and when they are sent on this planet to 
possess souls, they are raised higher than they were made in 
the beginning, even to the rebellious at the final resurrection 
— ^If the fallen spirits had not taken bodies on this planet, 
they could not have been raised, either at the first or final 
resurrection ; but the spirits of the just have been reserved 
until the last. — ^These spirits are seeking to be heirs of the 
head, Christ, who is to dwell in all, even in those who seek 
not the light of the night or day, for all are called after Him, 
although those who seek Him not are not called after Him until 
the final resurrection. — ^At that time, even these shall be 
delivered from the evil^ as it is written: "the very hairs of 
your head are ntimbered" **not one hair of the head shall 
perish " — we know that the Gentiles believe this to mean the 
natural hair of the head of man which is not to perish. As 
the Jews believed He was talking of the temple when He said : 
" Destroy this temple, and in three 'days I will raise it up** the 
Jews at once looked back at the forty and six years in which 
the temple had been built " But He spake of the temple of 
His body " and so it is with Gentiles at the present day, they 
see not, neither do they understand. If the Gentiles could

but though they he. dead their good works are alive. Some? 
men are more alive now, hy their good works than when they- 
were actually living. — The spirit of man is good, but the evil 
spirit in the mortal life suffers Satan to enter; for when he 
was driven out of Paradise, he was driven to the earth, but 'he' 
cannot enter the mortal life that«enters immortality. He waa 
set to try the spirit of man, to prove whether it was good or 
bad. — The Spirit of God is causing us to seek that which was 
" los( in Paradise," for : " what man of you, having an hun- 
dred sheep, if he lose one of them, dOth not leave the ninety and 
nine in the wilderness, and go after that which is lost, until he 
find it ? — ^Either what woman having ten pieces of silver, if 
she lose one piece, doth not light a candle, and sweep the 
house, and seek diligently till she find it ? " Christ came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. — ^Man cannot he made 
in the image of God until every bone is complete and perfected. 
The body of man remains imperfect until the piece that was 
lost is found ; when that is found, the neighbours will be called 
iu. The morning stars will sing together — %he sons of G^d 
will shout for joy — yea, there will be great rejoicing in the 
presence of the angels of God, because he that was lost is 
found, he that was dead is come to life again.-^^-The Jews be- 
sought Pilate that the legs of Jesus and the malefactors 
might be broken, that they might be taken awuy. They 
brake the legs of the two malefactors, but could they 
break the legs of Jesus? — ^When they oam6 to Jesus 
and saw that He was dead already they brake not His 
legs. This was done that the Scripture might be fulfilled : " a 
bone of Him shall not be broken "—figurative of the whole 
bones of the house of Israel — the bride of Christ. The 
whole 144,000 bones will be complete, not a bone will be 
broken. They will come together bone to his bone, 8iDew*8 
and flash shall come upon them. — At present, these bones are 
lying in the valley of the Gentiles, — scattered over the field 
— dried up, a reproach and a bye word— ^the outcasts of Israel 
aud the dispersed of Judah. Already the cry is gone out : 
** Son of man, can these bones live ?" — " The Lord will have 
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m6(Foy OH' Jactob, and will y«t ohoose Israel, -and Bet tiiefiiin 
their • ©w=n -land : (which tbey have never poseressed* yet, per- 
laanently^^the land being only a figure of the hody^/-and the 
strangers fihall be joined -with them, and they shall' eleav^ tx) 
the bouse of* Jaeobi And the house of Israel -sban possess 
them^'^n the dand cf the Lord * for servants and hcttdmiMt^: 
and tbey shaU take^them oiqstives, whose captives- they were^* 
and they shall rule over their oppressors. And it shall doitie' 
to pass in the day (when the dry bones of' Israels are^tdl' 
gatherod in the city) that the Lord shall give thee test from 
thy s<Nrrow, and from thy fecu*, and from the^ hard bondage 
wherein thou* wast made to- serve. Thou shalt* take tip this ' 
proverb '.against- the King of Sa1)yk)n (the great apostasy)^ 
How hath the* oppressor ceased! the golden city <;eased1 
Bttbyl^n- is fallen, i& fallen^ that great city, because she made' 
all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fomicatioii.'-< 
^^Babylon* hath been a gtdden cup in the^LerdVhandi that 
lifade allthe earth drunken,— -forsake her,-and let-irs go every 
oneJn- to Mb own country ; for her judgment- reachethnnto' 
he^ovto, eoidis lifted up even to the skies.'* ' **How artithou' 
frillenfromhea<ven, O Lueifer, son of the morning rhowarttbon 
otet- down to the ground, — ^which did«t weaken the nations !** 
'^¥ea-mine own £etmili»p friend, in whom I trusted^: which did 
^t of .my bread, hiath lifted up his heel against me/' — *f FOi?- 
it was not an enemy that -reproached me; then-I could hav^. 
borne it: neither was it he that hated m<e that did magnify' 
himself against me; then I would have hid myself fromhitai/ 
But it ^as thou, a man mine equal, my guide, and mine 
acquaintance: We took sweet counsel together; and walked 
unto the bouse of God in company." "And a man's foeis 
shall be they of bis own household," 

God made mto subject to His own will and purpose, that He 
might bring forth His own act, that He may do Hie work, His 
strange work ; and bring to pass His act, His strange act — 
This is what He requires of man, who is subjected jto that 
which he sees; that which he hears, and understands withi his 
heart;. and that is- the thing which mortal man shaH give an 
account of. — ^That which he sees not, hears not, and tnder 
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stands not, is subjected to Satan, — ^for he shall yet serve God, 
when evil is kept in subjection. When God by man has sub- 
jected him^ then shall man be tree. — The body is cursed 
through that which he was subjected to : through the influence 
of Satan, until the last enemy, death, shall be destroyed. Then 
Satan will be one alone at the final resurrection, for he then 
will only be alive with the evil, — the evil in every man and 
woman is alone— there is no supporter for the evil,— in all, it 
dijSers. It is written ; *' There is one alone, and there is not a 
second ; yea, he hath neither child nor brother." Satan will 
be one alone at the final resurrection, and these words will not 
be fulfilled till the day of the final resurrection. There are two 
deaths to the evil ; — the first is the death of the body ; — the 
second, the death of the soul. But those who are his dead 
men, with his dead body, will they arise &ee firom the evil at 
the Jlrsl resurrection ? — 

Before the foundations of the earth were laid, or before an 
earthly house was given to man^ his spirit dwelt in God — ^in 
Paradise — the heaven of heavens and in the presence of God. 
His spirit had, or had not rebelled in heaven, ages before He 
had given Adam a body ; when this planet was yet without 
form and void — one chaotic mass. — The inheritance was then 
divided — light and darkness — good and evil. Through the 
mercy and longsuffering of God, another opportunity was 
given to the rebellious spirits in an earthly house, and good 
and evil were plaoed before him, — but instead of man subduing 
the evil, — it subdued him ; — then Zion and Jerusalem above 
withdrew, and Satan overcame them, through the woman 
desiring her own image. The second advocate is now come, 
and causes man to return to his first or former love : — Christ 
and Jerusalem above. If ye love Satan ye cannot love God. 
Solomon says : " What is thy beloved more than another 
beloved ? And, whither is thy beloved gone, O thou fairest 
among women ? whither is thy beloved turned aside ? — that 
we may seek him with thee ; that is the second advocate, 
Christ with Jerusalem above ; — these are the two beloved, but 
if ye seek Christ without the other beloved, the body perishes 
and you only get the salvation of the soul. — Christ withdrew

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she by the power of her sister shall go forth to tetally destroy 
and slay the man of sin. — ^Jesus hath sent forth the Spirit, to 
draw you into the Spirit of Christ, if ye will have Him; — then 
the mortal spirit of the earth shall hear the immortal 
Spirit of heav^n^ and shall dwell in it till it has done 
the will of God. — Every one who dwelleth in that Spirit 
knows it, for if he be tempted to do evil, he finds that he 
cannot do it ; though he be tempted to go to the slaughter- 
' house to drink of the cup of abominations, which is the way 
to hell — the grave — ^he cannot touch it. — The evil spirit is set 
to try and prove the way of God, and the whole house of 
Israel shall be tried, but the world shall be happy and 
slumber; but when the vail is drawn back, then shall their 
misery appear.— There is the spirit of man, which is the life 
of the body, and there is the Spirit of God, and the Lord 
saith : I will clothe man afresh, and he who seeks to 
be clothed afresh, must first be unclothed of Satan's 
clothing ;— then he shall be clothed in light which no 
darkness can cover. — ^But if the soul of man turn not to God, 
it lies in the grave until it returns to give an account of the 
deeds it hath done, and the second death divides the spirit 
from the soul and body. There is death in the pot,— bring 
salt, that it may be cast in, that death may be cast out. — 
Albeit that man is bom in sin and shapen in iniquity, if he 
be grafted into Christ — ^^and Christ grafted into him, — die evil 
in him will be subject to the two Spirits.— Man is first grafted 
into Christ, to bear incorruptible fruit. — Jew and Oentile 
both bear incorruptible fruit — What is that fruit? — 
Forgive me my debt. — Behold I a man doing evil day by 
day asks : forgive me my debts ! — But if we are grafted into 
Christ, and be tempted to murder, steal, (in the way of 
business) or do any manner of evil — and do it not — do we 
not overcome that evil ? — It is to him that overcometh evil 
who shall possess all things. — Behold ! the Spirit makes it 
known, and shews that evil subject to Christ and Jerusalem 
above. — Then we dwell between the root and the branch. — 
Why should we murmur or complain though we be tempted ? 
'• — ^Jesus said : " The works that I do shall ye do also." — Was 
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not every evil made subject to Him ? — But who has asked for 
the two Spirits ; for they were made blind by the vail being 
drawn. — *The creature was made subject to vanity that God 
might shew His power in the end. '* For if through the offence 
of one many be dead, — much more the grace of Ood, and the 
gift by grace, by one man Jesus Christ, hatli abounded unto 
maiiy.^'-^" Much more they whicli receive abundance of grade 

'-and of the gift of righteousness shall reign in life by one, 
Jesus Christ." — " So by the righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon all fnen nmo justification of life," for "where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound."— And if the power 

' of God in the end shall be so munificently displayed by grace 
to those of the common salvation, — the Gentiles who are 
only grafted into Christ and obtain blessings unto the salv4- 

• tion of the soul only — liow much more exceeding abundantly 

' shall the glory of His people Israel — the natural branches 
of the true olive — be manifested by His power in the 
end, who obtain both soul and body ; — who will be 
changed and fashioned into the likeness of His glorious 
body ? — " Shall we receive good at the hand of God and shall 
we. not receive evil?" — Discern righteous Judgment O! 
man and murmur not, — but rather rejoice at the great wisdom 
of God to usward, who maketh ''all things (both good and 
evil) work together for good, to them who are the called accor- 
ding to His purpose." — ^Whom He knew and foreknew — who 

' dwelt in the brightness of His presence ages before the founda- 

' tions of this earth were laid ; — ^it being then His eternal decree 
and determination to raise us to a higher glory in the heaven 
of heavens, and by His own predestination and will, that we 
should be conformed to the image of His dear Son. — O ! man, 
did God ask you to suffer — to drink the bitterness of sorrow 
and misery, — without first determining and causing His only 
begotten Son to suffer—to drink the bitterness of sorrows to 
the very dregs ? — ^Did you disobey through evil, and were you 
to be taught true obedience through sufferings — without God 
Himself in the person of His own dear Son, first causing Him 
to learn obedience by the things which he suffered as it is 
written : " Though He were a Son, yet leimed He obedience by 
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the things which He suflfered." — Then if Jesus who was with- 
out sin had to learn ohedience through the path of sorrows — 
how much more we, who were born in sin and shapen in 
iniquity ? — Behold ! then, ! man, the great goodness, mercy 
and wisdom of God to usward. He lowered us unto exalta- 
tion — He humbled us that we might be exalted. Lucifer the 
son of the morning with all his hosts tried to exalt themselves 
in heaven — to an equality with the Deity, — hut behold in a 
moment they were abased to the footstool the earth, with the 
evil. The spirits of the just were humbled that they might 
be exalted to a greater glory, and so it is written : '* Whoso- 
ever shall exalt himself, shall be abased : and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted.'' — ** When thou art bidden 
of any man to a wedding, go and sit down in the lowest room ; 
that when he that bade thee, cometh : he may say unto thee : 
friend, ' go up higher ' — then shalt thou have worship in 
the presence of them that sit at meat with thee." — Wherefore, 
0! man, "if thou seest the oppression of the- poor, and 
violent perverting of judgment and justice, marvel not at the 
matter : for He that is higher than the highest regardeth ; and 
there be higher than they." — God's thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways His ways: "For as the heavens 
are higher than the earth, so are my ways higher than your 
ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts." — ! vain and 
foolish man, can you measure the great wisdom of God from 
your sleepy and helpless condition ? — from your earthly 
juxta-position ? — Did not God say : " It is not good that the 
man should be alone ; I will make him an helpmate for him " 
— Were not the spirits alone — without an helpmate before that 
the foundations of the earth were laid? — Have you yet received 
this helpmate ? — Did not the Lord God cause a deep sleep to 
fall upon man and he slept, and is still asleep to this hour. 
Is the earthly woman by your side your helpmate ? Is dead 
earth your destiny, your abiding place ? Do you hope to enter 
glory through the two-leaved gates of corruption ? — are these 
your portals ? — did Jesus ? — ! Lord God Almighty great is 
thy wisdom in having prepared for man — the two-leaved gates 
of living earth through which we must enter before that we can 
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be bom ngftin. How long <>; Lord — how long ? — we praise

— Did no eye pity thee, none have compassion on 
thee'**Wd8t thou caist into the open field (under sentence of 
death) to the loathing of thy person, in the day that thou wadt 
bom ? " Neither did Joseph have any pity or compassion 
shewn to him from bis own brethren — and his coat wa;s dipped 
in blood. Hast thou been tried, tempted and buffeted?^-- 
So was Joseph, and was cast into prison. But the Spirit of 
God rested upon him in the prison, and wisdom was given 
him. From the loathsome prison he was raised next to the 
king on the throne and the people werd ruled by his word — 
the ring (of the everlasting covenant) was placed on his 
finger; — he was arrayed in vesture of fine linen, with a chain 
of gold around his neck. He was thirty years of age at this 
time — the same age that Ch;rist descended upon the body of 
Jesus at the river Jordan. — Will not the Lord God Almighty 
do the same with thee, though thou be sold to-day and in 
bondage to the Gentiles, — if thou seek Him diligently with a 
contrite heart ! thou 'of little faith ? — And in the end wilt 
thou not hear the same words pronounced against Satan : 
'' Ye thought evil against me ; but God meant it unto good, 
to bring to pass, as it is this day, to save much people alive." — 
If the fountains of the great deep were broken up, and the 
windows of heaven opened, and it rained upon the earth until 
the high hills were covered, so that all flesh died — was not 
the ark of Noah at the same time borne upwards and lifted 
up and separated from the old world, floating upon the face 
of the waters upwards, higher, higher to the new earth 1 
Neither was Noah commanded to bring any tools with him for 
repairs in the event of disaster. — It was safe and complete, a 
figure of the immortal Spirit. — Noah and his family, eight 
persons (figurative of the eight thousand years) dwelt within 
the ark, — as the people of God will at that day.-^When the 
sons of God presented themselves before the Lord and Satan 
with them from going to and fro in the earth, and from walking 
up and down in it. — Did God permit Satan to slay the sons 
and daughters of Job and deprive him of all his substance— 
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(Dguifttivo of ihd fall from haaToa to thi ground). And tbo 
swoud time, did God jtarmii Satas to Bioitn Job vitli auio 
boi)s from die soto of iiis foot, unto the croMU (Sffuiaiivo of 
tlie sevuod full ur lIia body jiloco'l onder fiefiti>iio? of di-&tb).

Withdraw the spirit from man 
and man dies. — But when the spirit is placed in the body of 
man — that man is immortal and ascends upwards as Enoch, 
Elijah, and Jesus did. — True, the spirit is often spoken of as 
being in the body, in the Scriptures, but we must at all times 
remember in reading Scripture that it is written : '' God calleth 
those things which be not as though they were'' — The greater 
portions of Scripture are as yet unfulfilled — their fulfilment 
being reserved till the '* third'' day — and the third watch 
of the eleventh hour— ^et they are spoken of as being 
actually fulfilled now. They are said to be so, in view 
of their certain fulfilment in the end, and not that which 
is at present. — The spirits were sent into this vineyard 
to be grafted into terrestrial bodies, unto whom it was 
said: "Occupy till I come'* — the householder planted this 
vineyard, and hedged it round about and digged a winepress 
in it and built a tower and let it out to the spirits with a com- 
mand to subdue it, but behold, it subdued them — for when 
the time of fruit drew near it was found that it had only borne 
corruption and death, save Enoch and Elijah — and when the 
son was sent they said : This is the heir — come, let us kill Him 
and seize the inheritance (having made a covenant with death), 
and the son (who came to disannul their covenant) was cast 
out and slain, for they preferred death with their herds of 
swine, so they besought Jesus to depart from their coast. — The 
vineyard was then given to the spirits of the just — the true 
seed and heirs of the inheritance, who shall render the fruits 
in their seasons (from the tree of life). — The stone which the 
builders rejected, became then the head of the comer. — This 
is the Lord's doing — His plan — His wisdom, marvel at it as ye 
will. — The spirits were planted in this vineyard,, yet Jesus 
said: — "Every plant which my heavenly Father hath not 
planted, shall be rooted up " — so, every plant that is rooted up, 
proves to have been planted in corruptible or dead earth, and 
returns to the same. That plant is destroyed, that the life or 
spirit of that plant may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus ;

Some again, who are 
as the glory of the sun, leave the glory of the' moon — and 
seek a moref perfect light; and that light' which is now as' 
mornihg light, shall increase, until it is equal to the 'light of 
the sun at mid-day. Though your deeds have been deeds of 
evil; forsake them — turn the other way ahd' ye shall live.' 
— Albeit life is hid among death, yet if ye strive on ye shall 
obtain, for God made a covenant of imnaottdlity with the 
spirits of the just long before that they were sent to be grafted' 
to this planet. Your lives are hid with Christ in God. — 
Christ is the City of the living God — and three years ' shalt' 
they dwell in Christ, as Jfesus did, and after that they shall* 
be immortal. The lost tribes of the house of Israel are now 
turning their faces Zionward, as it is also written : ** They 
shall ask the way to Zion with their faces' thitherward." — 
They shuU wander bestead and hungry, seeking to be cleansed, 
-^then shall this passage of Scripture be fulfilled r " I will 
cleanse their blood that I have not cleansed — ^For the Lord 
dwelleth in Zion." " According to His own purpose and 
grace, which was given us in Christ Jesus before the world" 
began.*'— The Jews had their soul saved by the law, and' 
offered up animals ; but the Gentiles were Called last, and^^ 
Jesus came to fulfil that which was spoken: *'A light to" 
lighten the Gentiles," which had been promised to Jacob, He 
came to die and bear the sins of the whole universe. — The 
Scriptures are as something stolen, and hid, so that iie that^ 
has hid that which he has stolen knows where to find and' 
replace it where he had stolen it from.— =-Sb it is with man and 
Satan regarding the immortal life of the body, which was

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we can discern the spirit of the just from the unjust — ^for we 
are to try the spirits ; — we believe not every spirit, for there 
are many false prophets out in the world. — ^Every spirit that 
confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of God. — 
'' For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being many, are one body, so is 
Christ. For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free, 
and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. For the body 
is not one member but many.'* — The Apostle Paul could stand 
up in the days when he uttered this great truth and speak 
with truth and with a feeling of pride as he gazed from 
church to church: from Rome to Corinth — Ephesus to Philippi 
— Colosse to Thessalonica, Galatia, &c., &c. These churches 
were in every sense of the word — One — one in bpdy — one in 
spirit — ^but could the Apostle Paul stand this day on St. Paul's 
church in London, and behold the present dismemberment 
and schism of this present Apostasy falsely called Christen- 
dom and use the same words with truth? — ^Would he not 
behold chaos, disunion, discord, light and darkness, Christ and 
Belial — the temple of God with idols — pictures, graven images 
of things above and below — stained windows keeping out the 
pure light of heaven — candles — worldly choirs — the unbeliever 
unequally yoked together with the believer — righteousness arm 
in arm with unrighteousness — money changers— business 
generally — quarrelling— jangling and wrangling — deadly strife 
— enmity — hatred — one crying : I am of ApoUos — I of Cephas 
— I of Paul — I of Christ — ^why ! one could almost imagine 
the Apostle Paul looking down upon this confusion of tongues 
in utter amazement — ^placing his fingers in his ears, saying 
What Babel is this ?— what ?— this the Church of Jhrist ?— 
These the followers of the meek and the lowly Jesus of Naza- 
reth ? — ^Avaunt, it is asacrilege — an abomination of abominations 
— ^it is the Beast with all its horns — the habitation of devils and 
the hold of every foul spirit — a cage of every unclean and hateful . 
bird — " Come out of her my people, that ye be not partakera 
of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. — ^For her 
sins have reached unto heaven — the widows and fatherless are

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These are the last days in which I told you that perilous 
times would come. — Wherefore, come out of her my people 
and be ye separate and touch not the unclean thing. — For not 
one stone shall be left standing here that shall not be thrown 
down. — ^You are warned in Scripture, that many would come 
in the name of Ghrist and deceive many, if it were possible 
the very elect of God — elect and chosen before the foundation 
of the world. — These are only the beginning of sorrows for 
iniquity shall abound. You were warned that the abomination 
of desolation would in the last days, stand in the holy place. 
That time has come — flee to the mountains O I my people 
for these days shall be shortened for thy sake. It is but a 
moment when ye shall say, '' Hark the trump of God doth 
sound'' — ^watch and pray, the time is at hand the minute of the 
hour has come. ''And if He shall come in the second watch, 
or come in the ' third ' watch and find them so, blessed are 
those servants/' 

" Known unto God are all His works from the beginning of 
the world " — and He said : *' Occupy till I come." — ^Albeit that 
great tribulations are coming on this world speedily and many 
bodies have and will yet be given to Satan for the destruction 
of the flesh that their spirit may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. This one great truth still stands prominent : the 
souls of all will be saved — some at the first resurrection, 
and all the remainder at the second or final resurrection. — 
Those who knew the will of God and did it not are as the 
chaff, which the winds carry forth. — Those who see the light 
of Jesus, the bright and morning star, thoagh it only glimmers 
upon them, and follow it not, shall be beaten with few stripes. 
But those who see the life of the body and seek it not, shall 
be beaten with many stripes. — Jesus being without sin, is the 
day-star which shall arise in the hearts of all who do His will 
and walk in His footsteps. — Man having evil within him is as 
the evening star. The spirit of man is called a star ; — but 
being uncircumcised in heart, he is as the night ; but those 
who are circumcised in heart, being righteous, are called an 
evening star, and if he be clothed with the Spirit, he is the 
bright and morning star — and has the day-star written in his 
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hrajt, — pneeoBEiDg lioili lights, sliiniDg ia aad nit him, until lie i 
rocHrm Uic sud, which th<>n oasU ont their light, and lu' 
biiQOmce EQiirtMl iid<1 imoiiitUJ, hotit ou'Ut tofpillitrr and ' 
iMcomo tlion u the iigbt of soycu duy b.

To-day. j/ttur pyes uic an yet bnldra, but if your 
huana buni withiu you, if you ri-<)o^iz« tba twvt — happy are 
yon. Yow vjll Icnm nitliiti doon tho metuiing of lliv wun*a 
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of Jestts^ when H^ said : *^ If I will that lie tany till I ooiii^» 
whkt is that to thee? follow thou me." — ^You will then see 
dearly the meanitig of the words : '' J3e not forgetful t» 
entertain strangers for thereby some have entertained angels 
unawares." — ** Know ye not that we shall judge angels." 
You will then no longer judge spiritual things from an earthly 
standpoint You will no longer dig for refreshing springs 
from the depths of the grave. You will stand on the top of 
Mount Zion on the other side of the grave with Enodi 
of the first dispensation— Elijah of the second, and the 
man Christ with the house of Israel of the third; — 'the 
144,000 bones, and exclaim with David : " I had fitinted, 
xmless I had believed to see the goodness of the Lord 
in the land of the living" i.e., in a living — an im- 
mortal body. — ^Thou wilt then stand in Mount Zion and ' 
in the oity of the living God, Jerusalem above ;-^surrounded 
by an innumerable company of cmgels. — The assembly of the 
firstborn and to the spirits of just men made perfect — ^Thou 
wilt understand, — ^for thine eyes will no longer be holden, thine 
eyes will be touched the second time with the eye^salve of the 
land ; no longer see men as trees walking. Thou wilt see the 
difference of glories in the sun, moon and stars, and how one 
star differeth from another star in glory. — ^Thou wilt see the 
difference between celestial, spiritual, terrestrial aod immortal 
bodies. — Thou wilt then know fully and completely wheore thou 
wast when the Lord God Almighty laid the foundations of the 
earth. — ^Thou dost only know now in part, but then thou shalt 
know even as thou art known. — Though he .holds the souls- of 
those that obedience was not found in, — ^yet^ at the final resur- 
rection God will let go their spirits, and raise their souls with 
incorruptible bodies. — Those spirits who did keep their first 
estate have they received bodies yet, to d?^ell in ? — Ao, diey 
have not, they have not yet received immortal hodi^. The 
first estate was for the body, so that thdr ending will be better 
than the beginning of their life. — And .so it was said at the 
marriage feast in Oana. The governor of the feast called the 
bridegroom and said : '* Every man at the beginning doth set 
forth good wine, and when men have well drunk, — ^then that 
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whioh is Voise, but thou hast kept the good wia6 mfHiil now!* — 
— The feast m Gaaa is figurative of the three dbpens^tioms — 
the six waterpots typify die six days or six thout^and years of 
Gt>d's dealings with the sons of men. This feast took plaoe 
on the ** third *^ day or third dispensation — the mothet was 
present at the feast ^ith Jesus :— *typioal of Zion and Jeru- 
salem above filling d^e waterpots or bodies. Their mortal 
bodies being then changed from mortal to immortal, from 
water to wine. The vessels were sound, not cracked, had they 
been cracked they would not have held the water, they would 
have been useless and would return to the dust from whence 
they had been formed by the potter. But they were without 
flaw wrinkle or any such thing — and held the wine.— The 
hour had not then come, but was a figure of what the end 
would be when the third watch of that hour had arrived. The 
ruler of the feast knew nothing of the unseen hand who had 
so converted the water into wine — he saw not the spiritu^d 
work — ^he saw only the earthly. But the servants knew ; and 
why were the servants permitted to know and not the ruler, 
with those seated in high places ? — ^Because they obeyed the 
voice of the woman who had said to them : ''Whatsoever He saith 
unto you, do it " — so will all be favoured and blessed who " do " 
whatsoever Jesus saith unto them — being not sayers but 
€loer9. — This miracle was done, that His disciples might know 
and believe on Him, but in a more special sense it was done for 
those who did not see and yet have believed — ^In it, " He maoi- 
fested fi)rth His glory " which would be in the end. — To look 
at any or all the miracles which Jesus did on earthy from a 
miraculous standpoint^ — ^is only to look on the erurface of 
the water,*— but to understand them fully, we must dive down 
in their depths — ^then and then only can we bring up theiioh 
shells and pearls concealed in its caverns — and tneditate in' jtbe 
refireshing grottoes of God's eternal love and trisdom. — ^Man's 
body is leased to him fronk God during the mortal life: ;— rdf the 
evil be taken away and destroyed — his body will not be taken 
from hin^ — ^but his mortal body will pUt on immortality— in 
the flesh he will see God. — ^But when evil overcomes man's 
body— he being only a tenant, notice is given to quit that 
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body ; and when man has overcome the evil— then is the will 
of God fulfilled,— then he knows his master's will — and all 
mysteries. — ^Abraham, Enoch and Elijah knew His will, and 
are alive, and Jacob in their issues — and are this day scat* 
tered round the planet Unto them it is given to know the 
deep mysteries of G-od. Before man can have any knowledge 
of the deep workings of God, — ^he must first believe on God's 
Son whom He sent and do His will, so far as light is given to 
him. — Then let him look upon the two women grinding at the 
mill ; — ^with one glance, trace the whole of creation from the 
first woman to the last woman ; — ^from the first Adam to the 
latter Adam in one " tout ensemble." — The first woman was 
deceived and overcome of evil» the latter woman was overcome 
of the good. Behold then the two Eves, both earthly, and 
heavenly. — ^All the blessings and glories promised by God in 
the Scriptures are given to ^^him that overcometh^' evil by 
good. This is the tree of life. Woe, unto that woman who 
hath not her sister, the other helpmate; for she was taken 
away at the beginning, to show that man and woman were not 
the Creator, nor yet God. — Know the right door and enter, a 
woman through not entering this door will be separated from 
her husband Zion above. — ^And the husband firom the wife — 
Jerusalem above. — ^We have only glanced at this subject, but 
our time isnowup — ^we shall enlarge upon this subject hereafter. 
We have many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear 
them now. We therefore conclude this part of the second 
sermon by remarking, that we commenced it by speaking of the 
rebellion and war in heaven, and we must close it with the 
same. There was war in heaven at the beginning, and there 
is war now among the armies of heaven, between the armies of 
Satan and the armies of the living God. The armies of Satan 
will shortly be dissolved like snow on a fire, in the grave. 
There is a spiritual war going on now at this moment between 
Michael and EBs angels — and the dragon and his angels : but 
of this more anon — and until then let us all remember the key : 
*' The first shall be last ; and the last shall be firstr-The last 
shall be first, and the first last."

SERMON II. PART II. 

** Shall I give my firstborn for my traasgresAioo, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul" Y— Micah 6, 7. 

" Sacrifice and offering thon wouldest not, but a body hast thou prepared 
me : then said I, lo, I come (in the Tolome of the book it is written of me,) 
to do thy will, O Ood."— Hxb. x. 5, 7. 

We do not purpose in this discourse to enter into the subject 
of the common salvation of the soul. — ^That is a subject 
universally heralded from every pulpit in Ghristendom, — our 
shelves groan under the weight of volumes already printed 
upon this matter ; many, in our humble opinion only tend to 
mystify the unlearned. — The Gospel of the salvation of the 
soul is very simply and clearly laid down in Scripture ; that 
any wayfaring man though a fool need not err therein.— 
There is no need to multiply words, — no need to engage the 
attendance of thousands to listen to flowery discourses Sunday 
after Sunday, year after year upon a subject which can be 
simply stated in a few minutes. — The Gospel of the common 
salvation of the soul requires of man to believe with all his 
heart : that Jesus Christ is the Son of God— '' Bepent and be 
baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, aud ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost." — " Know ye not, that so many of us as were baptized 
into Jesus Christ were baptized into His. death? — ^Therefore 
we are buried with Him by baptism into death : that like as 
Christ was raised up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life. For 
if we have been planted together in the likeness of His death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of His resurrection." — " Where- 
fore my sentence is, that we trouble not them, which from 
among the Gentiles are turned to God: but that we write 
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unto them^ that they ahstain from pollutions of idols^ and 
firom formication, and from things strangled, and from blood." 
— " For other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 
-which is Jesus Christ" — This is all that is required of the 
Gentiles for the salvation of the soul. — It is also the only 
foundation for the life of the body, for the whole house of 
Israel. — But, a maQ may build with various materials upon 
this foundation. He may build with gold, silver, or precious 
stones ; or he may build with wood, hay, or stubble ; — the fir© 
shall try every man's work of what sort it is. — ^If any man's 
work abide which he hath built thereupon, he shall receive a 
reward. — If any man's work shall be burned, he shall suffer 
.OSS : but he himself shall be saved ; yet so as by fire. — If a 
man build upon this foundation with wood, hay, or stubble-^ 
it cannot be proof against fire, — it is consequently burned up 
in the grave and that man must suffer the loss of his body, 
— ^yet his soul will be saved and raised in the first resurrection. 
The house of Israel build upon the same foundation but with 
different material, namely: a material which will resist the 
fire and pass through the furnace as Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abed*nego did; upon whose bodies the fire had no power, 
nor was a hair of their head singed, neither were their coats 
changed, nor the smell of fire passed on them ; — these walked in 
the midst of the fire, having no hurt — Wherefore the difference 
between the Oentiles of all the various denominations in 
Christendom and the house of Israel is ; — ^that the former are 
content with the salvation of the soul and the loss of the 
body,---content with the Gospel only, — content to remain at 
first principles of repentance from dead works, of faith, bap- 
tisms, laying on of hands, of resurrection of the dead and 
eternal judgment. And it is very strange that the various 
denominations cannot agree together, seeing that the great 
majority of the Gentiles hold these truths as their articles of 
faith. — Why should they be divided among themselves, when 
they are all building with one material ? — We certainly fail to 
see why they should not be united together, when they all seek 
the common salvation of the soul and are all content to lose 
the body. — They all prepare for deaths not for life. They seek 
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death in order to obtain the salvation of the soul in the first 
resurrection. They make a covenant with death. — ^But the 
house of Israel seek the immortality of the mortal body, 
which includes the salvation of the soul; — they seek to pass 
with Enoch — the priest, and Elijah — the Levite, and Jesus the 
Samaritan on the other side of the grave. — They seek to be 
seated on their own beast and obtain the two-pence of law and 
Gospel combined. They are not content with one breast, > one 
eye, one ear — ^but go on to perfection in the female im- 
mortal Spirit Jerusalem above, who with Zion will take their, 
abode in that temple of precious stones. — The Gentiles seek 
only the building of the incorruptible bride, whereas the house 
of Israel seek to become bones of the immortal bride. — They 
seek to stand with Jesus against the evil of which the first 
Adam took, and seek to have their former covenant with death 
disannulled, and their agreement with hell made void. — Having 
once agreed with the Gentiles that their bodies should perish, 
being as them once satisfied with the salvation of the soul. — 
But who now seek for the root and seed of all evil to be totally 
removed, and ride triumphantly over sin, death, hell and the 
grave. — ^For the sole benefit of the outcasts of Israel and the 
dispersed of Judah now scattered among the Gentiles, we pur- 
pose therefore in this discourse to point you to Jesus-in-Ghrist 
— to Ohrist-in-Jesus and to the — man-Christ — ^We purpose to 
consider the humanity of Jesus in the language of our text : 
" a body hast thou prepared me ; " — ^in His birth, — ^His life, as 
the good olive plant, the vine, — ^in His ministry on earth and 
finally as the great atoning sacrifice.— Albeit the whole of this 
subject has been very clearly expressed by one of the male- 
factors crucified by the side of Jesus. — He repented, acknow- 
ledged to his evil — sought the conversion of his comrade in 
crime on the other side of Jesus. He proclaimed before an 
unbelieving world the spotless humanity of Jesus saying, 
" This man hath done nothing amiss," he proclaimed — the God- 
head, — ^the Lordship of Jesus, saying : " Lord, remember me," 
— ^he proclaimed to the world that Jesus was not t/*en going to 
take His Kingdom, but said : ^' Lord, remember me when thou 
contest into thy Kingdom." 

B 
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In the creation, God made man to preserve- Ai> own seed, as 
He made the \7oman to preserve her seed, which was the body 
of Jesus. — ^At the age of twelve He put the woman's seed in 
power ofver the Scriptures, and at the river Jordan the two im- 
mortal Spirits : male and female descended upon Him, and He 
dwelt in the Godhead three years on earth, each year being a 
dispensation. This was shewn to Abram our father in 
vision, in answer to his enquiry : " Lord God, whereby shall I 
know that I shall inherit it " ? (inherit what ? — the land, the 
body). " And Tie said unto him : — take me an heifer of three 
years old, and a she-goat of three years old, and a ram of three 
years old, and a turtle dove, and a young pigeon. And he 
took unto him all these, and divided them in the midst, and 
laid each piece one against another : but the birds divided he 
not And when the fowls came down upon the carcases, 
Abram drove them away. And when the sun was going 
down, a deep sleep fell upon Abram ; and lo, an horror of 
great darkness fell upon him." — The birds were not divided, 
but the heifer, she-goat and the ram, each of three years old ; 
typical of the three dispensations were divided, "And Jesus, 
when He was baptized, went up straightway out of the water : 
and lo, the heavens were opened unto Him, and He saw the 
Spirit of God descending like a dove, and lighting upon Him : 
and lo a voice from heaven, saying : This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased." The turtle dove and young 
pigeon being figurative of the two immortal Spirits male and 
female, yet one, being undivided as Adam was before the rib 
was removed from his side. Then the Godhead withdrew to 
see what the seed of man would do to the seed of the woman ; 
— here the kingdom was divided, and their birthrights were 
divided. — So now, God is restoring back to man the seed of the 
woman to man, to preserve his own seed till they be twelve 
years of age, then if the parents put on immortality, the 
children will be in immortality. So God has made the father 
and mother the instruments in His hand of preserving their 
seed. — Jesus . says of the seed that was sown by the wayside^ 
that the fowls came and devoured them up.-^Man has to keep 
his eye single unto God, for he is the husbandman that brings 
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that seed to perfeciion. — Though Jesus was of the pure seed 
of the womau, without the mixture of the evil seed whieh was 
placed in the city, — yet He was made lower than the angels 
as it is written : " We see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the angels for the suffering of death, orowned i^th glory 
and honour ; that He by the grace of God should taste death 
for every man*' — ^The body of Jesus was prepared of the seed 
of Abraham according to the flesh, that He might be a way- 
mark for the children of Abraham. He was the Ught of the 
world and the darkness was subject to Him and the darkness 
said: "Art thou come hither to torment us before the timef 
The evil spirits of darkness knew that there was a set time 
when they would be driven out of the house (the body) of 
Israel, and that man would possess the Spirit of God, and so 
inherit the land or body as promised to Abraham.— Jesus was 
the light of the world when He dwelt three years in the Spirit, 
and He promised to send the other Comforter, who would abide 
with man for ever. — This Comforter is Christ and Jerusalem 
above, who will bring man back firom his fallen state.~These 
two Spirits of the heavens being united with the. mortal spirits 
of the man and woman. Wo above and two below, form the 
four spirits of the heavens and the earth as shewn to Zechariah : 
— *' These are the four spirits of the heavens, which go forth 
from standing before the Lord of all the earth." — The body of 
Jesus was not prepared after the nature of angels, or spirits, 
but of the seed of Abraham, that through suffering. He might 
be seated at the right hand of power. The good and evil was 
placed before Adam and £v6 ; as it was placed before them, so 
it is in like manner placed before every man and woman and 
remains the same to this hour. — Jesus was in the loins 
of Adam, and on the fourth day He came forth ; and 
what will be done at the end of the world, was declared to 
Adam and Eve, in the beginning. — ^The seed of the woman, 
(not the first, but the seed of the latter woman), is given to 
take away that which was handed by the first ; — this world is 
the ^rst woman's seed. When evil was permitted to come 
into paradise, the man and the woman were in the vine, and 
evil was placed there then God commanded them that they 
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should not eat of the Tine, from the kernel even to the husk. 
Then Satan was permitted to come there, and he persuaded 
the woman to take of it ; — then paradise withdrew, and they 
were stripped of the vine and became the wild olive ; but 
before that they were the good olive. — ^Adam and Eve wished 
for the inheritance to be divided, which was their living ; — so 
He divided their inheritance to corruptible and an incorruptible 
life, — either at the first or final resurrection, being then as 
the angels of God. — The first Adam and Eve is earthly, — the 
latter Adam is the Lord from heaven. — Jesus did not bruise 
Satan's head on the cross, but Satan did bruise His heel ; — 
albeit Satan's head shall he bruised through the atonement, 
that is to say : the seed of the second woman will braise 
Satan's head. For those who become the vine tree, are in 
the Spirit The vine tree is the father of the body of Jesus. — 
Though Adam had no father, and Jesus had no earthly father, 
still His mother conceived Him, and He was in the loins of 
Adam. — ^Adam was the father of the natural body, and when 
the blood is cleansed, they will be as Jesus was at twelve 
years of age, and when they have the two Spirits, tbey have 
the anointing, or unction by which they are made the temple 
of God. — When mortal becomes immortal they have the four 
Spirits. All things receive life from these four Spirits, being 
the tree of life on each side of the river. " Upon one stone 
shall be seven eyes : behold I will engrave the graving thereof." 
Being the portion of the Spirit given in the seven thousand 
years. — Joshua did not get it, but Jesus got it. Thus saith 
the Lord : " The Spirit that was on the woman's seed will 
clothe His branches, and will not depart from them ; it shall 
not depart from thy seed, nor from thy seed's seed." — The 
watchman of the night is the watchman of the day also, and 
as Jesus bore the image of the incorruptible, so did He bear 
the image of the immortal ; — ^for the law of the covenant of 
the immortal life must be kept in the mortal life. — Jesus was 
and is the brightness of God's glory, and the express image of 
His person. The seed of the body of Jesus came from Moses 
till the year four thousand and one, but the Spirit came from 
God. — There are two seeds : — the bondwoman's seed and the 
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freewoman's seed, but the bondwoman's seed can never be 
equal with the freewoman's seed. The seed of Jesus was in 
the loins of Melchisedec, who was an earthly King, being 
King of Salem, which Jerusalem was then called, but the 
promise is to the scattered seed of Jacob, now mixed among 
the Gentiles, sumamed the ten tribes. — These have or will 
have the faith of Israel, who will become like Jesus, without 
guile. — ^The immortal Mother, Jerusalem above, having with- 
drawn from the first mortal woman, Eve, she did eat, — or 
rather conceived of that which Qod had forbidden, being 
undivided. But Mary, the mother of Jesus, the second or 
latter woman being in the immortal Mother, Jerusalem above, 
and being overshadowed by the power of the Highest, — 
she conceived of that which God had commanded them, 
to multiply and replenish the earth, that it might become one 
flesh in Him, Jesus. That is of the good of tho tree " Ijife 
and good." The mother of Jesus conceived Him not of the 
seed of man, but of the seed of God, and consequently His 
body never saw corruption. — He was conceived of the seed of 
God, that He should give the fruit of the blood for the soul. 
— ^AU children bom of women are brought firom the tree either 
in a clean or an unclean state, yet all are brought into the 
mortal life with Satan's blood in them, by the inoculation of 
evil in the blood through the transgression; — but though 
man be shaped in evil, if he be afterwards grafted into Christ, 
and Christ grafted into him, the evil in him is made subject 
to the tviro Spirits. — The seed of which Jesus came, was four 
thousand years in separation, and received His blood from the 
woman : — cleansed. It was through the evil of her own body 
that she 'died and saw corruption, for though she could send 
forth good seed, still the evil of her own body separated her. — 
The Apostle Paul said : " For I would that all men were even 
as I myself," — and also said : " It is good for a man not to 
touch a woman," that is to say : it is not good to touch a 
woman out of season, in the evil state. — 'Jesus truly said that 
He came that the blind might see, and that they who said 
they saw, might be made blind, — and the Gentiles who have 
been blind to the tree of knowledge of good and evil will 
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recollect His words when it is too late, for they have been 
sowing broadcast, irrespective of fallowed or unfallowed 
ground ;*^7et they marvel that their firstborn should thirst 
for blood and prove a murderer as Gain the firstborn of Adam 
and Eve who disobeyed the commands of God as the Gentiles 
do to this hour. Blood is forbidden both to Jew and Gentile, 
also things strangled. What is blood ? is it not the life of 
evil ? — Jesus took it upon Him, He received it firom the body 
of His mother, who was of Abraham's seed, which fulfilled that 
scripture which saith : ^' For verily He took not on Him the 
nature of angels ; but He took on Him the seed of Abraham." — 
That flesh was called the good olive tree, it was a good olive 
plant, and in Him dwelt the fulness of the Godhead bodily, 
that folness being King of Kings and Lord of Lords, and the 
seed of Satan shall serve Him ; and that seed which man sows 
by him, even to the seed of discord : — ^the tares. — ^All seed sown 
by man has tares among it — and Jesus said : '* Let both grow 
together till the harvest.'' But the seed sown in corrupt 
ground will not be separated, — save by death. — All are 
without excuse, " because that which may be known of God 
is manifest in them ; for God hath shewed it unto them ; For 
the invisible things of Him from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by the things that are made," 
and because man has disobeyed the laws of God which He 
planted in the heart of every man and woman *' God also gave 
them up to uncleanness through the lusts of their own hearts, 
to dishonour their bodies between themselves." God has 
clearly taught man both in the scriptures and by the laws of 
nature that : *' whatsoever a man soweth that shall he also 
reap, he that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap corrup* 
tion." Man has been going on in blindness, and men indi- 
vidually and nationally are to-day reaping (blood) the fruit of 
that which they have sowed in evil. They have not discerned 
the two seeds, — good and evil — women childless through the 
sword — crying, " Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide 
it" — -The first woman's child died in the night, but in the third 
day the second woman was delivered of a living child. The true 
mother verily yearned upon her son and said : " my Lord, give 
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her the living child, and in no wise slay it." — Is it then to be 
wondered at^ that our hospitals are crammed mth all manner 
of loathsome and pestilential diseases? — Do ye marvel that 
prisons are overcrowded and that Innatic asylums flourish 
in the land ? — ^Is it any wonder that Parsons, Lawyers, and 
Doctors are in great demand everywhere by the multitude ? 
We cannot marvel, when we consider that Satan first sowed 
the evil in man and woman '* an enemy hath done this " '' ye 
are of your father the Devil " — ^but God sowed the good seed 
— and the Virgin Mary conceived and that seed was Jesus, the 
Son of God. It is written : "Behold the days come, saith the 
Lord that I will sow the house of Israel, and the house of 
Judah with the seed of man and with the seed of beast." 
What is here meant by the seed of man : — the seed of that 
man is the seed of Christ. The house of Israel and Judah 
must be sowed with' that by being purified by the four books 
of Moses, and the four books of the Evangelists by the 
immortal Father, that it be within thee. Jesus is the immortal 
to sow that seed. — ^Man through the inoculation of the evil of 
tlie serpent is called the son of Satan, — ^but when he is bom 
of the Son of God having His seed in him — he is changed. — 
Man sows tares, but the seed of the woman is the wheat of 
the field. — ^When the tares are taken away that man has sown, 
they become the children of the Kingdom of God, bearing 
fruit a hundred fold; and must enter into the Spirit of Christ, 
and dwell there, till Christ, with their spirits be put within 
their temples. That fruit is a hundred fold, and it is that 
seed to whom God shall make known His truth. God's elect. 
— ^The first command given to man, was to multiply and 
replenish and subdue. But man is not willing to subdue, but 
to multiply and increase among the evil. If man had subdued 
before he multiplied he would have brought forth sons of 
God. — Man will reap all manner of diseases, corruption and 
death until he learns to subdue, until he lays the axe to the 
root of his own eviL — ^The body df Jesus was the same as 
our bodies, with this difference, that there was no evil in His 
body, whereas our bodies are full of evil, — ^His body was 
purified. — ^The seed of the woman was purer than her body. 
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— We cannot compare the diflference of the seed of the 
woman, and that of which her body was conceived, for the 
body is filled with evil. — But there is the earthly and the 
heavenly, and the heavenly descended into the earthly. The 
house of Israel shall be sown with the seed of man and beast, 
— the seed of the earth and the seed of heaven. There is 
death in one pot and life in the other; men cried out to the 
prophet and said : '' O thou man of God, there is death in 
the pot" wherefore choose ye this day between life and 
death — whether ye will follow man or the immortal Spirit. 
— The Hebrews understood not these things and therefore 
refused Jesus, because they expected that He was to descend 
from heaven in the shape of a man, they could not understand 
how a clean thing could come out of an unclean thing, they 
could not understand that great mystery that the Son of God 
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could be bom of a sinful woman — and why ? — ^because they 
saw not the tree of knowledge of good and evil — they saw 
not that the tree could produce good fruit as well as evil fruit, 
—albeit the whole matter was clearly shown in the book of 
Leviticus. — ^It was a stumbling block and a rock of offence to 
the Jews, that the seed of the woman was to arise from the earth 
—-earthly of the earth, and be 30wn with the Spirit of the heaven 
of heavens, for the purpose of redeeming the earth i.€, the 
body of man. And will not this prove a stumbling block and 
a rock of offence to the Gentiles, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be fully come? Though they understand not, will 
they not reject it? But Israel will understand; — The lost 
tribes now scattered among the Gentiles will dash the cup 
from their lips which the mother of harlots and abomination 
of the earth has fed them with. — They will have spiritual dis- 
cernment given them by which they will flee from the woman 
now seated upon the scarlet coloured beast, full of names of 
blasphemy with its seven heads and ten horns. — Her gold, 
precious stones and pearls, her golden cups full of abomina- 
tions and filthiness of her fornication will no longer charm 
them, for they will see the mystery, Babylon the great, and 
flee to their mother Jerusalem above. — 
The body of Jesus was the same as all other bodies, but 
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with this difference : it was free from the seed of man. His 
body was called Jesus, but His Spirit Michael was the Son of 
God, a Mediator,' — the head counsel against Satan, to plead 
for prisoners. Christ is of God, and the Bride, the 144,000 
bones of the whole house of Israel '' is hid in Hiifi,' as the rib 
was hid in Adam in the beginning. When Satan tempted the 
woman in the garden, he sought their death. He wanted to 
depriye them of taking a soul, which he thought he would do 
if he could succeed in the destruction of their bodies ; that if 
the spirits, which were the hosts of heaven, were separated 
from the souls and bodies, that they would never rise higher 
than the angels, that they should never be higher than he 
was ; and when he has got the soul and body, he persuades 
them not to repent — 

Jesus sprang of Buth, the Moabitess^ and it is written that 
a Moabite shall not enter into the congregation of the Lord, 
even to their tenth generation. Ten generations having passed 
to the birth of Jesus, the seed having been lost, but brought 
back again in the Moabitess. — Satan's seed was left in the 
woman, Jerusalem and Zion was drawn back till the seed of 
the living be found. Buth the Moabitess was a Gentile and 
Melchisedec also was of the Gentile race, and the seed of 
Abraham was to be brought forth from among the Gentiles 
in a certain number of generations before the seed was purified. 
— The woman's seed was travailing in the loins of the Gen- 
tiles. The woman's seed had travailed in the loins of the 
Gentiles till it came to die for man's transgression. — The 
woman's seed was among the Gentiles, till it was pure aud 
holy, and then it came forth and was a Jew. — 

Man is now called the son of Satan, because his blood is 
poisoned with his seed. But Jesus was the seed of the son of 
man, free of that poison ; also of the seed of Christ, which 
made Him the Son of God. — ^For there are two seeds, which 
are the two covenants, these two covenants God will make 
with man. The first is to bring man from the seed of Satan 
to the seed of the son of man ; — the second is for Christ to 
descend and rest upon him, which is the seed of God, to be 
sown in man, there is the seed of God and the seed of man.

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^'And when ye shall come into the land^ and shall have 
planted all manner of trees for food, then ye shall count the 
frnit thereof as uncircumoised ; three years shall it be ms 
uncirGumcised unto yon : it shall not be eaten of. — Sut in the 
fourth year all the fruit thereof shall be holy to praise the Lord 
-withal." — The trees of life> are men's bodies^ the fhiit, men ; 
the three years are the three dispensations, that their hearts 
should be as the unoircnmGised, so that their temples, being 
their bodies are given to Satan for the desUruction of the flesh, 
that their spirits may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. — 
The fourth year being the fourth generation^ being the latter 
House of Israel. — The first house was marred, but the latter 
not. — JesQs said : '^ unto what is the kingdom of God like ? 
and whereunto shall I resemble it? It is like a grain of 
mustard seed, whioh a man took, and east into his garden; 
and it grew, and wa!!ced a great tree, and the fowls of the air 
lodged in the bruiohes of it.'' — The grain of mtlstard seed -iis 
the smallest of all seeds. Jesus is that seed, the woman's 
seed being one seed and the seed of man with the woman 
makes two seeds ; the woman having the man's seed with her 
seed in the conception, proves the seed of Jesus to be the 
least seed of all herbs, it being sown in the earth, in the body 
of the Virgin^ which Jesus compares to a garden or field. — 
Solomon compares it to a garden enclosed, a spring shut up, 
a fountain sealed, and calls it his sister. — It grew and became 
a mighty tree, which is the blessing described in ihe scriptures : 
" Joseph is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful bough by a well ; 
whose branches run over the wall." — ^Within the third dispen- 
sation, the well, being the grave, and the wall the flaming 
sword, which has hindered man from putting on immortality, 
they being placed from the day that Adam fell ; but we find 
this seed which is the least of all herbs, though it appeared to 
fall, yet it fell not. " That He should still live for ever, and 
not see corruption." The Blood was shed for the transgression 
of Adam His younger brother, and His branches, which is the 
mortal life ; it grew and was a tree for all the birds of the air 
to lodge in it, whose boughs reach over the well and the wall, 
conquering hell, death, sin and the grave. So that every male 
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and.feibale: that Iodgaili:<^n it will find safety foil tiieix scxuld, 
though. their bodies were dissolved iii' the well/ yet it raisad 
thejh'oat of ifc^rcusing their souls out of the corruptible eailth 
iht6 iBCorrujptible. Bemg buried with Him iu baplismy iiad 
justified with Him in the resurrection.-— A heavenly hous6:fyr 
their spirits to dwell in, which in the ^ocipttires is o^Ued : the 
Jdngdom of heaven. This is the seed which is called: less than 
.all other seeds. All religions under the* whole hedTcns whi^h 
are grafted into the pure olive ; first the Jew, having 'tUe lai^ 
^nd hot the gospel ; and the Gentile having the gospel but 
not the law, these bear of the wild olive and not of the pure 
olive ; but neither of them having both law and gospel, fall 
into ih6 well.— Paul said: though they had the fitstfruits of 
the Spirit yet he had the thorn in the flesh, for they only saw 
in part, and prophesied in part, and looked through '. a gltes 
darkly^ which caused them to see death, yet their solils Were 
'saved by being grafted into the tree b^ faith, and not hy 
works, the graft of the gospel without the law.-^Ag«un, Jesus 
Baid i'*^. other sheep I have which are hot of this fold : kni I 
give unto them eternal life, and they shall never perish."— 
Which are not of this incorruptible fold, being ndt then 
bom^'but spoken of as if dohe. '^For whom He £ji 
foreknow, He also did predestinate to be conformed tb 
the image of His Son, that He might be the firstbbth 
among many brethren." Christ the vino being graftidd into 
them ; thi6 mustard se^d being compared to the pure dlive. 
"The Lord called thy hame a green oKve tree, fair, and of 
goodly fruit." They being grafted into Him, they beat pure 
olives, and not wild olives. Unleiss ye abide in me, ye cannot 
bear firuit. But to those whose blood is cleansed-^having 
received clean hearts, their bodies being made like unto the 
pure olive, being grafted into ^it.— At the fulness of the 
Gentiles, Christ the vine descends upon them, He being grafted 
into them,, and them into Him, they abiding upon Jesus, the 
root : dwelling between Jesus and Christ, that is to say : 
dwelling between the oHve tree and the vine ; which fulfils^ the 
words of Jesus : " Except ye abide in me, ye cannot bear 
fruit" They then bear not of the olive, but of the vine. 
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Christ, the Lord from heaven^ the immortal fruit ; it heing a 
house for them to dwell in, until they fulfil the righteousness 
of the law, as it was for Jesus, at the river Jordan. " I have 
ordained a lamp for mine anointed." — They obeying their 
. Father's commands, and keeping the law of their mother, the 
commandments of God being their lamp, and the law of their 
mother the light of their lamp. In the last day, being the 
last one thousand years, having twelve hours, and the. last 
hour being the hour of temptation. Jesus said : They stumble 
not because they have the light of that day, the light being 
their lamp, thereby fulfilling the righteousness of their 
Father's commands, and the law of their mother; as it is 
written: ''In the way of righteousness is life; and in the 
pathway thereof there is no death." Who shall change this 
vile body, and fashion it like unto His glorious body. — 

Death was pronounced by God upon the temple given to 

man — ^it was cursed for the sake of the soul, that the soul 

and spirit might be united again in the resurrection as the 

angels, having a spiritual body. "This is the curse that 

goeth forth over the face of the earth." " Therefore hath the 

curse devoured the earth and they that dwell therein." — And 

God preserved a seed for the first day a perfect man, Enoch ; 

but He saw that all flesh had corrupted itself : He then said : 

" I will no more curse the ground for the sake of man." He 

sent His law by the hands of His servant Moses : — he that 

walked in the light of the law, should not die. '' And the law 

is not of faith : but, the man that doeth them shall live in them." 

Which Elijah did, who was also made a perfect man. Then 

the third day rose, and the immortal Spirit Zion overshadowed 

a Virgin, and she brought forth the substance of her own seed, 

and Jesus, the son of man was sent to be the life of that 

substance ; till the thirtieth year of His age. The Spirit of 

God was then sent for Jesus to dwell in, showing to man by 

Him, the righteousness of the law, engraving the law in all 

manner of metals, and that it should remain in parable, sealed 

till the time of the end of the eleventh hour of the third day 

and yet thesixth day, that it should be ready for the spirits of 

the Just^ that it should be shown that the ending of the mortal 
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was declared at the beginning. — ^He would then work a work 
which the eye had not seen, nor the ear heard, or the heart 
perceived; and that the spirits of the Just would have no rest, 
day or night, crying out unto the Highest : Wilt thou not yet 
revenge us on our enemy, that our blood may be made as the 
blood of the woman's seed, that it see not corruption. This 
is the cry of the spirits of the Just, they shall flee from one 
city to another, for the cleansing of their blood, and the world 
shall not be able to hinder them. And all those who acknow- 
ledge as Paul did, shall be preserved in the first resurrection^ 
for they are the spirits of those whom Satan overcame, to be 
the life of their bodies. — The others are those who have agreed 
with Satan, — who refuse the light of the night, lest it should 
shine upon them unto repentance; — these are reserved in 
chains under darkness till the Judgment of the great day; they 
will bo found on the left hand at the first resurrection ; they 
will be kept until it be proved that the Eternal Father paid 
the debt for every man by the woman's seed Jesus Christ, who * 
was made a curse for the wicked who kept not the laws of God, 
as it is written : " Cursed is every one that hangeth on a tree " 
— and cursed is every one who climbeth up some other way 
and enters not in by the door ; — who buildeth on any other 
foundation save the only foundation Jesus Christ ;— cursed is 
every one who is not grafted into the tree of life — Jesus Christ. 
For His mortal life, which is the blood, was sold for them and 
died for them. T/ieir days will be lengthened till the day of 
doom, namely, the final resurrection. Then shall be brought 
to pass the saying : " death is swallowed up in victory." Satan 
will then be cast, and not until then. Those who obey the 
laws of God and offer the sacrifice of obedience as Jesus did, 
by the power of the comforter, are the spirits of the Just ; 
their cry will be heard, and the Lord will hear them and will 
come unto them, the evil of their mortal lives shall be cut 
short, and He will give them their temple to dwell in ; and she 
shall bruise that which the Lord God placed in the city. — 
Then shall the woman be as the man, and the man as the 
woman ; for that which is bruised is good for nothing, it shall 
not be healed, it shall not be good for dung, but to its place it 
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shall go. The words given to thee in this Boll shall appear to 
the world, even to those who are not in the Spirit, as from 
Satan; for he will seek to frustrate them, even to them who 
are in the Spirit, because he knows that his time is short, and 
now at hand ; but the day and the hour and the watch has 
arrived when they will be had in honour in all nations, even to 
those not in the Spirit. — ^Wherefore learn and understand O 
house of Israel, discern my speech : — it was necessary that the 
old tree (the old house — the former house) should die, and yet 
not die— for its roots rest in the earth, from which the new 
tree (the new house, the latter house) has shot forth and will 
grow and flourish ; for if the old tree had not been cut down : 
this Flying EoU could never have been handed to the Gentiles, 
for to rescue the outcasts, the dispersed and the lost bones of 
Israel ;^ — that they might be found and restored to life from the 
citizenship of death whither they have wandered. — 

Will you stir coiruption with the living ? Every day that 
has passed is as corruption. Jesus said: "Ye are of thi 
world; I am not of this world." — ^Yet He was of this world, 
but not of the evil of it, having but one seed. " Y^e are from 
beneath ; I am from above." — What is beneath ? — corruptible, 
until it has put on incorruption. Did not Christ go to the 
grave, and take the soul and show a spiritual body ? — To show 
them that they were from beneath. Jesus said : " of myself I 
can do nothing."' Two are better than one, and a three-fold 
cord is not easily broken. — Christ by Jesus cast out the evil 
spirit, and " then came the disciples to Jesus apart and said : 
Why could not we cast him out " ? And Jesus said unto 
them : " Because of your unbelief. Howbeit this kind goeth 
not out but by prayer and fasting." — The time has now come 
for Satan to be cast out. Christ being grafted into Jesus made 
Jesus : — Israel. Christ is King. Christ is of God, the immortal 
Spirit. God is immortal — ^Father, Son and Holy Ghost ; — 
Father, Christ, and the Bride. — Man woman and Christ. — 
There was no evil in Adam before he fell — neither was there 
any evil in Jesus for He was without that worm, and it was 
impossible for His body to see corruption. — Though His body 
did not see corruption yet the mortal life of Jesus withered 
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and was changed into immortality. He said: ^^I am tbi9 
vine" — He was put to death, but said "I will not drink 
henceforth of this fruit of the vine, until that day when I drink 
it new with you in my Father's Kingdom.'' — ^The new wine 
took the natural body of Jesus out of the grave, and showed 
that He was the vine. It was impossible for Adam to take of 
the vine, because of the flaming sword placed before them 
after eating the fruit of evil. This flaming sword will be 
removed when Israel is gathered. When the ten tribes are 
hungry through the great famine in the land which has already 
commenced and which will increase, they will no more eat the 
husk, but the kernel. Every tree must bear of its own kind 
and every graft likewise, for though a graft of a cherry tree be 
grafted into a thorn will it not bear cherries ? — ^Now the Jews 
bear of their own kind, being the natural olive; but the 
Gentiles being wild, do not, but are grafted into the top of the 
natural olive, and the vine into the natural olive, or Christ into 
Jesus ; so that the Gentiles bear that which was promised to 
the Jews. But Jesus being the root was immortal. He lived, 
after He had overcome death; but did either the Jew or 
Gentile? — ^Have they not both died bearing of their own 
kind ? — ^But if the house of Israel take the root into the vine 
topmost, will they not abide in Him, and bear immortal fruit, 
the vine being grafted into them. But the Gentiles being 
grafted into the root stand still; — and the Jews being the 
natural olive^ stand still also, both bearing the death of 
the body, or fruit growing downwards, but the Jews that 
believe are they not grafted into the vine ? — ^But the vine 
is not the topmost of them. All believe, but they take 
not the vine, which thou art grafted to, which is the top of 
Christ, the root, until man is grafted into the Spirit, he is but 
clothed with the Spirits — ^The Jews say they had it, but they 
were only overshadowed by it. — Here are two trees, the one a 
wild olive and the other a natural olive, — now the natural olive 
objects to what the wild olive has. Then suppose we take 
another olive of a better kind and graft it into a vine. Before 
the wild olive was grafted, it bare death, — ^but we now graft 
ihem both into this better olive, and it into the vine, will they 
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not bear of the olive ? — Then after that the vine ascends, and 
the Jew is grafted with the Gentile. The Jews being the 
natural olive, if they are grafted into the pure olive, and the 
vine into it, will claim both soul and body. — ^Behold O man 1 
^^the irofi rod*' (the Spirit) which is to bear rule in all 
nations, for there will be but twelve nations. It will rule over 
and bruise the evil in man's heart, till he be bom of the Spirit, 
then it will be within him, for it is that spiritual child which 
ascended up unto God, and its bruising of the evil in man is 
as the bruising of a potter's vessel. Of Jesus it is written : 
''I am the root and the offspring of David, and the 
Bright and Morning Star." Christ is the root and the 
Branch ; — but when was Jesus the offspring of David's 
body ? — and when were these words of Isaiah fulfilled : 
'And there shall come forth a rod out of the stem of 
Jesse, and a Branch shall grow out of His roots ? " — 
Was the body then in Christ or out of Christ ? — He was then 
out of Christ, — but when this was fulfilled and Jesus came in 
the body— He was then in Christ. The body was prepared in 
Christ. — By the root we understand the beginning of a thing, 
and no branch can come forth without a root. — ^According to 
the flesh, He was the offspring of David. It was so recorded 
in the volume of the Book of the eternal councils of the 
Deity, — that a body should be prepared of the flesh of David, 
a man after God's own heart, an earthly king, who would come 
and do the will and so fulfil the will of God, — as a pattern and 
an example for Israel to walk by ; that Israel might be 
grafted into His immortal body and He grafted into Israel, that 
the words spoken to Pharaoh in Egypt might be fulfilled : — 
" Israel is my son, even my firstborn " — and all the firstborn 
of the children of Israel who opened the womb were sanctified 
unto the Lord, both of man and beast. " It is mine " saith 
the Lord and -so it is written : ''all the firstborn are mine; 
for on the day that I smote all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, I hallowed unto me all the firstborn in Israel, both 
man and beast : mine shall they be, I am the Lord." — " For I 
am a Father to Israel, and Ephraim is my firstborn." — 
When He came to be in Christ, then Jesus said : " Before 
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Abraham was, 1 am." — He was then in Christ, and Christ la 
God, and God is Christ, and is the root of all things, though 
His body was of the flesh and bone of David, yet not begotten 
by man, but of the flesh and bone of Mary. When Adam was 
with God he was called the vine, being in heaven, his spirit 
was then in God before He had formed the body ; but when 
his spirit had taken a body, he became the olive. Man was 
good olive before he fell, even as Jesus was. — When God had 
given man a spirit, he was called a good olive plant, and he 
abode in the vine, and was an olive plant, yet of the vine. 
Bid not Jesus fulfil this when He died, and the vine withdrew 
when He fell into the hands of the Jews ? He was slain by 
the adversary, yet was without sin, but the sin of the world 
being laid on Him, He shewed the fall and the rising again of 
man. The vine left Him, and then He gave His blood a 
sacrifice for the soul, fulfilling the words of our text " Shall I 
give my firstborn for my transgression, the fruit of my body 
for the sin of my soul V* — He took upon Him the nature of him 
who had transgressed. He shewed to all the planets what 
mortal man should have been, — He shewed the good and wild 
olive. He shewed Himself after He had risen, after He had 
been on the cross and given the blood of Jesus for the 
redemption of the soul, and His body for the living when He 
had come out of the sepulchre. He shewed life for the living, 
that they should overcome that by which they had once fallen. 
Then you see, that the fall of man was not for glory at the 
first, but for the last — '' So the last shall be first and the first 
last." — Jesus was the first, but came last. — The natural body 
of Adam was the vine, also the olive plant, so there are two 
olives and two vines : — the first Adam and the latter Adam. 
Wherefore, Jesus said ; ** I am the true vine." — The seed of 
the first Adam was for the mortal, but Jesus did not sow 
any seed for the mortal. Then what is the seed He will 
sow, and what is that other seed, for it is written in 
Jeremiah that He will sow the seed of man and beast ? — it is 
the vine ; and when evil is removed, the body of man is set 
upon his own beast ; when evil is removed, it will be sown with 
the other Spirit — there are the three Spirits of God, and man 
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is the fourth. — The first man was clothed with the Yine, and 
fell into sin, and the latter man, Jesus, was clothed with the* 
vine and without sin, yet hoth were of the mortal seed, and 
came of the unclean heast, the body. — Jesus was man, and yet 
man and God. — Then if thou put on immortality will not God 
have done more for thee than He did for Jesus ? — Yea — 
" greater works than these shall he do, because I go unto my 
Father." When Adam fell, he became mortal when he took 
the body, but before that, his spirit was with the Father. The 
Spirit of Jesus was the life of the body of Jesus. They were 
both in one vine. Jesus spoke of that which was in the 
beginning and being in Christ said : "A certain man had two 
sons" (the two Adams, first and last). Now the younger 
said : — " Give me the portion of goods that falleth to me ;" 
the first Adam then sought for the inheritance to be divided. 
When the second Adam came in the fulness of time with a 
body. He shewed the dividing of the inheritance between him 
who chose an incorruptible life and Him who chose the im- 
mortal life of the natural body. — So the eldest son and the 
youngest at first had a body without sin. The youngest or 
first Adam has more work to do, because he sought for the 
inheritance to be divided, and He divided unto them his in- 
heritance, and when the younger had transgressed, — ^the elder 
came and sufiered for the younger. Jesuswastheyoungest accord- 
ing to the flesh but the elder according to the spirit, and the first 
Adam was the eldest according to the flesh but the youngest in 
spirit. The first Adam was clothed with the vine, but he did not 
seek the vine, but sought for the inheritance to be divided. Jesus 
was clothed with it, and gave His body for that seed which had 
transgressed, and the fatted calf was killed and they made 
merry and rejoiced at the return of the younger son. The lost 
was now found — the dead had suddenly come to life, through 
the atonement. — ^The body of Jesus is the pure olive, and 
Christ is the branch which was grafted into the body of Jesns 
at the river Jordan. — Hence, if the root be holy, so is the 
branch. — Christ, the branch, withdrew fi:om the body of Jesus 
that the blood of Jesus might be shed, which is the mortal life, 
called the New Testament, that all those who believed in Him 
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and were dead, their souls and spints might live at the first 
resnrrection — ^incormptibley and of the incorruptible Bride, 
and be made as the angels of God in heaven. So all men who 
are dead, and are yet to die, must believe and be grafted into 
Him before they oan receive the salvation of their souls at the 
first resurrection. — So Christ was withdrawn that the mortal 
life might be cut off from Jesus, that both Jew and Gentile 
might be grafted in ; for His blood, which was the New Testa- 
ment was shed for " all men" and especially for those which 
were grafted into the pure olive, they bearing of the fatness 
of the root, which is the salvation of their souls; for 
without the shedding of the blood of the olive, no flesh 
could be saved. — So Christ being withdrawn, offers the blood 
of Jesus to be the saviour of the whole world at the first or 
final resurrection ; every one that is grafted into the pure olive 
is buried in baptism with the blood of Jesus and is justi- 
fied with Him, either at the first or second resurrection. — 
Those who are found worthy to receive Christ, the branch 
is to be grafted into them. He keeping both law and 
gospel in them, and fulfilling the law in them as He did in 
Jesus ; then as the root is holy so are the branches. They 
abide between the root and the branch and by the comforter 
(not of themselves) will keep both law and gospel as Jesus — 
and — Christ kept both law and Gospel before He withdrew. — 
Jesus was the pure olive plant. — Adam was a pure plant, but 
he became the prodigal, for Jesus and Adam were the first two 
sons of God, — ^Adam of the old world, Jesus of the new 
world* — ^And Jesus the Son of the living God, had to be slain 
for Adam, that he might be saved. But though the mortal 
life was slain, the body was not ; for it is alive now.— The 
Kingdom withdrew from Jesus that He might shew His man- 
hood, yet He was not liable to fall, for He said : " No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself, and I have 
power to take it again. This command have I received of my 
Father," — When Christ left His body. He then bore the iniquity 
of His Father, and of His brother Adam's transgression, for He 
then had mortal flesh and bone, and bore the iniquity of the 
sowing of the seed in the evil state, then He bore for that seed 
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that was not purified : His mother hore Him of her seed pari 
fied from that evil which was in her flesh and bone. — When 
blood was the mortal life of Jesus, being purified He was 
mortal dwelling in Christ. — When a fig tree is grafted, and 
something be grafted to it, then there are two kinds of leaves 
upon one stock, and it appears abiding to its branch, but if it 
be grafted again, it would be impossible to discern which boll 
the leaf had sprung from. So is the house of Israel, they are 
as two leaves upon one boll and branch ; being grafted, it does 
not appear which boll it has sprung from: and the woman 
bearing fruit is called the fig tree. — The good ©live visited the 
fig tree, expecting to find fruit, but found none these three 
years, or three dispensations, and Jesus stood in the third at 
that time ; then He condemned it for the last dispensation say- 
ing : " Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward for ever." The 
fig tree was then condemned. The day following He walked 
that way, and behold the fig tree was dried up. — The fig tree 
bears two kinds of fruit, male and female ; the fig tree is 
figurative of the woman. God gave these names to Adam and 
Eve, and the fig tree brought two kinds of people, for it is as 
the leaves sprung from the boll of the tree. — The graft of evil 
sprang from Satan — ^for the fig tree said : the serpent beguiled 
me, and she handed the graft to Adam, and it remains in their 
fruit till that sting of the serpent be taken away. It is as the 
bite of the serpent, as the spider that devours all that comes 
into its net. — Jehovah has called man after the olive, an olive 
after the vine, a vine after the vine as Himself. For man is 
the glory of God, and woman the glory of man. And this is 
the glory that God has in man : " This is my beloved Son, in 
whom I am well pleased." Jesus said : '* I am the vine, ye are 
the branches." The Gentiles were grafted into the vine, but 
the Jews have refused to be grafted into this vine, yet some 
have been grafted by the Gentile graft into the vine and bear 
of their own kind, olives.— Now two thousand years had to roll 
on, that both the Jews and the Gentiles might bear olive 
berries, this two thousand years or time of the Gentiles is a 
parenthesis in the mandate of the Deity. They have borne 
olive berries and have died. — ^But now the vine is to be 
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grafted into Israel, the branch, — Shiloh, and by that branch, 
Israel will keep both law and gospel; they will be more 
in loYe with that branch than a man in love with a 
woman. Paul says : the Gentiles were grafted into a good 
oUyp, but they are the wild olive and the Jews the natural 
olive. Again he says: consider if thou art a wild olive 
branch grafted into the natural and bearing of the same tree^ 
take care lest through boasting or pride ye be rooted up : they 
both bare death — both gathered into one — grafted into one 
Spirit — and bore of the root of the olive. Paul speaks of them as 
being grafted into the fatness of the olive tree. Again, both Jew 
and Gentile are grafted into the vine after having been grafted 
into the olive through faith in the vine and both bear, receiving 
of the fatness of the root of Christ, — still the body dies ; this it 
for the common salvation of the soul — for which the blood of 
Jesus was shed upon the cross; — for this God the Father 
gave the firuit of His body for the salvation of the soul — that 
none should be lost, that all might be saved. This was the 
blood of Jesus — this is the fatness of the root and the Jews 
refused to be grafted into the blood or fatness of the root with 
the Gentiles, that they might obtain the fatness of the root — 
and the great majority of those who die and go to the grave 
refuse or do not believe in the second coming of Christ, but 
hold a strange and very unscriptural and vague idea that the 
second coming of Christ means : — when Christ calls them to 
Himself by death. But the hungry and starving souls among the 
Gentiles who with the Gentiles are partaking of the fatness of the 
root only, who are the offspring '' of the remnant'^ who were 
grafted in with the Gentiles are now earnestly seeking to have 
their eyes anointed the second time (that they may no longer see 
men as trees walking but see clearly) seeking for the graft of the 
vine to be grafted into them, that they may bear of the vine and 
not olives only. — And the Lord saith : they shall have it, for 
hitherto they have asked nothing in my name, but now He is 
enquired of Israel to do this work in them and for them thai 
Israel may with Jesus have the body prepared '* to do thy will 
O God." — If Christ the root takes a clean graft (of Himself) 
and grafts it into an unclean stock, is not that which has been 
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so grafted bom of that which it is grafted to ? — So, the'womaii 
brought death, and the promise of life was made unto h^, add 
not onto man, so that Jesus had to give His life before thjit He 
could destroy him that had the power of death, for it is written: 
'^'I know that thou wilt bring me to death, and to thd ^eilse 
appointed for all living." And so Jesus was first brougfali'to 
the portals of death and was also brought to tha house 
appointed for all living — here are the two grafts, one bearing 
death, which is the graft of man-— rand the graft of Ghitit 
bearing life in the house or body of the living. Jesus b6^g 
overshadowed with Christ had to fulfil both and shew tUe$e tWo 
grafts in fulfilment of the promise made to the woman in' 'tbe 
beginning — ^that Israel might know and possess it with ittie 
true vine. — ^The Jews were overshadowed before He came'wldi 
that graft, that they might seek to obey His laWs and 
commands, and through that were called sons of God through 
adoption, until Jesus came and gave His life, and shoi^'ed and 
proved Himself the Son of God — the true vine. The Jews 
are grafted into that which Jesus came to destroy, and ilie 
Gentiles the same ; — death. Jesus came as k man, 
and said: ''AH power is given unto me in 'heaveki 
and in* earth." — But He takes not that power till 
the fulness of the Gentiles ; for if He had how could one 
Gentile have been saved ? At the fulness of the Gentiles, or 
^hen the incorruptible bones of the incorruptible Bride are all 
gathered from the Gentile bones, then the power of death and 
those who destroy the earth will be destroyed through the 
atonement. Hence we discern the very scriptural prayer, ki 
accordance with God's plans of the malefactor on the oro6s : 
**Lord remember me when thou earnest into thy kingdom" 
— when thou comest to take possession of thy kingdom— 
when thou the vine wilt come to be grafted into thy people 
Israel. His desire was quite in keeping with the purpose of 
God's eternal decrees towards Israel and the Gentiles--^for 
Jesus saw clearly that two thousand years had to roU oq for 
the gathering of the Gentiles — and at their fulness. He wi^c^d 
come to be grafted into the firstborn, Israel ; but so far as the 
malefactor himself was concerned he was about to lose his 
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body : — to suffer loss, — yet his spirit would be saved in that 
day and bo with Jesus in paradise. One day is with the Lord 
as a thousand years and a thousand years as one day-^and the 
body and soul would rest in the grave during that day whilst 
the spirit returned to God ; until the fulness of the Gentiles — 
then Christ will come to take His kingdom and the prayer of 
the malefactor will be remembered and his spirit will raise his 
soul incorruptible at the first resurrection. We trust that you 
have distinctly understood all that has now been said — and tJiat 
you have understood our speech ; if not let us give you another 
but very simple illustration. — ^Let us go together in spirit and 
stand upon the spot where Jesus was crucified between heaven 
and earth — between two thieves ; — one unto whom righteous- 
ness was imputed through repentance and the other unrepent- 
ing. — Let us imagine Mount Calvary to be a very high mount 
enabling us to see the beginning in the west and the end in 
the east, or in other words : the days of Adam and the second 
coming of Christ. Now imagine a large pair of sctdes resting 
upon a centre piece on this mount, — ^we will call the centre piece^ 
the cross, sumamed Justice,-— one scale bearing the first Adam 
the other bearing the second Adam ; behold Adam as he was 
— as he is — and as he will be — ^both supported by the great 
centre piece. Now look upon Adam the first as the type of 
the second Adam and the second Adam as the antitype of the 
first : earthly and heavenly. — ^A wide space between the first 
scale and centre piece suggests the Jewish dispensation — ^the 
other space between the centre piece and second scale suggests 
the time of the Gentiles. Now behold the types and antitypes 
between Adam — Christ and Israel. The illustration is im- 
perfect in itself, but it may enlighten some, if we read the text 
on this wise.— Through the transgression, I will give my first- 
bom Jesus, the fruit of my soul — ^by a body prepared before 
the foundation of the world : — who will do the will of God, the 
one bearing incorruptibility, the other immortality. — Other 
illustrations might be used, such as an anchor let down from 
the side of a ship into the depths of the sea and then read the 
words of Jesus : *^ And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 
draw all men unto me " — the ship sails and enters the harbour. 
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'' Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, that 
God hath made that same Jesus whom ye have crucified botli 
Lord and Christ*' — Jesus was called that which He was not, 
and yet what He was to be, for He was not the Son of God till 
immortal, though He was called Christ, what He would 
be. As the twelve tribes of Israel were called what 
their children would be. — We are called the house of 
Israel — ^not that which is, but what we shall be. — As Esau 
and Jacob struggled ; — so will the two spirits in the womb, 
being in the earth, the body — which is man in his own spirit, 
and in the spirit of Satan — the god of this earth ; making him 
the man of sin, struggling against the son of man, and the son 
of man, the Spirit of the Just against the man of sin, the spirit 
of the unjust Christ being the Son of God, and Jesus the Son 
of man, or Spirit of the Just as it is written : '* Think not that 
I am come to send peace on earth : I came not to send peace, 
but a sword. For I am come to set a man at variance." 
That is to say : the son of man against the man of sin. He 
that hath not the law and testimony, doth not rely on the im- 
mortal Spirit — Christ is the comer stone, and he that hatli 
the bride is the bridegroom; these are the two immortal 
Spirits, the groundwork of the building ; and the woman 
that hath Christ, it is her brother, and the man that hath the 
bride, it is his sister — these are the four Spirits who stand 
before the Lord of the whole earth. — Then they enter into 
their temple, and are no more mortal but immortal. When 
the Lord called Jacob, he was called after the son of man, 
but when He called him Israel, he was called after the Son of 
God, which is Christ The body of Jesus sprang from Jacob, 
and became Israel " Behold an Israelite indeed, in whom 
there is no guile." Israel is the Son of God — ^if He gives them 
another name, it is a name in His own language, to shew the 
discerning of the spirits. But Jesus said : *' Ye know not 
what manner of spirits ye are of." The Spirit of Jesus was the 
Son of man, but He being in Christ made Him the Son of God. 
Many believe that Jesus was no more than any mortal man, 
and are like the Jews who do not believe that He was a mortal 
man and yet Son of God. When man puts on immortality, he 
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will be bom of God, bom of the immortal Spirit-^not before. 
— ^It most always be borne in mind • that the blood of Jesus 
was shed to destroy him that had the power of death, that man 
might become immortal as he was before the transgression. 
So Christ by abolishing death (at the fulness of. the Gentiles) 
hath brought life and immortality to light through the gospel. 
He bestows this only to those who by patient continnanoe in 
well doing seek for glory and honour and immortality. For 
this corruptible must put on either incorruptibility, or this 
mortal must put on immortality. To obtain this immortahty 
he must dwell in light — ^must dwell in Jerusalem abo^e — 
which man cannot even approach unto — ^until born of the 
two immortal Spirits. So man is firstly the son of Satan, 
through the graft- of Satan, — secondly, the son of man, by 
being grafted into the blood of Jesus — and thirdly. Son of God 
or Israel by Ohrist being grafted into him — ^and becomes im- 
mortal " I in you and you in me " — one in Christ — one in 
body and Spirit — the immortal Bride of Christ The Virgin 
Mary was overshadowed in the Spirit, without the spirit of 
man. Had the Jews therefore a right to sentence Him to 
death, because He called Himself the Son of God ? — she had 
never known any man, but overshadowed by the immortal 
Spirit of God. — Though under the law it was not allowed to 
be called the Son of God, for they believed not that she was 
overshadowed. He was the Son of the living God, though He 
was called the son of man, because of His mother's body. 
When mertal shall have put on immortality, this will be the 
way they will bring forth as Jerusalem above, which is the 
woman b^g overshadowed by Zion above, will bring forth 
seed in the image of the living God. Light bursts after light; 
all light is borrowed, one £rom another, yet a borrowed light 
is good ; — ^but the time has now come when a man shall no 
longer borrow, but shall know for himself and receive his light 
£nom the great source of light even the immortal Spirit light 
and life. 

Jesus came with immortality for Israel, but was offered a 
sacrifice, both for the Jews and heathen nations, though the 
Jews had offered sacrifice of the animal before.-— God gave 
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to man that He has not laid upon him that which was impos- 
sible. Jesus came to be a minister to the living, not to the 
dead, to shew a light to the living that they might walk in 
His footsteps. Jesus came and made a covenant for the life of 
the body ; for the scripture says : your agreement with hell 
shall not stand, and your covenant with death shall be dis- 
annulled. And though His blood was shed as a seed for the 
dead, yet He, the same Jesus is now living, and He must be 
grafted into us, and those into whom Christ is grafted shall 
sit with Him on His throne ; but He never said to the dead : 
sit with me on !my throne. He was made a reproach, and 
suffered reproof, though He had no sin, that He might take 
away your reproach ; and if ye take His reproof, ye shall be 
made in His image ; and the kingdom, and the dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom, shall be given to the people of 
the saints. — Jesus came to His own, but His own received Him 
not. He then turned to the Gentiles, being rejected of the 
Jews, but who are the Gentiles that He turned to ? — The seed 
of Israel hid among the Gentiles, and Jesus said: "Blessed 
is the barren womb, that never bare, and the paps which never 
gave suck, for if they do these things in the green tree what 
shall they do in the dry ? " — The men were condemning the 
green tree, which was Jesus, the first begotten of the house of 
Israel. Now the time has come that both man and woman 
will condemn the dry tree, which is the man of sin ; and the 
woman Jerusalem above, will come down to the woman below — 
who will in them strive with man as the wife of Pontius 
Pilate, striving with the unjust Judge to save her husband, 
Jesus : and now that her husband is slain, she casts in all that 
she hath to be revenged on that evil which caused His death. 
Jesus was despised — the rejected of men : " and we hid as it 
were our faces from Him." All His seed are the destitute, botli 
to Jew and Gentile, and the three churches cast them out, for 
more are the children of the destitute than the children of the 
married wives. The children of the desolate are wanderers 
until they put on immortality. 

" Sehold I was shapen in iniquity ; and in sin did my 
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mother conceive me " for which God took His owd fruit and 
gave His firstborn for the transgression, the frnit of His body 
for the sin of the sonl. He gave this for your sin and trans- 
gression. This is the fruit now handed to you to work by and 
bring forth spiritual food ; He gave that fruit for you, that you 
might be grafted into the woman's seed, Jesus : for Christ 
was grafted into death, that He might taste it for every trans- 
gressor, that all might be justified in Him who had been 
grafted into Him, at the first resurrection. But He has risen 
again for the justification of Israel, that they may have Him 
grafted into them and bear fruit upwards and not downwards. 
He has risen up from His thicket to destroy. But will He 
destroy those into whom He is grafted, who are trusting in Him 
under the shelter of His wings? — Jesus was brought to 
the outside of the city before He sufiered — before He could be 
put to death. Satan cannot touch those that abide in the 
city, who cry out day and night. — Under the Jewish dis- 
pensation men were always stoned without the City; — the 
City is a figure of the Spirit Let us try to keep within 
the City, that we may dwell in the holy hill, and abide in the 
tabernacle ; for the command is to keep within the City, in the 
immortal Spirit. Solomon's servant went beyond the com- 
mand, he went from out the City, and so was put to death. — 
Taking it for granted that we have been without the gate ; — 
that we have gone forth unto Him without the camp, bearing 
His reproach — when first we came to Jesus heavy laden and 
burthened with sin and we found rest in Him. — The disciples 
had no continuing city, but sought one to come, which City 
has come down to Israel, wherefore let us abide in it. 

Jesus was the lamb slain from the foundation of the world, 
which remains until the final resurrection, for this takes in 
also the seed of the murderer ; for does not God say : " Shall 
there be evil in a city and the Lord hath not done it " ? — He 
placed the evil, and gave His own blood in His Son for the 
transgression, and His body for the living. And Jesus said : 
" he that believeth on me, the works that I do, shall he do 
also, and greater works than these shall he do, because I go 
unto my Father." When Jesus said *' Because I live, ye shall 
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live also "-*-it must alvays be remembered that He was then 
immortal. He was then walking in the day, ai^d not in^ the 
night He was then the watchman'of the day. But when 
Christ descended and rested upon the body of Jesus, He was 
the watobman of the night, for He said : '* Seal the law among 
my disciples." — The life of the body was then sealed from 
them. He came then to bear at first incorruptible fruit, — 
but now says : — '' I am He that liveth, and was dead ; and 
behold, I am alive for evermore, and have the keys of hell and 
of death.-' Did He not then say : " Except ye repent, ye shall 
aU likewise perish." — ^Did He not then have to give the fruit 
of His body for those who had to repent by reason of the 
transgression? Did not Jesus go and be baptized of John 
for those who shall have part in the first resurrection, He 
then being of the incorruptible God? The life of the 
body was then sealed from them. Jesus said, the day- 
star should arise in them; — which is to say: that the 
branch of Christ would be grafted to them a second time, — 
as the first graft is only for the salvation of the soul to 
both Jew and Gentile. That one immortal Spirit suffered 
Jesus to be slain for them ; how can they serve Him ? He 
says: ^'I am sought of them, that asked not for me: I 
am found of them that sought me not : I said. Behold me, 
behold me, unto a nation that was not called by my name." — 
But to Israel He says : " If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be done 
unto you." — ^When that immortal Spirit rested upon Jesus, did 
He not ask and become the watchman of the day ? — The day- 
star arose in Him the first ; He was the first named after that ; 
but when He died He was the watchman of the night, for the 
incorruptible, or the salvation of the soul. — ^Why do those who 
have believed in the Lord Jesus Christ, through sanctifioation 
of the Spirit unto obedience and sprinkling of the blood of 
Jesus Christ, who are begotten again unto a living hope by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the dead, to an inheritance 
ineorraptible, and undefiled reserved in heaven for them, who 
are kept by the power of God through faith unto salvation 
ready to be revealed in the last time; — in one word : why do 
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the Gentiles who hafe obtained the- salvation of tfa^'Soultooinr 
tinlie like the priestd of Baal of oldto ctj outfrbm morning till 
liight, and weary tbemselves inprliying toGodwith-i^ain repB-^ 
titionsr. Do they doubt God's word ? They askfor no more than 
the salvation of the' soul — though immortality be offered to 
them, *wfll they not reject it ? — why should they find fault with 
the children of Abraham who do se^k the life of the body ? — 
when they do not desire it themselves. ' By so- doing they show 
the two seeds. — ^But to us the reason is obvious, for Jesus 
said : ** hitherto have ye asked nothing in my name." — ^Man 
has asked for nothing, until he has asked for immortality. 
This the Gentiles despise, being satisfied with the salvation of 
the soul only, for which some are quite willing to suffer the 
loss of the body — and have made a covenant with death and 
the grave. Wherefore having obtained thc' salvation of the 
soul through the atonement, what need is there to continue 
crying out from morning till night and weary themselves in 
long prayers. Their request has been granted when they first 
looked to Jesus on the cross with the eye of faith. The type 
was first laid in the wilderness, when God commanded Mosas 
to make a fiery serpent, and to set it upon a pole. And it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, when he 
beheld the serpent of brass, he lived. — Have not all been bitten 
by the serpent, before that day and since, to this vary day ? 
has not the blood of man been inoculated with the seed of 
Satan through the bite of the serpent from Adam to this hour ?-r- 
Wherefore if you seek the salvation of your soul^ — look 1 1 
look ! ! upon the serpent ! look ! upon Jesus on the cross,^ 
the atoning sacrifice for that bite, and your soul will live in 
the resurrection, but your body must go to the grave, from the 
eSeota of that bite, — as all the bodies of those in the wildeomess 
did. But if you seek the immortality of your body which in- 
cludes the salvation of the soul, — if you seek to have the thorn 
in the flesh removed from your body which entered therein 
through the bite of the serpent, you have to look 1 and place 
the yoke of Jesus upon your neck and be yoked with Him, and 
with Him draw the cross of sorrows,-^and with Him fulfil .both 
law and goq^el, and with Him receive the ^Kingdom of heaven 
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and the Kingdom of God — body and soul. — You will then re- 
ceive the two Keys of the Kingdom. — Methinks I hear the 
inward groanings of a distressed and overburthened heart, 
saying : Ah ! sir, for years and years I have sat by the pool of 
Bethesda — crying, groaning, wrestling in spirit in search of 
this inheritance, for though Jesus gave me rest, — ^yet I want 
also Xxijind rest, and what would it avail me to seek for this 
rest : immortality ? how can I, a poor Gentile obtain the body 
when it can only be granted to the sealed, the 144,000. How 
can I, a Gentile eat of the bread of the Kingdom ? must not 
the children of the Kingdom be first filled? and did not Jesus 
also say : '' It is not meet to take the children's bread, and to 
cast it to dogs *' — wherefore what hope have I who am a Gen- 
tile ? — Woman, — listen, — who told thee thou wast a Gentile ? 
the fact that thou art living among the Gentiles does not prove 
that thou art a Gentile — and I tell thee in the name of the Gt)d 
of Abraham Isaac and Jacob that if thou dost seek even as a 
dog to eat of the children's crumbs under the table, — that thou 
art one of the seed of the Kingdom — thou art one — of the lost 
tribes of Israel, — for the Gentiles are the multitude and they 
will despise the crumbs of the Eangdom. Then hearken unto 
me O ! woman ; — the multitude both of Jews and Gentiles 
have been fed and are filled with the five loaves and the two 
fishes and have no need of any more : — ^but for thee and the 
lost tribes of Israel there were twelve baskets full of fragments 
left of crumbs preserved for this hour. The quantity is no- 
thing, for if Jesus was able to feed five thousand can He not feed 
144,000 ? — ^Wherefore, enter the ship and come under the Law 
of Christ that thy blood may be cleansed now. Thou knowest 
well that after Jesus had fed those five thousand of Jews and 
Gentiles, that He sent them away. And He retired into E[is 
closet, into a mountain apart to pray : and when the evening 
was come, He was alone. But the ship must continue yet for 
a little season to be tossed by the waves of this world. We 
must have contrary winds. But in the night Jesus came. — 
When the Lord delivered the former house of Israel, (which is 
a type of the new or latter house of Israel) from un der the 
power of Pharaoh and the land of Egypt (from the powe r and 
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seed of Satan) He commanded the children of Israel to take 
a lamb without blemish, a male of the first year, and kill it in 
the evening. Its blood was to be poured out, and they were 
to take of this blood, and strike it on the two side posts and 
upper door posts of the house (or body of the house wherein 
they were to eat it) — it had to be roasted with fire (figurative 
of the Spirit) and had to be eaten with unleavened bread (free 
from the leaven of evil) and with bitter herbs. It was to be 
roasted whole, for said the Lord : *' I will pass through the 
land of Egypt this night, and will smite all the firstborn in the 
land of Egypty both man and beast, and the blood shall be to 
you for a token upon the houses where ye are : and when I see 
the blood, I will pass over you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you." This was the sacrifice of the Lord's 
passover. Typical of the great atonement of the sacrifice slain 
from the foundation of the world upon Mount Calvary. — Now 
aflter the children of Israel had complied with these commands 
from the Lord, they remained in their houses and fully trusted 
in the word of the Lord, that none of them would be injured, 
— while all the firstborn of the Egyptians, both man and 
beast would be slain. — They had no fearful apprehensions, no 
doubts in their minds ; — a perfect peace reigned within those 
houses, because they believed in the word of the Lord. — Jesus, 
the Son of God, the great antitype of all the sacrifices offered 
upon Jewish altars has been offered and has tasted death for 
every man, — for every Gentile, every Jew and every child of 
Israel ;— yet the Gendles who profess to believe in the efficacy 
of His blood are crying out from morning till night and 
wearying themselves by prayer through unbelief. — ^He tasted 
death for every man individually, from His birth to the day 
that Christ left Him. — ^Those who will have Christ to take 
away evil out of the city, is it not sufficient to make them say : 
" Lord be merciful to me a sinner," — Though some say, that 
many others have suffered as much as Him, having suffered 
martyrdom by many ignominious and torturing deaths ; but 
their sufferings were only their own, and were soon over, but 
Jesus tasted death for every man, — He tasted the whole of the 
^vil of the city from the days of Adam down to this day,— 
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l^eoaine He knew it Bih&om (ke begiaamg^' being: '* The Xanoi):. 
lEAaii^ ftom- the .foundation :of - the world/ V but those who • would 
not hus^'Him to cteign o'vter tbem^ those whoxefuse Him, or doubt 
that He^iaa taken the ei^il out of the city, will be slain before. 
Him as th^ firstborn of the Egyptians. The day is now at 
hand when every mans faith will be tried by fire, — every man!s 
wm*k will be tried, the materials wherewith he has been 
building will be tried by a fire of persecution such as was 
never witnessed before. It will not be found sufScient to cry 
out ; Lord ! Lord ! for in a few days a cry will go up from 
this land of Egypt, compared to which the former cry of. the 
firstborn of Egypt will only be as a drop in the sea of blood. 
The Egyptians are beginning to see this-*-they cannot help 
but see the great black ominous cloud, overhanging our 
planet. They begin now to realize that the terrible and 
gigantio weapons of destruction at present in construction 
in all nations, foreshadow a terrible day of judgment. Their 
fearful surmisings aare based upon a solid fact. The leading 
statesmen are troubled and anxious, and by diplomacy try all 
in their power to avert the coming evil. They are beset on all 
sides by Jealousies from desire of aggrandizement and would 
fain seek shejiter under their own wings ; but they find them- 
selves assailed from within as well as from without. They are 
becoming but too conscious of the terrible fact that their 
foundation is undermined by those to whom they look for 
support. From the moment that the signal gun was fired in 
the east, Europe has been in an unsettled condition, and the 
situation is assuming more gigantic proportions day by day. 
In vain do they cry for peace, there shall be no peace save 
that rest which will afibrd breathing time for renewed and 
more deadly efibrts. — The signal gun has been fired and this 
Flying Boll is sent forth to the whole world to warn mankind 
that the cup of abominations and indignation is full to over- 
flowing. This is the last warning to the world. It is but as 
a day when all nations will rise up one against another, to 
dethrone each other, yet England will bear the last crowned 
head in Europe, because she holds within her bowels, the ark 
of the house of Israel. The earth will be rent in twain ficom 
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its o^itre to the snrfaee by means'^f eardiqnltkeif'-roelfflwill: 
be rent asunder — ^tfae crj of the widows and ^ifphans t&mt 
wmt and starration will' reach nnio heaVeti -and- disease and 
pesdlmice will hold its canHval in every city and country. 
Darkness will Gover the earth, and men's hearts will quake 
within them with fear and trembling as they ga^e upon the 
heart-rending scenes suddenly brought heme to their doors, 
and in the midst of all this disorder and eonfusion a cry will 
rend the sky saying : " Surely this was the Son of God." — 

The death of the Lord Jesus Christ truly took the burden 
away, but the body must go to the grave in exchange for the 
soul;^^to all those who only seek the soul and not the life of 
the body. — Wherefore let no man say that he loves the Lord 
Jesus Ohrist unless he ke^s His commandments. But -this 
is the great stumbling-block to both Jew and Gentile. The 
law is a mountain to the Gentile, and the Gospel is a moun- 
tain to the Hebrew. But Israel is called to come from xsniet 
these two mountains ; for he that will not come from under 
them, they shall grind him to powder in the chambers of the 
grave. — Jesus poured out His soul unto death. The Lord God 
Almighty caused the seed of the woman to become a living 
soul witlnn her, — the soul of the woman wrapt in blood,-^ 
that it might become a living sacrifice, with the life of the 
woman, taken from man, which caused his fall, that out 
of that which caused his fall, the Lord God might 
shew him his glory, the good part of that from whidi 
he was made. So the woman's seed has become the taber- 
nacle of the living God> that out of it a rib should be taken, 
whereof an Eve should be made like His Son. So that which 
man said became his fall, has become the top stone, and it 
shall be brought forth with a shout of a king. The man and 
the woman could not be finished unless the soul of the 
woman's seed had been ofTered for a sacrifice ; for if only the 
blood of animals had been offered, man could not have been 
finished, neither would there be an Adam or an Eve, but under 
the transgression. But by the blood of the woman's seed being 
poured out unto death, — death shall be destroyed, and 4he 
flesh quickened) and the flesh and the bone will be made in the 
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complete image of God. Out of the eaxth a vessel was formed, 
and it became a living soul ; and the Lord God poured out 
the soul even unto death, and paid the ransom with the 
LIFE OF THE VTOMAN that at the return of Jesus to take his 
kingdom, the earth might disclose her blood (that it might be 
washed away) and thus the flesh made meet for a tabernacle 
for the life of the virgin to dwell in. The time is now come 
that the Lord has set His hand a second time and He will pour 
out His Spirit upon the seed of man, as He did upon the seed 
of the woman. — When it abode on the woman's seed, it proved 
the fall of the Hebrew builders and scattered them, and when 
the Gentiles saw this they sought the light and became the 
builders of the common salvation for the remission of their 
sins. But in their fulness they will be foiled in their judgment 
as the Hebrews were, — for their wisdom refuseth the comforter. 
— Jesus said unto the woman of Samaria " whosoever drinketh 
of this water shall thirst again : But whosoever drinketh of 
the water that I shall give him shall never thirst ; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life." This water is as Jesus 
also said : " The words that I speak unto you, they are Spirit 
and they are life." — Have ye drank of that water ? Jesus said 
on the cross "I thirst" — Did the Son of God thirst who was 
able to give a well of water springing up into everlasting life ? 
YeS| — Christ ministered, but Jesus thirsted and man gave Him 
gall and vinegar — He then said: "it is finished" — ^but can 
you say with Jesus "it is finished." Can you say that 
you will not be a partaker of the curse of Adam ? He 
acknowledged His thirst, and submitted that Christ might shew 
the evil in man by which He overcame, and then cried : " My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me " ? — Christ hid 
Himself from Him (Jesus) for a little moment and then after- 
wards arose with the well within Him, shewing the resurrection 
of the dead. All the sufferings which Jesus bore for man was 
to remove the burden, the sin of the world and also to shew us 
that we should bear one with another. When Jesus arose with 
thcrwell within Him He was then in the temple and fulfilled the 
words of Solomon : ^' A well of living waters and streams from 
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Lebanon." And whosoever shall drink of that well, will have 
it within him, flowing up into everlasting life. But this is not 
to the sayer, but to the doer of the will of God. — Jesus caipe 
to do the will of God and all who seek to be like Him must do 
likewise, for He is our only pattern, our only example, and 
when He was reviled He reviled not again ; — ^He to(dc revenge 
on no mau, shewing His manhood, and that revenge belonged 
to Christ. He shewed the way of life, that those who walked 
in the light and believed in Him and obeyed His commands 
should not taste of death. 

The boll and branch of the tree of life is Christ ; and came 
and rested upon the body of Jesus, though He shed His blood, 
and two witnesses condemned Him, yet is He risen again, and 
there is one year to prove His will in ; there is one year that 
His vineyard is to be dressed, digged and dunged about, before 
it is said : " why cumbereth it the ground." — One day is as a 
thousand years, or two thousand years are as a day or dis- 
pensation. Then the dunged fig tree shall live. — It is the 
olive that bears now, because Jesus is the olive and the vine and 
bears immmortal fruit. There is one fig tree to be made im- 
mortal, that is the female ; and for the male, when he is as 
Jesus was and has the Spirit^ his body will be as the 
vine, then they will both bear immortal fruit. — The body 
of man is to be the boll of the vine, and as the branch, and the 
branch as the boll. So at the mouth of two witnesses was sin 
condemned and made manifest, and the third day He shewed 
Himself alive, immortal flesh and bone, and man then beheld 
the image of a perfect man and perfect God. — Then what is 
man to do who seeks to become as Jesus ? — He must have his 
inward eye opened towards the immortal eye, for it is the eye 
that sees. Some men will only believe what they see ; but if 
understanding be given unto man, cannot he believe that 
which he does not see ? — for he is then as in possession of it 
and cannot be hindered of it, because he has that immortal 
Spirit fully in the flesh ; the temporal eye cannot see this, but 
the house of Israel can. — Jesus Christ died for the evil in 
man, but is the evil in man removed ? — are not men equally 
and more wicked since His death than before He died ? — 
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Wherefore Hish death k atyfy^ and « figure* tAvat theeyil-eball 
<die in man. The evil shalt die ioi man in tbiB^ mortid*'lif9 to 
4ho8e who seek its removai-root -and bs^neh-^^aQd to those 
who seek not for it to be taken dway, death must claim ^eir 
bodies. When the evil is dead im-man, thm is he free, £ree-of 
the law of the country, free of the law of Qod i then if we be 
free of the law of God, we are under no trtaigression of man 
wherever we go, and therefore man has no more power ovor us. 
-^If Ohrist be not grafted into the heart of man, he still bears 
evily but when Ohrist is grafted into the heart, tlie evil in man 
is dead and that man will no more seek revenge upon anoAer. 
*— Jesus said : " I am the root " — ^Man will be grafted into the 
root and become the boll of the tree ; then Christ grafted into 
man becomes the branch, so that it is Ohrist that bears the 
fruit, and not man. Where is boasting then? — or what 
honour is there due to man ?• — none — . How was it they -ue- 
fused the right path when He came? — ^Because greater was the 
number that were to put on incomiption. — '* Go, and tell this 
people, hear ye indeed, but understand not, and see ye indeed, 
but perceive not/' — ^The end was spoken in parables until the 
fulness of the Gentiles. 

Man is to be perfected in the image of God ; though He first 
made man liable to the fall, and when man transgressed^ then 
the Spirit withdrew ; but now Zion immortal has returned, 
and man will overcome satan by the love of God ; having no 
malice in his heart, but possessing the Bridegroom in the body 
and soul, for Ohrist paid the debt for the soul by the blood of 
Jesus. Jerusalem has returned, which casts the beam out of 
the woman's eye, and the woman casts the mote out of the 
man's eye. Zion has returned, defies the murderer, and will 
take revenge on him. Bevenge has given rise to the phyidcian 
lawyer and parson, by those who have executed the law of 
vengeance ; but Zion has returned, takes the Kingdom, which 
is the body, given unto man by God ; and has not He right 
to claim love ?— -For if you are spitefully used, should you do 
the same, how can you claim vengeance ? And if yon asked 
forit^ would you- not ask amiss? — ^It is the Lord -who only 
claims vengeance and not you, and He will take it of Satan, 
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having paid the deht and freed you from Satan. Though 
Satan has claimed the hodies of the saints, yet he cannot claim 
the hodies of the firsthom. — ^Jesus tasted death on the cross 
for every son and daughter of the first Adam. — In the end, 
God will be the saviour of those who believe not, as well as 
those who do believe. But He is a special saviour of those 
who believe in His Son ; because those who believe, their 
spirit soul and body are preserved. — ^But those who only 
believe in part, lose their body, and are saved only in part : 
— i.e., so as by fire at the first resurrection. — The Apostle 
Paul, the great apostle of the Gentiles proves that God justi- 
fieth the ungodly, as it is written : " But to him that worketh 
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not, but believeth on Him that Justifieth the ungodly, his 

faith is counted for righteousness." He dying the death of 

the righteous. And he that believeth not, dying the death of 

the wicked. These being the two debtors. And when they 

had nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them both. — But to 

the third, or house of Israel, Jesus saith : " Whosoever liveth 

and believeth in me shall never die.'' He is alive in faith, 

both soul and his natural body ; — so there are two faiths ; i,e., 

one to the dead, and another to the living. '' That whosoever 

believeth in Him should not perish, but have eternal life." — 

*' And I give unto them, eternal life ; and they shall never 

PERISH, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand." 

— " I say unto you, if a man keep my saying, he shall never 

SEE death" — "We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 

changed. For this mortal must put on immortality." We 

conclude this part with the prayer of Paul for the lost tribes 

of Israel at present among the Gentiles, for the outcasts of 

Israel and the dispersed of Judah : — " I pray God, your whole 

spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless." For this 

cause God gave His firstborn (Jesus) the fruit of His body for 

the sin of His soul — that Israel- may join in the chorus of our 

text (through the immortal Spirit, the comforter) '^Lo! I come, 

(in the volume of the book it is written of me,) '' to do thy 

will, ! God."

SERMON II. PART III. 

'* Wilt ihou beHere Him, that He will bring home thy seed, and gather it 
into thy bam P '' — Job zzzix. 12. 

"When the Lord bringeth back the captivity of His people, Jaoob shall 
rejoice^ and Israel shall be glad." — ^Psalx xIt. 7. 

Since the day that the Lord God Almighty spread out and 
garnished the heavens, — stretching out the north over the 
empty place, — hanging this planet upon nothing, — ^binding up 
the waters in His thick cloud, — striking light and order out 
of darkness and chaos from His omnipotent anvil ; since the 
day that He formed man and placed him on this terrestrial 
ball to prove His glory and His power ; — In no dispensation 
or generation, has man lived to behold such passing strange 
and wonderful events, as those through which it is our lot now 
to pass. — The greatest statesmen of Europe are bewildered 
and perplexed and are seeking counsel from the wisest 
astrologers of the age ; who, in turn shake their heads, and 
look askance at the ominous signs of the times. Learned 
theologians are searching the prophesies of the scriptures, 
with a renewed energy, and their features betray a dread sus- 
picion of coming troubles. The candle is lit to throw a 
glimmer of light through the surrounding darkness, — the 
sweeping has commenced in earnest; — ^in search of a 
peace, never possessed, but of which they have boasted 
and now sadly feel the need of. They have boasted in 
a counterfeit peace, crying Peace ! Peace, when there 
was no peace. — Nations too,' are sweeping for a Peace 
with a vengeance, with the besom of diplomacy, but find 
that they are only sweeping against the wind and ate 
bespattering themselves with their own dirt, — which has 
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aooumulated for years that are past Not oaly are they 
bespattering themselves, but they are raising volumes of 
diplomatic dust in an unknown tongue ta the great annoyance 
of themselves and of their neighbours. Furniture is piled up, 
carpets taken ttp» floors uprooted in our great houses of 
assembly, in search of peace, but alas they can find no peace. 
Whilst this great sweeping for peace is going on, there is 
another sign taking place among all nations in Europe. 
Every nation is arming itself to the teeth with bones and 
sinews. The arsenals and dockyards of Europe are busily 
constructing the most deadly weapons of destruction against 
life and property ever before known in the annals of history. — 
The hitherto casual observer is suddenly aroused from the 
mechanical and regular routine of his daily avocations — to 
notice and take cognizance of the unusually strange signs in 
the times, which to him appear incomprehensible. — In no 
generation that has passed, have men proved so arrogant, 
proud and boastful of their progress in civilization, — science, 
knowledge and light, as in this generation ; — which in them* 
selves are no doubt blessings to mankind if properly applied, — 
but if misapplied, prove curses instead of blessings, as it is 
written : " For if the light that is in us be darkness how great 
is that darkness " — and again : '' when the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh through dry places, seeking 
rest, and findeth none. Then saith he, I will return into my 
house whence I came out ; and when he is come, he findeth it 
empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more wicked than himself, and they 
enter in and dwell there : and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first Even so shall it be also unto this wicked 
generation." There was never a generation which boasted 
more of its spiritual light and knowledge; holding up the 
Bible, they say : " We do see ; " and raising the cross of Christ 
to the highest Babel pinnacle, they exclaim : " Be/told our 
religion^ Yet withal there has never lived a generation so 
spiritually dwarfed, dark and blind to all spiritual knowledge 
as this present one. Their religion is a religion of formalities 
whitewashed on the outside, but inwardly full of dead men's 
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bones — used as a cloak of maliciousness. '' Ever learning, 
but never able to come to the kno'vi^ledge of the truth" — 
"having a form of godliness without power." Members 
warring against the body and divided against itself; — how can 
it stand? ''Satan himself is transformed into an angel of 
light, who opposeth and exalteth himself above all that is 
called God, or that is worshipped ; so that he as God sitteth 
in the temple of God, (the body of man) shewing himself that 
he is God." — Of these days and signs, God has repeatedly 
warned us by His servants, and furthermore tells us, that every 
generation from the days of Adam will rise up against this 
generation before the judgment-seat of Christ and condemn it, 
and wherefore ? — simply because former generations did not 
possess the talents, light and knowledge that this last genera- 
tion has had. — Better by far for men to remain in darkness 
than to light a candle and sweep for a piece they never lost, 
for they do but draw nigh unto God with their mouth, and 
honour Him with their lips, whilst their hearts are far from 
Him. They worship in vain for their teachings are but doc- 
trines and commandments of men. Let them alone: thev 
hold an artificial candle above their heads and are blind 
leaders of the blind, sweeping themselves and others into the 
ditch. What a sad state of affairs in this our day and genera- 
tion* — Our eyes, have not been opened to see the present 
degenerate state of professing Christendom by signs of the 
times only, which in itself is conclusive ; — but the word of 
God through the Spirit speaketh expressly of these last 
days, both in the scriptures and in the Flying Roll — 
warning us, that the day is now at hand when the vials of 
God*s wrath will be poured out upon this Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the total destruction of this mystery, Babylon 
the great, the Mother of harlots and abominations of the 
earth. — It is to rescue the seed of Jacob and Israel from their 
present bondage and captivity — held captive slaves by this 
great mystery of iniquity, that the God of Abraham Isaac and 
Jacob has caused these Extracts from the Flying Roil to be 
handed to the Gentiles ; — ^for we do believe and know that we 
do know, that He will bring home the true seed and gather it

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into His bam. Jacob shall rejoice and Israel shall be glad. — 
As God's Ambassadors in Ohrist and in Israel we too are 
sweeping; — ^we too have a candle to light us through this 
Egyptian darkness^-^and we are now diligently seeking the 
lost piece. There are ten pieces, but one is lost, and we know 
that the ten tribes can never be found and gathered into the 
bam, until that lost piece is found — by the woman. — What 
then is the lost piece, without which the seed of Israel con 
never be gathered into the bam ? — In the first place, God 
made the temple, which is the body of man, and when man 
disobeyed. He drove him out of the temple — out of the body ; 
— then his Spirity which is called man became the mortal life 
of the body or temple — outside of the body, through the 
attraction of the blood, which worketh the members of the 
body ; and God pronounced a curse upon the ground, which 
was the body, for the sake of the spirit of man. — Satan then 
took possession of the body, till he be taken out of the way ; 
— and when the immortal Spirit was withdrawn from the man, 
— he lost it, — ^it being the tenth piece, which keeps the peace 
of the house ; which was Christ, aud the woman, the immortal 
bride ; they being the two immortal Spirits, which are of God, 
being withdrawn from the two mortal spirits, i.e.y the man and 
woman. And these are called the piece of the house, which 
the woman is found so diligently in search of with a lighted 
candle, sweeping the house ; — therefore every man must put oiV 
Satan's clothing, before he can be clothed upon. It is written : 
'' I have put off my coat, how shall I put it on ?'* Jesus put 
off His coat when He put off the mortal life and put on the new 
coat of immortality, for He saith : he that believeth shall do a 
greater work than that, — he shall put off Satan's coat and not 
his own, and yet be clothed upon with the piece that keeps the 
peace of tiie house. "And when she (the womanj hath found 
it, she calleth her friends and her neighbours together, saying: 
Bejoice with me, for I have found the piece which / had lost'* 
Bear in mind that the woman lost the piece — the female im- 
mortal Spirit; Jerasalem above having withdrawnbecause of the 
fall. — ^The tDoman lost the piece of the house in the beginning, 
and the woman must find that piece in the end ; and she is now

diligently sweeping for it and she will surely find it,' and ihen tod 
not till then: the salvation of Israel will come out ofZionfiorZion 
and Jerusalem above will descend upon Zion and Jertisalem 
below and rescue the seed of Israel — the seed of the woman — 
from under the bondage atid oppression of the gentiles whither 
they have been dispersed and scattered, and bring them home 
and gather them into His bam. — Then Jacob will rejoice and 
Israel shall be glad. The unicorn will be willing to serve 
the seed; — the figure "three in one" will then float over 
their house and the inscription : " I serve " will testify to 
the fidelity of the unicorn and abide by the crib of Israel. — 
The woman is now diligently sweeping and seeking the 
lost piece till she find it ; what is it she findeth ? — 
" the truth.'' Suppose a woman has lost a needle, and she 
sweepeth all the dust into one place, and she taketh the finest 
of sieves and sifteth that dust till she has found that which 
she has sought for, namely " the truth *' — and can discern 
between the good and the evil, — and when she has found out 
the evil, — what avail eth it if she remove not that evil ? but if 
she has the Spirit she will find out the evil, remove it, .and 
^ bring all to the truth. — ^Will the ore depart from the metal, or 
the metal from the ore in foundries, or in a furnace ? — ^The 
ore has been in the furnace, Jerusalem below, which is in bon- 
dage till the last hour of the six thousand years, and yet the 
dross remains in the metal, and the metal in the dross, neither 
does the metal separate. But if the ore be thrown into the 
furnace of Jerusalem above, will it not separate, and the drosa 
run from the metal, and be prepared for any mould or image 
you wish ? — The foundries are to keep the metal pure after 
its separation, not before, ready for the image ; so it is with 
the whole house of Israel. The pure seed is now being separ- 
ated firom the husks ahd tares ready to be brought home and 
gathered into the bam of Israel. The furnace has a blast and 
the foundry has a fire without the blast, so is the woman who 
is sweeping for the lost piece without the Spirit. — ^But when 
the dross is separated from it, the pure metal remains, for the 
blast is the Spirit of the Lord. And so it is written : " whose 
fan is in His hand, and He will throughly purge His floor, and 
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gather His whoat into the gamer ; but He will bum up the chaff 
with unquenchable fire," And "If any mans work shall be 
burned, he shall suffer loss (of the body) but he himself shall 
be saved (that is to say : his soul and spirit, at the first or at 
the final resurrection, according to his work) yet, so as by 
fire." — It is not a natural candle which has to be lit to search 
for the lost piece, for it is written : " I will search Jerusalem 
with candles." For what ? for those things which offend — as 
Jesus searched the buyers and sellers and drave out the oxen 
and upset the tables in the temple of Jerusalem which had 
been turned into a den of thieves. If a man fiv to Jerusalem 
above, and submit to her, then the candle is lit : for '' the 
spirit of man is the candle of the Lord," and this candle must 
be lit inwardly both in the man and the woman by the two 
immortal Spirits, Christ and Jerusalem above, then their whole 
body is full of light, and if the body be full of light, — where 
then is death ? — But, if the eye be not single how can the 
body be full of light. — Then wlmt are we to do ? — ^Pray that 
our candle may be lit, that we may see what offends, and drive 
it out of the Temple. If we bear malice, how can our candle 
bo lit ? — Are we to follow the flesh for this candle to be lit ? 
No — the Spirit will light it in either man or woman, where the 
evil is not in the flesh. — Paul worshipped the Lord in the 
spirit, but could not in the flesh ; he did things himself which 
he did not allow others to do, and he groaned under the burden 
of the thorn in the flesh. Was the candle of the twelve dis- 
oiples lit ? — If it had, would they not have triumphed over 
death ? would not death have been under their feet ? but the 
evil was not removed from them — their candle was not lit. It 
is only the wise Virgins having oil in their vessels and their 
taper lit, who go into the Bridegroom's chamber ; — all others, 
no matter what their profession are refused admittance. — The 
houso must be swept of the spirit of Satan, for two spirits move 
upon the spirit of man, and if the spirit of man be moved upon 
of evil, it is by the spirit of Satan. But if a man walk and dwell 
in the Spirit of Christ, his candle is lit and he ,will surely find 
the lost piece, if he Seeks and sweeps diligently for it. Then 
the spirit of the tempter cannot overcome him.— The Spirit 
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of God is now dividing the new from the old, as Jesus taught 
in the parable of the new piece of cloth and the old garment 
Patchwork will not do> the new house of Israel cannot be 
patched on to the old. — The two seeds must be separated, 
the seed of Jacob must be separated from the seed of Esau, 
that it may be brought home and gathered into the barn. 
Then Jacob will rejoice and Israel shall be glad ; and we do 
rejoice this day that the true seed of Abraham are now fast 
being gathered from out of this apostasy wherein they are 
held captive. The Spirit of God is causing His people to 
seek the piece which was lost in paradise, and this is the 
whole substance of the Scriptures from Genesis to Bevelation. 
Christ came to seek and to save that which was lost. For as 
in Adam, all have lost the piece, even so in Christ shall all 
find it. But every man in his own order. The reward is 
according to the material wherewith we build in Christ, whether 
wood, hay, stubble or gold, silver and precious stones. Christ 
the first-fruits, afterward they that are Christ's at His coming. 
Then the woman who lost the piece, after she hath found it, — 
she calls in her friends and her neighbours together saying : 
Rejoice with pie, for I have found the piece which I (the 
woman in the creation) had lost. The friends and neighbours 
here called in are the neighbours who shall live and reign with 
Christ and His bride, during the Millennium, or one thousand 
years on earth. Then cometh the end, ^hen He shall have 
delivered up the kingdom to God. — The piece which the 
woman lost in the beginning and which she is now diligently 
sweeping and searching the house to find, and which is found, 
is the piece which cleanses the whole house of Israel ; — ^it is 
the helpmate that was promised to be given ; — that eternal 
helpmate that is to help male and female to what they lost in 
paradise, i.e,, the inheritance. — ^Man and woman lost it, while 
in that state, for they were both as one in that immortal Spirit, 
until they had taken of that which God had placed in the city, 
which was stronger than their spirits, and caused God to give 
the fruit of His body, the blood, for the sin of His soul, — being 
that which Adam charged Him with in giving him the woman 
who had beguiled him, and through being beguiled have they 
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not sown of the husks until this day? — when they were 
beguiled through the serpent, they did eat of the husks in the 
lust of the flesh, placed in the city. — ^And the Gentiles to this 
hour are sowing in unfallowed ground, sowing in the husks 
and reaping corruption. — This is the nineteenth century and 
under the cloak of religion. Is it then to be marvelled at, 
that God's judgments are about to descend upon the nations 
of the earth ; — ^for the judgment of thp great whore that sitteth 
upon many w^aters, (many nations) with whom the kings of the 
earth have committed fornication, and the inhabitants of the 
earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication. 
No marvel that the atmosphere we breathe to-day, savours of 
wars and rumours of wars. The time has come for the golden 
cup, with all its abominations and filthiness of fornication to 
be dashed to the earth. — The time is at hand for the purple 
phylacteries, — the enlarged borders of the scarlet garments, 
with false deckings of a pharisaic apostasy to be stripped of 
its sanctimonious trappings and left naked in the balance, in 
all its ghastly deformities to an astonished multitude. — ^Be not 
deceived, God will not be mocked with impunity. — Jesus said : 
— " For judgment I am come into this world, that; they which see 
not might see; and that they which see mightbe made blind." "If 
ye were blind ye should have no sin : but now ye say : ' we see J 
therefore your sin remaineth." Christendom is divided against 
itself, and cannot stand. Each day shows us that it is fast 
receding back to the quarries of Popery from whence it 
originated. — This apostasy will soon discover to its utter 
confusion, that it will avail them little to say : Lord ! Lord ! 
have we not prophesied in thy name ? and in thy name have cast 
out devils ? and in thy name done many wonderful works? — have 
we not built churches and steeples innumerable to thy name ? 
— have we not raised the standard of Calvary, the cross, and 
placed it upon the highest pinnacles, reaching even to the 
clouds of heaven, — that all men might see it. Have we not 
compassed land and sea for thy name's sake ? but says Jesus : 
I will profess to this apostate Christendom : " I never knew 
you, — depart from me, ye that work iniquity. I was an 
hungered and ye gave me no meat, I was thirsty, and ye gave 
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me no drink. I was a stranger and ye took me not in, naked 
and ye clothed me not : sick and in prison and ye visited me 
not — I never knew you.^ — Now he that loseth not that which 
he has received, more is added to it, hut if he lose any part 
of it, — that which remaineth with him is taken away. It is 
written : he that had but one talent, went and hid it in a 
napkin ; — then the parable goes on to say: " I knew that thou 
wast a hard master, reaping that which thou hast not sowed, 
gathering that which thou hast not strewed, and taking up that 
which thou hast not laid down, — But every man's own deeds 
will judge him. Be not deceived and think that ye will be 
judged as a criminal is before a judge at a temporal court, for 
every man's own deeds will either condemn or justify him 
before the judgment-seat of Christ. If a man make no use 
of what he has, that which he has (the natural body) is taken 
away. — Of those who are bom in fornication, there is nothing 
required, but their souls; they having no promise of the 
immortal life of the natural body, — it being under the curse ; 
— but those who have come from under the second curse, 
which is the soul, their soul will rise at the first resurrection, 
a spiritual house for their spirit to dwell in. So to those 
whom He has given. He expects more to it, that He may reap, 
so the word is more merciful than the parable. — In some 
parts of scripture, men and women are compared to vine trees, 
or as oak trees whose substance is in them, and though the 
oak trees should be cut down to the root, still there is life : 
so it is with the seed of the house of Israel. The inheritance 
is handed down to the offspring. Then if death stayed with 
the trees, would they not be cut down — would hell have seen 
its plagues ?— For the devil is now come, knowing that his 
time is short in the kings to battle, and it shall be such a 
battle as has never been fought. They are to-day sweeping 
and striving for , peace and may have obtained a temporary 
peace with honour, as shortlived as its framers, but Pharaoh's 
heart has been given to them not to give iu, and it will be the 
scourge to the whole planet; that the everlasting gospel — this 
Flying Boll may be heard in all islands that stand out of the 
water, for not one island shall escape. "And some of them 
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of understandiDg shall fall, to try them^ and to purge, and 
to make them ^hite, even to the time of the end." '' And 
because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax 
cold." '^ And he shall speak great words against the MosI 
High, and shall wear out the saints of the Most High." — 
And now the time is at hand fulfilling the word of God 
which speaks of the dreadful war of the canons, and steam to 
steam^fire to fire among the nations of the eartL — Everyman 
who bears not of the true vine, must go to the ground. Ye 
must bear either of the wild vine or of the true vine. For six 
thousand years, man has boiiie of the wild vine, and so death 
has ruled, but now is the true vine flourishing and spreading 
forth its branches into all lands. Every man who goes to the 
grave bears his father's iniquity, and every one who lives, 
bears his own iniquity, for the mouth of the Lord has 
declared it. — Jesus said to Peter three times : '* Feed my 
sheep, feed my lambs" — He did not say : "Feed my cattle" 
but called them His sheep. Now, it was said : that it was not 
time for the cattle to be gathered, or the sheep to be separated, 
for they have all been mixed together for a purpose. The 
time is now come for the cattle of Israel to be gathered 
together from a thousand hills, and the salvation of Israel to 
come out of Zion, to be brought home and gathered into the 
barn. — The present disturbed state of Europe, which is fast 
being fanned into a flame, until the whole will be in a blaze, 
when the six kings will be engaged in deadly conflict, which 
will result firstly in the total destruction of the crescent. 
The Berlin Treaty has only given Turkey a fresh, but very 
short lease of its existence — and the certain and final over- 
throw of the Ottoman Power is a sure and certain sign to all 
Israel that the time of the restoration and ingathering of 
Israel is at hand. The two houses Ephraim and Manasseh 
will gather themselves together and go to Jerusalem ; — a law 
will be passed in all nations to carry them back, — then all 
nations will be gathered against them. — The great progress 
now being made in all nations, in the matter of the great anci 
wonderful strides in science and new inventions is another 
sure and certain sign to Israel that the time of their deliver- 
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ance is at band^ for in all things relating to science great 
wisdom has been given to the world, and in this they do 
exceed the house of Israel, for these things the house of 
Israel do not sea This shows the two armies, the dead and 
the living, and the knowledge of the dead shall go far beyond 
that of the living in all these things relating to improvements 
in science and new inventions ; as it is written : " The chil- 
dren of this world are wiser in their own evil than the children 
of light'* So, when God has pushed the house of Israel 
together, then, in a moment behold destruction like as it was 
to Sodom and Gomorrah and behold they are no more seen. 
So at that time shall the borders of the grave be greatly 
enlarged. Jesus said : " Think not that I am come to send 
peace on earth, I came not to send peace, but a sword For I 
am come to set a man at variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law. And a man's foes shall be they of his 
own household." Jesus came not to bring peace to the 
world but a sword and : " he that hath no sword let him sell 
his garment and buy one " — that is to say : Let my followers 
strip themselves of Satan's clothing and buy the sword of the 
Spirit *' the truth." To combat the evil in his own father, 
and the daughter likewise the evil in her mother and mother- 
in-law. Jesus did not mean for His followers to handle or 
wield the temporal sword of the worlds — that belongs to- the 
world and not to His followers; — for when one of them 
which were with Jesus stretched out his hand and drew his 
sword, and struck a servant of the high priest and smote off 
his ear : Jesus rebuked him saying : '^ Put up again thy 
sword into his place : for all they that take the sword shall 
perish with the sword." ''Thinkest thou that I cannot 
now pray to my Father and He shall presently give me 
more than twelve legions of angels ? " He could then 
have called forth the spirits of the just, the seed of Israel, 
the 144,000. — And when the Lord commanded Moses, 
saying : " Let every man put his sword by his side, and go in 
and out and slay every man his brother, and every man his 
neighbour" — ^Thesewere all ensamplesforourleamingand profit 
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tr-4ieiQg types of the end— -the meaning is : wbetk a man dwells 
in the Spirit, he isf ta take of the word of God, which is 
sharper than any two-edged sword, and slay every man his 
brother, and every man his companion, that is to say : — slay 
the evil in your brother and in your neighbour. The end is 
like two kings going to war : the two kings are Grod and Satan, 
but Satan is only the God of the dead ; — he is fighting that he 
might have a natural immortal body to dwell in, like unto 
the Lord, or liigher than the Lord — but the Lord has come 
to dethrone him. The Lord has placed the two-edged sword : 
" the truth " in the hands of Israel, the seed of the woman to 
bruise Satan's head and to slay his followers, that is : the evil 
in them. — The temporal sword is placed in the hands of the 
world and the world will now wield it and God's purposes 
will be fulfilled in restoring Israel in the midst of the tumult 
All nations will soon be at war against each other, and dethrone 
their kings, and all nations will cry out : " ! happy Eng- 
land ! England what nation is like thee." England will 
be the last country where there will be a king ; for it is a 
resemblance of Satan being dethroned, and all nations subdued 
to Christ. Then all nations will flock to England, and all 
Israel will be gathered there ; and the vessels which they have 
prepared to carry men into many nations, will bring Israel 
home, ho'me to the bam. — There will then be no difference 
between Jew and Gentile as regards the Sabbath. A king will 
then rule in this country, England, and the King of England 
will be the last crowned head, for every year there will be a 
king deposed, running away, and dethroned. As the lion is 
the head of all beasts, so will the King of England be the last 
on the throne and he will destroy all others round this ball. 
This is not known to the government, but they .will hear of it 
when it is fulfilled, and they will say: What people are these, 
for their laws exceed ours ? — The lion and the UDioom which 
is the image of the King of England shall be preserved for 
the protection of Israel — ^because she holds within her bowels 
the ark of the covenant of Israel. — ^The lion is a figure to 
denote strength. Jesus is called the Lion of the tribe of 
Judafa ; He rules over all the kings of every l^md by H^ laws. 
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When the orown is plaoed on the king's head of the earthy 
they swear to rule hy tbo9e laws. Then if we he mled by Hia 
laws, which rule the kings . of the earth, can we be con-> 
demned ? — The king of all lands is Christ — the Almighty. 
The laws of all lands, will justify Israel. — Israel cannot be 
condemned by them. We are commanded by that immortal 
Spirit to submit to be ruled by the laws which rule the land 
we are in ; for the world is of many kinds, as there are many 
animals, and tbey have many gods — many pictures, and as it 
is needful that it should be so, why condemn them when thiey 
bring forth of that which they are? — The lion shall sub- 
dae all uations—r'^ canst thou bind the unicorn with his 
band in the furrow ? " — The unicorn will be willing to 
serve Jacob and abide by the crib of Israel, and he will 
surely harrow the valleys after thee, and bring home the seed 
of Jacob into the bam, England. — Jacob shall rejoice and 
Israel shall be glad in that day when the Lord bringeih 
back the captivity of His people ; the tribes will shout for 
joy, when they behold the salvation of Israel come out of 
Zion. The Virgins of Israel appointed to tljcir tribes will 
rejoice and praise the God of Jacob, harping upon their 
harps and they will sing the New new Songvldoh none can 
learn save the sealed of Israel — the 144,000, redeemed from the 
corruptible earth-^the dead earth, into hving earth, into 
immortab'ty. Great will be the rejoicings at that day when 
the Lamb standing upon Mount Zion shall receive the first- 
fruits unto God, prepared as a bride adorned for her husband. 
Surely Jacob shall rejoice, they will be glad. They will sing 
of their Beloved : 

'' It is the voice of tlie Bridegroom 
Behold Ha is come 
Leaping upon the mountains 
And skipping on the hiUs.'* 
" The flowers appear on the earth 
The time of the siogmg of the birds is come 

And the voice of the turtle is heard 
In the garden of the Bride." 

Still the world slumbers, as in the days before the flood ; 
eating and drinking and giving in marriage saying : '^rMy

Lord delayeth His coming." — The world is smiting its fellow- 
servants and drinking with the drunken saying : ** where is 
the promise of His coming ? for since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as they were from the beginning of the 
creation. They are wells without water, clouds that are 
carried with a tempest; to whom the mist of darkness is 
reserved for ever." — In the midst of all the great improve- 
ments and progress in science and great electric lights by 
which we are illumined in this age, how forcibly do the words 
of the Spirit of God come home to us all, as recorded in the 
book of Job, where it is written : "And now men see not the 
bright light which is in the clouds." This bright light IS 
there ; this day star IS seen by all Israel with the eye of 
faith, — but the world cannot see it, — ^because its lustre is 
dimmed to their view by the clouds of unbelief.— As the star 
guided the wise men from the east to Jerusalem and went

before them, till it came and stood over where the young child 
Jesus was : — so does this bright light, — this bright morn- 
ing star, guides Israel this day and it will guide them 
from all nations one of a city and two of a family 
with unerring certainty, and bring the 144,000 to Zion, — 
it will bring the seed home into the bam. ''And except 
that the Lord had shortened these days, no flesh should 
be saved : but for the elect's sake (the sake of Israel) whom 
He hath chosen. He hath shortened the days/* — Again, how 
very forcibly do the words of Jesus come home to us in this 
our day and generation of profession of religion — how power- 
ful the words of Jesus sounding as it were in the sky above 
this forest of steeples which adorn all our cities ; " when the 
Son of man cometh, shall He find faith on the earth ? " 

In the beginning of this discourse we said that learned 
theologians were searching the prophesies of Scripture with 
renewed energy. Our shelves groan this day under the 
ponderous weight of volumes already printed on the prophesies 
of Scripture, turning them into double darkness. Co these 
know that signs, prophecies and parables are given by 
the Spirit of God to confound unbelievers — ^not for the 
disciples and humble followers of the meek and lowly Jesus — 
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"The legs of the lame are not equals so is a parahle in the mouth 
of fools." Parables were uttered of old to the rebellious. 
Jesus also spake to the multitude in parables. — Jesus said : 
** unto you it is given to know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God : but to others in parables ; that seeing they might not 
see^ and hearing they might not understand/' — Parables and 
prophecies are not for Israel, — no parable can be a parable to 
Israel. At the preaching of Jonah, the people of Nineveh 
went in sackcloth and ashes, and God spared them. Jonah went 
out of the city and wept, and was grieved that he should 
be called a false prophet, for after the forty days were up, they 
counted Jonah a false prophet, and they became as wicked 
as before. Then God destroyed them within forty years : 
thus they hardened their hearts, because it did not come at 
the appointed time, but it did come at God's appointed time. 
And so shall it be with this wicked generation. Signs are not 
for Israel, but for unbelievers ; for those who are of Israel 
will have the sign within them, written on their hearts. — 
When Naaman the leper went to the prophet of Israel to get 
healed, the prophet told him to wash seven times in the river 
Jordan, and he went away offended ; his servants advised him 
to do as the^ prophet directed ; he did so, and was healed. It 
was not washing in the river Jordan, but believing the word. 
There must be something to show that they do believe ; — it is 
not in signs that Israel will believe, but they will seek to the 
immortal Spirit, for the Lord is their watchman and keeper, 
and they shall see eye to eye when the Lord brings again Zion. 
If ye want signs, ye are not of the seed of Israel : — ^it is 
doing the will of God, — this is the sign. — The present troubles 
and the great wars which will speedily follow and set ail 
Europe in a blaze are : — that the last chapter of Daniel may 
have its full accomplishment. We would again remind you 
that ** no prophecy of the Scriptures is of any private inter- 
pretation " — therefore blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh 
to the thousand three hundred and five and thirty days. — We 
are now living in the last hour of the six thousand years and 
we have reached the third and last watch of that hour, — and 
blessed is that man who waiteth now on God with patience. 
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Michael the great prince of Israel has drawn the sword — and 
there shall now be a time of trouble, such as never was^ since 
there was a nation even to that same time : i.e., the end of 
days, and during this time of trouble Israel shall be delivered, 
every one that shall be found written in the Book. — " Wilt 
thou believe Him, that He will (now during the last days of 
Daniel) bring home thy seed, and gather it into thy bam ? " 
— During these, " the end of days " the days of Daniel, " the 
Lord will bring back the captivity of His people, Jacob shall 
rejoice, and Israel shall be glad " — ^wilt thou believe Him ? — 
'^ The Lord Himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the Archangel, and with the trump of God : 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first : then we (Israel) who 
are alive (who have been looking and praying for His appearing 
and waiting with patience for His coming) and remain, shall 
be caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air : and so shall we ever be with the Lord " — 
the immortal bride of Christ. For : " we shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump ; for the trumpet shall sound, and 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed, 
for this corruptible must put on incorruption, (or) this mortal 
must put on immortality." One of these two : if immortality, 
the body cannot see corruption but He will " change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned like unto His glorious body, 
according to the working whereby He is able even to subdue 
all things to Himself" — " Members of His body of His flesh 
and of His bones " — " they two shall be one flesh " — Christ 
and the Bride. For this cause Jesus prayed to the Father 
saying : '^ I pray not that thou shouldest take them out of the 
world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil " — '* all 
mine are thine, and thine are mine ; and I am glorified in them — 
That they all may be one ; as thou Father, art in me and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in us : that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. — ^And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them : that they may be one, even as 
we are one. I in them, and thou in me, that they may be per- 
fect in one." — ^Wilt thou believe Him, that He will bring home 
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thy seed and gather it into thy ham ? — The seed of 'Abraham, 
according to the promise made to him in Isaac and Jacob. 
The saints who have died in the faith of immortality. '^ And 
many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting 
contempt. And they that be wise shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the fii^mament ; and they that turn many to righteous- 
ness as the stars for ever and ever. But thou O I Daniel, shut 
up the words and seal the book, even to the time of the end : 
many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased. 
These words were closed up and sealed till the time of the 
end. The house of Israel were duly warned of the close of 
the second watch and opening of the third watch namely : 
1875 — and twenty years and ten months is one watch — and 
the time will be shortened for the elect's sake — when this 
Flying Boll is completed. "And if He shall come in the 
second watch, or come in the third watch, and find them so, 
blessed are those servants." 

Wherefore dear friends consider well the times in which 
we are now living — " when .the branch of a fig-tree is yet 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is nigh : 
so likewise, when ye shall see all these things, know that it is 
near, even at the doors.*' " Verily I say unto you, this gene- 
ration shall not pass, till all these things be fulfilled. — Heaven 
and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not pass away.' 
Dear friend, art thou desirous of becoming a true follower, a 
trt^ disciple of the Lord Jesus Christ ? We say a t7*ue follower 
— not one who follows Jesus for the sake of loaves and fishes 
— ^but a true follower, not at a distance, not a disciple who 
comes privily at night for fear of persecution from the world ; 
— art thou willing to be yoked with Him, and learn of Him, and 
like Him be poor in spirit, mourning over the evil around you — 
to be like Jesus, meek and lowly ; dost thou hunger and thirs^ 
after righteousness, truth and equity? — Dost thou love mercy — 
and seek a pure heart ? — ^Art thou willing to take up His cross, 
thy cross and bear with patience, in meekness, in bowed and 
unfeigned humility the persecutions and taunts of this world 
^or Christ's sake ? — dost thou long for purity, holiness, sane- 
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tification and purification and to have thy blood cleansed. ? 
Bemember dear friend that God has promised to cleanse thy 
blood from the bite of the serpent^ by which thy blood became 
inoculated with the evil — if thou seek for it. Yes dear friend, 
He has promised to cleanse our blood during these days of 
Daniel — ^in this present mortal state — during the partial 
redemption of Israel — as it is written in the book of Joel : 
" For I will cleanse their blood that I have not cleansed: for 
the Lord dwell eth in Zton"—We have many things to say upon 
this subject, but thou canst not bear it yet — we cannot speak 
plainly upon this subject, being unlawful to utter to the Gen- 
tiles — but it is lawful in the Holy of Holies of the New Houso 
of Israel — and if thou press forward all things will be made 
clear to thee. — We ask thee, dear friend, dost thou wish 
to follow the Lamb whithersoever He leadeth thee — ^in and 
out of the rich and green pastures of Christ ? — if this 
be thy earnest desire dear friend, we must tell thee plainly 
that thou cannot pass under the sword and between the swords 
of the Spirit into the pastures of Christ so long as thou art 
** unequally yoked together with, unbelievers, for what fellow- 
ship hath righteousness with unrighteousness ? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness ? and what concord hath 
Christ with Belial ? or what part hath he that believeth with 
an infidel ? And what agreement hath the temple of God with 
idols?" — dear friend thou cannot serve God and mammon — 
thou must either gather or scatter — thou must either sow to 
the flesh or the Spirit. If thou wilt come and follow in tho 
footprints of the lowly Jesus thou canst not bring the world 
with thee in thy pocket — thou must cast aside every weight,- — 
thou canst not bring a dead carcase with thee and walk arm in 
arm with the living, — thy agreement with death and covenant 
with hell must be disannulled, thou canst not countenance or 
have any part with this present Apostate Christendom — for 
they do cause the enemies of Christ to blaspheme and they bring 
reproach upon His holy name. They crucify to themselves the 
Son of God afresh, and put Him daily to open shame. "Where- 
fore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing, and I will receive you, 
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and will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty/' — Thou art called this day 
to come out of the world, that thou may est not be condemned 
with the world. — Come, friend, come and dwell in the City, 
which is the Lord and Jerusalem above, for He is Lord of thy 
earthly body and above all earthly kings. — Cast all thy idols 
of silver, and thy idols of gold which thou hast made for thy- 
self to worship, to the moles and bats; and come to the holy 
mount of Israel and worship in spirit and in truth. — The living 
God calls upon thee now, to come out from the mingled seed, 
to come out from them who are for death and be separate, free 
from both husks and tares. — It is that Spirit who now calls 
thee who appeared to Moses in the bush, and unto Enoch, 
Elijah, and our Lord Jesus Christ ; — while it is called to-day do 
not quench the Spirit — nor turn a deaf ear to the voice of the 
Shepherd of Israel. — Come out from the mingled seed and the 
mammon of unrighteousness. — The God of Israel is now 
blowing the horn and thou hearest it now : and who is He 
blowing it to? — ^It is to those who hear and understand. They 
that blow the horn, it is to gather their master's sheep or cattle. 
Each farmer has his own sheep and cattle, but will the cattle- 
all run to the sound of one horn ? or will they run to their 
own flock ? For every ox knoweth his master's crib, and will 
eat of what is there provided for them ; — so it is with every 
denomination this day, and those who hear their Master's horn- 
and foUoweth after it, will both hear and understand, and will* 
eat of that which His master giveth. — Thus saith the Lord, it^ 
is the outcast and dispersed among the Gentiles that will hear 
the sound of their master's horu, and will come and eat, and 
not alter that which is given to them. — ^A little while ago, we 
were all of the first Adam, being in the evil of the world, and 
if they are as dear to thee as the apple of thine eye ; leave 
them and withdraw thyself from them, — and if they revile, 
revile not again ; — those are the gods that have feet, but 
walk not; eyes, but see not; ears, but hear not; tongues, 
but speak not. — If it has been our painful duty to use 
harsh expressions against this present apostate Christendom, 
we wish it to be distinctly understood, that we have 
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not done so out of a railing spirit, — for a railing spirit 
God does hate, for it is written: "Whereas angels, which 
are greater in power and might, bring not railing accusations 
against them before the Lord." And " Michael the Archangel, 
when contending with the devil, he disputed about the body 
of Moses, durst not bring against him a railing accusation, 
but said : — ^The Lord rebuke thee." It is written : " That we 
must not render evil for evil, or railing for railing : but con- 
trariwise blessing." — On the other hand we know that the 
three woes will abide on us, if we do not faithfully warn the 
seed of Israel against the evil by which they are surrounded, 
and in which they are held captive this day. — ^When the Lord 
Jesus Christ left the glory of His Father and descended upon 
this planet and took the nature of man upon Him ; — at that 
time Judaism was in the same apostate condition that Chris- 
tendom is in to-day. John the Baptist did not rail upon 
them, but when he saw many of the Pharisees and Sadducees 
come to his baptism, he said unto them : '' generation of 
vipers, who hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come ? 
bring forth therefore fruits meet for repentance : and think 
not to say within yourselves, we have Abraham to pur father : 
for I say unto you, that God is able of these stones to raise 
up children unto Abraham* And now also the axe is laid . 
unto the root of the trees." — In the history of Judaism there 
had never been a greater profession of religion than in the 
days of our Lord ; — but the little light in them was turned 
into darkness. — The light shone in this darkness, but the 
darkness comprehended it not. — He was in the world and in 
the midst of all this profession of religion, but the world 
knew Him not ; — albeit His coming was clearly laid down in 
the prophets. — ^He came unto His own but His own received 
Him not. — The Jews were full of an outward show of religion. 
— ^They considered it a sacrilege to eat without washing, but 
they could say to their father and mother (whom God com- 
manded them to honour) " it is a gift> by whatsoever thou 
mightest be profited by me, and honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be freer— Thus (said Jesus) ye have made 
the. commandment of. God of none effect by your tradition.-^ 
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Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you saying : this 
people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and honoureth 
me with their lips ; but their heart is far from me. In vain 
do they worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments 
of men." — ^The most learned Babbi and doctor of the Sanhe* 
drim was looked upon almost as a semi-god and raised to the 
highest position ; — ^but when Jesus came. He groaned in spirit 
at so much empty vanity and turned the picture upside down, 
placing the little child on top, and the learned Babbi at bottom, 
saying : " Whosoever shall receive this child in my name, 
receiveth me : and whosoever shall receive me receiveth Him 
that sent me : for he that is least among you all, the same 
shall be great" — And Paul adds : " The foolishness of God 
is wiser than men ; and the weakness of God is stronger than 
men. For ye see your caUing brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, 
are called : but God hath chosen the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and God hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to confound the things which are 
mighty ; and base things of the world, and things which are 
despised, hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not, to 
bring to nought things that are : that no flesh should glory 
in His presence." — What a contrast ! — ^when we look upon 
the meek and humble Jesus, who, though He was rich, 
yet for our sakes He became poor, that we through 
His poverty might be made rich in all spiritual gifts. — 
We look upon Him, — the little stranger, — unknown, uncared 
for save by the little flock, — ^in a manger in company with the 
ass of the field. The foxes might have holes and the birds of 
the air have nests but He had nowhere to lay His head — a 
stranger in the midst of His own brethren whom He had come 
to seek and to save. We look upon His discipleSi — ^His 
humble followers, — ^poor illiterate creatures despised by the 
world — buffeted, driven from city to city ; working, toiling for 
a bare subsistence and preaching the gospel amid opposition, — 
insults—imprisonment and death ; — what a contrast ! t as we 
gaze upon Judaism in the year of our Lord and at Christen- 
dom in the nineteenth century after. — ^What a fashionable life 
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has the life of a preacher of the gospel now hecome ; — what a 
comfortahle living, with houses, land, carriages, horses and 
pack hounds for pastime and recreation, — what a picture. — 
Can we marvel at the words of Jesus : ** O generation of 
vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things ? *' — *' We 
have piped unto you, and ye have not danced ; we have 
mourned unto you, and ye have not lamented. But wisdom 
is justified of her children. — I thank Thee, Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because Thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed them unto babes. 
Even so. Father : for so it seemed good in Thy sight," and 
Jesus made a scourge of small cords and drove them all out 
of the temple, and the sheep, and the oxen ; and poured out 
the changers' money, and overthrew the tables ; and said unto 
them that sold doves, take these things hence ; make not my 
Father's house an house of merchandize. And Jesus said 
unto them : see ye not all these things ? Verily I say unto 
you, there shall not be left here one stone upon another, that 
shall not be thrown down. — As Jerusalem fell in the days of 
Judaism and became the habitation of unclean birds— even so 
will this Babylon of Christendom fall, and the words of Paul, 
the apostle of the Gentiles will now be fulfilled: "Be not 
high-minded, but fear, for if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest He also spare not thee. Behold 
therefore the goodness and severity of God : on them which 
fell, severity ; but toward thee, goodness, if thou continue in 
His goodness : otherwise thou also shalt be cut off. Blind- 
ness in part has happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in. And so all Israel shall be saved : as it 
is written : there shall come out of Zion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob : for this is my 
covenant unto them, when I shall take away their sind. 
Mark, take away, not forgive their sins — ^but remove, take 
away the root, seed and branch of all evil, — ^by cleansing their 
blood. For the gifts and calling of God are without repent* 
ance. And this happy hour has now come, for which Israel 
has been waiting and groaning so long. The great day of 
their deliverance, restoration and ingathering is at hand. — ^Tes, 
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w© do believe — we will believe that He will now bring home 
thy seed, and gather it into thy barn. — Bejoice Jacob and 
be glad Israel, the Lord will bring salvation out of Zion — 
and pluck thee as a brand out of the fire of captivity. The 
unicorn shall serve thee and abide by thy crib. — " He will 
save Zion and will build the cities of Judah : that they may 
dwell there, and have it in possession." " For every beast of 
the forest is mine and the cattle upon a thousand hills," being 
one hundred and forty-four on each hill, making 144,000. 
** The Lord hath taken away thy judgments, He hath cast out 
thine enemy: the king of Israel, even the Lord is in the 
midst of thee : thou shalt not see evil any more." — 

*' Because thine ointments smell so sweet, 

Thy name, thou heav'nly dove, 
Is like to ointment poured out, 

Hence thee the Vir^ns love. 
Thou wilt thine Isr'el, thou king, 

With all thy love invest ; 
And them into thy chamber bring, 

And make them there to rest." 

All Israel are called Israel through Jacob. The Jews are 
called Israel by being Jacob's children, but are they Israel ? — 
The house of Israel, who are the true Israel, will say unto those 
not Israel : ye counted our lives foolishness, and us madmen. 
There is no man Israel, but Christ ; and all the seed shall 
«nter in as Jesus did at the river Jordan. " All power is given 
unto me, both in heaven and in earth." — ^Every one that .is 
begotten has entered the kingdom of heaven. . But, to become 
A true Israelite in whom there is no guile, — the thorn in the 
flesh must be removed, — for those whom Christ is grafted into 
•there is no jury needed. — ^If I be grafted into Christ with the 
thorn still in the flesh, I die ; and if Christ be grafted into me, 
I bear life into immortal fruit — All who die in the faith, their 
6eed shall inherit the land. How can any among us say we 
are of Israel yet ? None are Israelites without they dwell in 
the Spirit : for the word " Israel " in the Scriptures means 
"God'*; and you may say: will God dwell in blood ? No ! but 
blood will dwell in God, when it is purified — ^flesh and bone. 
The house of Israel are called : '^ trees of righteousness, tbe 
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planting of the Lord." And Israel will be as brands plucked 
out of the fire, which is the grave. Men are ceJled trees of 
the field, whose substance is in them ; the house of Israel is 
also called the oak, whose substance is in itself; but an oak 
tree may be cut down for generations, the branches will still 
shoot from its roots. The seed of the twelve disciples are 
alive, not a branch of them is wanting ; — the Jews say the 
Messiah will come, and the Gentiles say He has come, but will 
not come again ; — ^but the house of Israel will abide in Him, 
and those ^ho are of Israel mil say : rail not against them 
seeing they have eyes, but see not. Oaiaphas the high priest 
said: ^' it is better that one man should die, than the whole 
nation should perish." The nation is the bones of the whole 
House of Israel. The spirit of man and the Spirit of Christ 
and the immortal bride, these three are one. The watchmen 
of the night shall become as the watchmen of the day, and 
when they see the morning stars, they see the figure of Him 
who suffered. The stars are a figure of the man and woman 
in the mortal life, and the moon is the figure of the immortal 
bride, Jerusalem above, and the sun is a figure of Christ, the 
Son of God; — the stars borrow their light from the moon, and 
the moon borrows its light from the sun : so it is with the 
house of Israel. The light of the moon shall become as the 
light of the sun, and the sun as the light of seven days — a» 
recorded in Isaiah. — Then the Godhead is complete ; the six 
spirits of the six churches being then united in the Godhead^ 
making seven. — :As long as the evil is in the heart, man i& 
liable to be overcome by it, and the evil is against the body; — 
it is not what another man does to us, but what we do 
ourselves, that makes us liable to the sin of the soul or 
body. "For out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, 
murders, adulteries, fornications, thefts, false witness,, 
blasphemies." The evil tries to overcome the spirit by 
showing us the evil that is in another and letting our own 
evil be still. — " Behold the days come, saith the Lord, that I 
will make a covenant with the house of Israel, and with the 
house of Judah." It is evident that He did not maker this 
covenant at His first coming, for they refused Him; but at Hia 
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second coming He gathers them to fulfil His cc^nant 
'' Who hath also sealed us, and given the earnest of the Spirit 
in onr hearts." He that hath received His testimony hath 
set to His seal that God is true. "Hurt not the earth, 
neither the sea, nor the trees (the nations of the world) till 
we have sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads." 
— This proves that a remnant of Israel is to he saved from 
among the Gentiles. — This shows who are Israelites, to whom 
pertaineth the adoption. The true Israelite will ahide con- 
tinually in Christ and He in them. He being the true vine, 
and they the branches ; not being that vine which withereth, 
mentioned in Ezekiel : '' He took also of the seed of the land, 
and planted it in a fruitful field ; He planted it by great waters, 
and set it as a willow tree. And it grew, and became a 
spreading vine of low stature, whose branches turned towards 
Him, and the roots thereof were under Him : so it became a 
vine, and brought forth branches, and shot forth sprigs." — The 
seed of the land being the seed of the woman in its purity ; 
and when the man of sin is separated from the son of Man, 
her seed then grows as : " Willows by the water-courses " and 
are true Israelites, in whom there is no guile, and to them 
pertain the adoption, the covenant and the fulness of the law, 
of which the fulfilling of the righteousness is the end. ''And 
an highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall be called, 
the way of holiness ; the unclean shall not pass over it (into 
immortality) ; but it shall be for those : the way-faring men, 
though fools shall not err therein." The unclean being those 
whose bodies are not washed and salted, as every meat-offering 
that the children of Israel offered was with salt, after the 
inwards were washed,— figurative of the washing of man's 
body by the Word, salted with fire, the Spirit of God-^the 
baptism of fire. — " If Jesus had given them rest, then would 
He not afterwards have spoken of another day. There 
remaineth therefore a rest to the people of God.'* All who 
diligently seek the fulness of the Spirit will receive it^ and 
it will gather them from all nations, and those who deiipised 
the law will turn to the law and gospel, and those '^wbo- 
"deBpised the gospel may receive it with the law,]aiM dwell ii> 
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the Spirit. — The true Israelites are those who petition by a 
morning and evening sacrifice, to take away the root, branch 
and seed of evil from their bodies — God will avenge His own 
elect who cry day and night unto Him, — The taking awa:y of 
the evil is necessary before we can receive the adoption, and 
the clothing of the body with the Spirit is the beginning of 
the redemption of the body; the partial redemption. The 
full redemption is the Spirit being put within them, with their 
spirits, their bodies then being the temple of the living God, 
causing them to inherit substance. The 144,000 of all the 
tribes of Israel, are two selected out of each of a hundred 
forty and four thousand families (the families of the new 
creation) of the descendants of the twelve tribes of Israel, — 
fulfilling the words of Jeremiah : " I will take you one of a city, 
and two of a family, and I will bring you to Zion." — ^The one 
of a city being Jesus, the seed of the woman, purified by the 
refiner from that which her body was conceived of, and not 
being begotten of man He had no evil in Him ; the two of a 
family is the man and the woman, separated from the man of 
fdn and the mother of harlots ; when the evil is removed &om 
their bodies, they will be like unto His in their mortal lives, 
being then the sons and daughters of Jerusalem above. — 
Abraham took two wives: one bond, the other free, from 
whom came two sets of people. But the bondwoman's child 
was Abraham's seed, but not the heir, because she was not 
Abraham's la^^l wife — and the one is a Jew, the other a 
Gentile ; but the seed of Abraham ^eek to possess the land, 
which was given to the Jews as a possession, but the chUdren 
of Abraham seek that which the land was a figure of i.^., the 
body. — 

The language of this apostate Christendom is : '^ I sit a 
queen, and am no widow, and shall see no sorrow " — ^but the 
house of Israel speaks very difiisrently : she says, she is a 
widow, having lost her husband, the devil ; and all her 
children are fatherless. — Zion below becomes a widow, when 
her land is forsaken of both her kings, which is Jew and 
Gentile. But yet the Lord saith He will seek her as a young 
man seeketh a virgin. — ^Her body shall be transparent, that 
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mortal can not behold her ; but her husband, the Almighty^ 
Zion above meets Zion below, and has clothed her. — The 
house of Israel is also called, one son, and yet are they not 
many sons ? Are they not counted as one family — ^having all 
things in common ? are they not to be of one fold, children 
of one temple, undivided and unseparated ? — Are they not 
brought into one Spirit^ one that cannot be handled or felt, 
yet one which acts upon the whole nerves of man. He will 
bring Israel into that temple and He will walk with them 
therein : the temple cannot be handled or felt. — The house of 
Israel are those who are weaned from the milk, and drawn 
from the breasts ; — and it is necessary that they should be so, 
that the word of God spoken in the beginning may be fulfilled 
in them : '' Let us make man in our image, after our like- 
ness." — If a man dies he is made in the likeness of angels, 
but he does not possess the image of a perfect man, but a 
spiritual body. — The house of Israel are also called Naza- 
rites — after their blood is cleansed they are whiter than milk, 
more ruddy in body than rubies, their polishing is of sapphire, — 
but before they are cleansed, their visage is blacker than a 
coal : they are not known in the streets : their skin cleaveth 
to their bones ; it is withered, it is become like a stick. — All 
things are parables which man does not understand till they 
be accomplished : but it was given unto the disciples and to 
their children, their seed after them, the mysteries of the 
kingdom to know^ and they will know them. — The house of 
Israel is also compared to the temple of Solomon, because it 
was built without any tools being raised up, and there was 
not any noise heard ; — but do not be deceived, for all the 
stones were ready and prepared beforehand, so is also the 
house of Israel ; and when man and woman are brought to 
the covenant of Israel, as they are: — so they stand, — 
the eye comes back, the lame have two legs whole, the 
arm is found, but it is the members who all come 
into their places, and are one perfect body.— In Beve* 
lations it is said; that the elders offered the prayers of 
the saints. Now these are the fathers of the firstborn, 
who offer up the prayers that reach unto God. This 
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petition is : blot out all iniquity ; but is tbe petition of Israel 
mingled with base things ? Haman was not satisfied with the 
riches of a king^ whilst he had envy in his heart f^ainst Mor- 
decai, and when he was going to the banquet^ to. which none 
but he and the king and queen were invited, he said : ^'Tet all 
this availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew 
sitting at the king's gate/' such is the house of Israel; nothing 
avails but to have the envy one of another taken away, for the 
same revenge which Haman claimed upon Mordecai was exe- 
cuted upon himself. — ^An Israelite will walk as Jesus walked, 
openly, for he says: "My yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light." — Jesus prayed that we might pray that the man of sin 
might be cast out, and the Son of Man put in his place, within 
us. — The house of Israel is compared to the prodigal son 
spoken of in the parable, — or rather the prodigal son is the 
house of Israel and those who get into the Spirit, return. 
When they return, the Father embraces them, and puts a white 
robe and shoes upon their feet. — Has He not made them equal 
with the elder son if they return ? — But if a man goes to the 
gravCf he is not the prodigal son. — ^When the prodigal son was 
returning, the Father met him in the field ; that field is the 
Spirit; and God is not the God of the dead, but of the 
living. He is not the God of the dead, neither can the 
dead praise the Lord : '' For the grave cannot praise thee, 
death cannot celebrate thee : they that go down into the pit 
cannot hope for thy truth. The living, the living he shall praise 
thee, as I do this day. The father to the children shall make 
known thy truth." Every man who dies, the soul goes to that 
place which is spiritually called hell, the grave : that is^ where 
the soul and body are separated, and not while they are aliye, 
mortal : for when they are parted, the soul lives ikette with all 
its faculties, though it is dead from the body. — ^On tho fifth 
day, Jesus was made, and Zion and Jerusalem with Him*-^three 
persons, one God. Jesus and Jerusalem with Qtoi are three, — 
one ; and Jesus was clothed bodily with the Godhead, — ^for no 
man who dwells in Zion can do evil, but he bears evil; and 
po man can cause him to commit sin, for Christ caused Satan 
io serve Jesus while He was in His mortal life.-*-Wh6n man 
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dwells in Zion it is then said : '^ I am the vine, ye are the 
branches/' — ^Then Christ becomes the root and branch of him, 
then is it the sixth day> and the hour is come, then all is per- 
fect, — perfect man and perfect God ; and the whole 144,000 
will be made complete, and stand on Zion's hill, clothed with 
Zion, then the world will wonder, and stand amazed. — Now 
there are twelve tribes of the house of Israel, and the branch, 
the Comforter, the branch of that vine tree is to be within the 
whole 144,000, they will then be immortal. — ^Discern righteous 
judgment, house of Israel, who calleth thyself an Israelite 
without guile, unless thou be in the wild olive state; for 
though Jesus was slain He was the good olive, and the true 
vine, Jesus being the boll of the tree. His body was the good 
olive, but He was clothed with the vine, and called after it. 
We cannot live unless Christ be grafted into us, for He is both 
the good olive and the good vine ; then when we get that, we 
get the first vine, not the first man. — The first man is of the 
earth earthly, as was Jesus and Adam. But the first 
vine is the Lord from heaven, being heavenly, and when 
man gets that, he cannot die, for that is the Comforter. 
— "In Him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily." "And did He not make one? Yet had He 
the residue of the Spirit. And wherefore one? That He 
might seek a goodly seed," and bring it home and gather it into 
the bam. . Now see and understand. Is not the whole 144,000 
in God, but one perfect man ? Now we know one who has the 
seed, who has been made in the image and likeness of man, — a 
likeness of what man shall be when he is perfected, — the only 
pattern and waymark and guide for all to be made like unto 
Him. — When Christ withdrew firom Jesus, He bore incorruptible 
fruit first; — but the fruit of God's immortal fruit — ^The Father 
was withdrawn from the manhood ; — Paradise was withdrawn, 
and the immortal fruit will be the greater work. — ^When man 
has that immortal fruit he will have Christ and Jerusalem 
above grafted into him ; and the immortal cannot see corrup- 
tion, for they have the seed of God. — ^Both these seeds were 
in the man and woman, and they are as the two sons who 
asked their Faih^ to divide their inheritance. — ^Hear, O house 
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of Israel ! He says : " though their numher he as the sands of 
the sea, yet a remnant of thee shall be saved." Then if we 
have the soul and body, we are a living witness for Him, and 
there are three living witnesses of the will of life : Enoch, 
Elijah and Jesus. And when Elijah offered sacrifice, and the 
people saw it, they said : " The Lord, He is the God ; the Lord, 
He is the God." — But are those in the grave the sheep of His 
pasture ? — ^Are those grafted a second time into His life ? 
though the number of them is as the sands of the sea, the 
remnant shall be saved. John saw the number, which was 
144,000, — ^twelve thousand in each tribe ; these are all re- 
deemed from among men, being living stones. — He shed His 
blood for sinners, — ^for every man, and offered His body for the 
living.— Jacob said : " Lo, it is yet high day, neither is it time 
that the cattle should be gathered together : water ye the sheep 
and go and feed them." And Jesus also said unto Peter 
three times : feed my sheep. We are now going to be proved 
whether we are grafted into His life, for He says, as I have 
overcome death so shall ye, because they are called in the 
regeneration to immortality, the rest are not the sheep, still the 
Lamb of God took sin away, yet a number perished. But the 
house of Israel will have their debts crossed out of the book 
of life. They will have the laws written upon the tables of 
their heart. They are the cattle of a thousand hills, yet there 
is only one that is to obtain the great prize and that one is an 
hundred and forty-four thousand engraved with the finger of 
God. — The four books of the gospel are the will of the house 
of Israel, and they will do a greater work through that Spirit 
working in them, and will never taste of death, and the whole 
-will is summed up in these words : — " I give unto them eternal 
life, and they shall never perish." — These are the freemen of 
the city. — If I remain in the Spirit — ^in the vine, I do the will 
of the prophet till I dwell between the root and branch, for 
vrithout Him I can do nothing. If I abide in Him, and He in 
me, that is that Comforter, which shall deUver me. I am not 
that Comforter, but I have been sent as a stranger to the house 
of Israel to bring the people in that Spirit, and ye will have 
one greater than me with ye, even that Spirit which no man 
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can part from ye. — ^The house of Israel follows no man, — is 
not guided by man — in no wise leans upon man> — Jesus, and 
Jesus alone is our example — ^in Christ. He was not begotten in 
sin, nor shaped in iniquity, yet He was in the loins of Adam for 
ten generations, but He was purified irom that He was conceived 
of, and had a body without spot or blemish ; and He is now 
coming with that same body which was nailed to the cross, 
which will now shortly descend to the 144,000, who are to 
stand on Zion's hill ; — their entrails will be washed away and 
made flesh by that immortal Spirit. Jesus and Christ is our 
only God. And in Zion at that day there will be no sound 
of a tool. — ^Between the two great mountains of law and 
gospel run the living waters : every one is to pass them before 
thoy can put on immortality. These two are contrary to each 
other. The Prophet Zechariah saw four chariots coming out 
from between these two great mountains, and in them horses 
of various colours ; these were all shown in parable, that 
men might not understand it before the time. The four 
chariots are to go before the 144,000. — Now that Spirit which 
man is to dwell in, as* dwelling in a tent or tabernacle, is 
invisible : no man hath beheld Him, but in vision, and the 
inward sight is before the outward sight. — The land of Israel 
is to be sown with the seed of man and with the seed of beast, 
then Satan will be cast out. He oast seven devils out of the 
woman, — showing that He overcame death. — But the bride of 
both heaven .and earth is withdrawn from the wicked world 
until the appointed time. — Unto Isaac, was bom Jacob, whose 
name the Almighty God changed to Israel, being a figure of 
the woman's seed, the light of the day. And unto Jacob 
were bom twelve sons, And these twelve sons are a figure of 
the twelve foundations, as recorded in Bevelation. ** And he 
carried me away in the Spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the holy Jerusalem, descending 
out of heaven from Qod» having the glory of God : and her 
light was like onto a stone most precious, even like a jasper 
stone, clear as crystal ; and had a wall great and high, and 
had twelve gates, and at the gates twelve angels. And names 
written thereon, which are the names of the twelve tribes of 
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the children of Israel : on the east three gates ; — on the north 
three gates ; on the south three gates ; and on the west three 
gates. And the wall of the city had twelve foundations, and 
in them the names of the twelve apostles (witnesses) of the 
Lamh."— 

No one can enter in, 
Unless pass'd by the Queen, 

And trained by sceptre and rod ; 

Her height and breadth are ene ; 
Her lengtli and depth the same, 

All equal with the word of God. 

The sons of Isr'el twelve, 
Each one twelve thousand hath, 

One hundred and forty and four ; 
A cubit for a man 

Is the measure and the span 
That never shall enter the grave. 

These twelve sons of Jacob were typical of the promised 
stones to be raised in the third and last watch of the last hour 
of the six thousand years, or during the thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days of Daniel. These present 
witnesses are the promised stones with which the woman's 
seed shall lay the foundations of that great city holy Jerusa- 
lem, to build up the city of the living God. He diat hath 
ears to hear let him now hear the voice of the Spirit.-*Before 
thetribesof Israel were made known there were three descents^ 
namely ; Abraham, Isaac and Jacob ; and two again, namely ; 
Joseph^ — ^Ephraim and Manasseh. — ^Ephraim's first ten sons 
were slain ; and so to-day are the ten tribes hid in mixture of 
marriages : but Ood gave him other ten, — so the ten tribes 
which were scattered are gathered a gain ; the Spirit is return* 
ing to gather them now ficom among the Gentiles ; — and unto 
them is this Flying. Boll sent, that hearing they may bear 
and understand. Unto whom the voice of the Spirit is saying : 
'^ Oome out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive, not of her. plagues." — ^To those who 
have not eyes to see, nor ears to hear, — all that we have said 
and have yet to say is. as a hye-word * or a fabla-r-But we 
cannot impress too .forcibly upon the. minds of the lost tribes • 
this great truth. so essential to a clear understanding of all 
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things, and it is that: '' Christ withdrew from JesuSy that Jesua 
might take upon Rim the falV — How could the Scriptures 
have been fulfilled had it not been so ? How could Jesus 
have tasted death in His own body for every man. — Jesus 
was le£t alone for a season to fulfil the decrees of the Father, 
and Israel was left alone for a season for the same purpose 
and to admit of the parenthesis of the Gentiles. — Three times 
Jesus prayed that this cup might pass from Him — now was 
His soul exceeding sorrowful, even unto death. This was the 
cup of agony which He drank for every man even to the 
dregs ;— He prayed for each dispensation and drank the cup 
of each dispensation and cried : — " My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me ? " and this is the cup that Israel 
must drink to the last dreg — their cry has been to this hour 
" My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken us " .^ But as 
Christ raised the body and soul of Jesus — so now also will 
Christ call forth : " Come forth from the four winds, breath, 
and breathe upon these slain (tribes), that they may Uve. And 
the breath came into them and they lived, and stood up upon 
their feet, an exceeding great army. These bones are the 
whole house of Israel ; " — they will no longer say : our bones 
are dried, and our hope is lost : we are cut off firom our parts ; 
— they will no longer cry in agony of spirit : " Why hast 
thou forsaken us f " We believe that the moment is at hand, 
that He will bring home thy seed and gather it into thy bam. 
— Salvation is come out of Zion to Israel — and the Lord will 
bring back the captivity of His people, Jacob rejoice ! Israel 
be glad i — The Shepherd knows His own sheep, and He will 
divide them, — the world on the left hand, and Israel on the 
right haud ; for the world not having the graft grafted into 
them, see but in part, and prophesy but in part. — Bejoice 
ye twelve fathers of the house of Israel, for your seed will 
now be brought home into thy barn. Jacob had twelve sons, 
and if we are branches of those twelve fathers, and our mortal 
house pat on immortalityi then we are of their seed according 
to the flesh. — But concerning the Gentiles, James one of the 
disciples said : ** My sentence ia, that we trouble not them, 
which from among the Gentiles, are turned to God : but that 
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we write unto them, that they abstain from pollutions of idols, 
and from fornication, and from things strangled, and &om 
blood." — The Gentile is blind to anything else, being under 
the vail, — they know nothing but for the soul, they know 
nothing for the body ; they are under these four commands ; 
— but Israel is under the promise of the body, the other not. 
— If we be not descendants of the twelve fathers and the 
four heads, then our body must go to corruption — death is 
pronounced upon it, as it is upon the Gentiles. — Of those 
who are natural Jews, one tribe is come into this visitation, 
which is the tribe of Benjamin. Having been brought up in the 
law. — In what nation soever a stranger ^shall be, he shall be 
appointed to his tribe. For thou Benjamin wast brought forth 
when the womb was weak, yet in the beginning he shall be 
stronger than all the ten tribjes : his ending of the old world 
little, but the beginning of the new world, much. — Therefore 
in the mdtning he shall rise as the wolf; and in the evening he 
shall divide the spoil with the ten tribes. So let the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that Bachel and Leah's bond-servants, 
their children which shared a temporal inheritance with the 
children of Bachel and licah, are the type of those who are 
taking hold of the visitation oat of ten languages : (" Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts ; in those days it shall come to pass, 
that ten men shall take hold out of all languages of the 
nations, even shall take hold of the skirt of him that is a Jew, 
saying : we will go with you ; for we have heard that God is 
with you : ") which are the ten tribes, being mixed by 
marriage, and being C6urried captive into many nations. — So 
were the seed of Jacob mixed with the bond. — "The 
strangers," — are the ten tribes, they being counted as strangers 
to the two tribes, being scattered among the Gentiles; and 
knew not their brethren. The ten tribes being carried away 
into the nations are called Gentiles, like a woman marrying a 
man and getting her name changed. But they must now be 
gathered out from amongst them, and gain their father's 
inheritance, by their name being changed back again. — God 
chose Judah and Joseph for the first house ; Ephraim and 
Manasseh for the second time, makes one house, — these are 
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the first and second IsraeL — ^But Ephraim and Manassehitre 
now squandered among all the religions under heaven, and 
yet when they are called oat they will be called by ^their 
name. — When Jesus came at first they were squandered*; — 
they had lost the power of their sceptre^ — Uie 'Gentiles ruled 
them before He came. — Joseph's brethren refused him^ 
figurative of Jesus being refused and bting put to death. — 
Joseph said to his brothers : ^' to see the nakedness of* the 
land ye are come." — ^And they said unto him/ '' we are all one 
man's sons, we are not spies, and the youngest is this day with 
our &ther, and one is not'* — Jesus was of that seed which 
Joseph was of. Jesus had been among the thorns two 
thousand years, and in Joseph He was bought and sold, and 
yet Joseph had the greatest blessing pronounced upon him by 
Moses, excepting our Lord ; for the blessing of our Lord 
waters all the planet. — Jesus is the firuit of Joseph, because 
He was in the loins of that faith.*— Jacob is set a figure of 
Jesus, and his wives of the two houses, but Laban gave 
him his eldest daughter, though she was not his lawful one, 
yet was she given first. And Jacob said to Laban, *' what is 
this that thou hast done ? did I not serve with thee for 
Bachel ? wherefore then hast thou beguiled me ? " — ^And firom 
the younger came Joseph and Beiy'amin, the two houses, and 
the families of the whole earth. — King David also sang of : 
'* little Benjamin with their ruler" — which is the immortal 
Spirit ; — and by tliis Spirit He will graft Israel and Judah 
together, but if Jadah and Israel acknowledge not Benjamin, 
neither shall they inherit the kingdom. — Joseph had two sons, 
the first had two sons and the other ten, making up the number 
twelve : being the twelve families of the whole earth. And from 
Judah came that earthly body, which is the lion of the tribe of 
Judah, being ; " the destroyer of the Gentiles, is on his way." 
For Judah is the head of the twelve tribes, and he comes to make 
restitution. — Now let the house of Judah and the house of 
Joseph be united in matrimony to take the covenant.— Jesus 
is compared to a lamb, or a turde dove, yet He is the lion, 
which is the head of all beasts. Judah is a lion's whelp, they 
3je the destroyers of the G6ntiles,-^the evil which is in^them. «

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— There were eleven nations which the former Israel were 
commanded not to he coupled with, and there were twelve 
tribes of them^ but of the latter house there is one tribe 
wanting. Now, this is figurative, as the eleven nations were 
of that seed which 'went astray, so did the former house of 
Israel. But of the latter, the one tribe wanting is figurative 
of Jesus, who draws the whole twelve tribes back again from 
going astray. — For though Jehovah scattered the seed of Israel 
into all nations, yet will they be gathered now, at the appointed 
time. — There are now three churches: — the church of the 
Gentiles, who say they are the Lord's; — the church of the 
Jews, who call themselves the descendants of Jacob and claim 
the fulfilment of the promises made to him ; — and the church 
of Israel, who are now to be gathered out from these two 
churches, they signing with their hands to have the seal — the 
seal of their hearts — broken open to them, that they may see 
the way the Lord has made known, by which their blood will 
be cleansed from the evil, received in the fall by their fore- 
father Adam. Paul spake of these three churches saying: 
'* give none offence, neither to the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, 
nor to the church of God." — There are three prizes : the first 
is the church of the firstborn, being in the image of God. — 
The second is men made perfect, having both soul and body 
immortal, after His image. And the third is the soul being 
raised from corruption to incorruption at the first or final 
resurrection, fulfilling Jesus' words : " In my Father's house 
are many mansions." — Adam lost the body through the trans^ 
gression, — the woman's seed Jesus, has gained it, and has wan 
the prize for all that will run for it. — All the churches run 
but only one receives the prize of immortality. — If a man rum 
for the first prize, and does not get it, is there not a possibility 
of him getting the second ? — Esau and Jacob have met. Did 
not the mother of Esau and Jacob send Jacob away, — she 
separated them that they might be saved: but when Jacob 
returned he divided his flocks into three, and Jacob offered 
Esau a present, and he received him with joy. So it is now 
in the houses of Parliament, the Jew and Gentile have met, — 
ihe Gentilie receives the Jew now with joy, because they have 
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plenty of gold. But the gold of the immortal world has been 
forgotten. — ^They have made finends with the mammon of 
unrighteousness. — He that gets the sixth key can open. all 
mysteries to the house of Israel, and in the sixth day mortal 
will put on immortality ; but the seventh key remains for one 
thousand years, not at the beginning, but when it ends ; so it 
is as the words of the Lord : the last is the first and the first 
last, and after the seven thousand years, those who are not in 
the image of God, will be made perfect men. The six 
chorches are the six thousand years, which are the six 
golden pipes that empty the golden oil out of themselves. — 
In conclusion, the Lord said unto Moses : Go unto Pharaoh, 
and say: thus saith the Lord, if thou refuse to let 
Israel my son, even my firstborn go, that he may serve me, I 
will slay thy son, even thy firstborn which Pharaoh refused to 
do, — figurative of these days, — This son, was Jesus, who was 
in the loins of His fathers, of the tribe of Jndah, which was 
then with the rest of the twelve tribes in bondage under 
Pharaoh. — ^When Pharaoh had received all the plagues, and the 
death of his firstborn, of man and cattle, he thrust Israel out; 
still the man of sin prevailed, and followed after them. And 
the Lord said unto Moses : stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters may come again upon the Egyptians, 
upon their chariots and upon their horsemen. — ^And he did so, 
and the sea returned, and the Lord overthrew the Egyptians in 
the midst of the sea. This being done as a figure of the 
return of Israel, " For when they shall say : peace and safety ; 
then sudden destruction cometh upon tliem ; as travail upon a 
woman with child ; and they shall not escape." — ^The seed of 
the youngest son who was lost among the Gentiles, will be 
found in Zion at their return from among them at their fulness. 
" And I will make them one nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Israel ; and one king shall be king to them all : and 
they shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided 
into two kingdoms any more." — And the Lord shall be King 
over all the earth: in that day there shall be one Lord, and 
His name one." — ^''lift up your heads, ye gates, and be ye 
lift up, ye everlasting doors ; and the King of glory shall come 
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linJ* /' He will biiog home thy seed, and gather it into thy 
ham. The great salvation of Israel will come out. of Zion. 
And the Lord wiU bring hack the captivity of His people, and 
Jaooh shall rejoice and Israel shall he glad."

SERMON II. PART IV. 

** When He hath tried me, I shall come forth as gold."— Job xxiii. 10. 
" To the hungry soul, every bitter tiling is sweet." — Prov. zxyii. 7. 

The hungry soul, who is made hungry by reason of the bitter 
things that he eats, if he hungers after righteousness, to him, 
all and every bitter thing is sweet. Had he never tasted 
bitter things he could never have appreciated the virtues of 
sweet things. In other words : the hungry soul who hungers 
and thirsteth after righteousness ; to him, evil is good ; — for 
all things^ whether they be good or evil, bitter or sweet, do 
work together for good to those who love God, who are the 
called according to His purpose. — ^He extracts the sweetest 
honey from the bitterest flower. — Gold from the earthen 
crucible, — comfort from the cup of sorrow, — an eternal weight 
of glory from afflictions ; immortality in the image and like- 
ness of God from dead and corruptible earth ; — in a word, he 
extracts good from evil. — ^Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness : for they shall be filled ; — ^not 
with the husks of the citizen, nor with their own fatted calf, 
but with the lamb slain from the foundation of the world, the 
flesh and blood of the son of man. — Blessed, yea thrice 
blessed is the hungry soul who has learnt by experience in 
the rich pastures of Christ, that the bitter thing is sweet, and 
that the greatest trials in the frimace of affliction doth remove 
dross and purify us as gold. — ^To the natural man who walketh 
after the flesh, — evil is a curse, and the sweet morsel rolled 
under the tongue turns bitter in the belly ; but to the spiritu- 
ally minded man who walks and dwells in the Spirit: evil 
becomes a blessing, evil once bitter to him is now turned to 
sweetness. — ^Evil came first, good last. Evil was per- 
mitted to come first, that the good might be better in 
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the end. — If Adam had not touched, tasted or handled the 
evil, there would have been nothing to subdue. We are not 
commanded to replenish the evil, but the good; but evil 
remains with the man, like the tares which are sown. — Once 
we desired the evil fruit, but now it is otherwise, and why ? 
because good has swallowed up the evil and turned the bitter 
thing to sweet — Touch not, taste not, handle not that which 
is not thine own, because evil belongs to Satan. Tares are 
the evil and they grew there ; it did not grow there of itself, 
but was placed or sown there. — ^Man is commanded to subdue 
the evil, he is not required to subdue another's but only his 
own. Men find that there is something that attracts them to 
evil. Evil has no permission but by a lie ; Satan is stripped 
of all power without it. The man who has done evil is 
empty. Satan is empty, he can do nothing but by a lie, and 
thus he overcame the womau in the beginning — and the 
stronger continue to beguile and oppress the weaker. If man 
had not eaten of the tree, he would have replenished the 
earth, and have subdued it, — ^but the evil was repleuished and 
it subdued him. — The world will not believe, because the 
world is to be destroyed. — This world is the evil which is to 
be destroyed both from Jew and Gentile, but from Israel the 
first, that is from the immortal ; for the evil is to serve that 
Spirit in the mortal, so they are called the world, and 
the evil in man must serve man, and man must serve 
God. — God placed evil in the city, that man might see 
he was not the creator. He gave man for man's trans* 
gression, then it was that God repented that He had set 
the evil, and He will overcome that evil. — God placed the 
evil in the city, to teach man that the evil should not 
be worshipped, but that God should be worshipped in 
Spirit and in truth. — Man was made subject to the evil 
to prove him. God made His own Son Jesus, lower 
than the angels, and every man while he dwells in the body is 
subject to vanity. — Satan was the head angel in heaven, he is 
called in Scripture : son pf the morning ; and even Michael 
durst not bring a railing accusation against him. Satan 
took the seed of the woman — the seed of the land, and 
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said if He would bow down and worship him^ all the 
kingdoms of the world should be His ; Jesus did not dis- 
pute his power as god of this world but said : " it is 
written^ thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and Him 
only shalt thou serve." — God placed evil in the city for a good 
and wise purpose.— -Christendom cannot see that every bitter 
thing will eventually become sweet, albeit many believe that 
Jesus drank the bitter cup to the dregs for every man ; yet 
they claim that the man who dies unrepenting will be sentenced 
to drink this bitter cup throughout all eternity, without hope 
that this bitter cup will ever be made sweet ; but strange to 
say, they believe that the evil must in the end serve God. 
Then we feel constrained to ask them " will God punish that 
which serves Him to all eternity ? " — Evil was placed before 
man, and he was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but 
by reason of Him who hath subjected the same in hope — that 
he might be delivered from the bondage of corruption into 
the glorious liberty of the children of God. — Wherefore, to 
rail against evil or Satan is to rail against Him that made 
him, then how can ye seek unto him to deliver ye? — If 
God in the creation subjected ye to evil, why should ye arise 
up against the evil ? But look ye to that one immortal Spirit^ 
who saith : " If a man love me, he will keep my words : and 
my Father will love him, and we will come unto him, and 
make our abode with him." Till this mortal life be swallowed 
up in immortality. God loves him that has kept His secret, 
for His secret is the truth, and happy is that man who keepeth 
God's secret, unto which no light can be compared, for it is 
unknown to the world. The secret of the Lord can never be 
revealed to the world, for it is written : " The secret of the 
Lord is with them that fear Him ; and He will shew them His 
covenant." — Wherever evil is, — there is the prisoner, death ; — 
there is that cup which has the poison in it from the creation ; 
there is that which parts the spirit from the soul and body. 
Like a eup containing poison placed in a dark place, not to 
be touched. But he that touches it is a prisoner unto death. 
— ^How can we rail upon the evil ? — did the Messiah rail upon 
the evil ? — It is that immortal Spirit that will keep ns from 
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the evil and keep the secret of the Lord in us — and turn every 
bitter thing sweet, if we hunger and press forward after truth. 
— ^The Lord says, my people are a tried and proved people, 
though yet they appear to the world as deceivers. — This house 
is for His own glory ! — when a man is in that one immortal 
Spirit, will he rail upon the prisoner or the poison ? — ^We dare 
not, cannot rail upon evil, for we know that in the end, every 
knee shall bow and acknowledge Him Lord of all and will 
hunger and thirst after righteousness, — though he be in dark- 
ness as the rich man when he beheld Lazarus in Abraham's 
bosom. — Neither can we rail against those who have been 
among us, who were once enlightened, and have tasted the 
heavenly gift and the good word of God. — ^They went out 
from us, but they were not of us,— they went out that they 
might be made manifest that they were not all of us. — We 
cannot r£dl against them though they have become as dogs, — 
for remember it is written that ''a living dog is better than a 
dead lion ; " though they have returned to their vomit, the 
Lord has power to heal them. But though we cannot, and 
have no desire to rail against evil, still it is woe unto us if we 
do not hold the brazen evil up upon the pole, that the people 
may flee from it and eschew the evil, for there is a vast differ- 
ence between railing upon the evil and warning the lost tribes 
of Israel against it — One branch of a tree cannot boast against 
another, for Jesus said : " Every plant which my heavenly 
Father hath not planted shall be rooted up." — ^Wherever that 
man is that cannot bear the evil, but rails against it, that man 
is the man of Satan. Satan is Christ's servant, then how can 
any man rail upon that servant, though the servant say he 
will not serve the master ? — ^Yet Jesus said : " Get thee hence 
Satan : for it is written, ' thou ' shalt worship the Lord thy 
God, and Him only shalt thou serve." — Satan and all evil 
must in the end come to this, — for this was the great dispute 
between the two kings, — the dead vs. the living ; this was the 
cause of the great rebellion in heaven, before our spirits were I 

sent on this planet to possess bodies, and for which Lucifer, 
son of the morning was cast out of heaven. Then as Satan 
has in the end to serve the Lord's Spirit, let him be under 
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your feet, then ye shall overcome him — for the evil must serve 
God : '^ only He who nowletteth will let, until he be taken out 
of the way/' and he is taken away to that man who has 
entered into the covenant of immortality ; — and his bite, once 
so bitter, now is sweet, — because it has driven us as a school- 
master to the physician of the body, for the removal of this 
thorn in the flesh. The thorn is good — because it gave 
us no rest till we hungered for its removal, and has humbled 
all pride — and its removal is immortality ; yet a man may 
receive the salvation of his soul with the thorn in the flesh. 
The apostle of the Gentiles besought the Lord thrice that 
this thorn might depart from him — ^but the Lord answered 
him: "My grace is sufficient for thee," as it was also to 
Daniel unto whom He said : " Go thy way Daniel : for the words 
are closed up and sealed till the time of the end." — But, 
''Slessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the time of the 
end, to the thousand three hundred and five and thirty days. — 
The Lord taught Paul, as He also had taught all former ser- 
vants that evil — ^thorns and trials were good to His people, — 
that trials were given to bring His people forth purified as 
gold ; — that the bitter thing is sweet to the hungry soul ; that 
strength could only become perfect through weakness. Paul 
learnt the great secret of the Lord in permitting evil which 
produced infirmities, reproaches, persecutions and distress and 
he gloried in them. — O ! man, O ! man, thou hast served 
Satan instead of God ! — ^but Satan is our servant, if 
wd serve God. — ^We are all in swaddling strings till 
strength comes; and when strength comes ye will over- 
come the evil, and that bitter evil will serve ye and be 
sweet, — ^and when the evil serves us, we are then the 
subjects of the living God. — If we serve evil, we kindle 
a fire upon our own heads, — then let us remember the 
words of Paul : '^ if thine enemy hunger, feed him, if he thirst 
give him drink : for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 
on his head." — We must never lose sight of this great truth, 
viz. : that God gave His Son for that which He had laid in the 
city, that man who would make a covenant with Him should 
return from that evil, — and if he railed upon it, he should go 
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unto it. — ^Adam and Eve eat of it, and it had power oyer 
their spirit soul and body and they served it, reaping its 
wages, — death. — Satan is a prince under God, — he is God's 
officer over the evil in man. Then if man does not submit to 
the evil, he bears not the reproach, but if the Lord be with 
him, he must suffer the cross, because He that is with him 
suffers the cross for him, for they live by Him, not by his own 
power or that of another man. — ^Men marvel that Jesus spake 
in parables, while on earth as they also marvel at the evil 
which surrounds them ; — ^Jesus had that portion of the Spirit 
which could have interpreted all His parables unto them then, 
— but mark ! at His first coming it was said : '^ Seal the law," 
because there was a certain time to pass by — the parenthesis 
— ^the gathering in of the Gentiles, till their fulness ; — if the 
law had been unsealed to them then, and they could have 
known the secret of the Lord, would it not have been misery 
to them ; because they could not have inherited it, — where- 
fore it was sealed from their understanding till the days of 
Daniel had come. — The house of Israel have a seal, to seal 
them to the Lord, and that seal is to seal them firom the 
world ; — for the life of the body is not to the Gentiles, or else 
it would not have been said: "For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any good or evil, &o." for the good 
and evil is to prove Satan, because man is blind, spiritually 
dead,<— but when that immortal Spirit speaks to man, then 
man's evil flies and the bitter thing is sweet. — The works of 
God are to be made manifest through the evil ; for when they 
questioned Jesus respecting the man that was bom bUnd, He 
said : " Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents : but 
that the works of God should be made manifest in him." — 
And to the woman He said: "Neither do I condemn thee: 
go, and sin no more." He accepted her offering of precious 
ointment, and rebuked His disciples saying : '' why trouble ye 
the woman ? for she hath wrought a good work upon me." — 
" Therefore as by the offence of one judgment came upon all 
men to condemnation ; even so by the righteousness of one, 
the free gift came upon all men unto justification of life. 
Moreover the law entered, that the offence might abonnd. 
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Bat where sin abounded, grace did muoh more abound : that 
as &n hath reigned unto death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal life by Jesus Christ our 
Lord. What shall we say then ? shall we continue in sin, 
that grace may abound ? God forbid." — Christ died for the 
ungodly when they were yet without strength to choose between 
either good or evil. He died for the rebellious, for His 
enemies, and He is the saviour of all men and none shall be 
eternally lost ; for all souls are mine saith the Lord, albeit 
the wicked must pass through a second death, yet in the end, 
the bitter will become sweet, for the evil must in the end serve 
the good. — There are two deaths, viz. : the death of the body 
and the death of the soul. But the mortal life of the body is 
life UNTO life, but the death of the soul, is unto the wicked 
who are hid to the life of the soul until the final resurrection, 
that is, their spirit is separated till then from their soul. — ^Leam 
O ! man, and understand that the Spirit of the Almighty's 
firstborn became His soul. Every one should know that a 
soul was given to bring more bodies, for it is eternal. And it 
has brought hell and evil ; for when it was brought, it was 
said : in it was good and life, — evil and death ; and it was 
also said : that if man eat of it in the unclean state, that he 
should surely die. Now, was not tbat soul evil which said : 
"Shall 1 give my firstborn for the sin of my soul?" Eve 
was God's soul in dividing and separating. — ^It was there that 
evil had a beginning, it being mixed with the good, — the devil 
working and tempting Eve whilst in the unclean state, brought 
the Almighty to give His firstborn for His transgression : the 
finit of His body for the sin of His souL — But it may bedashed : 
how then was Adam attracted when he had no evil in him, 
being innocent ? — ^To this we answer that : the woman being 
taken &om him, had therefore power to attract him, being 
subject to vanity. — Man in his first state was only a fig-^tree^ 
but he became a wild olive, but is now grafted into the pure 
olive. — ^Wherefore O f man do not murmur or find fault with 
the evil, for in doing so thou dost murmur and find fault with 
God, who placed it here, for thou must know that evil could 
never have eome on this planet unless God had permitted it 
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It is written : " Shall there be evil in a city, and the Lord 
hath not done it ? " . Satan had no power over Job until the 
Lord permitted him and said : ''Sehold all that he hath is in 
thy power." "Behold he is in thine hand, but save his life." 
Job had to pass through the fire of affliction and be tried in 
his own earthen vessel before he could come forth as gold» — 
before he could learn to extract sweetness from a bitter thing. 
— It was a hard trial for poor Job, but in the midst of his 
sorrow he could say: ^^what? shall we receive good at the 
hand of God, and shall we not receive evil ? " that the sweet 
may be made sweeter by the bitter, — and that the gold may be 
purified by the fire. — In his affliction Job learnt that affliction 
came not forth of the dust, neither doth trouble spring 
from the ground." Job had learnt that ''man is bom unto 
trouble, as the sparks fly upwards.'' Job was told that " happy 
is the man whom God correcteth : therefore despise not thou 
the chastening of the Lord Almighty : For He maketh sore, 
and bindeth up : He woundeth, and His hands make whole. He 
shall deliver thee in six troubles : yea in seven there shall no 
evil touch thee;" — the furnace being heated seven times 
hotter, — the fire of affliction falls harmless upon us. — Troubles 
may bind us in our coats, hosen, hats and other garments; — 
the mighty men of Satan's army may cast us into the burning 
fiery furnace ; but the fire has no power on our bodies, neither 
shall an hair of the head be singed, nor the smell of fire be 
found upon our raiment, — and we find ourselves in communion 
with a fourth, even the Son of God. — Evil is as necessary as 
good ; — ^bitter things as necessary as sweet things ; — ^Job learnt 
this truth also through his affliction and said: '^can that 
which is unsavoury be eaten without salt ? or is there any 
taste in the white of an egg ? " — ^he learnt that the *^ rush could 
not grow up without mire, and the flag without water ; " that no 
matter how often he washed himself with snow water, he knew 
the Lord would plunge him into the ditch, and his own 
clothes abhor him ; that he would be hunted as a fierce lion, — 
cut up, shut up, hedged round and about and he could not hinder 
Him. — Job learnt, as Paul and every true disciple must learn 
sooner or later that it is useless for us to kick against the pricks. 
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— ^Every true Israelite must learn to kiss the rod and lick the 
knife sooner or later^ until he can say with Job : '* Though He 
slay me, yet will I trust in Him." — ^Thrice blessed is the man 
who can say : " where is my God, who giveth songs in the 
night ? " Any one can sing in the day-time, in the warm rays 
of the sun and in prosperity, when all around him goes 
smoothly, when he is' exalted to the top of the wheel ; — ^but to 
be able to sing and praise God when the wheel of adversity is 
grinding us in the dust, — when all around us is darkness, chaos 
and looks like despair, — when our nearest and dearest earthly 
friend in whom we trusted hath lifted up his heel against us ; 
— this requires that we should burn in the earthen crucible of 
the furnace in misery's deepest cell, that the gold may sink 
and the dross rise to the surface to be skimmed off by the 
purifiers of Israel, and the eating of bitter herbs, with unlea- 
vened bread. — The ground will produce nothing of itself in 
an untilled state ; — it must be ploughed, overturned, broken 
up, sowed, — watered, harrowed, rolled, lumps crushed to pow- 
der, then we may hope for the blade, the ear, and the corn. 
When the tilling commences and the seed planted,-~the hoeing 
commences and the weeds rooted up. — The sledge of the law 
must break off all unsightly projections, and the Gospel must 
chisel and finish the lump. — ^When the hungry soul has found 
that the bitter thing is sweet, he will stand in the light of 
God and empty himself of himself having no confidence in 
the flesh, if he looks inwardly he will exclaim : " Woe is me, 
for I am undone ; because I am a man of unclean lips ; " '^ from 
the sole of the foot even unto the head there is no soundness 
in it; but wounds, and bruises, and putrifying sores: they 
have not been closed, neither bound up, neither mollified with 
ointment" — ^"for mine eyes have seen the King, the Lord of 
hosts." — The nearer he approaches to the light, every stain is 
visible upon self, — ^he loathes himself— whilst the seamless and 
spotless robe of Christ's righteousness is his only plea to dwell 
in the Spirit. — The bitterness of self enhances the sweetness 
of Christ. — By walking and dwelling in the Spirit, in the 
heavenliness in Christ — his eyes are touched a second time 
with the eye-salve of the land. The secret of the Lord is 
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unfolded to him and he beholds that great mystery which has 
been kept hidden from the foundation of the world, yiz. ; '^ the 
covenant of light of life, blood made flesb/' " the life of the 
body, immortality." The bitterness of the body is now turned 
to sweetness and he is happy only in that earthen crucible^ in 
fire, which will purify and cleanse his body as gold and make 
him in the image and likeness of God.— Until his eyes had 
been touched the second time, he had no hope of the body, 
his cry was : — " deliver me from the body of this death," — he 
was satisfied with the crucible of death, that his soul might 
live a spiritual body, made in the image and likeness of angels 
in the first resurrection. — He saw no other hope than the com- 
mon salvation of justification by faith, without works, in the 
gospel only without the law. He saw no other deUverance 
save the deliverance of " Satan, for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit might be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus." — 
Until his eyes had been touched the second time, he only saw 
men as trees walking, and looked through a glass darkly, — ^hesaw 
only in part, and was quite satisfied that the inheritance should 
be divided, his tabernacle dissolved and exchanged for a building 
of God, a spiritual mansion, not made with hands, eternal in the 
heavens, a bone of the incorruptible bride ; — ^he was satisfied 
to be absent from the body and present with the Lord. — Until 
his eyes had been touched a second time, he understood not 
the riches of trials, sufferings and sorrows. He saw no attrac- 
tion, no glory in the earthen crucible in the furnace seven 
times heated — the bitter was unpalatable. Now, that his eyes 
have been anointed he rejoices in a hope for the life of the 
body ;: he beholds the great sacrificial atonement in all its 
various beauty, — he beholds the blood of Jesus poured out 
for ** ALL *' the dead, and the Spirit of Jesus preaching to the 
spirits in prison unto the souls, in the chambers of the grave ; 
preaching to all generations the free gospel of salvation by 
grace. He beholds the bodt/ of Jesus given for the liv- 
ing. — He beholds that the salvation of the soul by grace 
is a jfree gift to "all" to the rebellious also; — he be- 
holds that immortality belongs only to the elect, the Israel 
of God, the sealed 144,000. He sees himself as he " was " 
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before tibe foundations of the world were laid, — a disembodied 
spirit^ floating through the heaven of heavens, through space 
among the spirits of the just, — the cohorts of the spiritual world, 
in the presence of God, in innooency, free from all knowledge 
of good and evil. He often marvels now, that he had for- 
gotten the celestial tongue, so familiar to him again. He now 
remembers the many moments of bliss and ecstacies of joys 
in reverie, meditations and holy aspirations aflter Ood, — which 
were then beyond his comprehension, — breaking suddenly 
upon him in moments of sensuality ; but now all is plain to 
him, and magnifies the great wisdom of God in placing in the 
garden the tree of the knowledge of good and evil. Now he 
sees and spans the end from the beginning and exclaims : 
" O ! fools, and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken : ought not Christ to have suffered these things 
and to enter into His glory ? " — Ought not the bitter to have 
been given at first, that the sweet might become double 
sweetness in the end. Was not the salt necessary to savour 
the meat ? — Was not the evil necessary to enhance the good ? 
— how could there be real joy without real sufferings? — 
" Though ' He ' were a son, yet learned He obedience by 
the things which He suffered ; and being made perfect 
(through suffeuings) He became the author of eternal 
salvation unto all that obey Him" — Fool, that I have been, 
that I have so often read but never understood till now, that 
passage which says : — " Behold I cast out devils, and I do 
cures to-day, and to-morrow, and the " third " day I shall be 
perfected. Nevertheless I must walk to-day and to-morrow, 
and the day following," but now I see the three dispensations 
in a nut-shell, I see that perfection and immortality was reserved 
for the third day. How very slow of heart I have been not 
to see before and understand the words of Isaiah : " Ye shall 
eat this year such as groweth of itself, and the second year 
that which springeth of the same : and in the third year sow 
ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the fruit thereof." 
— Strange, that I could not see before, that in the first dispen- 
sation the bitter had to grow of itself, and in the second : the 
bitter which had sprung from theformer^ but that in the third 
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and last watch, the bitter would be made sweet. That the 
gold in its native quartz had to be crushed under the stamps, 
— washed and tried in the fire, that the pure gold might free 
itself from all alloy in the earthen crucible of the furnace, 
to be run into whatever image the potter had designed. 
But of what avail is the best gold in its quartz. Now 
that his eyes have been touched the second time he beholds 
himself as he "is" and ofttimes sings: — 

*' Black I find my Lands my features, 
Black as sable p inion*d DigM, 
Black indeed I am by naturei 
The Lord will make His chosen, white. 
When my blackness I acknowledge, 
Then I please my heavenly friend, 
When I feel most low and worthless, 
Then His choicest gifts descend. 
And the darker self appeareth, 
All the brighter I shall shine, 
For the righteousness that decks mc, 
In Thee Lord, 'tis eternally mine. 
! ye daughters of my mother, 
Of my blackness ye may sing, 
Yet, behold me ! — ^pure and comely, 
Bride of the eternal King.'* 

" We went through fire and through water : but thou 
broughtest us out into a wealthy place." " I am like a pelican 
of the wilderness, like an owl of the desert. I watch, and am 
as a sparrow alone upon the house top. I have eaten ashes 
like bread, and mingled my drink with weeping, — thou 
hast lifted me up and cast me down. — My soul panteth for 
God, for the living God. Deep calleth unto deep at the noise 
of the waterspouts ; and all thy waves and thy billows are 
gone over me. In the night His song shall be with me, and 
my prayer unto the God of my life. Thou shalt arise, and 
have mercy upon Zion : for the time to favour her, yea^ the 
set time is come." ! Israel, to-day thou must know that thy 
sufferings and sorrows shall be deeper far, than those Jesus did 
bear, ere thou catist immortality gain. — This great mystery, 
but few can receive, though I send thee a man bowed down 
with grief, who my rod of affliction doth kiss ; — he has learned 
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'that the bitter is sweet. From the furnace his body Til bring, 
on the anvil of law I shall smite, with my gospel I'll stretch 
out his limbs, and 111 weld them together in me. — Now that his 
eyes have been touched the second time, he beholds things as 
they "shall be." He rqoices in the knowledge that the 
Lord will ^* change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like 
unto His glorious body, according to the working whereby 
He is able even to subdue all things to Himself." — 

The spirits of the just must be tried in an earthen vessel, 
for there is no other vessel that gold is tried in, and that is our 
bodies. — Then let us be as gold, — let our candles be lit, lest 
we be condemned as they were by Moses in the wilderness. — 
■Christ came and was melted down in an earthen vessel, but 
they could not destroy nor break it — The Spirit refined it in 
its own earthen vessel. The Lord's people are to be as gold 
seven times refined. — Hear ! O ! ye witnesses whom God has 
specially chosen and placed over the twelve tribes of Israel. 
Hear O ! ye Pillars and Virgins and anointed ones over the 
Latter house of David. God chooseth and appointeth His own 
times and seasons. He chooseth His own instruments and 
sendeth by whom He will ; ye are placed over the house as 
onsamples, wherefore be not dismayed and be not astonished 
if the Lord places barriers in your path, for He will surely 
hedge up your path. Employed in His service going about 
doing good ye will meet with much opposition and above all 
remember these words, engrave them upon your hearts and let 
them ever remain as a frontis-piece before thine eyes, and when 
sore trials overtake ye, remember these words : " A ju$t thing 
will never try us, WE must be tried by an unjust ; " we must 
be tried in a way which jars and runneth contrary to the grain 
of the flesh. That which is pleasing to the flesh, can never 
be a trial to an Israelite. Vfe^must be bitten by the serpent 
to be healed of the bite, we must be bruised before we can be 
made whole ; — ^we must be raised up in the strong herculean 
arms of power and dashed with force to the earth, before we 
can rebound with a greater force unto exaltation; — depend 
upon it, that if ye exalt yourselves, and soar to giddy 
{binnacles of a Babel make, ye will tumble into the valley of 

L 
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hamiliation. — If we seek revenge we shall be destroyed ; 
then let us do good against evil. — "And it shall come to pass, 
that in all the land, saith the Lord, two parts therein shall be 
cutoff and die; but the 'third' part shall be left therein. 
And I will bring the ' third ' part through the fire, and will 
refine them as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is 
tried : they shall call on my name, and I will hear them : I 
will say : it is my people, and they shall say, the Lord is my 
God." The Lord says : " my people ARE'gold " but if the gold 
be not melted, how can it be refined ? Then how can the 
counterfeit escape^ must he not be poured out with the dross ? 
he will be sought for but not found ; and this will be the end 
of all those who bide and conceal the leaven of evil ; they will 
destroy themselves ; like a cancer in the breast it will devour 
them. — ^Man must be refined from that evil he was begotten 
in, for a man cannot find out his own evil till he be tried. — Of 
himself, man can do nothing — he is helpless — ^it is the 
immortal Spirit that must do the work in him. — ^All God s 
creation are bound unto that. Where then is boasting or 
what honour is there due to man ? — But those who have that 
Spirit, the angels will have to bow unto them ; — all in heaven 
and upon earth will have to bow, because that honour is given 
unto them by God, for it is He that will do the work for 
man. — Then are not those who are reviled^ and revile again 
equal? — Bevenge is the evil spirit that resteth upon man, 
which is stronger than man. — Then if a man serve it, is he not 
a servant to the evil ? — or, if it be the good, and he obey it, — 
is be not a servant to the good ?— Because evil is the spidtof 
the life of man — the breath of man ; but there is the law and 
gospel, the book of life ; he that obeys it not, to him it is a 
book of death, and he that believeth, and doeth it not» but 
boasts, has not the Spirit of God; and[he that believes not, 
and does not^ but who is a servant to the evil and the Iaw> the 
Lord will have His honour of him at the final resurrection. — If 
a man submit to bear his own burden, that is the law and 
gospel, and it is between God and himself. If a man hear a 
things and is offended, and beaz: not] the^.offence^ let him go 
and tell the thing patiently^ that it is false, for ^ jusi thing wil) 
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never prove Israel, but he that beareth a false thingj taketh tip 
the cross of Christ, and he is loved of the Spirit, for Jesus 
said : — ** Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me ; for I am 
meek and Jowly in heart : and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden light." — No man 
can do this of himself, but Zion above will do it for him, for 
it serveth angels; it is the vine plant, and showeth how man 
in the Spirit will bear grapes, — if not grapes — thistles, for 
thistles caiinot bear grapes. — Jesus said : " I am the vine, ye 
are the branches : he that abideth in me, and I in Am, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit : for without me ye can do 
nothing." — But all men are not of the same faith, neither can 
they have the same eyes to see with, nor ears to understand, 
nor hearts of understanding. As Jesus in His mortal life bore 
the burden, so will the house of Israel in their mortal life 
bear the burden. — ^Blessed is the man, saith the Lord, in 
whose heart is my law ; for if man be in the Spirit, he bears 
evil continually, and always does good. It is a tree of lifoi and 
yet bears evil^ — ^Do good and bear evil and live, for whosoever 
that man is, who id in the Spirit of Ood, he is as Enoch and 
Elijah were, he is lifted up by that Spirit. — Blessed is the man 
in whose heart is my law, for man cannot do evil then. Jesus 
did not — ^Pilate would not agree against Jesus with the Jews 
and Jesus bore evil, yet He was the tree of life.-^He bore evil, 
and yet was slain by the wicked ; the latter vine takes root 
under Him. — There are branches who will never see corruption^ 
who are of that vine unto whom He said : ** I have yet many 
things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now.'' — ^But 
He promised to send the Comforter, who should abide with 
them for ever. — ^But eternally is more than for ever, and God 
will eternally abide in every man who shall be known by doing 
good and bearing evil, they being of the latter vine. — This is 
the separation of the seed in man, and this is the «eed that is 
to be bown in man by that immortal Spirit, to bear his owb 
evil, and the evil of others ; for if we only bear our own evil5 
how can we do that greater work that Jesus said we should 
do, by that immortal Spirit. Thisis the greater work,- bearing 
our own evil and the evil of odiers^ and those who do it sbali 
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never see death. — Then if thou art charged with anything 
falsely, bear it. — ^Did not Jesus do this ?— Did He not bear 
death for those that had died? — ^But can those i?ho are 
inoculated of that corrupt earth, bear other men's, burdens ? 
— It is written : The son shall not bear the iniquity of the 
father, — but if a man dies does he not bear the iniquity of 
his father ? — He does, but the time is come in which he shall 
no more bear that iniquity, neither shall it be said that they 
have eaten sour grapes, but every one shall bear their own 
burden. — If a man has doubts as to whether he is in the 
Spirit or not, — let him ask himself if he is bringing forth 
fruits for corruption, or for immortality. — Jesus said : Believe 
me for the work's sake. — The Lord declares He will not visit 
iniquity, if man returns from doing evil, he shall surely live. 
— The prodigal son returns. — He meets those that are Israel. 
He is come to slay the evil in them. There is now a foun- 
tain opened, which shall cause the evil boughs to wither, and 
the evil roots to dry up ; and they shall be broken off and 
cast into the fire. — Every one that has come to know the will 
of God and prepares not himself, neither does according to 
His will, whether male or female, they shall bear their own 
iniquity, and he that beareth it not, the live goat shall not be 
let go, but it shall be bound, till death prevail over them. — ^But 
he^who takes the yoke of Jesus upon him, and learns of Him, 
He wiU let go the live-goat and he shall flee before the woman 
into the wilderness, and he shall not return to inhabit that 
land. — These are the children of the kingdom, who are willing 
to bear their own burden, and not to lay them on the shoul- 
ders of others who know not the will of God, for His 
sheep know His voice, and they follow Him; they know 
not the voice of an hireling, for they have come out of 
the world and have separated themselves from those who 
know not the Lord; and refuse to be ruled by the man 
of sin. — The Spirit of God produces good fruit ; then 
if the tree is good, will it be cut down? — for there are 
two trees, — the first to slaughter, — the second, the Israelite 
in whom there is no guile ; who submits to be railed upon, 
and rails not again ; — ^who will submit to have all man- 
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ner of evil spoken against them falsely, for the sake of the 
name of Jesus, for He says : they are blessed who do. — ^Hear 
O I house of Israel, he not drawn to rail through the weakness 
of the flesh, lest thy bones be made to shake, lest thou fear ; 
for if it he the contrary ; though thou walk through the valley 
and shadow of death, thou shalt fear no evil ; though thou he 
in the midst of death, it shall have no hold on thee. But woe, 
if we fear to rightly divide the word and lay the whole truth 
before the outcasts of Israel and the dispersed of Judah, and 
warn them faithfully of the great apostasy by which they are 
held captive this day ; — exhorting them daily to flee from the 
wrath to come, and to come out of Babylon, lest they become 
partakers of her sins. — Woe unto us if we do not the good 
while living, and remember that : " Whatsoever is not of faith 
IS sin '* and " to him that knoweth to do good, and doeth it 
not, to him it is sin."— 

The Gentiles can only see the common salvation — or justifi- 
cation by faith alone and will never be able to understand how 
the true Israelite, the child of Abraham must himself also 
suffer and bear his own burden as Jesus did, for sin to be 
totally removed from him, root, seed, and branch — prior to 
having his blood cleansed, preparatory to the great redemption 
of body, soul and spirit, because it is not given to them to 
know and understand ; and although they may read these 
"Extracts from the Flying Boll,'* their minds will become 
confused ; but the cattle of the house of Israel, for whom only 
this roll is intended, although they be to-day scattered among 
the Gentiles, will see and understand and return to their faith, 
the faith of Abraham. — We would have the Gentiles to under- 
stand distinctly that we do not underrate the glorious truth and 
doctrine of justification by faith, God forbid, — we establish it^ 
— we do firmly believe that : " being justified by faith, we havr 
peace with God, through our Lord Jesus Christ " and indeed 
no one can become a member, much less a virgin of the house 
of Israel, who doubts this great truth. — ^Justification by faith, 
through grace is a free gift from God unto " all men " and ia. 
the doctrine specially given to the Gentiles and " all afar off,**^ 
but here they stop and do not attempt to press further ; for 
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this rfefeson the Apostte Paul, the great Apostle of the Gentiles 
was spepially chosen to gather the Gentiles. The Israel of 
God, who most firmly helieve in this doctrine do not stop at 
first principles, it is to them the first stepping-stone to perfec- 
tion, but perfection i.e. the redemption of body and soul and 
spirit, can never be obtained by "faith " alone, and James tells 
us that " faith " without works is dead, being alone " so is the 
Gospel without the law dead ; — that is to say: they obtain the 
life of the soul through the portals of death, by the atoning 
sacrifice of Christ and faith in His blood, — but the body goes 
to corruption. — The Israel of God do not stop at first prin- 
ciples but go from grace to grace, from life unto life to possess 
more abundantly, and say with Paul: "If the Spirit of Him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, He that raised 
up Christ from the dead shall also quicken your mortal 
BODIES by His Spirit that dwelleth in you." — ^The Israelite must 
bear his own burden, he must he tried to come forth as gold. — 
The Gentiles on the the other hand will have none of this, but 
say: "Lay your deadly doing down, down at Jesus' feet, He 
paid the debt for you. He finished all." Now, we Israelites 
endorse every word of this, so far as the soul is concerned. 
This is the proper language for all who only seek the salvation 
of the soul and a spiritual body. These have nothing to do 
with bearing his own burdens, his burden was cast at the foot 
of the cross and Jesus gave him rest — but for the life of the 
body which includes the soul, he must Jind rest ; and he can 
only find rest in the furnace of affliction, yoked with Jesus — 
hence his burden is light, he rejoices in it and to him the 
bitter thing is sweet. — The Israelite comes to Jesus and receives 
the free gift, his debt forgiven for the sin of his soul, freed 
from the condemnation of the sin of the world, — ^but he finds 
that having this he has only that portion of the divided 
inheritance allotted to all men, the rebellious also ; — ^he finds 
that his blood still remains inoeulated with the bite of the 
serpent and so he seeks to have his blood cleansed in the 
mortal life and to become as Jesus : free from sin in every 
sense of the word and therefore willingly and of his own 
accord places his head under the yoke in union with Jesus 
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and walks with Him and learns of Him by the way to he Hke 
Jesus, meek and lowly in heart : thus in addition to the free 
gift, or rest given him through the blood of Christ — also finds 
rest for himself, but not of himself, but through the Comforter 
the immortal Spirit whom Jesus promised to send for this 
purpose, and for which He said that it teas expedient that He 
should go to the right hand of His Father — to lead Israel, the 
firstborn into all truths that they might bask in the sunbeams 
of this glorious rest — Though Christ died for us, and freed us 
from all condemnation for the sin of the soul ; still, if we say 
that'We have no sin, we deceive ourselves and the truth is not 
in us, and the King of death makes those over whom he has 
power to know it, when they are handed over to him ; — ^but 
on the other hand whosoever is born of God doth not commit 
sin, for his seed remain eth in him : and he cannot sin, because 
he is bom of God. — As the Gentiles seek only the salvation 
of the soul, — being quite satisfied if their souls only reach 
within the gates of heaven, self is their only thought, and as 
they discard the body their prayer is : forgive us our sins and 
lead us not into temptation ; — while on the other hand, the 
true Israelite who seeks to have his agreement with death and 
the grave disannulled, who off'ers himself a livirifjf sacrifice 
upon the altar of Abraham, seeks the preservation of body, 
soul, and spirit, — he will not have the living child divided — 
he will have the two breasts complete in law and gospel — and 
seeks to pass through the two swords — through the two-leaved 
gate into immortality; to obtain which he must bear his own 
burden of the body with Jesus, — ^his sufferings must be greater 
than those Jesus bore, inwardly and outwardly, — he must do 
a greater work than Jesus did, he must be tried that he may 
c<)me forth as gold. This he bears not of himself, for none knows 
his utter inability to do anything of himself more than the true 
Israelite, but he looks mom, noon and night to that one Im-^ 
mortal Spirit — the Comforter, Zion and Jerusalem above, to 
do the work in him ; for this reason he does not pray to be 
taken out of the world, but he prays to be kept in the world, 
but from the evil of the world. He prays to be kept in the 
world as the salt and light of the world and to overcome, 
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overcome and overturn the evil of the world that he* 
may inherit all things. — Now Jesus suffered for our trans- 
gressions and it is written : '* I have blotted out as a thick 
cloud thy transgressions/* Then, how can we, if He has. 
suffered for it, that it he taken away ? — for if Jesus suffered*, 
being one, how can the house of Israel suffer, if that one has- 
suffered for all ? — ^Jesus said : that if a man knew his master's 
will and did it not, that he should be beaten with many stripes. 
"He (Jesus) was bruised for our iniquities" and yet it is also 
written that ''Every man shall bear his own burden" and 
" bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law of 
Christ." — Now, how can we be bruised, and every man bear 
his own burden ?— Jesus suffered that He might take it away 
for it says : '^ and with His stripes we are healed ; " those who 
knew the Lord's will and did it not, were to be beaten with 
stripes. — Then what are we to suffer for, and how are we, every 
man to bear one another's burdens? — Man was conceived 
in sin, and does not every man bear his own evil through 
that ? — But man is to suffer and bear his own burden that his 
blood may be cleansed, and not for what Adam and Eve did ; 
and those who suffer not, cannot have their blood cleansed ;. 
— those who are not tried, cannot come forth as gold ; — those 
who do not suffer will never hunger and those who do not 
hunger, to them the bitterness of evil can never become sweet ; 
they will never learn to kiss the rod, never lick the knife» 
Sufferings are the greatest blessings bestowed upon the people 
of God — ^if they suffer for righteousness sake, wherefore it is 
written : " If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and violent 
perverting of judgment and justice, marvel not at the matter : 
for He that is higher than the highest regardeth ; and there be 
higher than they." — The rich flourish and know nothing of 
sufferings ; Jesus would not permit the servant of the high 
priest to suffer, save for a moment and said : *^ Suffer ye thus 
far" and touched his ear (which one of His disciples had cut 
off with a sword) and healed him. — Jesus showed His disciples 
how that He had to go unto Jerusalem and suffer many things 
of the elders and chief priests and scribes and be killed^ 
" Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and to enter 
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into His glory ? " — " Thus it is written, and thus it behoved 
Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third day." — ^So 
must all Israel suffer with Christ, — for, to suffer with Christ is 
to reign with Christ — There can be no crown without a cross. 
— Moses chose rather to suffer affliction with the people of 
God, than to enjoy the pleasures of Pharaoh's house. — The 
Son of God had to learn obedience by the things which He 
suffered, " For even hereunto were ye called : because Christ 
also suffered for us, leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow in His steps." — "For in that He Himself hath suffered 
being tempted, He is able to succour them that are tempted." 
And ^'when He was reviled He reviled not again; when He 
suffered. He threatened not ; but committed Himself to Him 
that judgeth righteously.'' *' Forasmuch then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm yourselves likewise with the 
same mind : for he that hath suffered in the flesh hath ceased 
from sin" because the bitter thing (sin) is made sweet in 
holiness. It is only through sufferings that we may hope 
to obtain perfection — to be stablished, rooted, strengthened 
and settled. *'Take my brethren, the prophets, who have 
spoken in the name of the Lord for an example of suffering 
affliction and of patience. Behold we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of the patience of Job, 
and have seen the end of the Lord ; " — for it is not 
the . beginning of a thing but the end. . ^' As the suffer- 
ings of Christ abound in us, so our consolation also 
aboundeth by Christ." — If the Captain of our salvation had 
to be perfected through sufferings, how much more we, His 
followers. — Satan knows well that the true Israelite glories in 
sufferings and he knows too well that it would be absurd and 
utterly useless to attack him openly ; — but he will use subtle 
and snake-like means to beguile him in a quiet way when off 
his guard ; — ^perhaps he may cause his victim to take offence 
at a little word spoken, and instead of bowing his head in 
humble submission he resents the affront, and he hears the 
cock crow in his conscience, he remembers the word of the 
Lord, and goeth out to weep. — It is well that it is so — ^it stirs 
and brings up the mud of evil to the surface and it is skimmed 
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offAu^cl :he 19 4rawn thereby nearer, nearer to liis:(]k)d: 

Those t^ho safifer not stripes, their blood cannot be cleansed, 

and they bear not their own burden, for, i^an a man bear that 

which he never knew ? — ^do those who die the death of the 

righteous ? — ^do they not suffer the death of the body ? for that 

is the first woe. The second is that the soul* that sinneth 

should die, the death of the soul, by being separated at the 

first resurrection until the final resurrection ;— this third woe 

IS on the serpent, that he should be cast by the seed of the 

woman; — Those who have suffered, knowing the will of 

the Father^ it has caused them to submit and bringeth them 

to obedience. But let no man think he suffers bearing his 

own evil, for his blood to be cleansed, unless he submits to 

the law of Christ — The bitter thing entered the world through 

the woman eating it by the attraction of the serpent-*-and it 

had to be in the city for the serpent to attract in the begin* 

ning. The bitter thing was made sweet and entefed the 

world through the woman being overshadowed by the immortal 

Spirit, and brought forth good in the end.^ — The woman began 

the work— and the woman must finish the work. The evil 

must exit through the same door by which it eniei^d. This 

was the decree of the Almighty pronounced upon the woman 

in the beginning. ^' I will put enmity between thee and the 

woanan, and between thy seed and her seed ; it shall bruise 

thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel." This remains to 

be accomplished — the seed of the woman shall bruise Satan's 

head ; or to put it in the language of Paul : '' And the God 

of peace shall bruise Satan under your feet shortly "—and 

this is what the Israel of God are waiting for now. The 

woman was beguiled by the subtelty of the serpent, who told 

her that her eyes would be opened, that she would be as God 

She eat the bitterness of the city without any other living 

thing in which is the quick of life and handed the same to 

man. But the Lord had placed that bitterness in the oky for 

He says: '^ Shall there be evil in a city, and the Lord hath 

not done it ? " Jesus also said : " To what shall I liken the 

kingdom of God ? it is like leaven which a woman t^k and 

^ui^in. three measures of meal," they hid it with a lie and tried 
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to patch it up with fig leaves, to hide it from God as they 
imagined — and as many do this day — hut *' secret sins" can- 
not he hidden from God. But how the woman hid it, and 
how she FINDS it must for ever remain a mystery to 
the Gentiles, and for this reason Jesus spake in parable 
to the multitude that they should not understand it. — 
Jeremiah says : *' Babylon hath been a golden cup in 
the Lord's hand, that made all the earth drunken: 
the nations have drunk of her wine ; therefore the nations 
are mad.'' — " Awake, awake, stand up O Jerusalem, which hast 
drunk at the hand of the Lord the cup of His fury ; thou hast 
drunken the dregs of the cup of trembling, and wrung them 
out." — But though all have fallen through Adam, and we by 
the woman, how great will be the rise through her of those 
whose blood is cleansed, having no evil in them for Satan to 
attract. Being in that Spirit which Jesus was in when He 
said : " the prince of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me." — "They go from strengh to strength, every one of them 
in Zion appeareth before God." — The serpent's head, the evil — 
in all its bitterness, is the king of man and woman, and the 
way in which it was to be bruised was to be sealed up till the 
time of the end, but the time has now come for it to be done. 
But those who have no knowledge ; whose consciences are as 
seared flesh, having no part in the first resurrection, but who 
are bom for that end, the last day, when the third woe will be 
accomplished upon the serpent who have separated their soul 
and spirit, who have been sleeping, being tormented as one 
who awakes out of an evil dream, which has been of a wild 
beast, or anything wherewith they have been tormented whilst 
they have been in that dream, to them the sentence is eternal, 
though they remain not in it, but come out with the devil that 
deceived them, and who is their accuser; — then it shall be 
proved that it is by Satan that they have been deceived ; God 
alone being eternal ; for what He creates, has a beginning, and 
the evil is to have an ending. But let us not deoeiie ourselves ; 
let this be engraved upon our minds and upon our hearts :— 
let our sins be buried in the sea, lest that they stand against 
us when we appear at the end before God face to face, the God 
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of the living but not of dead works.— Let us be very carefiil 
how we whet our knife, lest that we have covered, cloaked or 
hid anything, and that the soul is separated from the body, 
and Satan claims the body ; but let the Spirit claim the body, 
that it put on immortality by man and woman not suffering 
their own imaginations to keep them from vomiting up all 
their deeds. — No man can live in the mortal life, and not 
having the Spirit of God without bearing the iniquity of 
his father ; yet it is written : *' a son shall not bear the 
iniquity of his father," but remember that this has reference to 
the end of days, or the present time ; for if a man puts on 
immortality he does not bear the iniquity of his father, but 
all former generations have, for they have all died save three, 
one in each dispensation. — Our own evil contends with us, but 
if God gives us strength and power to overcome all trials, are 
we not greater than if we had not been tempted ? — for if we 
were not tried, how could it be proved that we overcame the 
evil ? yet it is not of ourselves, but God who overcomes in us 
through faith ; then if this be so : does not God work a greater 
work in us than He did in Jesus; for He had no evil within 
to contend against ; — but we have, within, as well as without — 
Though thousands upon thousands have perished, yet if the 
seed receive understanding hearts, they will not bear the first 
curse, but obtain the Kingdom, for they overcome that which 
overcame their fathers, and they will not bear their father's 
iniquity " for every man shall bear his own burden." Then 
what did their fathers bear for their iniquity ? did they not 
bear death ? — for death is that burden. But now the time is 
come in these end of days that the children of the kingdom shall 
no more bear their father s iniquity, for their agreement with 
hell shall not stand, but shall be broken to those who ask 
aright^ who ask not amiss. — Are those that say : Lord prosper 
me, asking aright ? is this an understanding heart ? What 
does Jesus say : " Verily I say unto you, there is no man that 
hath left house (being the evil) or brethren, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands for My sake 
and the Gospel's, but he shall receive an hundredfold now in 
this time, houses and brethren, and sisters, and mothers, and 
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children, aad land^, with PERSEcaxioNs; and in the world 
to come^ eternal life/* — The father they must leave, is the 
devil. The mother, is the mother of harlots : Jezebel. The 
receiving of their brethren, sisters and mothers is : when they 
shall come as the inoOrruptible, — as the angels ministering to 
them, for one thousaind years, or during the Millennium. — ^Let 
no man blame another man, for one member cannot do any- 
thing for another member. When mortal has put on immor- 
tality, the transgressor will then be known. — The brother 
cannot do anything for the sister, nor the sister for the 
brother; and when either brother or sister have the two im- 
mortal Spirits they are united with the threefold cord : — Christ, 
Jerusalem and the man or woman. — They become three in the 
covenant of Israel. Man cannot blame the woman, nor the 
mother the daughter, nor the son bear the father s iniquity. 
Woe, unto those who seek advice of another, or who blames 
another, for he who seeks not to another is not deceived, and 
deceives no one, but judges himself and not another. — ^Those 
who are in the Spirit need not the advice of any man, because 
they are in the Spirit to do the will of the Almighty. — The 
children of Israel will not render evil for evil, but will over- 
come evil with good, this is a way which neither Jew nor 
Gentile will walk in. Bendering evil for evil is as the un- 
cleanness of woman, strength is needed to overcome both, 
for they are both very strong, and though the woman has 
power of purifying her seed, yet her body partakes of the evil, 
so that woman and man are not equal, — because man has no 
power to purify his seed. — Hear O house of Israel, — ^Israel 
will do good against evil, and that evil which they touch not 
in another, shall totally consume those in whom it is on fire ; 
for that Israel (falsely so called) which renders evil for evil, 
though they be called Israel are but false children and of the 
synagogue of Satan ; though they may have been in love, they 
are as a base-begot child, which cannot be an heir to a mortal 
father's estate. The immortal Spirit is an estate which none 
can heir but those who do good against evil — ^It is an estate 
which neither men nor the devil with all his legions can ever 
deprive them of, or root from them, these are the true heirs of 
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the inheritance. — Jesus Christ died for the evil in man and 
His death is a type or figure that the evil shall die in man, 
and when the evil is dead in man, then he is free^ free of the 
law of the country, free of the law of God. — Then if we he free 
of the law of God, we are under no transgression of man 
wherever we go, and man has no power over us. — If a man has 
Christ grafted into his heart, then the evil will be as dead.*— 
How is man to know this ? — He will not seek revenge upon 
another; then if he does that while mortal, it proves that he is 
seeking for immortality, — for life unto life, and eye unto eye. 
— If Satan rules over us, we are in the night, but if we have 
the Spirit of God, we are in the day, we see the light and 
stumble not. Satan is chained to our hearts by the power of 
evil that is in them. If we suffer only for the deeds which we 
have committed, we do no more than others do; hut if we bear 
blame falsely, and suffer false charges, then we take up the cross 
of Christ. — This is the royal law above the third heavens. 
The bride and bridegroom have alike the devil to contend with 
in high places. If we be obedient to this royal law, our 
spirits shall enter our bodies, (the garden, from whence they 
were driven to the outside) with another spirit : — the Spirit of 
the Lord ; — ^for our spirits cannot enter our bodies until our 
bodies be cleansed to receive them, which are the earthly 
houses, for the Spirit of God cannot dwell in an unclean vessel, 
— it must be tried and come forth as gold. — ^As Jesus was 
free from evil,it was impossible for His body to see corruption. — 
It is impossible for a man to suffer unless he overcomes or 
conquers evil — and man must suffer before he can bear evil ;-— 
we cannot come forth as gold unless we overcome that which 
overcame us, then the bitter thing is sweet. — We cannot ask 
aright unless we be in the Spirit; but remember Israel 
that a man may be clothed with the Spirit and yet not dwell 
in the Spirit. — A man may lease a farm, but still lose it The 
body of man is built, but it is not finished in the image and 
likeness of God. — The Israel of God are commanded to rest, 
and try it by weight and measure, then they will be safe.-— If 
a man rest not and try not his thoughts, by weight and 
meascere, he ^stands in evil ; .the man . that rests has studied, if 
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we do this ; passion ceases, because ye [have patience to rest. 
When a man rails upon you wrongfully ; — by resting, patience 
crowns you with the truth which no light can exceed. He that 
judges his thoughts, rests, — he abides in law and gospel, he is 
fed and seeks that helper, by which he seeks that which was 
lost through the tempter. — It is impossible but that the tempter 
will come and cause the offence, but " Woe unto him, through 
whom the offence cometh." He that suffers evil rightly, divides 
truth from error ; he has divided the truth from the letter, by 
the power of the Almighty. — Be that man whom he will, law and 
gospel is with him, and his evil thoughts are divided, they are 
perished from him, and are as the waters which the earth 
receiveth, which cannot be gathered up again. A man that is 
found in one thought, and abides in that, he is blessed, he will 
abide in His tabernacle and dwell in His holy hill. Man has 
borne the burden of the reproach of falsehood for three genera- 
tions, it meets every one that can bear it ; when they come to 
maturity it continues in types and shadows till he get the 
substance. — Christendom is trying to patch the new piece of 
cloth on to the old garment, but the Lord spake to Moses 
concerning this mixed raiment and said: '^neither shall (^ 
garment mingled with linen and woollen come upon thee " for 
it is figurative of mixing evil with good, and good with evil. — 
They would hold up a "Moral law " before us, — but we have 
never yet read of a moral law in the Scriptures, but we have 
read of the " law of Christ" — They may mix the raiment, but 
wacannot^nay, we would follow the example of blind Bartimeus^ 
the son of Timeus, who sat begging by the road-side and heard 
that the Son of David was passing by : " and he, casting 
away his garment, rose, and came to Jesus." — ^We will 
cast jaway the evil covering, which is of Satan^ with which he 
was dothed, which none can be clothed with, but those whose 
blood is not cleansed* — Jesus did not the things laid to His 
charge, and those who have not done the things laid to their 
charge will be bolder than a lion, fiercer than a tiger^ yet 
withal, meek as a lamb. Jesus railed not against the 
tempter hat overcame temptation* Enter not into tempt* 
ation^ lest the evil spirit OTercome you, as the waves 
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of the sea, for Satan is sent to try all snch, the same 
tis with death; — ^if a man be afraid of death, then the tempter 
is sent to try and prove him, to see whether he gives way, or 
whether he will seek a living inheritance. — Then one who is 
seeking for immortal life will be able to bear the fiery reproach, 
and though the tempter come, he will not be overcome, 
because he will be in the Spirit of God, — He that is tempted 
and overcomes, is greater than he that is not tempted. It is 
impossible but that offences will always come, but if we are 
always in the Spirit, we have the strong man armed, ready to' 
overcome all evil thoughts. — We must be tempted to prove 
that we have overcome. Sufferings teaches us to overcome all 
temptations, and if we be tried and overcome, we are more 
than conquerors through Christ and higher than those not 
-similarly, tried. — Look at the parable of the Pharisee and the 
Publican ; — he thanked God that he was not like the Publican^ 
that he had not done the things the Publican had ; but the 
Publican humbly acknowledged to his crimes, and he went tc 
his house more justified than the other. — Zaccheus said : if 
I have wronged any man, I will restore him fourfold ; and 
Jesus said : '* this day salvation is come to this house," to his 
soul. — ^The six churches have not been tried, but God says. He 
will have a tried people ; and for all the rebellion that has 
been in the former house of Israel, it was all to try them, and 
for ensamples to us, their seed. — There is not one who has died 
in the faith of the Kingdom, but a seed of them shall come 
forth, for the promise is to the children of those who have 
been murdered for the testimony, that shall inherit. — Jesus 
says, that it is not possible that the least grain fall to the 
earth of the house of Israel. In the law, a Moabite shall not 
enter into the congregation, unto the tenth generation. It 
was just ten generations from Nehemiah to Jesus, and the 
seed that has been mixed among the Gentiles shall now come 
forth,-* — that seed unto whom the promise was made, and 
cannot God make the worst among us as JesUs, who knew no 
evil ? — ! house of Israel, we exhort ye— *not to murmur at 
your trials, but rather rejoice in them, knowing assuredly that 
it is those who are tempted most,^ and overcome who are the 
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highest among ye. — Think, how very sad it must have heen to 
the disciples after the death of Jesus ; had they not given up 
all hope — but at a moment when they least expected behold. 
He was with them and their sadness was turned into joy — the 
dark hour of their trial was dispelled by the light of His 
countenance — the bitter trial was made sweet.«~-They had not 
the light then which ye possess now, for the Spirit had not yet 
come to interpret these truths to them. All Scripture is 
recorded for your instruction and edification, wherefore let us 
profit by it. — 

Satan walks in the stones of fire, and Israel has to pass 
through the fire, to cause them to discern what spirit they 
abide in, — whether in the spirit of Satan or the Spirit of 
Christ and Jerusalem above ; that is the state, man has to be 
brought into. Then if man be in Christ and Jerusalem, they 
are as one, and his conduct proves it — This world is a heaven 
to the wicked, but Israel will receive their punishment in this 
world. — Let sin be your terror, not man. Yield not to sin, but 
subdue it, and it serves you. If we serve God, the evil must 
serve us. Apply to Christ and thou art the strongest. — Set 
thine hand to go to Jerusalem above, and turn not back to 
prove yourselves unfit, hut follow on and believe in the Spirit 
of the living God, which is Christ. Follow Him, not man, 
foUowHim andHim only whithersoever He leadeth thee. — Abide 
in Him, and He will abide in thee. — ! bouse of Israel, 
remember that in this great race for immortality thou art 
seeking the highest prize and as a sequcDoe the highest 
sufferings that man can bear on earth, exceeding the suffer- 
ings of Jesus; wherefore, be always prepared for trials; they 
will surely overtake thee, and will invariably come from 
unlooked for and unexpected directions ; for if thou knewest 
the trial beforehand, it would be ho trial. Would it have been 
ft trial to Abraham if he had known that a ram would have 
been caught in the thicket and offered as a siicrifice in lieu of 
his. firstborn son of promise? Did be know the knife would 
have been stayed whan upUfted, nay, he saw nought but a 
dead son, slain by his own hand — and how were the promises 
in his son Isaac to be fulfilled ? This was his great trial, but

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he conferred not with flesh and blood — obedience to God's 
word was all he knew, all he wanted to know, the remainder 
he left with God. — Let us sit down and count the cost, and 
see if there be sufficient to finish the tower, lest haply after 
thou hast laid the foundation and art not able to build and 
finish it, the world mock thee ; — weigh well the consequences 
of running in this great race for the highest prize — immorta- 
Uty— thou must forsake " all"; thou canst not bring a Utile 
of the world with thee. The two-leaved gate leading to 
immortality is a strait gate and very narrow ; high*backed 
camels cannot pass through but the cattle of Israel can, and 
few is the number. — The barque is very frail and in the midst 
of a tempestuous sea, for the winds are always contrary. It 
is a perpetual rowing against wind and tide, always in danger 
of unseen rocks and breakers a-head. — ^It is a submissive 
patience and waiting ; perhaps for thirty and eight long weary 
years by the pool of a Bethesda ; patiently waiting for the 
moving of the waters and in company with the impotent, the 
blind, and halt and the infirm like thyself— until thou hear 
the glad tidings " wilt thou be made whole ? ** It is a putting 
on of the whole armour of God, to stand against the wiles of 
the devil, — it is not a wrestling against flesh and blood only, 
but against principalities, against powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, and against spiritual wickedness 
in high places, to withstand in the evil day, and having done 
all, to stand, with your loins girt about with truth, with the 
sword of the Spirit in the right hand and the shield of faith in 
the left, to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. It is a 
taking of all your worldly possessions : — your idols of gold 
and silver, a tearing and a severing from the heart of all that 
we may love most on earth, though it be a firstborn and only 
child; a binding of the whole together in one bundle, — leaving 
our household, father, mother sister and brother in the valley, 
while we climb the rugged and thorny mount to worship and 
offer the sacrifice, laying the wood on the altar, binding the 
firstborn down upon the pile — one farewell kiss ; raising the 
knife we sever once and for ever all connection with 
evil. — We have nothing to offer but sin, hence the sacrifice 
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of iRaac could not be accepted, because of the evil in his 
bloody and a ram caught in the thicket was offered and 
accepted, being free. — It is an offering of ourselves, body, 
soul and spirit, a living sacrifice upon the altar of faith. 
— If there had never been sin in the world, there would 
never have been a law given, then the sufferings must be 
greater, "For where no law is, there is no transgression;" — 
transgression is accompanied with deep misery until it be 
acknowledged, — but sin is no punishment to a man till his 
eyes are opened to see his true condition by nature. — Jesus 
saw EUs sufferings before He came to die for all ; but He had 
no sin ; and thus He had the pre-eminence above His brothers, 
who are of the same lineage as Himself. — A man does not 
feel misery till he has done the deed, which is the cause of his 
misery afterwards, by his- knowledge ; — yet he feels no pain, no 
punishment until he see it. — It is no hell to a man who has 
murdered another, until he comes to see that he must be 
destroyed ; — then he is in misery, for his deed is then brought 
home to lights and that brings light to him — flight to light. — 
Jesus saw all things before it came to light, because there 
was no evil in Him, no pain of sin, though He suffered death 
upon the cross, and it was thought accursed for any one to be 
hanged upon a tree because of sin. — His disciples desired to 
be baptized with the baptism with which He was baptized, 
and He said : ye shall be baptized with it And were they 
not all put to death save John ? — were not those whom the 
woman asked to sit at His right hand and on His left among 
those who were put to death. — We are all brought blind into 
this world, even all mankind, and the world is blind to this 
work, because they are of the fallen spirits. — Paul tells the 
Jews that they kept not the law, then a way was thrown open 
unto the Gentiles. The veil of the temple was rent in the 
midst to admit the Gentiles. The handwriting of ordinances 
was blotted out, being contrary to the Gentiles, and for their 
sokes " alone " it was nailed to the cross, until the fulness of 
the Gentiles " onlt/ ; " but the Gentiles know not that : " the 
nail that is fastened in the sure place shall be removed, and 
be cut down and fall ; and the burden that was upon it shall

— The Gentiles are saved by grace-«*-it is a gift-'-th6y- 
hava nothing to i^ay : ''Simon I have somewhat to sfty unto 
thee : a certain <$redit6p had two debtors : the •one owed fire 
hundred, pence^ and tho other fifty. And when* iHhey (7ew and 
Gentile) had nothing to pay, he frankly forgavdthfeM both/'—^ 
If the Jews had not believed in the law, they wo^ild haVe hild 
1^0 sin; they gave Jesus unto the Genti)eS)W)to -took 'away 
Sis blood> but He-took His body again, withoat'blood. ' It i)i- 
a3 Esdras 9ay8 : All gp to the grave, it* is penhitted- to those' 
who ara bora blind. Jteus said< that Israel would hav6 a 
greater work t^ do, and said: *' Greater works than th^ 
s^U ye do-Z'^TT^Ye^ for Jesus 6verc»me othei's, aftd Was free 
Himself, from siai Bnti do not those 'who overcome theilr 
own; evil, and the eVil, off otherb ^do- a grentdr work? — if 
they smite not, * if ' they - take • vnot eye for ey^.^^—JesHs 
oyerqaofie all evil^ He conquered every evil, putting it und&r 
Qia f^ ! All detdteinatiohs-ia Obristend^din who o6iifteB 
Him,get;t;,hidir d<?bl^ forgiven and redeivie the -srivlttion^^f t&e 
spul,-r-througfe beteving,--- but they do -not u^ceive 8oul»irtrf' 
bpdyi because d^e^body. goes to* cotrdplidtl lind the soul is* 
sa^s^ed, -se- as by fire at fthe finst 'resurreotidn.'^-^If it' ^re 
otherwise, , <thi9i spirit is charged wifh it; but if I'belid^ f6r 
S9ul anfi body, then I atnchiitged'WiththAt.'*- Ail the tirades 
whigh Jesus did; on earth wore figaratiVe of His secolnd Coining,' 
for His: first coming was, to be offered as a sacrifice £ot sin — 
''But unto them lihat look for Him shall He appear the second 
tipne without sin unto salvation." He taketh awat l4ie first

that He may establish the second " and when Jesus stood up 
in the synagogue of Nazareth to read, He found the place in 
Isaiah which had reference to the time of the end and read : 
" The Spirit of the Lord is upon me becauise He hath anointed 
me to preach the Gospel to the poor, He hath sent me to heal 
the brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, and 
recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that are 
bruised, to preach the acceptable year of the Lord. And He 
closed the book." He did not refer so much to that time, but 
to the end of days, these days of Daniel in which we are now. 
living, the third and last watch of the eleventh hour of the 
third day of the six thousand years, which commenced in 1875, 
the end of the third quarter of the nineteenth and last century. 
He was n.ot speaking to the Gentiles but to a tribe then in 
Israel for He said : '' I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel;" He told His disciples (the twelve, 
figurative of the twelve tribes) " Go not into the way of the 
Gentiles, and into any city of the Samaritans enter 
ye not: But go rather to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel." The time for the ingathering of the Gentiles had not 
arrived, until His blood was poured upon the ground for them, 
and upon the heads of the Jews and their children ; the time of 
the Gentiles opened, when the two keys were given to Peter, the 
keys of the Kingdom of Heaven, or dispensation for Jew and 
Gentile through the blood of Jesus, — opened on the day of 
Pentecost. — Jesus proclaimed the acceptable year of the Lord, 
but closed the book to the day of vengeance which immediately 
follows it, because the time was then, yet afar oflC-^We say that 
the passage in Isaiah read by Jesus to Israel, had reference to 
Israel and to the end of days, when the miracles which Jesus did 
as signs then, would have their fulfilment. — The poor of 
Israel have not had the everlasting Gospel preached to them, — 
the brokenhearted have not yet been healed ; how could they 
when they have been daily surrounded by death ; the captives 
are still imprisoned and in bondage to the Gentiles ; — ^the blind 
have not yet received their sight ; — ^the bruised are not set at 
liberty.— So far as Israel is concerned, all has been the reverse 
of this, but the time is at hand now, the fulness of the Gentiles

being now come, for the words of Jesus to be now fulfilled by that 
immortal Spirit, the Comforter whom the Man-Christ went 
away, for to send. And He is come and is now gathering 
Israel. We would remind our Gentile friends that "no 
prophesy of the Scripture is of any private interpretation," 
and ''God calleth those things which be not as though 
they were." — The Gentiles and the house of Israel are two 
distinct people in the divine economy, and must not be con- 
founded together in reading the word of God. The Gentiles, 
through applying the general governance, corrections and 
promises given to the house of Israel to themselves, make sad 
havoc of the Word of God. — By amalgamating the two together, 
the beauty and perfection of the Scriptures is dissolved — ^it 
does not dovetail, the cogs do not fit, the silver cord loosened^ 
the golden bowl broken, the pitcher cracked at the fountain, 
and the wheel broken at the cistern, and unbelief reigns. — 
But to the man of God whose eyes have been touched a second 
time, the Word of God is a perfect harmony, free from the 
faintest discord ; — he beholds one wheel on the earth, its four 
faces, he sees the other wheels and their work as the colour of 
a beryl, in one likeness, and their working as it were a wheel 
in the middle of a wheel — the rings full of eyes ; the Spirit 
goes with their spirits. A bright and costly diamond with 
varied hues, a pearl of great price. — ^We would not by any 
means underrate the faith of the Gentiles, but it is a faith 
peculiar to themselves and can never increase unto perfectioo, 
because it is alone and dead, being without works; but to 
understand the "further faith" which includes sight, they 
must have their eyes touched the second time. The faith of 
the Gentiles is grace, and grace only, without works, and ia 
consequently dead and sees nothing on the other side of the 
grave; perhaps we might illustrate our meaning better by 
saying : — a man may go and murder another, through the evil 
in the flesh, and when on the tree get forgiveness ; no matter 
how wickedly he may have lived all his lifetime, on his death- 
bed he may be forgiven — this is grace — and faith without 
works. — It is good, but the further faith of Israel is better, — 
the salvation of the soul is better than a second death, — ^but 
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the greater solv^ation of soul and body without death is best — 
The house of Israel is prayed for every Sunday in most Pro- 
testant churches. The Gentiles ask for an incorruptible house 
and they get it, — but should they find fault with those who 
seek an immortal house because it is better? — This is why 
God is called the incorruptible God by Paul in his epistle to 
the Bomans. But the immortal is a power above that, for was 
not the body of Jesus showed alive, but did He not show a 
spiritual body first, proving Himself to be the incorruptible 
God.— 

The Kingdom of God is already come to every one who will 
receive it ; and to them that are not prepared to meet it, it is 
their death-warrant, '' Piercing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit." But he who is prepared to meet it, it pre- 
serves his mortal body to receive immortality. '* This mortal 
must put on immortality ;" ''For we who are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not prevent them which 
are asleep." — Man's own evil leads him into temptation, by 
his mortal spirit not being single towards the immortal eye, 
therefore every one whose sins are forgiven while he liveth, 
his prayer and petition is fulfilled in righteousness, but how 
can a man seek that which he does not believe? And 
how can a man do the work, if he believes there is 
no profit by that work ? — shall death prevail over the 
living ? or shall they which are dead to knowledge prevent 
those who are alive to knowledge from doing the work which 
God commands them to do ? — which is the work of the spirit, 
and of the soul and body, to get the victory over the beast, 
which is the evil in their own heart, the false prophet and her 
that sitteth upon the beast, in the midst of an ephah. — 

Jesus said : O, that this cup might pass from me, never- 
theless not my will but thine be done. This will the faithful 
witness say : grant me the immortal life of my natural body, 
and let the cup of iniquity pass from me, nevertheless Thy will 
be done O, Lord, not mine ; — yet Jesus stood to His will, and 
God requires every man to act on his own will, and not on 
another's. — Jesus did not build on another's foundation, but 
wished for the cup to pass from Him, that is to say : for His 
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mortal life to pass to immortality, and that is the woric 
promised to Israel to do, and a greater work than that done by 
Him ; 80 that saying is fulfilled in Him : " He tasted death 
for EVERY MAN." One says : If he asks for the spirit to be 
saved, he iEisks for the soul, and another says : If he asks for 
the soul, he asks for the spirit, — these two are one, he says, — 
but despises the body, — albeit he wants the reprieve to be 
prolonged. — The two immortal Spirits: Christ and His bride, 
which are of God, commands the Israel of God to pray for 
their spirit, soul and body to be preserved till He comes forth 
for them to dwell in. — 

Jesus is the doorkeeper of the whole house of Israel, and 
every doorkeeper is head of the whole house, the body. — Will 
not those who are afflicted, serve God the most ? — It is good 
for us to be kept humble. — If by affliction we draw nearer to 
God, is it not a blessing ? — Paul says : we believe in part, and 
all have believed but in part up to this present time. God has 
now brought forth His laws and commands, to see who will 
believe and who will not ; those who do believe, their fruit shall 
soon appear, and by this ye shall know them. Preachers shall 
go out unlearned, and the words shall come to them faster 
than they can utter them ; their neighbours shall wonder and 
say : — where got they this wisdom ? — The same language used 
to Jesus shall be used to them, for the Scripture saith : " I 
will give you a mouth and wisdom, which all your adversaries 
shall not be able to gainsay nor iresist." — Those who have the 
Spirit of God are able to answer every man*s question, for it is 
not they who speak, but the Father. — 

Jacob served Laban with all faithfulness, yet seven times 
did he seek to deprive Jacob of his rights ; but was there not 
a higher power which moved on Jacob to put the peeled rods 
before the sheep ? — So will the house of Israel be refined 
seven times, as gold is purified, and although the world try 
ever so much against them, as Laban wrought against Jacob, 
yet they shall prevail. — The sons of Laban sought the life of 
Jacoby though he only received that which was agreed upon. — 
Jacob fied for his life, and so will many in the house of Israel 
fly for their lives. — Jacob divided his flock into three parts, 
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aad the seed of Bachel he put last. — So now there are the 
sheep for the slaughter, and there is the flook whioh is to he 
the cattle of the earth ; the cattle upon a thousand hills.T- 
Look at the rejoicing when Jacoh and Esau were made friends ; 
Jacob offered his gifts to he reconciled, hut Esau said: 
I have enough my brother, but Jacob prevailed on him to 
accept his gift; and now that Jew and Gentile are reconciled, 
look at the rejoicings in Parliament! Esau and Jacob have 
met^ and the city of London prevailed to place the Jew in 
Parliament, a certain sign to the house of Israel. — ^When the 
world see the house of Israel made immortal, then shall they 
reel to and fro, and stumble in judgment. — It is not the 
world, but those who have been numbered in Israel (the 
former or old house) that will run into the holes of the rocks, 
and caves, and hiding-places, because they did not the work 
and refused to accept the messenger of the Lord, and banished 
him in exile across the deep blue sea. — 

The house of Israel must be tried and tempted as Abraham 
was : '' and He said, lay not thine hand upon the lad, neither 
do thou anything unto him : for now I know that thou fearest 
God." When God has tempted Israel, as He tempted 
Abraham to resist the evil and choose the good, then the 
land that thou abhorrest shall be forsaken of both her kings. — 
God tempteth no man to evil, but to good. He maketh the 
bitter thing sweet. — It is to prove man, whether he loves this 
world, or the world to come the most. — ^' The Lord knoweth 
how to deliver the godly out of temptations, and to reserve the 
unjust unto the day of Judgment to be punished," and 
delivered to the officer (of death, Satan) who will cast him 
back into prison (the grave) ''I tell thee, thou shalt not 
depart thence, until thou hast paid the very last mite." 
This is the second death of one thousand years. Bejoice, O I 
ye Gentiles who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, through 
whom ye are saved by grace through faith to an inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth not away, reserved 
in heaven for you until the first resurrection, receiving a 
spiritual body in the incorruptible bride. Bejoice O house of 
Israel who believe in the Lord Jesus Christ through whom ye 
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have received the two immortal Spirits and by whom ye will be 
Jed through the two-leaved gate to possess the land of promise, 
even your own body in immortality, in the image and likeness 
of God, bone of the immortal bride ; having rode triumphantly 
over sin, death, hell and the grave. 

" Depth of mercy, full and free I 
Boundless mercy, all for me. 
He leadeth me sometimes mid scenes of deepest gloom, 
Sometimes where Eden's bowers hloom, 
By waters still, o*er troubled sea, 
StiU 'tis His hand that leadeth me. 
In Thee is rest from fear, 

That brings its strange alarm ; 
And sorrow with its lising tear, 
Thoa hast the power to calm. 
Sorrow ! then art God*s angel. Though thy face, 

Veiled by shadowy wings, is hid awhile, 
Sweet is the message on thy sctjU we trace, 

A holy rapture hath thy parting smile. 
Upon thy path I trace the footsteps bright. 

Of ODO who for my sake with thee hath trod ; 
His tears still gem the tboms, until the light 

Blends into radiaDce, leading on to God. 
Smite ; lay on thy rod on the cattle of thy fold. 

That on Zion's hill we all may meet ; 
Bedeemed, cleansed, purified, brought forth as gold, 
And in the body know, that all evil, all bitter is sweet," 

The law of Christ is the furnace into which Israel mast be 
cast to separate the dross from the gold. Those^ whose faith 
will not stand the test, who shudder at the mouth of the furnace 
seventimesheated^arenotlsraelandmustbe cast into the furnace 
of the earth, in the cold damp grave and be purified through 
the filtering worm and suffer loss. — As the three Hebrew 
children passed through the fire, so every true Israelite must 
pass through that furnace, but the true Israelite hath nothing 
to fear — and with Paul and Silas they will pray and sing praises 
unto God, and the foundations of the prison shall be shaken 
and the doors opened, and they will come forth free. — 

It is no trial to the man who can ride in his carriage to 
ohurch and sing praises to the Lord in a soft cushioned pew, 
surrounded by all the luxuries of this life and at peace with 
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the world, he has no need to trouble himself about the morrow, 
he has more than his needs require, he can sing in the sunshine. 
But how sweet is the humble prayer of yonder poor widow and 
fatherless childi who together, in their humble cot with its 
scanty furniture and still more scanty means, offer thanks and 
praises to God over an humble meal of fragments gathered from 
the floor of the rich man's table. How sacred and holy the 
song they sing in the night of their adversity as they wrap 
their threadbare clothing about them and read God's holy word, 
by the light of a farthing dip ; — the future, so far as this life 
is concerned is a dreary blank, — they have nothing — the poor 
clothes they wear and the leaky roof which shelters them is 
given to them. — How refreshing it is to listen to the voice of 
comfort as she expounds the word of God to her only child 
and bids him trust in God, for whom the Lord loveth He 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom He receiveth. If 
ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons ; for 
what son is he whom the father chasteneth not ? — listen to her 
kind words of admonition : my son this is a trial of our faith — 
it is more precious than gold that perisheth, though it be tried 
with fire ; — my son, think it not strange concerning this fiery 
trial which is trying us, as though some strange thing happened 
to us ; — let us rejoice, inasmuch as we are partakers of Christ's 
sufferings. We will not faint, though our outward man perish, 
yet the inward man is renewed day by day, for our light 
affliction of a moment will work for us a far more exceeding 
and etenlal weight of glory. My son, let us read of the widow 
who had nothing in the house save a pot of oil. She went out 
to borrow vessels of her neighbours and they were all filled, 
but when she could get no more vessels, the oil stayed. 
My son, though our vessel be empty to-day the Lord will fill it 
The wolf has been at the door many times during the past 
years, — ^but somehow the Lord has provided for us at the last 
moment Let us consider the ravens, for they neither sow nor 
reap ; which neither have storehouse nor bam, and Godfeedeth 
them : how much more are we better than the fowls. — Consider 
the lilies how they grow, they toil not, they spin not, yet 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one of these ; 
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wherefore my son we will continue to trust in the Lord. Surely — 
godliness with contentment is great gain. — To this poor widow 
and her son, the bitterness of life is sweet, for '^ the angel of 
the Lord epcampeth round about them that fear Him, and 
delivereth them/^ — But how sad, how very sad is the other* 
picture of a poor girl shivering with the cold on a door step, 
vainly endeavouring to warm herself with the tattered 
remains of an old shawl ; — approach her cautiously. 
My little girl, where do you live ? — nowhere, I have 
no home. Where is your father? I have none, he is dead. 
Your mother ? She is dead also. Have you no friends ? — 
No, none. Do you know Jesus ? — ^No, who is He ? Alas, 
alas, poor little homeless, fatherless, motherless, friendless 
waif. Alone ! all alone in the world — without God, without 
hope in this bitter cold world. Will no one seek her, no one 
provide ? Yes, the shepherd of Israel seeks and finds her, for 
Christ came to seek and to save the lost. He seeks the bleed- 
ing and the wounded one laying by the road side. He places 
her on His own beast ; the two-pence for law and gospel is paid 
to the host of the inn. — Surely it is more blessed to give than 
to receive — surely the bitter thing is sweet to the hungry soul. 
''Whatsoever thou spendest more than the two-pence, when I 
come again, I will repay thee." And the rich man that had 
abundance, that laid up great stores, it says : '* Thou fool, this 
night thy soul is required of thee." Surely to him the sweet 
morsel rolled under the tongue is turned into bitterness. — 
Jesus paid the penny that was taken out of the fish's month 
for the dead, — tribute money. — He paid the two-pence of law 
and gospel for the life of the body. — Those of the common 
salvation pay the tribute of the one penny, which is the death 
of the body. But those who pay the two-pence, it is for the life 
of the body. — The one penny is the law, the other penny is the 
gospel ; — the two-pence is law and gospel combined. The bitter 
is a penny, the sweet a penny ; but the bitter thing made sweet 
is the two-pence. 

In conclusion, hear house of Israel, hear ye lost tribes 
and ye outcasts of Israel and ye dispersed of Judah now 
scattered among the Gentiles, have ye understood our speech ? 
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-i-iW-e htre faithfully and fearlessly warned ye of the great 
trials and troubles which' are fast gathering 'upon the nation^ 
of the earthy the clotids are thickening, the great armies of the 
six Kings are assembling down into the valley of Jehosha* 
phat where the Lord God will plead with them for His people 
and for His heritage Israel, whom they have scattered among 
the nations, and parted the land. They have, cast lots for His 
people, they have given a boy for an harlot, and sold a girl for 
wine. The children also of Judah and the children of Jeru* 
salem they have sold to the Grecians. Behold, saith the 
Lord t I will raise tbem'^ont of the place whither ye have sold 
them, and will retnm your recompense npon your own head. 
Proclaim ye this among the Gentilies : Prepare war, makeup 
the mighty men, let all the men of war ^raw near ; come up 
t^ the valley of Jeboshaphat for there willthe Lord now sit 
in judgment upon the heathen. * Put in the sickle, the harvest 
is ripe: get yon down, the press 'is full, the fiits overflow. 
Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of decirion: for the day 
of the Lord is at hand. The seven yangels bold the seven vials' 
in their hand ready, to pour out the vials of the wrath of God' 
upon the ^arth. The world will gather to the great battle of 
Armageddon, the battle of that great day of God Almighty.—- 
We have Warned ye O, children 'of Abraham to flee and come 
out of this great apostate Christendom ; its relrgton has no 
power ;--*it id politics disguised; — it is ft commingling of dip- 
lomacy «nd religion, compassing sea and land to prosdytize, 
holding the' Bible in the one hand and the eamal weapon in 
the rights it commences with its missionary, followed by its 
atnbissiidor und slaying with its ari&y; It is annneqtial yoke' 
of ehtir^hto, sohoolhouses with gin paliaces. It is a sickening' 
mixture of bitter atd sweet Gome! Gome! ''Gomeotlt of 
her, flliy people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that - 
ye reebive not of her plagues:'' fiemaiii no longer nnequally ' 
yoked together with unbelieversj' Gome out ftom this mixed 
yoke of light aiid darkness.— *Christ with Beii«l. This temple ' 
of Ocid with idols. This mckness »ad 'Meatfe. Gome out of 
thie hfea?venly and worldly intermixture. Gotoe but irom- dris 
nnpalateable, this nauseous mixture of good with evil, this 
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bitter ¥^ith sweet. Come out of this ritualistic amphitheatre 
of pageantry and burletta of popery ; come to the mount of 
the Lord and worship the God of] Abraham Isaac and Jacob 
in spirit and in truths while there is yet time, and it is called 
to-day. The angel of the Lord is standing with one foot on 
the earth and one foot over the sea, ready to declare to the 
inhabitants of this earth " Time is, time was " — leave them to 
the carnal sword but come thou captive and brokenhearted 
to Zion and with the virgins of Israel learn to overcome, 
overcome evil ! — 

Hear, ye down-trodden and burdened people of the Lord who 
are to-day in bondage under Pharaoh and in the land of Egypt ; 
hear ye this day the voice of the immortal S^pirit : ** To him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in 
the midst of the Paradise of God." " He that overcometh 
shall not be hurt of the second death" — " To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna, and will give 
him a white stone, and in the stone a new name written, which 
no man (save Israel) knoweth save he that receiveth it " — " He 
that overcometh, and keepeth my words unto the end, to him 
will I give power over the nations, and he shall rule them with 
a rod of iron." ''He that overcome th^ the same shall be 
clothed in white raiment; and I will not blot out his name out 
of the book of life, but I will confess his name before my 
Father, and before His angels." "Him that overcometh will I 
make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, 
and the name of the city of my God, New Jerusalem, which 
cometh down out of heaven from my God : and I will write 
upon him my name.'' — " To him that overcometh wiU I grant 
to sit with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and am 
set down with my Father in His throne." — " He that over- 
cometh shall inherit all things ; and I will be his God, and 
he shall be my son." Then, behold the difference 01 ye 
outcasts of Israel and dispersed of Judah. — ^The Gentiles can 
obtain the salvation of the soul, without overcoming evil, for 
though they have lived all the days of their lives in gross 
wickedness, though their hands be stained with blood., yet by 
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grace, through faith (without worlts) they can at the eleventh 
hour, the last moment, be forgiven and saved, if they repent, 
and through death pass into a spiritual body like unto the 
angels at the first resurrection. But the house of Israel can 
never obtain the salvatfon of body and soul — the life of the 
body: — ^immortality without overcoming evil, and the very 
appearance of evil, for that one word '' overcome " is the germ, 
the soul — the kernel of the Scriptures. — 

Wherefore beloved, when ye are tempted and tried, — " over- 
come " and thou shalt come forth as gold. 

" Overcome " and every bitter thing is sweet —

"GENTILE CHURCHES." 

SERMON II. PART V. 

" Behold ye despiaen, and wonder and peiish : for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye shall In no wise helieve, though a man declare it unto 
you," Acts ziii. 41. 

" Behold the days come, saiih the Lord, when I will make a new coyenant 
with the house of Israel and with the house of Judah : — this is the coyenant 
that I will make with the hoose of Israel after those days, saith the Lord ; I 
will put my laws into their mind, and write them in their hearts : and I will 
be to them a God, and they shall be to me a people," Heb. yili. 8 — 10. 

" For had ye belieyed Moses, ye would haye belieyed me : for he wrote 
of me. But if ye belieye not his writings, how shall ye belieye my words ? " 
John y. 46, 47. 

There are no two passages of Scripture oftener qaoted and 
misapplied by the Gentile churches of Christendom than the 
following: ''Blotting out the handwriting of ordinances, 
which was against us, which was contrary to us, and took it 
out of the way, nailing it to His cross." — And : — " Christ is 
the end of the law for righteousness to every one that 
believeth." — Both these quotations are from the epistles of the 
great apostle of the Gentiles, and were addressed to, and 
intended only for the Gentile churches who seek and look 
only for the salvation of the soul, in certain hope of obtaining 
a resurrection from among the dead at the second coming of 
Christ — to an inheritance incorruptible in the heavenly man- 
sions. — The handwriting of ordinances, — the law, was against 
and contrary to the Gentiles, Viewed in this light, and in- 
deed, the only light in which they should be taken: — they 
are grand and glorious truths, — but when the Gentiles apply 
these passages to the house of Israel and Judah at the same 
time mingling themselves with both houses : they do not 
rightly divide the word of truth. — One is a covenant specially 
made with the Gentiles through faith by grace, whilst the 
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covenant of our text does not come into force until " after 
those days " or, at the fulness of the Gentiles ; when the Lord 
promises by His covenant to place His laws into tbe iidnd and 
write them in the hearts of Israel and Judah only. — All who 
are grafted into the death of Christy bear of t^eir own kind : 
— deathy and a spiritual body in the first resurrection, and to 
them : " Christ is the end of the law " for righteousness through 
faith without works ; — these are the Gentiles ;— but Israel and 
Judah will be grafted into the life of Christ — and Christ will 
be grafted into them, and they will not bear of ^^ their own'" 
kind, but will bear of the graft grafted into ihem^ namely' 
Christ, who will cause them to walk in His laws by grafting 
them into their hearts — ^bringing life and immortality. Mark 
they do nothing of their own power — but God who according 
to this covenant will cause them to keep His laws and who 
will lead them through the two-leaved gates of law and Gospel. 
Now, it is written : " Wherefore my sentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among the Gentiles are turned 
to God : but that we write unto them, that they abstain from 
pollutions of idols, and from fornication, and from things 
strangled and from blood." Therefore, the handwriting of 
ordinances, or the laws of God were taken out of the way 
of the Gentiles and have been to this present time, 
nailed to the cross of Christ. It would be foreign to our 
purpose here to inquire into the walk of the Gentiles the 
great majority of whom will insist upon having the Mosaic law 
engraved or painted upon stone, plaster, wood or stained 
windows, immediately over their altars, surrounded also by 
images, likenesses and carvings of the spiritual and the terres- 
trial and this too in default of one of the very first of God's 
own laws, namely : " Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of anything that is. in heaven 
above or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water 
under the earth." We shall not waste time by inquiring at any 
length how far the Gentile churches abstain from fornication, 
and &om things strangled and from blood. L'et the news- 
papers, the law courts, the asylums and prisons answer such 
questions ; and it is evident that in all this great profession of 
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Christianity, no greater insult can be given a man than to tell 
him that he is not '* a Christian/' it is a fashionable term, 
and to be "no Christian "is to be outside of the pale of court, 
fashion, and civilization. However, we are not astonished at 
these things, for the immortal Spirit has repeatedly warned us 
of the great form of godliness without power which would 
exist in these latter days. He has warned us that the 
great mystery of iniquity would abound and wax worse 
and worse to the end. — ^We do not marvel so much at 
the great gigantic strides which the apostasy of Christendom 
is now taking over land and sea, for the Scriptures must be 
fulfilled, but we must acknowledge that we are indeed 
astonished that so many millions of so-called *' Christians " 
are to-day themselves looking for an anti-Christ as a sign to 
them, and who are so utterly deluded as not to be able to see 
the man of sin revealed in their very midst on his throne, the 
very centre of Christendom. — 

The laws, with which men said they were burdened, and 
could not observe (by not having the Spirit) were nailed to 
the cross, causing them to repent and submit to sacrifices for 
the salvation of the soul, though the body perished. It is 
written : " Now therefore, why tempt ye God, to put a yoke 
upon the neck of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor 
we were able to bear " — again : '* Let no man judge you in 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of an holy day, or of the new 
moon, or of the Sabbath days " for *' every moving thing that 
liveth shall be meat for you : even as the green herb have I 
given you all things." — " Behold I, Paul, say unto you that if 
ye be circumcised, Christ shall profit you nothing." Again : 
" As many as desire to make a fair show in the flesh, they 
constrain you to be circumcised, only lest they should suffer 
persecution for the cross of Christ " — ^Now, what have the 
Gentiles to do with circumcision ? — ^Were they not commanded 
to QhstSLin/rom blood ? — How could Christ be the end of the 
law for righteousness to them, if they trusted in circumcision? 
But we must quote again : " Forasmuch as we have heard that 
certain which went out from us have troubled you with words, 
subverting ' youb somU, saying: ye must be circumcised, and 
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keep the law, to whom we gave no such commandment " — in 
other words : they want to draw you into a net, making the death 
of Christ of none eflfect to you into whom ye are now grafted. 
They want you to keep the law without the Gospel. — Paul, seeing 
all this as through a glass darkly, and knowing that the fulness 
of the Gentiles was yet afar off, recommends them that, if 
any man he called in uncircumcision, let him not he circum- 
cised. He knew that it would avail them nothing till ^' after those 
days'' or until the fulness of the Gentiles, when Israel would 
return and have the fulness of the Spirit to enahle them to 
keep law and Gospel in them. — ^Israel was to he hrought in 
through jealousy " after those days," as it is written : " I will 
move them (Israel) to jealousy with those (the Gentiles) which 
Bxe not a people.'* Instead of giving them the kingdom, the 
life of the hody by making them immortal, which is more than 
meat and raiment ; that they should he left to he grafted in by 
baptism with the Gentiles, to continue in the eating of bread 
and drinking of wine, as a token of their faith in the atone- 
ment made by the death of Jesus for the salvation of their 
souls, that they might be justified by His resurrection, being 
believers of the Gospel without the law, until the six thousand 
years, of which the six days in the creation were figurative. — 
Thus Paul very rightly advised the people not to abuse the 
grace that God had bestowed upon them, that they should 
have the salvation of their souls without those things which 
were nailed to the cross, i.e. — the law. — ^In another place Paul 
asks : " What advantage then hath the Jew ? or what profit is 
there of circumcision? Much every way: chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the oracles of God." — What is 
the Oracle of God ? the evangelist John, declares that the 
Oracle of God was made flesh, and dwelt among us, and we 
are witnesses of it. So it is evident that the Oracle of 
God is the Light of Life, which is Christ, who will dwell with 
the son of man in the temple, the body, and is as the magnet, 
for whom it toucheth it quickeneth, to do the will of God. — 
Though the Hebrews had the promise of the life of their 
bodies through the keeping of the law, yet by breaking any 
part of it, they obtained not the fulfilment of that promise • 
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ftnd when the Spirit of God abode on the seed of the woman, 
they refused Him. — The Gentile who keeps not the Gospel, 
will not have a right to the full promises of God, which is 
the redemption of the body, — ^no more than the Hebrew had 
who kept not the law ; — ^butif he dwell in the Spirit, it will not 
vaunt itself, but will circumcise the foreskin of the heart, and 
not make void the Word of God ; these are the things which 
they were to observe and do : — " For it seemed good to the 
Holy Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden than 
these necessary things ; that ye abstain from meats ofiFered to 
idols, and from blood, and from things strangled^ and from 
fornication : from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do 
welL" For " we are not of them who draw back unto perdition : 
but of them that believe to the saving of the soul'] Thus, 
it is evident that Paul meant not the life of the body, but the 
salvation of the soul — "But to him that worketh not, but 
belie veth on Him that justifieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness." Until the fulness of times, that 
they should receive the Spirit to dwell in. But it may be 
asked : — in what day was the law nailed to the cross ? — It 
was nailed on the fifth day, or fifth thousand years, when 
Jesus was crucified.— It was nailed to the cross until the 
Gentiles were brought in, then it would be removed for the 
ingathering of Israel and Judah, the Covenant Ailfilled that 
the laws of God would be put into their minds and written 
on their hearts. — Then in what day is the nail to be 
removed? — In the sixth day or six thousand years. As 
it is written : " In that day, saith the Lord of hosts, shall 
the nail that is fastened in the sure place be removed, and be 
cut down, and fall; and the burden that was upon it shall be 
cut oflF: for the Lord hath spoken it ;" — in the eleventh hour 
of the sixth day. — At that time the Spirit will descend and 
take away the enmity that is in the flesh against the com- 
mands of God, which Paul testified of when he exclaimed : ''I 
see another law in my members, warring against the law of my 
mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law of sin which 
is in my members." — " For wheresoever the carcase is, there 
will the eagles be gathered together." Being the Spirit which 
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is hid with Christ in God, which the ScriptureB say 19 : "With 
fyou,,<^n,dr shall hein-you" — For ."He that hath the bride is 
'. |;he hrideigrooiQ." Which is the life of the bride, the time being 
come for God to give it to those who are found of Israel, they 
being hid from, the former Israeli who kept not the law, and is 
now hid firom the Gentile who keepeth not the Gospel in what 
way or manner it will be given ; but those who receive it need 
, no interpreter. — These truths are most clearly and beautifully 
illustrated by the parables of Jesus; — in one parable he 
saith: "Lo when even was come, the Lord of the vineyard 
saith unto his steward : call the labourers and give them their 
hire, beginning from the last unto the first. When those who 
. had been hired about the eleventh hour ,came, they received 
every man a penny." This is the Jew under the law, or the 
Gentile under the Gospel without the law;^-but those whp k^ep 
both law and Gospel, receive the two-pence which is the 
redemption of soul and body. These are the outcasts &om 
the Jew and Gentile churches. These will teceive the white 
stone — " And will give him a white stone, and in the stone a 
new name written, which no man knoweth saving he that 
reoeiveth it.'' " And it came to pass, that when he was returned, 
having received the kingdom, then he commanded these ser- 
vants to be called unto him, to whom he had given the money. 
The first came, saying: Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 
pounds. And he said unto him, well, thou good servant : be- 
cause thou hast been faithful in a very little^ have thou autho- 
rity over ten cities. — And the second came, saying : Lord, thy 
pound hath gained five pounds. And he said likewise to him : 
Be thou also over five cities." Wherefore to every true follower 
of i Christ we would exhort them in the language of Paul : 
'' Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
jxeedeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth." 
. — ^Divide those parts of Scripture which speak of the incor- 
imptible body, from those which speak of the natural immortal 
body. For now the fulness of time is come for His ambas- 
sadors to go forth as sheep among wolves, declaring this 
J^jng Boll or Everlasting Gospel for the establishment 
|l>|j,pis kingdwi; ^oir."This Gospel of the kingdom shall be 
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preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations, and 
then shall the end come." — " The law and the prophets were 
until John : since that time the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into it" Those who are of Israel will 
press into the Spirit — The law is the rock of New Jerusalem, 
and Christ laid the foundation stone, which was the chief 
comer, heing the hody of the woman's seed, Jesus. And the 
work that Christ did hy Him is the pattern to all men, that 
whosoever helieves in Him should huild upon that rook, that 
when the floods and tempests of the wicked one should arise, 
they should not he ahle to throw down the huilding. — 
" And whosoever shall fall on this stone shall he broken : 
but on whomsoever it shall fall it will grind him to 
powder." That is to say, it will grind his natural body 
to dust in the chambers of the grave. — ^The law was given for 
a type of what should be, till the time the Lord should fulfil 
it in man, according to the text : " I will put my laws into 
their mind, and write them in their hearts : and I will be to 
them a God, and they shall be my people." — When the secon^d 
law was given, then punishment was laid upon the soul jBroii 
that time, until it was done away with by the Gospel, for then 
the soul that sinned should die if it sought not unto the living 
God to be made free. The law punishes the body as well as 
the soul, but it is only in the mind of the Gentile; yet the 
Gentile with the Gospel has more to contend with than the 
Jew, for the soul that sinned under the law was not to go 
unpunished ; for, from the law to the Gospel (though the law 
to the body was given) the soul that sinned had to offer a 
sacrifice under the law, as well as the Gospel for sin ; this was 
to both Jew and Gentile, because they did not repent. — ^Those 
who come to take the sacrament of bread and wine, if they eat 
and drink it unworthily, Paul says, they eat and drink damna- 
tion to themselves, because they had not repented. How many 
in the house of Israel are there this day who now hate that 
which they once did — then, are they not fulfilling the law, yet 
not they, but the Spirit of the Lord working in them. — Jesus 
said : "I can of mine own self do nothing." But now the Spirit 
t)f Zion above is given for Zion below to dwell in, to those whb 
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look to it, eye unto eye, face to face as a man looking in a 
glass. — ^He crucifies the flesh in him ; and when the evil in 
the flesh is crucified, then is he &ee from evil and all manner 
of sin. Jesus bore to be crucified on the cross, but is it to be 
as great a punishment for man to crucify the flesh in him, for 
is not the one a figure of the oth er ?— Paul said : '* I bear in 
my body the marks of the Lord Jesus.'* A mark was also put 
upon the doorposts of the children of Israel, that when the 
destroying angel passed by, he might not destroy them, but 
did they doubt or did they believe? — The Lord's mark is 
inward and outward ; and when it is so they are as Jesus says : 
" Cleanse first that which is within the cup and platter, that the 
outside of them may be clean also." — Then when we are clean 
within and without, law and Gospel is with us. — ^Bear in mind 
that no man can bear fruit of himself, for it is written : " As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself except it abide in the vine, no 
more can ye, except ye abide in me." — If a million persons 
are grafted into the vine and all of different religions and these 
millions all grafted into one stock, still they cannot bear fruit 
of themselves. How is it then, that being grafted into Him, 
they do not bear fruit of Him ? — because they are all under the 
sentence of death, yet they are blessed in Him, as it is written : — 
"Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord, from henceforth : 
yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours." 
Their spirits rest from the labour in their bodies. — If a million 
of difierent religions for the common salvation be grafted into 
Him, yet they bear of their own kind, just as if you were to 
graft a thorn into an apple-tree, would it not still bear haws ? — 
To be grafted into Jesus is to be grafted into His death. But 
if thou art grafted into Christ, and Christ be grafted into thee, 
then thou ''abide in me, and I in thee " and thou dwellest 
then between the root and branch. — Wherefore beloved let 
thee and me seek to be grafted into Christ and Christ 
grafted into us and thus let us enter the two-leaved gates of 
law and Gospel, that the new Covenant which God hath made 
with the house of Israel and with the house of Judah may be 
fulfilled in us, and that His laws may be put into our minds 
and written in our hearts ; then will He be unto us a God, and 
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we shall be His people, — possessing all the blessings of the 
everlasting covenant ; possessing the land, i,e, the body. — If 
you have a good stock or stem of a tree, and yet thou had a 
better graft of the same kind, and that grafted grows out at 
the side ; or if thon had a wild one, and thou grafted that into 
a good olive placed in thy garden— a good olive stock ; — and if 
the tree sprout out below the graft from the root of the tree, 
(which gardeners cut away) which bears the fruit ? — Will not 
the branch bear ? for the graft cannot. Now, when Esau saw 
that Jacob had obtained the blessing, he said unto his father : 
" Hast thou but one blessing my father ? " But Jacob was 
twice blessed. There are two blessings. Eemember that they 
had but one father, one mother; but one son had got dis- 
honestly by one blessing, because he was the younger, and had 
deprived the elder. — The old man, though in his mortal life 
spoke by the Spirit of the immortal life — spoke that which is 
now made known and that which is to come. Now, the Spirit 
returning upon the father, he said (though Jacob was twice 
blessed) unto Esau: ''it shall come to pass when thou shalt hieive 
the dominion, that thou shalt break his yoke from oS thy neck." 
— Now mark this expression "Thou shalt break his yoke from 
off thy neck." — ^Was not this fulfilled when the woman's seed 
broke down the middle wall of partition — between Jew and Gen- 
tile — Jacob and Esau? — Eemember these two sons had but one 
father, one mother and they themselves but one father. — Now 
then, have not the Jews been servants to the Gentiles, from the 
day of the woman's seed until this very day ? — ^And they will 
remain so until the day that mortal puts on immortality. 
Jacob had one blessing before Jesus came, which was put 
sideways when the Jews became servants to the Gentiles. — ^But 
those who put on immortality are twice blessed-^ gathered by 
the Branch under the graft ; for those of the graft have only 
borne incorruptible bodies, for there has been death in the pot. 
But those bom of the branch or blossom of the stock, bear the 
same fruit as Jesus, and like: Jesus they will never see corrup- 
tion. Then has come the full end to the mortal incorruptible, 
then they receive the other blessing of the immortal tree. — 
The mother stands condemned in the eyes of the world, because 
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she obtained the inheritance by craft and deceit. — Is it not 
at this day^ that if a man have a freehold estate and die 
without a will, that the elder claims the whole ; but if it be 
copyhold, is it not then divided ? — Is this not so with Esau 
and Jacob ? — Jacob obtained the estate, but when was the 
accomplishment of it ? — When Jesus came begotten, not of 
man, but of the woman, (for the woman obtained for 
Jacob) Jesus took away the middle wall, and by the 
Branch gives it to the whole 144000. All shall be clothed 
and dwell in that house — -the house of the Spirit, — ^it shall 
do the work in them — the work of the law and Gospel; 
it shall fulfil in them all righteousness, for the Spirit of the 
Lord in the old man worked by craft and deceit to the eyes 
of the world. So will it be with Israel ; they will be as 
deceitful to the world, yet true. ' Does He not say, my people 
shall be as though they were deceivers — as though they 
worshipped not, yet shall they be found true worshippers of 
the living God. — When the woman had obtained the blessing 
for her son, what did his mother say in answer to his words 
when Jacob said : '^ I shall seem to him as a deceiver, and I 
shall bring a curse upon me and not a blessing." She replied : 
" upon me be thy curse, my son, only obey my voice.". When 
the curse was accomplished upon the mother, did not the 
mother of Jesus receive the death of the body ? — ^Yes, that 
curse was then fulfilled upon her. Were not the words of 
Simeon fulfilled: ''Yea, a sword shall pierce through thy 
own soul also." Again, whom did Jacob put last of the few 
when he went to meet his brother Esau ? — Do we not find that 
he put his beloved last of all — Bachel — she being a figure of 
Jerusalem above, that he might have his strength for the 
last, and Esau became subject to him. So will this world 
be subject to Israel in a short time. When the laws were 
nailed to the cross, the law was sealed among the disciples, in 
fulfilment of the words spoken by Isaiah : *' Seal the law 
among my disciples " but we ask : what is sealed to the Jew ? — 
Is the salvation of his soul sealed from him ? — ^has he not yet 
to go and make his offering before the priest and confess his 
sins, and the priest to offer sacrifices for his transgression, and 
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if he repent not, does his soul esoepe death et. does i^i body 

esempe deaths tho9gb> he has repented It-^o I — ^Xhen iheiU^w 

^eseapes neither of these deaths if he repent' tiOt ; what tiheii is 

there that is sealed from, the Jew ?— What is sealed £romi.the 

Gentile? — If he repent not does lie escape eith^. ^^the8e 

deaths? — Then the Qentile/ is twice dead, which is thadea^ 

of die body and the death of the soul if he repent not. uBni if 

he repent^ wni cSet sacrifice of bread and wine, does heioiot 

escape the ' death i)t Hxe .^oial ?— New^, . wbethec he be . Jfm or 

Gentile, let him remember this pawtge of S<;riptareii which 

saith : ^I will out off ftQm.thee the righteous and ithe 

wicked " then» that which is sealed from both Jew and Gentile is 

the immortal life of the mortal body. This was the question 

the disciples put to our Lord when He arose &om the dead : 

" Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again the Kingdom tt> 

Israel?" and our Lor^ said : " AH things are deliveted nntome 

of my Father : aiid no man knoweth the Son, b^tlhe Eathet, 

neither knoweth any man the Father save the Sen> ^d he te 

whomsoeyer the Son ^U reveal Hun." — ''But to sit on 

my right hiMud and on my left hand is not none to giTe;.ibut 

it shaU he' given to them for whom it is prepared ''» far tlpe 

vision has become a stumbling-block to both houses of Jew 

and Gentile, and untQ those that walk not in the light lOf 

the immortal life, for their bodies will perish. "Thouiart 

weaiiedin the greatness of thy way, yet sayest thou not^ there 

is no hope: thou h^st found the life of thi^e haAd; therefore 

thou wast not jprieved." — ^Xhelaw was the beloved of tho Jews. 

Jesus wap not their beloved. — He was their beloved wh^n He 

arose and said : '' Beach hither thy finger.". The la^ was nailed 

to the .erops, and the Gospel came forwaid, the beloved of the 

twelve, and tim Gentiles received beauty, the, Gbbpel, iThe 

Jews were judged by the law bands* The fidness is pome and 

the Gospel, is not k^pt.

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sand years. — Be ye separate and touch not the unclean thing. 
Where there is no vision, the people perish saith the Lord. 
The law heing hid from them, they have lamps hut no oil, the 
lamp not trimmed. — ^The Jew and Gentile hoth say they have 
oil, hut the seed of Israel will now make themselves manifest 
to the Lord. — The Gentiles say : we will have no vision, God 
has gone up and will never come again, we must go to Him, 
make ready for death — ^prepare to die is their motto. — When 
Jesus came to His own brethren, the law was their beloved ; 
but there is another beloved which was the second beloved, 
which He came to the disciples with when they handled Him, 
What was done to the first beloved ? He was nailed to the 
cross, and broke the law of bands asunder, and as they refused 
Him, they should go with it. — Then came the Gospel without 
the law, and they were given up to their own lust, to work all 
manner of uncleanness, and brought in the staff of beauty, 
the Gospel, for two thousand years ; and He was bruised for 
their iniquity. And does not the sound of this go over all 
the earth, for the salvation of the soul ? — And though the 
Spirit has operated upon them, and there are various classes 
speaking in different languages, yet it is divided till the fulness 
of the Gentiles ; then He will cast beauty asunder, and smite 
the two staves together, and make them one. — The Lord has 
sent forth His Spirit to gather Ephraim and Manasseh firom 
among the Gentiles — " and join them one to another into one 
stick, and they shall become one in thine hand," — to join 
Jerusalem above to Jerusalem below, " to gather out of His 
kingdom all things that offend, and them which do iniquity " 
— according to Jesus' parable : " Either what woman having 
ten pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, doth not light a 
candle, and sweep the house, and seek diligently till she find 
it ? " She never finds the piece till she has swept the house, 
and Jerusalem above must be with Jerusalem below, that there 
be no evil left in the earthly tabernacle ; — then will the Lord 
bind up the breach of His people, and heal the stroke of their 
wound. The Jew who remains a Jew, and the Gentile who 
remains a Gentile must die, they must both go to the grave, for 
the blood of Jesus is upon their heads — they are both mur« 
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derers of the Son of God. The Jews gave sentence and said : 
" By our law He ought to die " and the Gentiles murdered 
Him and the Jews gave their consent.— A remnant of the 
Jews only are to he saved, though their numbers he as the 
sand of the sea.T-When the Hebrews went out of Egypt, and 
passed through the Bed Sea, it stood as a wall, so that they 
passed through as if upon dry land, but when Pharaoh and his 
hosts followed, the sea overwhelmed them. This is figurative 
of the whole Christian world, who are baptized into the death 
of Jesus by the baptism of water, but not the baptism which 
is by fire. — Paul preached the Gospel without the law unto 
the wild olive branches, though he through fear of the 
Hebrews, circumcised a man before he went up to Jerusalem ; 
— and John the Baptist was beheaded because he upheld the 
law of God saying unto Herod : " It is not lawful for thee 
to have thy brother's wife." — The Jews had the law but kept' 
it not, Jesus said : " did not Moses give you the law, and yet 
none of you keepeth the law, why go ye about to kill me ? *' 
— It should always be borne in mind that Jesus did not pay 
the debt for those who kept the law, but for those who 
broke the law ; thus Satan's kingdom is divided. If Jesus 
had died a natural death, He could not have overcome death. 
— Jesus changed the law, for He overcame revenge ; revenge 
is the death of the body ; and if we take not revenge, it is the 
life of the body : Bepentance, is the life of the soul, and if we 
repent not, it is the death of the soul till the final resurrection. 
Evil cannot overcome revenge, but those who live will over- 
come it as Jesus overcame it, by having the immortal Spirit 
with Him. " For even hereunto were ye called : because Christ 
also suflfered for us, — leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow in His steps : who did no sin, neither was guile found 
in His mouth : who, when He was reviled, reviled not again ; 
— when He suflfered, He threatened not ; but committed Him- 
self to Him that judgeth righteously." The Jew and Gentile . 
churches who rejoice in the salvation of the soul, but not ' 
being made as the Bridegroom are not the Bride, but only the 
friends of the Bridegroom; but of Israel and Judah it is 
written: "He that hath the Bride, is the Bridegroom" — 
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'f But the friends of the Bridegroom which standeth and 
heareth Him, rejoiceth greatly because of the Bridegroom's 
voice/'— 

The law was given and destined for life, — the life of the 
body, — ^keep my law and thou shalt live, — ^but the Gentiles 
refuse the life of the body ; they believe and repent and obtain 
the salvation of the soul. The life of the body was offered to 
man in every dispensation, but no law was given prior to the 
Levitical law for the life of the body.— Enoch was found of 
the Lord before he was sought. As it is written : " I am 
sought of them that asked not for me : I am found of them 
that sought me not." Before the Gentiles sought Him, He 
sought them ; this was after the law had been given to the 
children of Israel. The children of Israel had their washings, 
but they were found to be washed to man, and not to God, and 
turned to their vomit again. The first law given to Adam was 
for the life of the body. The first law given in the Mosaic 
law is life, and the whole substance of those laws is lift. 
Was it not said : '' Thou shalt not eat of the vine tree in its 
separation?" — Here is but repeated what was said to Adam : 
" Thou shaJt not eat of it." The woman is called the vine 
tree, being a figure of what she should be made. Are the first 
Adam's subjects to ask the Almigfhty whether the last or first 
command is to be obeyed? — The first command was: ''And 
God said Behold, I have given you every herb bearing seed^ 
which is upon the face of all the earth, and every tree, in the 
which is the firuit of a tree yielding seed ; to you it shall be for 
meat/' The second command was given after they had come 
out of the ark: "Every moving thing that liveth shall be 
meat for you ; even as the green herb have I given you all 
things." — But when the law came, this was the command : 
" Ye shall therefore put difference between clean beasts and 
unclean, and between unclean fowls and clean." — " These are 
the beasts which ye shall eat among all the beasts that are on 
the earth. Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is cloven-footed 
and cheweth the cud among the beasts that shall ye eat. These 
shall ye eat of all that are in the waters; whatsoever hath 
fins and scales in the waters, in the seas, and in the rivers. 
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them ye shall eat. Yet these may ye eat of every flyiujg oreeping 
thing that goeth upon all four, whioh have legs above tiieir 
feety to leap withal upon the earth."-— Now if a man can alter 
his will when it is made, how much more the Almighty who 
speaks in these last days. Hear, O man I Judge for thyself, 
for thine enemy is within thine house, turning thee from the 
last command. Now the Gentiles say: We will eat every 
living thing of all flesh, even as the green herb ; but those 
who are seeking for life will eat nothing but what God has 
commanded. It is the evil that wants the first command, for 
if a man has a thousand estates, has he not the power to will 
them to any of his children he likes, if it be freehold ? — God 
called the Gentiles, and the six thousand years are as six days 
a thousand years in each. He commanded man not to touch 
the tree. He said Adam's body should die within that day, 
which was a thousand years, for there was no charge against 
the soul. — ^The second day came and with it, the law — They 
saw the light, but possessed it not for the life of the body. — 
If we possess it not, there is no charge, but if we walk 
according to the command of Gt)d which He has given us, we 
are Christ's workmen. The law of God shows Christ's work- 
man. He did the work in Jesus ; Jesus was a prisoner — they 
delivered Him unto the Gentiles. — Upon the becond day, it was 
said : The soul should die, but if it showed repentance, the 
soul and spirit should be made as the angels of God. But 
now it is the third day, — God gave the Gentiles a law, but do 
they ask for oil ? for if they have it, it would show its light, 
and that their lamp was light There is the lamp, the oil, and 
the light, these three things. In the Scriptures, the command- 
ment is a lamp, and the law is light — ^Enooh was a light to 
his generation, but they did not fulfil that light. — ^ElijeJi was 
a light for the second day and the oil is Jesus. He is the 
anointed, the holy one ; He shows the brightness and the light 
— If a man breaks the laws of his country, is he not a pri- 
soner ? — ^Then how much more is he a prisoner to the laws of 
God. But if God through the immortal Spirit keep His laws 
in us, we shall never taste of death, nor will these our bodies 
see corruptioni or to use the. words of John in the Gospel, 
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" they shall never perish.** — Then if we keep the law of Christ 
mortal shall put on immortality. — Then these are the lights of 
the three dispensations namely : Enoch, Elijali and our Lord; 
by two or three witnesses the immortal life of the body is 
established. In the third dispensation another came who was 
mightier than either Enoch or Elijah, purified from that His 
mother was made of, even Jesus, the woman's seed. When He 
came to be baptized of John, — John saw the vision descend on 
Him as He came out of the water and it abode upon Him; 
the heavens opened, and the Spirit of the living God de- 
scended on Him like a dove ; He dwelt in that Spirit three 
years, and all were subject to Him. The learned could not 
stand before Him ; when they came to take Him, He said : 
" Whom seek ye ? " They said : Jesus. He said " I am He ; " 
and they all fell as dead men before Him to the ground, the 
hour not having then come for His blood to be shed; but 
when the vision left Him, He was delivered into their hands, 
for He had told them, that one among them should betray 
Him, and He went with them, and they took Him before 
Pilate. — ^We find that Jesus broke none of their laws, and 
they cried for the law to be made known unto them, 
yet they wanted Him to be put to death for keeping the 
law; — they knew they had no law to put any man to 
death, for the sceptre had departed from them. — They cried unto 
Pilate, and what^did this judge, made by the Boman Emperor 
say ? — ^Did he not say : **I find no fault injHim" — ^then they 
said : thou art not Caesar's friend ; his wife had a dream and 
said: "have nothing to do with that just man." He was 
afraid of the people, afraid of losing his office, so he ordered 
Jesus to be scourged and delivered Him to the people to be 
crucified, but on the third day He rose again, and showed Him- 
self forty days ; what was He then ? — He was immortal like 
Enoch and Elijah ; He could not die, the Spirit was His life, 
not blood, and His breath was His wings and He rose as the 
clouds, and guided Himself where He chose among the 
people, but after this He entered into immortality, God and 
man ; when He was taken away, were not the people without 
a vision, and so perished?-^thu8 they became as the two debtors. 
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one owing fifty^ and the othei^ five ^hu^red pence, and when 
He saw they had nothing to pay. He frankly forgave them 
both. — Now there are different states fpr man, a thousand 
years' difference in the resurrection to an angel's life, and a 
thousand between those who live tot the aliens, who are the 
tenants to the redeemed. They see the vision, but walk not 
in it, yet they live a thousand years and are then made per- 
fect men — their bodies • never perishing ; but those who walk 
as Jesus walked in the vision, will be as Jesus is, both God 
and man, each receiving according to their works. There may 
be hundreds of prophets ; — ^Moses said, he would that all the 
Lord's people were prophets. What wbuld it profit a man to 
be a prophet, if he lose his own temple ? — Though I may have 
been a prophet forforty years, what is myprophecy ? — Physician, 
first heal thyself. Cast the beam out of thine own eye, before 
thou canst cast the mote out of thy brother's eye. — If a man 
be a prophet, the lion is with him.. Saul prophesied, if a man 
is a prophet, he dwells between the two lights. — ^If he dwells 
between the two lights he is not a lying prophet. There is the 
prophet. — The law is the root, the Gospel is the lamp ; the oil 
is the word that cometh down from God. Those who seek the 
common salvation only — ^have lamp% but no oil. The Gentiles 
will not have the light, which is the law, and the Jews will not 
have the lamp. The days have now dome when both will say : 
Give us of your oil, for our lamps are going ^ut. " The gtekt 
day of which the prophet Isaiah spoke has arrived^? the daty in 
which "There will be a root of Jesse, which shafl stand for an 
ensign of the people; to it shall the Gentiles deck: and His 
rest shall be glorious. And it shall come to pass itl that day, 
that the Lord shall set His ha^d again the second time' tb 
recover the remnant of His pe6jle, which shall be^ left from 
Assyria, and from Egypt, and' iroin Pkthros; and from Otsh, 
and firom Elam, and from Shinar, and froih H^mah', and ffdm 
the islands of the sea. And He shall set up an diisign fop Jibe 
nations, and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel,' -and gather 
together the dispersed of Jtid^lh from the fbur^cfi^rnerdjof tile 
earth."—- . ' . • 
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*< yfhmi Zion'fl children do tet tin 
They eye to eye will see, 
And then Hig Spirit will them fill ;

It was said unto the children of Israel : Keep my law and 

thou Shalt live, and they having their eyes opened, seeing 

they kept not the law, had to offer up sacrifices to receive the 

salvation of their souls through true repentance. But the law 

was for the life of the hody : Keep my law, and thou shalt 

have the life of thy hody. Seeing that none kept it, the Lord 

took it out of the way of both Jew and Gentile; that is the 

life of the hody, and handed to them in its stead: the salvation 

of iheir souls, for He says : " AH souls are mine, the soul that 

sinneth, it shall die."— But a man may obtain forgiveness 

through true repentance with his last breath. But the Lord 

says :— " Repentance shall be hid from mine eyes "—What ! 

is repentance to be bid from the Lord ? — When is 

this to be fulfilled ?— Even now; for it is written : " Whom 

He called them He also justified: and whom He justified.

them He also glorified/' — There needs no repentance when 
they are called of Him, nor the laying on of hands, for the 
law is the life of the hody, and where He keeps that in them, 
they need no repentance, and He will abide with them both by 
day and by night: "If ye abide in me, and my words abide 
in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be done unto 
you." — Then let man remove all boasting far from him, for it 
is that which will keep the law in him by that other Comforter, 
whom He said He would send to abide with you for ever. — 
The time is now come that he that offers up sacrifice of a 
lamb, is as if he ciit off a dog's neck ; and he that offereth an 
oblation, as if he offered up swine's blood. Though a million 
have been grafted into Ohrist, and have repented, yet are they 
not in the Spirit, but are under the sentence of the death of 
the body — they are given to the earth. Though they die the 
death of the righteous, as Ohrist died the death of the righteous 
for them, yet is He now alive in the body for evermore, having 
the keys of hell and of death. — Bemember that all those who 
only seek to abide in Ohrist — ^it is only repentance, — yet they 
cannot repent if they do not abide in Him. If such break a 
command, have they not sorrow of heart ? — and if they abide 
in Him, are they not always repenting till the day of their 
death, and their bodies turn to dust, being given to Satan. 
But rath)9r, let us with all Israel go on from strength to 
strength, and that our body go not to dust, but let us press 
onward to the prize of our high calling in God, that we may 
be called after His graft, and not of the man of sin. If the 
Spirit abide in us, as it is written, "I in you," it is the 
Spirit who does the work in us, wherefore there is no honour 
due to man. A man is commended for abiding in Him though 
they bear of their own kind ; if they abide in Him, they are 
ready for death, because they only know that graft — ^If they 
know no other, they sin ignorantly and are not chargeable. 
— When we do the sin of ignorance He bears it, and if it be a 
sin they know o^ by repenting, though it should be at the hour 
of their death, through repentance they are prepared for death. 
A man may graft — and the grafb put in may bear two kinds of 
fruit, good and bad, and a cracked vessel will not hold wine. 
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/but if Christ be gr^lted into »«, . though y^e may all be 
tracked v^eaels jiow> yeit^ will He make us capable of holding 
winet . • . 

Jeaus^ though bom of the Jew who was a married wife 
according to the covenant of the law, was called a bastard — 
they would not receive Him. The Grentiles being a married 
wife according to the covenant of the Gospel ; both of these 
are for the salvation of the soul. — Sut Israel, who has the 
covenant of the life of the body, is acknowledged as a bastard, 
neither Church receiving him, they being outcasts of both. 
'^And Qe shall set up an ensign for the nations, and shall 
assemble the outcasts of Israel, and gather together the dis- 
persed of Judah from the four comers of the earth.'* — But 
through the keeping of both the law and the Gospel, Israel 
will inherit the first covenant made with man, — the life of the 
body, — ^which covenant was made with them before their 
spirits ministered to their mortal body. — ^Thereare three cove- 
nants; the first two were showed by the first fruits of Adam's 
two sons,, the one who brought the animals was accepted, but 
he who brought the fruits of the earth was not, until the ful- 
ness of the JewSy when they were made blind ; and now the 
world is made blind that ye may see ; but if ye see in part, 
it is only the salvation of the soul, through offering up 
bread and wine, but 4y000 years had to roll away before this 
took placCi then Jesus came, who had been carried in the seed 
of Adam's two sons 4,000 years, and now bread and wine has 
been offered for nearly 2,000 years. — ISow some sign to the 
Lord, others to the God of Jacob ; but thus saith the Lord : 
Three year^ from thi^ date ye shall sign to the Lord, and 
subscribe yourselves by the name of Israel, and shall receive 
the partial redemption. — Jesus gave the mortal life by the 
Spirit leaving the fruit of the soul,.whiohis the'^blood, that He 
might make the two covenants ; one covenant which He made 
with the two first sons of Adam, He broke these two staffs and 
made them one — a new covenant — this mortal «haU put on 
immortality,, they shall never perish. But of wliat avail is the 
new covenant to us, unless we have faiUi that Christ will keep 
it in ua; — Itia writt^p in Hevelation ithat he that is neither 
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hot nor cold has nopaiir^thbtee^^o''atttol^?si*lt 
but an incorruptible lifer flio^'e Wlio ^re-'Ho** ^il iWy^lid 
loith of the immortal' Mb' through ^bHst; giW'tt^hisiBlV^y ri<i 
rest day nor night, until He keei)i^'lhe'law' iri them.-^This 
new covenant is the fulniess of the Spirit, it being withbut 
measure, which 'will rest oii man, he dwelling in it, land iti?ill 
be the girdle of his loinB, by the law and the testimioily being 
written in the inward man, which is as the glory of thfe sun ; for 
it is die branch of Christ that did the wotk in 7esus, that will do 
the work in the house of Israel ;' for it is written : ** ThOu ^t 
ordain peace for us." — ^Treasure this in yotlr^heaks hbiise of 
Isradl, that this is thi^ covenant made with our forcffathers, we 
being their issue, which has been handed down to us, that our 
bodies see not corruption. Jesus in His inortal life, bbre the 
burden of all transgression for the salvation of the sbul, and 
ye have been under the sentence of the death of the body, 
and have come from under that, and have entered into a 
covenant with Him for the life of the body. — Christ and 
Jerusalem abode with Jesus, though for a season they 'with- 
drew from Him, yet they returned to Hitn before He ascended 
and He said: **It is expedient for ybu that I go away: for 
if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you : but 
if I depart I will send Him unto ybti.'*-^The covenant brings 
ud in with this, and though man put not on immortality, and 
though' he has been subject to the fall; yfet he is made higher 
iti' the resurrection through the shedding' of the blood of 
Jesus. — ^But now the Spirit bf Christ 'i^ seeking Isi^ael tb 
dwell in the Spirit of God^ that is the covenant, and thfe' 
Lord says, He will cleanse that blbod thatHeh^snot cleaiised'. 
-^And flie blbod will be made flesh, and the flesh and the 
bnne Will live by the Spirit through the life of the Spirit of 
Christ and Jerusalem above. Behold ! they slieill eat of that 
immortal bread, and shall live by that cbvenaiit of peace, for 
the Lord says : He will not always bfe rej&roving man. Then 
if a man who has sumamed' himself of Israel bears not good 
fruit, is he not bearing the evil fruits of Satan, is- that im-' 
mortal Spirit planted into him, if he contiiiues in evil, and * 
<5onthiually coming to repentance ? — ^Hear, O house of Israel, 
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thou art not called to a covenant of repentance, but a covenant 
of life to the body. — ^But there is a work to be done, and if 
ye look unto Christ He will do it by and in you. — But the lust 
of evil in a man's house, which is his body, overcomes his 
spirit, and under this he has sorrow for what he has done. — 
If ye are overcome of the lust of the flesh, it is the destruc- 
tion of the body. — The charge was upon the body in the first 
dispensation, and in the second upon the soul, and in the third 
it is upon soul and body; and in the third dispensation the 
blood of Jesus was given for the transgression of the soul ; but 
now the time is come that the immortal Spirit, Christ and Jeru- 
salem above shall be your teacher and your prophet. — Christ and 
Jerusalem above shall dwell in your temples, and will fulfil 
the words of Paul : " Know ye not that ye are the temple of 
•God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you ? " — Are ye 
all prepared to eat the word ? — because that blood was 
made flesh — spiritual flesh ; but it was put ofi" till the ap- 
pointed time, and has been shown forth since by the sacrament* 
— ^A new covenant will I make with the house of Israel ; I 
will put my Spirit within them ; — so when man dwells in the 
Spirit, then, and then only, he will be in safety. But to him 
that is not, alas ! the door is shut and cannot be opened, for 
they have not the key ; and that vessel that is not washed 
shall corrupt, because it will not hold that living water. — To 
the Gentiles that door of which we speak is closed, and can 
never be opened to them, nor can they ever find the key of 
immortality, neither can their vessel be wholly washed from 
corruption — being mixed — they are clean every whit touch-^ 
ing the salvation of the soul, but their feet can never be 
washed for the life of the body — they are clean but not 
'*alir — Like Mephibosheth, they may be seated at the 
King's table continually in the chair prepared for them for 
Jonathan's sake, — they are admitted into the household by 
adoption; they may be raised into Abraham's bosom — 
great blessings, no doubt — but they can never be the true heirs 
of the kingdom. This blessing belongs only to Israel and 
Judah who only can be admitted into the new covenant and 
in whose hearts the laws of God are engraved. These have 
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feet to stand upon and have a firm foothold upon the land, 
whilst the others have no feet — being lame on both their 
feet — they must keep their imperfect stumps under the table. — 
There are thousands of planets revolving round the sun, 
and there are the boundaries of the earth, and so there are for 
man, and it is certain that the TiOrd Himself placed the evil on 
this earth, and Satan by man sows it. It is further evident 
that God has hitherto spoken to man by parables, or man 
would know and understand the deep mysteries of the kingdom 
and all the inhabitants of the earth would see eye to eye and 
hear with one ear and worship in one manner and one place ; 
but this was not the Divine decree and He has shown this 
great truth to man in placing the planets around us. These 
aU vary in distance, size, magnitude and glory and splendour, 
even as Jesus also' said : '' In My Father's house are many 
mansions, if it were not so I would have told you — I go to 
prepare a place for you " — for thee Israel ! — for thee O 
Judah! — and for you ye Gentiles, and for all souls who have 
lived on this planet, since the foundation of the world. — Paul- 
says : I knew a man in Christ, but he never saw Jesus in the 
flesh. How then did he know Him ? — It was in spirit, as we 
also know Him now. He was caught up to the third heavens^ 
and heard things which it is not lawful for man to utter. — 
That which Paul heard has also been heard and made known* 
to many in Israel and Judah, and the outcasts of Israel will 
all know at the appointed time, i,e. the ingathering, but to 
the world — to the Gentiles and the Jews it must ever remain 
a profound mystery. Before the children of Israel entered the 
city wherein the harlot dwelt, Joshua sent forth spies, and they 
brought back with them tidings that the men of the city were 
giants, and men of stature, and caused their brethren to tremble 
and their hearts to melt ; then two others were sent out, and 
were received at the harlot's house, who caused them to swear 
unto her, that they would protect her and her father's house, 
and they answered her, " Our life for yours, if we utter not 
this our business." — ^And at the time of the shutting of the 
gates she let them out. — Now mark, the king of Jericho is a 
figure of Satan who entered the harlot's house, who would 
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not t^avt* wUhthe spies^ for the woman said of S«taft in the 
boginiuBg^ that itiras he' who had done the misohie^ laad 
death* lay before . them.* — When J^oshua was destroyiiog-tthe 
town, he said:: Go into the harlot's house, and. fbnng 
thenoo ike woman^ and all that she hath, as ye stware unto ber^ 
-*'^ must every man eome.out of ithe- harlot -s -house^ before 
be dan enitor into Ohrist, that is, the housoi when we are brought 
out into the field, as Jesus was, and beoome the seed of the 
kod-'Mihe purified seed, &om being Satan's house, to bd the 
hoiise of the liying God.*r-The immortal Spirit shall bring you 
out of Im house. Though you be called a Gentile •tOf'day, if 
Aon seek knowledge, truth and lights as for<arpr«oioiiAj gem 
and proTOi thyself by thy fruits to be of thettiruie] seed of 
Israel, diou * shalt put on immortality; for rem^yiber 
that Gt>d made man an image : of His ewni efternilty.

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rod is now a symbol — The law is the light, the Gospel is the 
lamp, but it requires oil; the Spirit is the oil that nms 
through the seven golden pipes; and when the Bridegroom 
oometh, those who have oil in their lamps are received, while 
the others wanted to .borrow of them, but they say : Go ye 
rather to them that sell oil. " Where there is no vision, the 
people perish.** — The Gentiles have no vision and perish, they 
have all gone to dust. The seven golden pipes are now run- 
ning their oil, and those who receive this oil, the virtue of life 
shall be within them, and they shall be made whole. No man 
shall want a limb^ if any part of the body be wanting, the 
virtue of that oil shall make him whole. This oil is now being 
handed to the nations of the earth, but seven in particular are 
chosen ; seven virgins are chosen, and who are these ? — Cer- 
tainly not cracked vessels who let the oil run out, whose light 
also go out in the darkness of the grave ; — but the empty 
waterpots of Israel and Judah whose vessels will be filled with 
the wine of the Kingdom at the marriage feast of the Bride and 
Bridegroom. Hear, house of Israel and understand my 
speech, my words are swallowed up now, but remember that in 
this covenant all former deeds are buried and man and woman 
is brought back into the garden — the flaming sword is removed, 
and yo will be in the same condition as Adam and Eve were at 
first — ^this is the beginning of the new creation. Twice has 
man broken His covenant, which He has made in each dispen- 
sation and now behold the third and last, it shall stand in 
this generation. — Now the day is come, being the 6,000 years, 
that Jerusalem above is returned to be a Spirit of judgment 
to them that sit in judgment, and for strength to them that 
turn the battle to the gate, that they may enter through the 
gates into the city, which is the body of man when redeemed. 
*' Two parts out of three will be cut off" — the third being a 
144,000 who will put on immortality. — Those of Israel who 
will be unable to pass through the two swords, being unable 
to go farther than the " Star," — ^will run into the clefts and 
holes of the rocks, and after that live a 1,000 years in the 
mortal life, and then be made in the image of Enoch and 
Elijah ; for it is the offspring of these that Satan will attract 
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after being loosed ; for the Scriptures distinctly assert that the 
sinner that dies an hundred years old shall be accursed, being 
an hundred years old when Satan comes at the end of the 
Millennium to deceive them. Many who are believers in the 
vision but not doers of the work, shall be saved in the holes 
of the rocks, and become aliens to the redeemed; — the 
redeemed shall live on the bread of angels. " The nations of 
them which are saved shall walk in the light of it : and the 
kings of the earth do bring their glory and honour into it." 
— ^Let this be always engraved on your hearts: that Jesus 
came first as a ransom for the dead, — and then /or the living^ 
— Joshua told the people to bring forth, and to keep the law 
of the Lord, and he setup twelve stones by the side of Jordan; 
and in another place he set up also a great stone for a witness^ 
and said : This stone hath heard all the words of the Lord, which 
He spake unto us. — The stones being figurative of the twelve 
tribes, who should put on immortality, but were not yet bom, 
having done neither good nor evil. 

The covenant which God in His tender mercy and great 
longsuffering will make with Israel and Judah is substantially 
the same coTenant which the Eternal Father made with Hi& 
Son by preparing a body for Him — in which He could say : — ^Lo,. 
I come, in the volume of the book it is written of me, to do Thy 
will ! God, — ^by placing His laws into the minds of Israel 
and Judah and writing them in their hearts ; — as it is written r 
" I have made a covenant with my chosen, I have sworn unto 
David my servant, thy seed will I establish for ever, and build 
up thy throne to all generations " ; — after those days, Israel and 
Judah will ask the way to Zion with their faces thitherward ; 
they will join themselves to the Lord in a perpetual covenant 
and the shepherds who have led them astray, driving them 
from mountain to hill, will deceive them no more ; for their 
trust will be in God and in Him only. The secret of the Lord 
will be with them and He will engrave His everlasting covenant 
in their hearts. They will no more seek man's advice but 
point to the law and to the testimony as their only light. The 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus will free them from the 
law of sin and death, walking in the light of law and Gt)spel —

— Thus will the woid 
of the Lord spoken to Ezekiel be fulfilled : " Now when I 
passed by thee and looked upon thee^ behold thy time 
was the time of love ; and I spread My skirt over thee, and 
covered thy nakedness : yea, I sware unto thee, and entered 
into a covenant with thee saith the Lord God» and thou 
becamest Mine. I throughly washed away thy blood from 
thee, and I anointed thee with oil. I clothed thee and 
decked thee with ornaments, I put bracelets upon thy 
hands and a chain on thy neck, a jewel on thy 
forefinger, earrings in thy ears and a beautiful crown 
upon thy head, and thou didst prosper in a kingdom. Thy 
renown went forth among the heathen for thy beauty, for it was 
perfect through My comeliness, which I had upon thee saith 
the Lord God." — " Wherefore behold, ye despisers and wonder 
and perish : for I work a work in your days, a work which ye 
shall in no wise believe, though a man declare it unto you."— 
*' Had ye believed Moses, ye would have believed Me : for he 
wrote of Me. But if ye believe not his writings, how shall ye 
believe My words.' — The two-leaved gates are now thrown 
open to Israel because we have reached the time of the end, 
the time of the fulness of the Gentiles or *' after those days " 
and now : '' Blessed are they that ' do * His commandments, 
that they may have a right to the tree of life, and may enter in 
through the gates into the city." — ^I will loose the loins of 
kings, to open before him the two-leaved gates; and the 
gates shall not be shut ; '' I will go before thee, and 
make the crooked places straight : I will break in pieces the 
gates of brass, and cut in sunder the bars] of iron. I will give 
thee the treasures of darkness, and hidden riches of secret 
places, for Jacob My servant's sake, and Israel Mine elect, I 
have even called ihee by thy name : I have sumamed thee, 
though thou hast not known Me." — The woman, Jerusalem 
above, now brings to the woman Jerusalem below all their 
living shadowed forth in Jerusalem by the poor widow casting 
the two mites into the treasury, which is Zion above — these 
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are the two mites of law and Gospel, and to separate or divide 
them is death — but together they are life. Jerusalem above 
shall now descend upon Jersualem below and take away 
the tares from her, by taking away the evil, they shall 
be set on fire and burned, and thus shall she make 
her a vessel to purify the male; the tares being removed 
from the wheat, the man shall become sown afresh in good 
ground, and the fruit of his body shall be an hundredfold ; 
for the spiritual court will not interfere when men are only 
suffering for that which they have done. Jerusalem above 
appears for that which they have not done, to rescue them 
from the murderer, for if they suffer only for that which they 
have done, there is no reward for them, but the fruit of the 
soul ; but if they suffer for that which they have not done, then 
comes the deliverance to Jacob ; Zion above meets with Zion 
below and turns perverseness from Jacob, which is removing 
the tares from the wheat. — It is Jerusalem above which is the 
helpmate and she is waiting to assist those who suffer to-day 
for that which they have not done. — Jerusalem above 
is now visiting the woman below to make her a vessel, 
that her body may be refined as gold is seven times 
refined in an earthen vessel. — It is the woman below which 
genders unto bondage: Hagar, and this Hagar is every 
female who crieth out day and night to that wicked Judge, 
who neither regardeth God nor man. She crieth out to save 
her husband. Jerusalem above appeareth with the woman 
below, Hagar, for her husband. The woman crieth to the 
wicked Judge: Pontius Pilate, who gave consent to the 
murder of her husband. She comes again the second time, 
crying to the unjust judge : i,e. man — to give consent to her 
being revenged on her enemy-*— the evil in man, which caused 
her husband to be put to death. These are the two women 
grinding at one mill ; the evil of the woman being reckoned 
as Jezebel — the mother of harlots, being separated from the 
woman below, which becomes as the free woman, then shd 
becomes a vessel to purify all her sisters below, and make 
them vessels to purify their brothers ; this is the way 
and manner wherein the tares shall be separated from 
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the wheat ; for coiruption cannot inherit incorruption : for 
a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit, which fruit is the 
tree in casting its leaves, and has no part in immortality. — 
Those who seek light and life will groan being burdened until 
the tares are removed from the wheat: these are the sheep 
who hear the voice of the Lord, for they know not the voice 
of a stranger, neither will they follow him : and Jesus says, I 
give unto them eternal life. — -Their spirit, soul and body are 
all preserved till their mortal lives are swallowed up in immor- 
tality ; the natural bodies of the man and woman being born 
of the four winds of heaven, which are the four Spirits of 
the heavens: two mortal and two immortal, being brought 
into the image of the Lord Jesus Christ; the four winds 
being the immortal lives to the man and woman : for 
Zion below being united to Zion above in matrimony, 
becomes the express image of God. There is Zion above, 
which is Jesus Christ and His bride. — Abraham took two 
wives : one bond, the other free, from whom came two sets of 
people. — ^But the bondwoman's child was Abraham's seed, 
but not the heir, because it was not Abraham's lawful wife, — 
the one is a Jew, the other a Gentile ; — the seed of Abraham 
seeks to possess the land, which was given| to the Jews as 
a possession ; but the children of Abraham seek that which 
that land was a figure of — namely : the body. — The com- 
mandment is a lamp and the law is light, and those who kept 
the commandment, their vessels were not broken — they saw 
no corruption : in proof of which, Enoch, the seventh from 
Adam, walked with God, and he was not, for God took him; he 
did not sin as Adam. — ^Wherefore his vessel showed no crack, 
he walked in the light, and did not see death, but the rest in that 
dispensation, having transgressed as Adam did, shewed that 
their vessels were not sound — they lost the oil, and their 
bodies saw corruption. — In the second dispensation, the law 
came, and was a light within the lamp. — ^Elijah walked in 
that light He kept the commandment, and proved his vessel 
whole. He loJBt no oil, for God took him, and he saw n6 
death. The rest died, having kept it not. — They all had 
cracked vessels, so they were all destroyed, — their bodies 
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perished.— *Iii tbe third* dispensatjiolL Jesus oame— the true 
light. His candle was a light withiu Him, which was His 
Spirit — The spirit of man is the oaudle of the Lord, and He 
kept the Gommandment, and walked within the light, which 
was the law, and although Christ and Jerusalem withdrew 
from Him for a season, yet His vessel was not oracked,r— He 
did not see corruption, for they saw His body ascend up into 
heaven. But all the rest died, and were to die, their 
vessels not being able to hold, — they were broken up, and they 
have or will see corruption, until the timeG-od, by the. Spirit 
of truth, gathers the remnant of the seed of Israel, and brings 
them to remember the first works, which is the commandment 
or lamp. The law or light is within the laanp, and these will 
also receive the oil, the testimony of Jesus, the Spirit of 
prophecy. And though their vessels were cracked, the Lord 
is going to heal them, and make them whole, He being the 
potter and they the clay. And when the cracked vessel is made 
whole, as it is written in the book of Isaiah: '' The light of the 
sun shall be sevenfold in the day that the Lord bindeth 
up the breach of His people, and healeth the. stroke of their 
wound." They will then hold the oil which issues forth from 
the seven golden pipes. And their lights are always burning, 
and through their blood being cleansedi their bodies are made 
whole, and their oil will never waste. But the .rest have oracked 
vessels, so that they lose the oil ; and when the bridegroom 
cometh, their lamps are gone out, and their body dieth, 
and see corruption. — Jesus says. All these things shall 
come upon this generation, and they having the. light 
of the two former generations to go by, and refusing 
the oil which is now seat to feed their lamps, and which is 
without money and without price, they will be found worse than 
Sodom, — ^But though a man do not keep all the law now, it 
is no proof that he is not a child of Abraham : a child is not 
formed in the womb all at once^ but they go on from strength 
to stx^xgth. Now the time is come that the Lord has set His 
hand a second, time .for the restoration of Israel — and He 
will pQur put )His Spirit upon the seed of man, as He did upon 
the seed of the woman»-:-When it abode on the woman's seed. 
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it was the fall of the builders of the Hebrews, and scattered 
them^ and when the Oentiles saw this, and their opinions not 
agreeing, they began to seek unto the light, and became 
builders of the common salvation — the remission of their sins. 
And in their fulness they will be foiled in their judgment as 
the Hebrews also were, for their wisdom refused the humble 
word to reign over them, and the house of Israel shall see 
their opinions agree not with the Scriptures. The Hebrews 
were a house full of superstition, and would not have that 
to reign over them which would have brought them to 
the end of the law. — The Spirit shall bring back the 
inheritance to the ten tribes of the house of Israel. 
Those who only seek for the salvation of the soul lest the 
second death should reign over them, only seek for the key of 
the six churches, the life of which is the kingdom of heaven, 
to receive incorruptible bodies as the angels, at the first 
resurrection. — But those who seek for the salvation of both 
soul and body, seek for the key of the seventh church, the 
life of which is the kingdom of God, to have immortal bodies, 
in the image of God's own eternity. — Jesus said unto Martha : 
*' Said I not unto thee, that if thou wouldest believe thou 
shouldest see the glory of God ? — Thy brother shall rise 
again. — ^Martha saith: I know that he shall rise in the 
resurrection at the last day." The immortal Spirit that over- 
shadowed the woman's seed is the resurrection, and shall 
change the corruptible bodies of those who have died the 
death of the righteous in the three dispensations — to the like- 
ness of the glorious bodies of the angels, which is the glory 
of heaven. Again, Jesus said : " He that believeth on Me 
the works that I do shall he do also, and greater works than 
these shall he do " their bodies shall never die, the law and the 
gospel shall be joined together in them ; the gospel shall be a 
light to the law, and the law shall bind the light upon their 
bodies, which shall never set nor withdraw its shining. — God 
sent the prophets with the law, and it was preached to them, 
that their souls might be preserved by offering sacrifices in 
obedience thereto, until John the Baptist preached that they 
should all repent, for His kingdom was prepared for them, if 
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they would receive it, aod that they should he hapti^ed^ that 
they might reoeive the baptism of fire, through the Spirit, not 
of blood, nor of the will of man, but of Him who should give 
th^m His kingdom, which is the eternal life of their bodies, 
having neither beginning nor ending. — ^The Lord commanded 
that no man should go in the way of the Gentiles^ until Israel 
had been proved, that the kingdom might first be preached 
uftto them, that their bread should not be given to dogs, and 
if they still refused and took the life of the woman's se^d, the 
law with its ordinances should be nailed to the cross ; and then 
it should be a light to lighten the Gentiles. Ask either Jew 
or Gentile if the common salvation was preached firom the 
day of John the Baptist to the sufferings of Jesus on the 
oross, — and they must acknowledge that it was not, — ^but the 
kingdom of God was preached until they refused to accept it, 
so as to admit of the parenthesis, — or time of the Gentiles, till 
their fulness i — and now the common salvation has been 
preached tin til the ingathering of Israel. — ^The law having 
been severed from the gospel for the sake of the Gentiles, is 
now re-united unto light and life for the sake of Israel, and the 
words of our text will now be fulfilled — ^but it could not have 
been done before. — ^The testimony is as the brick to build with, 
which is the gospel, and when their building is finished, the 
fulness of the Gentiles will be fulfilled. — Then the Lord of 
the land will say : " Who has built here " ? — ^Where is your 
right ?— Have ye any law to shew for all this ?— Where are 
your writings, your oracles ? They will say: " We have the gos- 
pel** — Then they will be like unto those who say : " We have 
prophesied, eaten and drunken in thy kingdom/' The Lord 
will say : *' But where is thy wedding garment ? " Then they 
will answer : " We have none but the gospel," Then the Lord 
will answer " Thou art not the heir ; this is not thy possession, 
ihou hast built on another man's ground." Then the Lord 
shall bring forth His people holding His covenant with the law 
written in their hearts, and they shall shew their writings 
before the Lord, by the works He has caused them to do, and 
the Loird ^all say : " Well done, good and faithful servant, 
thou ar^^ the. heir of mine inheritance, thou shalt drive them 
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out of their possessions, being wild olives and they shall 
trouble thee no more." '^ Hearken O my people, that have in 
your hearts to do the things that are right ; and give ear, O 
my nation ! for a law shall proceed from me which shall rest 
upon you for a light unto my people ; so that it shall be said 
in other nations: ''Where is there a people like unto this 
people called Israel I will lay weight to the plummet, and 
I will breathe upon my people, and water them with the 
dew of heaven and give thee sure bread and sure 
water for them, and my new covenant which I have made 
with them, I will have always before mine eyes and will 
command the hosts of heaven to draw forth their swords ; I 
will give a command, and they shall serve my sons 
and daughters. — ^I will give them a new law within their heart, 
and My Spirit shall rest upon Israel both by day and by night, 
and they shall say : " It is My Spirit that rests upon them, 
that will fdlfil the law and the Gospel " so that the natural 
man will cease boasting, and the spiritual man perform My 
work." — ^Man of himself cannot keep the laws of God — neither 
did Jesus of Himself keep the law, though He was free from 
sin, for He said : " Verily, verily, I say unto you, the Son can 
do nothing of Himself, but what He seeth the Father do " — 
and again : *' I can of mine own self do nothing." — ^Man by 
nature and unaided by the Spirit cannot keep God's holy law 
being unbelieving and doubtful, for unbelief is the destruction 
of their spirit ; but if they have the immortal Spirit it ke^ 
them in the patience of the Scriptures, and brings them to be 
of Him, if not his blood is required at his hands, the body 
perishes. God requires the blood of corruptible flesh, and it 
goes to the grave — the old earth, having no confidence^^nb 
faith. Unbelief nailed and bound Jesus to the cross ; they 
took the life of the body from Him and despise the life of the 
body for themselves. — ^Ye^, they desired a thief and a mur- 
derer — Barrabas to be delivered to them, rather than the Son 
of God. — house of Israel be not deceived — no offering is 
acceptable to Gt)d without a broken and a contrite heart,-*- 
and by a broken heart we mean : a heart entirely broken and 
severed from Sstaii and all works of darkness^ no matter what 
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light, shape or. form they may assume. — A heart partly in the 
world and partly with God is a lukewarmness which He will 
spue out of His mouth. How can a man give his heart 
entirely to God unless he be entirely broken oflF from all evil ? 
— No — he must overcome all evil and enter into covenant with 
God and be enlisted into His ranks — then may he expect to 
be sealed from on high. — Is not the morning star the first 
light? — then seek it and you shall find it; — seek the new 
covenant, which is the keeping of the law and Gospel and 
thou shalt find immortality. — The law and the Gospel " com- 
bined," are the only keys that can open the two-leaved 
gates of the kingdom of immortality ; but the Gentiles 
will climb up some other way, they will climb over the 
wall of repentance for the soul, and if they have not re- 
pented they are kept back till the final day of judgment and 
are as a thief and a robber to their own body. There are two 
stafiia : Beauty and Bands — the one is the Gospel— the other, 
the law :— Gentile and Jew. — ^Beauty is the Gospel and when 
it came, Bands was cast aside and lost their sceptre to rule ; 
but when the two sticks are re-united^ or made one, they are 
LiFB. — The Jew holds to his own, which is the sacrifice of the 
animal — and the Gentile holds to his which is the sacrifice of 
bread and wine. But thus saith the Lord : I will gather 
Israel out from them both. — Israel must return as the 
prodigal, — when the prodigal returned he was willing to be 
made as one of the hired servants ; and when the shoes were 
put upon his feet, he could go through the gates. — Then both 
Beauty and Bands will not be able to look upon him, nor see 
him, for he will be transparent. Then if there be one alone 
by himself and he be in that Spirit — there is three and it dwells 
in him, and works in him, and declares the wonders of God. 

In conclusion, give ear O Israel, hear ye my Beloved : — 
Where the law is kept there is no fear. Perfect love 
is without fear. But if I love God, and keep not the 
law, it is a jealous fear, and Satan lays every lawbreaker 
down, and if man is taken up, it is the law of Christ that 
must take him up. One cannot deliver another, — the 
word shall deliver them, and if I believe in Christ I 
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must prove it. When thou takest the covenant of Israel — the 
nail is removed, and the covenant will bring thee to be a free 
man of the city.-^ 

The Gentiles would remind us that if we sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous — and 
He is the propitiation for our sins. We do most heartily 
rejoice in the knowledge of this glorious truth. We know 
that He is the great centre, the key stone of the whole fabric 
— the foundation stone of all truth — the great comer stone of 
the incorruptible and immortal edifice and unless we build 
upon Him all our labour is valueless — yet we would also 
remind our Gentile friends that we have left first principles 
of dead works and we are going on to perfection and to Light 
and Life — and when the new Covenant is fully established in 
us and the laws of God written in our hearts — we shall not 
need to come daily for forgiveness, but through the great 
power of the Comforter and not in our own strength we shall 
live in hope, that all the root^branch and seed of all evil 
will be entirely removed from our bodies — our blox)d cleansed 
— then we trust that the God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob 
shall be our God and we, the children of Israel His people.

SERMON II. PART VI. 

" Thus saith the Lord ; a Toiee was hetid in Ramali, lattraatatiaii and bittat! 
weeping ; Baohel weeping, for her children refused to be comforted for her 
ehildren, because they were not/'—JEBM. zzzi. 15. 

** Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselyes, and for 
your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the which they shall say, 
Blessed are Hie barren, and the wombs that nexer bare, and the paps' whioh nerer 
gaye suck." — ^Lukb xxiii. 28» 29» 

Since the day that the Lord God Almighty ^'put enmity 
between the serpent and the woman, and between the seed of 
Satan and her seed, — ^aiid said unto the woman : I will greatly 
multiply thy sorrow and thy conception ; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children,*' — ^up to this present time ; a voice has 
been heard on this planet, a cry of lamentation, and bitter 
weeping. Eve weeping for her children, and refusing to be 
comforted for her children, because they are not. — Death, the 
wages of sin, has fallen upon '* all " her children, save one 
in each dispensation, as a testimony and a witness of 
the redemption of the body, to come. — The whole creation 
has groaned and travailed in pain together till now. — ^The 
weeping and lamentations of the daughters of Eve will con- 
tinue unto the end ; — ^until the judgments of God descend upon 
this planet, and they begin to say to the mountains, fall on 
us, and to the hills, cover us. — ^"The day of the Lord, 
or day of vengeance wiU come upon them as a thief 
in the night ; in the which the heavens shall pass awaiy 
with a great noise, — and the elements shall melt with 
fervent heat, the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up." — ^In the midst of the lamen- 
tations and bitter weeping, — in the midst of this Chaotic 
tumi^lt, and above the sounds of moans, groans and deep bass 
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— ^voices will be heard to exclaim : " Blessed iare the barreD, 
and the wombs that never bare, and the paps which never 
gave suck." — In the text before us, we behold the beginning 
of the creation, and the end of the world in a span on the 
one hand, carrying upon its surface for six thousand years : 
— ^lamentations,and bitter weeping. Mothers weeping for their 
children and reusing to be comforted, because they are not. — 
The word of God has been carried out, — every jot and tittle 
shaJl be fulfilled which was spoken in the beginning to the 
woman : — " I will greatly multiply thy sorrow and conception, 
in sorrow thou shalt bring forth children." — Surely, woman ! 
for six thousand years, thou hast borne thy children in sorrow, 
and in sorrow thou hast given them suck; in lamentation and 
bitter weeping thou hast followed thine offspring to the tomb, 
and buried them in the dark chambers of the grave. For six 
thousand years, woman ! thou hast borne evil and given 
suck to evil. — Behold then, woman the evil side of the 
picture with its dark and hopeless background which is sug- 
gested by our text. But woman, there is also a bright side, 
a good side, — ^for woman ! thou art the tree, of knowledge of 
good and evil. Woman has brought forth evil seed, and 
woman has brought forth good seed. — ^We will now glance at 
the good side of the picture, also suggested by oar text. 
Here we see Rachel, the wife of Jacob, — we see Joseph 
her son — we see Israel — ^the children of Israel. The 
mother of Israel, weeping for her children, — ^refusing to 
be comforted because they were not ; — ^but on this side of the 
picture we do not hear the unearthly yells and groans of an evil 
world — nor the day of Judgment. But we see the coming of 
the Lord in all His beauty, majesty and glory to receive His 
bride ; to receive the very children for whom Eachel is seen 
weeping. Yes, we, who are alive and remain shall be caught 
up to meet the Lord in the air. Two women are seen grind- 
ing at the mill, one is taken — the other left. — The same Lord 
who spake the words of our text — immediately added (though 
six thousand years had elapsed) in the sixteenth verse : ** Thus 
saith the Lord ; Eefrain thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes 
from tears : for thy work shall be rewarded saith the Lord ; and 
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they shall come agsdn from the land of the enemy. And 
theie is hope in the end, saith the Lord, that thy chUdxen 
shall come again to their own border." — ^Then Sachel, O 
mother of Israel, refrain torn weeping and thine eyes from 
tears ; — ^for thou art the tree of Elnowledge of good as well 
as eviL Thou didst bring eril at the first, but in the end 
thou wilt bring good. Yesi, thou hast turned the bitter into 
sweet — ^the evil into good,— and in the end it will be said of 
thee, O woman ! '^ Blessed are the barren and the womb that 
never bore the evil (but the good) and the paps which never 
gave suck to evil (but from whose paps the children of Israel 
have been fed, nourished and brought to the tree of Ufe.) — 
Blessed art thou, Jerusalem above,-^Mother of the &ee who 
hathresoued Jerusalem below; bearing theminSpirit,-r-feeding 
them from thy breasts with the pure milkof the word.---<Blessed 
art thou, mother of the free who hast borne the good. 
Blessed are the breasts that have given suck to the good.— 
Woman ! to the one, thou hast proved the savour of death, 
and of death unto death — ^and to the other, the savour of life^ 
and of Ufe unto. life. Daughters of Jerusalem weep not for 
me, but weep for yourselves and for your children. — 
Daughters of Jerusalem, refrain your voices from weeping for 
me and thine eyes from tears : for, it is expedient that I 
should climb this mount bearing my cross ; weep for the evil 
which has placed this cross on my shoulders. It is to remove 
the sin of this world and save ye &om deaths that I am now 
on my journey struggling up this mount — ^to expiate your sins 
and offer myself a ransom for all — ^to atone for your crimes. 
For thee, I am about to offer my body a living sacrifice upon 
this accursed tree I now carry. For thee I have drank the 
cup of sorrow, to the last dregs. — weep not for me, weep 
for yourselves. Weep not for me, my pilgrimage, my mission 
here wiU soon be at an end. It is expedient that I should 
die, to rescue thee from the enemy — ^for there is hope in the 
end through my atonement, that thy children shall come 
again to their own border. I mus:t die and rise again, that I 
may send thee the Comforter, Jerusalem above — the mother 
of the free, that ye may enter the womb that never ^bare 
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evil — the womb of the female immortal Spirit — to be bom 
again and to be nourished from those breasts, which never 
gave evil suck. Her breasts shall send forth life — ^but the 
breasts of the first Eve have sent forth corruption and death. 
Weep not for me, I am going to a far country to prepare my 
Bride and adorn her for her husband — ^but weep for the evil 
in yourselves.— 

The first dispensation stands a type and a figure of 
the third and last. Each dispensation has had its fall 
share of lamentation and bitter weepings; but this dis- 
pensation is the fulfilment of the first and second. The 
nearer we reach the end of this dispensation, the more 
perfectly we shall be able to see this. Since evil entered this 
world,— lamentation and bitter weepings entered with it,— 
mothers weeping for their children. Since evil entered this 
world, there has in no age of this world's history been more 
lamentations and bitter weepings than there has been 
during these latter days — albeit, all are but as a drop 
in the bucket to the heartrending lamentations and bitter 
weepings that shall be heard in a few days. Lamen- 
tation and bitter weepings of despair without a ray 
of hope. The lamentation, bitter weepings and gnashing 
of teeth in outer darkness; — whereas, the lamentation 
and bitter weepings of our text proper in Eachel, are those 
of a mother weeping over her children because they were 
not — ^but here there is a hope in the end — a bright and morn- 
ing star of hope breaking through the clouds of darkness 
which casts despair aside. A voice is heard issuing from 
among the cohorts of glorified saints : " Eachel, refrain from 
thy weeping and thine eyes from tears : — thy children shall 
be restored to thee again with greater glory in the latter 
house than in the former ; — the enemy can only hold them 
for a season — take comfort Rachel, thy seed shall be brought 
back to thee again, and thy seed shall bruise the serpent's 
head. Befrain then Bachel from weeping, there is hope in 
the end, thy children shall all come again to their own 
border — ^they shall all meet meet again and regain their 
possessions — the land — ^the body — ^which Satan has robbed

them of for a season by driving them into bondage ; — ^they 
shall all come forth and stand upon their feet, an exceeding 
great army, terrible with banners. — Refrain Eachel from 
weeping and thine eyes from tears; — ^be comforted and dry 
up thy tears, for thy children are all living to-day upon th6 
earth and not one grain of wheat has yet fallen to the 
ground ; — they are in bondage to-day, — but the day of their 
deliverance is at hand. Thine is the seed of Jacob, of Israel 
— ^the other the seed of Esau and in their lamentation and 
weeping they are building a Babel as in the first dispensation. 
A Babel of superstition, idolatry and infidelity, in the 
building of which they are already becoming confused 
and will become confounded^ as they were in the beginning ; 
for ^ there are many builders— but their opinions and 
language differ.-There was lamentation and bftter weeping 
when the fountains of the great deep were broken up, 
and the windows of heaven were opened and the floods 
covered the earth, — a weeping without hope. But the 
seed of the woman, Noah and his family were borne up by 
the same waters which caused the lamentation and bitter 
weeping. They were raised safely and securely up above the 
earth, where the sound of lamentation and bitter weeping 
oould not be heard ; raised to a new earth, as the children of 
Bachel will now be raised together. Having said this much, 
we will now proceed to consider : the cause of the lamenta- 
tion and bitter weeping, — namely "mi** and afterwards we 
will consider the " good." We shall look upon woman, as 
the tree of knowledge of good and eviL " The first shall be 
last and the last first.'' Woman is undoubtedly the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil — ^there is no other that can bring 
forth good and evil. There is no other fountain that can 
send forth : bitter and sweet. — Unless we can see in woman, 
the tree of knowledge of good and evil— <we are asleep as 
Adam was, and dead to all.knowledge.~For, if we cannot 
understand earthly things, how can it be expected that we 
fihall understand heavenly or spiritual things. If we cannot 
understand visible things, how can we hope to understand 
invisible things. — That which is born of the flesh is flesh and

always will be flesh, but that which is bom of the Spirit is 
spirit and this is very different from flesh. 

. The mystery of iniquity— or evil, is the woman decked 
in scariet mentioned in the seventeenth chapter of Bevela- 
tions, — ^this woman in the evil state. — Now, when woman in 
the beginning handed the evil to man, God brought her into 
judgment in her clean state ; and the same woman whom 
God thus brought into judgment in her clean state is the 
same woman who handed the evil to man in her unclean 
state. Then we see the two parts in woman — ^good and evil. 
The evil is hid in man's heart, and having no way to remove 
it ; he was in Satan's spirit and blamed God, — and God said 
to man : — " be over it," — ^How long ? — ^For times and for 
seasons, for days and for years. For six thousand years, three 
dispensations, of which the three lights : the sun, the moon 
and stars were set figures. " On the third day He will raise 
ns up and we shall live in His sight " — " Go tell that fox, 
behold, I cast out devils, and do cures to-day- and to-morrow 
and the third day I shall be perfected." — '' Ye shall eat this 
year such as groweth of itself, and the second year that which 
springeth of the same, and the third year, sow ye, and reap, 
and plant vineyards, and eat the fruit thereof." — Jesus became 
these three lights unto mankind. — Before He came to the river 
Jordan, He was the bright and morning star, being free of evil ; 
when He entered into the Spirit He ruled the night ; but 
when the body was raised immortal He showed the Godhead 
by t?ie same body, — ^^ For the elect's sake He hath shortened 
the days." — Enoch's flesh being saved for the first season, — 
Elijah's for the second, — Jesus' for the third ; neitHer was 
there a bone broken, or His flesh saw corruption ; the woman's 
seed being purified yet the old root was leffc in her heait.— 
Woman is called : the fig-tree. If a fig leaf was blown off 
the bole of a fig-tree, — most people would recognise it as a 
fig leaf. It matters not what man is called ; — when a fig tree 
IB grafted, and something be grafted to it^ then there are two 
kinds of leaves upon one stock, and it appears to be abiding 
to its branch, but if it be grafted again, — it would be im- 
possible to ten, whieh bole* ttie leaf had sprung fromi^ — 
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%So . it is with the house of Isiael,^-- ap two leaves upon 
one bole and branch ; being graf ted, it does not appear what 
bole it has sprung from. — Jesus is called : the good oliye^ and 
He has visited the fig tree, expecting to find fruit, but He has 
found none these three years, or these three dispensations, 
and when Jesus used these words, He was standing in the 
third dispensation. — He condemned it for the last dispensa- 
tion, saying: ''Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward for 
ever." Then it is condemned. The day following He walked 
that way,-^-and saw the fig tree dried up. — If a fig tree bring 
forth two children at once, male and female, — ^the male is 
called a vine, and the female a fig tree of the mother,—- thus 
we see that the fig tree bears two kinds of fruit. — Qod 
gave these names to Adam and Eve, and the fig tree brought 
two kinds of people, for it is as the leaves sprung from the bole 
of the tree.— Then hear O house of Israel ! — lest thou be of the 
fig tree cut down, for the dresser of the vineyard visits thee now, 
this year, that thou may bear fruit. If it be cut down it is 
for the salvation of the soul. But it must be dressed. Jesus 
wa6 pruned, though He was the Son of God and all Israel's 
bodies must become as His was. The first Adam is the wild 
olive, for through him eating he is under the death of the 
body, — ^the flaming sword being set between him and the tree 
of life. — ^Man could not be parted from the evil, it is inoculated 
in the blood, — ^he has not the power to divide the good from 
the evil But now the time has come, that man may know 
how and when to sow, — and that the woman may know how 
it is divided, and that every daughter may know what fruit 
to bring forth with. — ^The servants of the householder said : 
sir, didst not thou sow good seed in thy field ? — from whence 
then hath it tares ? wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up ? — ^But he said : nay ; lest while ye gather up the 
tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. — How are the tares 
to be removed from the wheat, or in other words how are the 
tares not to be sown ? — By being watchful, — ^the field is the 
woman. The tares could not be gathered because the harvest 
was not come. — ^The wheat was not fully ripe — it was in 
flower. " But when the fruit was brought forth, immediately 
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he putteth in the sickle, — ^because the harvest is come." — 
This was spoken in parable, He did not intend for the multi- 
tude to understand His speech then. — These are some of the 
mysteries that have been kept secret, — to be revealed in 
this our day. Now the Lord comes down upon the earth 
to make known the deed, and explain the secret, for He 
says "Look on the fields; for they are white already to 
harvest " — Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest is ripe." — The 
harvest was then come to His own body, none else were ready. 
— ^The evil shall now be reaped from man and woman, and 
they shall be healed of that bite by the leaf of the fig tree ; 
she shall dig and dung around her own fruits, and renew the 
roots, fallow the ground, and burn up the weeds, that the fig 
tree may bring pure figs, the oUve pure olives, and the vine pure 
grapes, and man no more to eat of the sour grapes which have 
set their children's teeth on edge. — The lamentation and bitter 
weepings of Rachel shall cease. — Eefrain thy voice Eachel 
from weeping and thine eyes from tears, for thy work shall 
be rewarded and thy children shall come again from the land 
of the enemy. — There is hope in the end saith the Lord, that 
thy children shall come again to their own land. — Two Eves, 
— two mothers are placed before us in scripture, and this is 
very clearly shown forth in the book of Kings. One is the 
mother of the dead child, which is the first Eve, and 
the other is the mother of the living child.— The first 
Eve became the mother of evil and death, and the 
second Eve or latter Eve becomes the mother bearing life — 
bearing man from the evil, for the removal of evil — is life. — 
The body of man must be purified, so that to be born of the 
Spirit, he must be sown in the other Spirit, Jerusalem above 
and she will bear them from mortal to immortaL — Then 
blessed are the barren and the womb which can never bear 
evil and the paps which can never give the suck of evil. — 
The first Adam was commanded to sow the mortal seed in 
the purity of the tree ;■— Jesus, the latter Adam, the immortal 
seed — ^to reap that which Satan had sown by man, and to 
take up that which Satan had laid down by man, i,e. the 
soul; so that the son of man, or latter Adam was 
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sent to sow the incorruptible seed, and the immortal seed ; 
and the first Eve is the mother of the conception of 
the mortal, the second Eve separates the evil seed from 
the good seed, ready to be sown in Jerusalem above 
which bears them &om mortal to immortality. — Man was 
made lower than the angels, — ^Paul declared that he was 
made subject to vanity and subject to the angels. Death and 
life was set before him in the woman,— for, in her were two 
parts upon one stock, which could bear of two or three kinds, 
and they were as two grafts upon one tree and she bore of 
both. — ^Now that man was made subject to angels, was he not 
unto Satan, and was not Satan an angel ? — ^he is called the 
head archangel, Lucifer, son of the morning. Jesus also is 
called : Michael— an archangel before He took a body ; He is 
also called a prince by Daniel. But, what overcame Adam's 
spirit, that the evil did enter his body ? was it not the evil 
in the vnyman ? — Certainly it was. But is it not written : " I 
will remove the iniquity of that land in one day " ? That 
day and hour is here.— The woman is good and life, for she 
has good and life in her body. But if she brings forth evil 
fruit, it overcomes life, and they die the death of the body, 
and are spiritually the two debtors, because the whole of 
them are cast, — ^all are become debtors, that they may 
be forgiven. If a temporal debtor ask not to be forgiven, is

he not cast into prison ? But if the creditors forgive the 
debt, has the debtor any claim ? — If a man repents, is not 
one part of his debt forgiven ? — Is it not as is said of the 
steward, when he called every one of his lord's debtors unto him, 
and said unto the first : how much owest thou unto my lord ? 
and he said, an hundred measures of oiL And he said unto 
him, take thy bill, and sit down quickly, and write fifty. — 
And do not those who die in the Lord, of whom it is said : 
" Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth," 
have only a part of their debt forgiven, because they bear 
the death of the body, and are th^ lesser debtor, being for the 
incorruptible, but the greatest debtor is not forgiven till the 
final resurrection. " Isaac intreated the Lord for his wife, 
because she was barren ; and the Lord was intreated of him. 
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and Bebekah his wife conceived. And the Lord said unto 
her, two nations are in thy womb, and two manner of people 
shall be separated from thy bowels ; and the one people shall 
be stronger than the other people ; — and the elder shall serve 
tiie younger." Thus we see, that man and woman have two 
s^eds in them, -^ the evil aiid the good. James says : " Ye&, 
a man may say, thou hast faith, and I have works : show me 
thy faith without thy works, and I will show thee my faith 
by my works." The Jews answered and said unto Him : 
"Abraham is our father. Jesus saith imto them, if ye 
were Abraham's children, ye would do the works of 
Abraham." — Now, as the two children struggled in the womb, 
so are the incorruptible and the immortal. — As these two 
cUldren strove together in the womb of Bebekah, so should 
the children of the world continue to strive with the seed of 
Abraham, and the seed of Abraham with the evil that per* 
taineth to this world. Esau was begotten within the seven 
days and Jacob out of the seven days. " Two nations are in 
thy womb.*' And they must be separated, and every female 
member of the house of Israel, must seek the Lord as Sarah 
sought unto the Lord, for these two seeds to be separated. — 
One is the Son of Man, and the other the son of Satan ; and 
for the females, one is the daughter of Israel, and the other 
is the daughter of the Mother of Harlots which is the 
great "mystbey*' to all unbelievers. — Speaking of Jacob's 
blessing, the Lord said, Jacob have I loved, and Esau 
have I hated. Esau being a figure of the evil which 
the Lord hateth. — However, the curse fell on Jacob at 
first, being a figure of the woman's seed, and he must 
bear it until the end. — Then comes the blessing which 
Bebekah, his mother, told him to go and get before Ms 
father's death. But he said to his mother that his father 
would count him a deceiver, and that instead of a 
blessing, he would get a curse. But the mother said : upon 
me be thy curse, my son. And as the curse has been upon 
the seed of the woman from that time down to the crucifixion 
of Jesus. Her seed became a curse for man. Eor what said 
the prophet Simeon: "Behold this child is set for the 
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fall aud rising again of many in Israel'' and while her 
seed was suspended on the cross. He said to His 
mother: "Woman, behold thy Son! Then her bowels 
yearned within her, seeing her own seed nailed to the 
cross. — ^In the midst of the darkness which surrounded that 
scene, a voice of lamentation and bitter weeping was heard ; 
Eachel weeping for her children, refused to be comforted 
because they were not; — a sword pierced her souL — ;Was 
not Jesus the fruit of Jacob's body ? — were not Jacob's last 
dying words, — ^that the Hebrew should be object to the 
Gentile ? But do they not now lend to Esau silver and gold 
houses and land ? Did not Jacob ofier Esau two of his 
flocks ? But there are three flocks at the fulness, and the 
last flock is the immortal ; they are not for the slaughter, 
for they are those who are dead, being for the incorruptible. 
But by and by will be the third flock crying victory over 
death, hell, sin and the grave. — Then grave,- where 
is thy Victory ? This will be the third. Jacob said : Lo 
it is yet high day ; go water the sheep : that is the two 
flocks for the slaughter, they are not the sheep of the 
pasture, but of the slaughter, namely Jew and Gentile. 
Jesus said: — " Other aheqp I have which are not of this fold, 
not of the incorruptible ; and I give unto them eternal life 
and they shall never perish. And if the days were not 
shortened no flesh could be saved, but the days are already 
shortened. How long, Lord, holy and true, dost Thou not 
judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth.-r-Esau despised . his birthright, and sold it to his 
younger brother Jacob, for a mes3 of pottagCiOf lentiles,.so 
did Leah despise her birthright, by giving it to Eachql, for 
the lust of lying with her husband ; — the mandrake being ,a 
figure of the immortal Spirit. — ^The old world deppisesthe 
burthnght and sells it to the younger brother „a|id sister^ 90 
the church of God is the youixger by the mortal, /spiritj and 
the elder. by the immortal Spirit, it being the heir, pf thf^ n^w 
world, they Mving purchased the birthri^t &om .thfO 
tran8gre88Dr,.iivhiQhis the elder acoording to thips moirtal lif (^.y^* 
Thd a)i;iliw)iidh was. placed with the wom^tn^Joi tpiu;^u]j^, pr 
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the kingdom of heaven is the beast that was in Israel^ and is 
not, and yet is; — iniquity being found in Satan, paradise 
withdraw, then he was driven out of heaven. This is the 
first king. Satan persuaded the woman to take of the 
evil, that it might be mixed with the beast, which was her 
body. So then Satan was in heaven, and is not, and yet 
is in the beast ; he became the king of the beast for the first 
thousand years, (which was the second king), which was slain, 
excepting Enoch. That king fell — was in heaven, and is 
not, and yet is in the beast, and likewise in the king of the 
second thousand years, which was the third king. In the 
third thousand years, the fourth king reigned. In the fourth 
thousand years, the fifth king reigned and he slew all excepting 
Elijah. All these kings have fallen, he has slain them all ; one 
is yet to come (but now is come) six are fallen, and one is, and 
he must fall also, which is the seventh. And he must continue 
a short space, which is the seventh thousand years of this 
world, and wherein he is to be bound. Then the eighth king 
Cometh, which is of the seven, — he shall ascend out of the 
bottomless pit ; and he goeth into perdition, which is ever- 
lasting destruction ; — because he- has been a murderer from 
the beginning, and murdered the mortal life of the woman's 
seed, Jesus, the Son of man, which the woman crieth out 
against : " Woe, is me now ! for my soul is wearied because 
of murderers." The revenger of blood shall slay the murderer 
when he meeteth him ; which was the king of the beasts. 
He that now letteth will let, till his power be taken from the 
beast, from those who have gained the victory over the 
number of the name of the beast. — ^The women having the 
wind of life in their wings, shall bruise his head in the heart 
-of man, which is the bottomless pit of hell, — they shall drive 
him out, for he shall have no footing there, which is the sixth 
church, — ^in the seventh he shall be bound, and yet is of the 
eighth. — Woman is the fountain that issueth forth bitter and 
sweet water and the spring is in her womb. — ^Woman did eat 
of the husks before she gave unto her husband, which 
drove them out of Eden. — But shall man and woman continue 
td 6at with the swinish midtitude by. returning unto that 
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fountain when it floweth bitter water ? — Beware of the thief 
who slew man from the beginning, he dwells in the slaughter- 
house, but God will require the life of man at his hand. — 
If an ox slay a man, shall not his life be taken for the life of 
that man ? — so shall God require the life of man at the hand 
of Satan ; and as the life of man is requii'ed at the hand of 
the beast, so is the life of the beast required at the hand of 
man. — ^"The Lord God caused a deep sleep to fall upon 
Adam, and he slept ; and He took one of his ribs and closed 
up the flesh instead thereof" — Christendom of to-day believe 
the rib taken out of man's side to be the natural woman. 
But man is. asleep during the six thousand years, and while 
he sleepeth, the rib Jerusalem above is taken out of the man 
Christ, to be an helpmate for him. " Without controversy 
great is the mystery of godliness : God manifest in flesh " — 
''We are members of His body, of His flesh and of Bia 
bones. For this cause shall a man leave his father and 
mother (the evil of the man of sin and mother of harlots) 
and shedl be joined unto his wife (Jerusalem and Zion 
above) and they two shall be one flesh. "This is a great 
mystery (to the Gentile) but I speak concerning Christ 
and His bride '* — *' the depth of the riches both of 
the wisdom and knowledge of God ! how unsearchable 
His judgments, and His ways past finding out " to 
those who are asleep in the first Adam. Wherefore ye 
children of Abraham,held captive in this apostate Christendom 
by the Gentiles who have ears but hear not, eyes but see not 
Awake, awake, thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead 
(your present spiritual condition) and Christ, shall give thee 
light Then hear house of Israel and understand my 
speech ! Grod placed the uncleanness before man, andsubjected 
him to the same in hope that He might redeem him (having 
tasted death for every man) at the final resurrection. — ^There 
are three spiritual fields in the kingdom of heaven, as 
there are also three measures of meal in which the 
woman hid the leaven which shall leaven the whole lump. 
Tfaiore is the Spirit of God, which is Christ; And there 
is the field wherein there is no tares, i^. the body of Jesus,

puiity. There is the seed,: which is called the wheat of the 
I^14> B'Hd there is the seed which is mixed with the wheat, 
and the tares, which Satan by man sowed.— ^The Lord hais 
said that He would put enmity between the two seeds, viz.: 
the wheat cind the tares ; — ^by the woman He will separate the 
tares from the wheat, that all men might have bread to eat^ 
that the other bread might come down from heaven and clothe 
that bread, that man might have the light of life and live 
eternally. — These are the two loaves which come down :£rom 
God. — jHe that eateth of them shall never see death> which 
the loaves, and fishes, thiat fed the multitude stbo4 figurative 
eL And the bread that David eat, which was not lawful for 
sjij man to eat — ^but the priests, was figurative of the body 
of Jesus :-T-thfe Wheat of the field, which was not lawful 
for any matu U> eat, until the tares were removed from those 
who partake of it. — So he that eateth of it, becomes as that 
priest, but he that eateth not, his body dies ; and he that 
eats of it, having the tares, or unworthily,-r~eats dainnation to 
his own soul — not discerning the ^Lord's body.-r-Woman is 
the great dividing medium of the ihheritance,t^bitt how can 
she divide without knowledge ? — ^And though she have know- 
ledge how can she divide unless she a^ply her heart, unto 
wisdom ?r-^But U she does, w.ill she not bear fruit that is 
good? — and be the mother of the living child? — ^When the^ 
woman hjaA phtnt^ed the evil in. man, then Ood plaoed the^ 
bladid of a swotd, lest man should take of the tr^ of Me. — ^Th^^ 
time, h^ now come for the blade of the swoixl to be 
remot^d> tl^ti.nian. may eat of the tree of life.— r£ni 
how can a man ask for the blade of the sword- io be 
tajk^n 4w«y, if he knows not of it ? — Jesiis said : " Ye know 
not what. ye ask"! and' James said : .''ye a^k, and receive not, 
because ye ^sk' amisBS, tMt. ye may consume it upon your 
lu0ts." ' Ib. another passage Jesus says t " ask, and it shaU; be 
given' you." These two passages seem to contradicts each 
other^ but 'they do. not Are ^not those who keep 'dokig,. aiid 
rj»pentiDg,-^ep^a!iing.'and .doifig,:.iasking :to be'ifokgiveniJyet 
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cohtintiiii'^ all th% while' in evil^i — always fearisg^ the blade 
of the sword-^being in tormeirt' ?*-**' Bat perfect love casteth 
out fear : because fear hath torment. He that feareth is not 
made perfect in love. — ^Two kinds come out of the furnace : — 
metal and dross, — >so it is with woman: — <m^ her body, the 
other, her seed. The seed of man was cast out^ because 
he cannot purify his seed ; this is the two-edged sword which 
keeps man from the tree of Ufe, till the immortal Spirit of God 
takes away that sword. — Man must be bom again in body, in 
said and in spirit before he can ride triumphantly over sin, 
death, hell and the grave. — The spirits and souls of the 
apostles were bom agaia, but yet their bodies are dead. The 
gifts and calling of God are without repentance to Israel ; 
when all three, that is bodyy sotU and spirit are born again, 
man becomes immortal And this is the blessed privilege 
oflfered this day to every child of Israel. — ^Then Oh ! ye chil- 
dren of Abraham cast off the yoke of the Gentiles and come 
out from them and be separate. Come out from this apostate 
Christendom wherein ye are this day held captive ; — come 
out from this lamentation and bitter weeping. How can there 
be anything else but bitter weeping in such a field, such a 
valley and slough of slaughter-houses. Come out and be 
cleansed from the blood wherein thou hast wallowed from 
thine infancy. Come to the mount and "Eefrain thy voice from 
weeping, and thine eyes from tears: for thy work shall be 
rewarded, saith the Lord ; and they shall come again from 
the land of the enemy. And there is hope in thine end 
saith the Lord, that thy children shall come again to their 
own border." — 

Having considered woman as the tree of knowledge of 
good and evil — and having dwelt more espcicially upon the 
"evU" — We shall now proceed to consider the '*good'* We 
ieel constrained however before dismissing, the subject of 
evil, to quote the following words of Jesus : — " Ye judge 
after the flesh; I judge no man. The word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the last day." — " That 
which is highly esteemed among men is abomination in the 
^ight of Qod/'--r~Evil genraully; is highly .esteemed .ampqg 
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men. Anything contrary to the commands of God, espe^ 
cially that stiat^ that man was subjected to : — that is abomi^ 
nation to the Lord, — hut man is now to be brought back, to 
reign over the evil. Then the evil will be subject to hiroy 
that he may be highly esteemed of the Lord. — Let us never 
lose sight of the fact that : for judgment Jesus came into thi» 
world, " that they which see not, might see ; and that they 
which see might be made blind.'' Hence it is that thi» 
Flying EoU will prove a great rock of offence to many, and 
a savour of death unto death; — but to the children of 
Abraham, it will prove a guiding star, a beacon of light and 
a savour of life unto life. — We can now proceed : — 

Men blame the woman, because she brought forth the evil; 
— ^but we would ask : did she not also bring forth the good ?' 
— ^The children of Israel were bitten by the serpents, and » 
brazen one of the same kind was to be looked at, to save 
them from that bite, — and as they were healed, so will Christ 
take* away the evil by the woman. — Though the woman gave 
the evil unto the man through the influence of Satan, has 
Ae man any more to contend with than the woman had 
before she eat of the evil ? Do they not both remain under 
one command? Thou shalt not touch thine own evil, 
which remaineth in thine heart ; thou shalt let it lie still till 
it be taken away, lest thy body die. Touch not, taste not, 
handle not. — ^Hear what the Spirit saith to the sixth church, 
seeing man is become as one of us to know good and evil 
Now if he put forth his hand and take also of the tree o£ 
life, he shall live for ever, which is till the evil be taken 
away fix)m him. — " To him that overcometh, will I give to eat 
of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the Paradise of 
God." If he lets his own evil lie still, he putteth forth his 
hands to the tree of life, and he receiveth the piece which 
keepeth the peace of the house, which the female spirit lost 
when she was brought forth to minister to both good and 
evil, so that Satan overcame her. — ^Now is the time for the 
angels to withstand Satan in the woman, as they withstood 
him with Maiy the mother of Jesus till she conceived, till all 
have received the Spirit to dwell in; this is the war i» 
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heaven with Michael and His angels, and Satan and his 
angels, till no place be found in Israel for him. — ^Now the 
time is come for the woman to receive the piece, being that, 
piece which was hid with Christ in God, to give unto the 
woman at the end of Satan's kingdom, or fullness of the 
Gentiles — ^to cafit his kingdom from the kingdom of heaven, 
so that every one that looks unto the law in woman, shall be 
healed of the wounds that they have received at the 
hands of Satan. — ^But he that despises the law given 
by the immortal woman, despises the immortal life of 
his own body, so it is given to Satan to be his meat that 
the flesh may be destroyed. — "Wherefore, hearken unto the law 
which was given unto the woman, fulfilling the Scriptures :— 
" A virtuous woman is a crown to her husband " — " Length 
of days is in her right hand ; and in her left hand riches and 
honour." — She is given to the woman to dwell in, to be the 
helpmate to man, and she casteth Satan from them, so that he 
cannot attract the evil in them, till it be taken away. — ^Were 
not all planted apple-trees at first ; and a command was given 
to the cherubim that the sword should turn every way to 
keep the tree of life for the three generations. Now the tops 
of the apple-trees shall be cut ofT and a graft of the vine shall 
be put within them, and Satan and all his hosts shall not 
remove it. — ^They are (rod's branches, the planting of His 
hands, with their buildings finished, and the work ended. 
His body was the apple-tree ; His Spirit that lifted it up — 
the vine, and at the appointed time it came and dwelt again 
in the woman's seed and it was taken from her side, as the 
woman was taken from the side of man — ^to be given to 
man — ^that He might complete the happiness of man by and 
through the seed of the last Adam. Now, the woman has 
brought forth the last branch. — So every man must now be 
bom of the Branch, the Spirit. This was the Almighty decree 
in the b^inning ; that woman should complete the happiness 
of man. What will man now say ?— she handed the evil 
fruit ; — ^now Gk)d has caused her to hand forth the good fruity 
that Satan's head may be bruised. — He that receives not the 
seed of the branchy at the hands of the woman now in the 
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Netw atid l^atter Bfeuse of Israel, shall be aoeupsed/andhis. 
Ko^'shaSl gd to dtist from whence it came. — •H'^ark^, lO ye. 
ctfldren of Israd, listen attentively t '^BefOTe tlie womaa was. 
taken otrt of the man, he was holy, jiist and good ; so now 
Ae^Lord has taken the branch of the man from the wcmian, 
afld it shall dweE in the man and the woman ; for in the first 
Adam, the woman dwelt in the man, and not man in the 
'#oman; — ^and before man can be redeemed, he muai dwell in 
thewmtin, for it is the seed of immortaUty, and the wolnan 
in- Christ, for she is the bride of Christ — ^the wife of His 
yonth. — As the tree of the woman purified itself , so wiUGod 
purify the blood for a thousand years, for the.3ake*of the 
servants, that the enemy may be tried when he is chained 
froin'the life of the blood, that the people say not :— had we 
not had blood, we had not sinned ; but this shall prove Satan 
and the first Jldam, that he was not willing to wait till it was 
ptrrifiea ; so the life of the blood shall go for the offering of 
i^in, that all flesh may live unto Him, for flesh and the blood 
^thiii it cannot inherit the kingdom, but be made to serve it. 
So stand boldly before the world, and tell them that flesh dnd 
bane and the life of the branch shall live unto their God in 
the Kingdom.^ — So the whole house of Israel shall po$sess the' 

life of the last Eve, married unto the last Adam, which is the

father ^f all ; and aU that live shall know her ; and the fish 
of the sea, and the beasts of the earth, and the fowls of the 
air Shall know : and the unclean shall be destroyed .-r-At the 
fittft (Sbming of Christ the woman was freed, by giving her blood 
iak iMiorifice for her ; — so now God has sent a second time the 
bt^bh of tie woman's seed, that she should hand it tinto 
naan, to drive away the evil from him, and cleanse his temple. 
6f all- the evil which was handed by the woman. For the 
^ft of Christ-is stronger than the gratt of Satan which she 
hatided to man.— ^ As Jacob rolled away the stone from the 
wall's mouth, -so' shall evil be rolled from inanhy the hand of 
the w'<>man.--^Wortian though first in the transgression is the 
firet ta be purififed, for when she has brought forth a female; 
hfer titiie of purification is double that of a male before her 
Sefed i^ purified ;^Fo^ the male it is one- half, whio*t is two 
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flftfttsattd y^w. ' iSOi'fli^ woman is tliB last, -tliotigli firift in' 
thr trailsgressi6n;-ibighty days or fttttr flwmsand years to 
wiKt for heii^seed to U^ftfeded ;— heir seed is healed, but not 
her body. Four thottsteid 3rears before life' is placed Before 
her, behold ! it has roHed on for the soul, that it may be i^ved 
from transgression in the resurrection. — ^Then out of prison 
comes tiiose Souls who have died under the death of the body, 
— ^fbr Jesus led captivity captive, and received gifts for the 
Kving.^-Ghiist at the "resurrection of Jesus, showed the 
prisoners out of prison living, who walked in Jerusalem, 
their soul forming the body, being a transfiguration of the 
resurrection. — ^They were under no transgression of the' soul, 
but of the body, then the evil was proved false, and Jesus 
justified' the just, -but not the blind, who deal treacherously ; 
who *t«iy they see, wheii they see not. — JTow Jerusalem is 
found- who finds the pearl in the field! — The pearl is the 
SOtt^^the body is the field. — ^Women on the sixth day, cleanse 
the* house, a* figure of the body. And as women that have 
little^ room to carry all they can out, tiU they have cleansed 
if?, and as they carry otrt of the house all that offends, and 
da not bring that back,-^so Christ and Jerusalem make one, 
and they are come txrns, not to take the man away, but that 
which is in the house. — Hear ! Israel ! tares can be sifted 
from wheat, but wheat^ sown corrupt is cursed, and bears seed 
of the cursed ! — man's seed is the tares, and the woman has 
the si^e, — and the Lord has given her power to sift the 
wheat from that unquenchable fire that cannot be put out. — 
How. is the pure metal to be taken from the dross ? — It is 
good for nothing until it has passed the furnace, — ^the good 
of thfe woman was as thtfe ore till her separation, until which 
time, man' should not touch it Whatever has passed through 
the* furnace is then purified. — ^Observe that when the com^ 
mand'ifas given, the w6man was in the man, and the man in" 
Cflirist* there are three stages : — ^the first is the corrupt tree, 
flie sdcohd the oKve, and the third the vine ; — ^that which 
was caused by Satian, bif which it was said: "Let no man 
eat fruit of thee forever,'' then the vine withdrew, the woman 
was in the manasi^ie ore undivided, but divided, pure metal 
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Satau walking among the stones of fire; — ^the spirits of. men 
are as fire. — When Christ was withdrawn, man was cast out, 
and became as the wild olive by nature ; Eve said, " I have 
gotten a man from the Lord." Bat when she saw that he 
was black, she knew there was death. " And it came to 
pass, as they were eating of the pottage, that they cried out, 
and said : thou man of God, there is death in the pot. 
And they could not eat thereof." In the first-begotten there was 
death, and the first afber the flood was also black. — Is not 
metal concealed in a quantity of ore? — ^if there be no 
metal in it, how can it be ore ? — The man was good, and the 
woman was good, but not finished, so they were inoculated 
with the poison of death before she had a chUd. — ^The body 
was made subject to the Spirits in heaven, and it joined Satau's 
army ; —The rich man perished, and the poor man was carried 
into Abraham's bosom ; being a figure of Israel in the immortal 
Spirit. — Now the time is come to pass through the furnace, — 
the law is the fire, and the Gospel the blaze. — ^We may turn and 
twist which way we please, — ^if we do not pass through the 
furnace, the body is given to Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh. — ^As the seed of the woman passed through the famace, 
so must the body of man. Thus saith the Lord : '* The Spirit 
that was on the wpman's seed will clothe His branches, and 
will not depart from them ; it shall not depart from thy seed, 
nor from thy seed's seed." — ^Hear again, house of Israel the 
word of the Lord : *' The light of the moon shall be as the light 
of the .sun, and the light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the 
light of seven days, in the day that the Lord bindeth up the 
the breach of His people, and healeth the stroke of their 
wound " — The moon will become as the sun, which is, as 
Jesus Christ, to have the same power as the sun, — as Christ 
and the bride ; — ^the mortal woman is then placed as the man, 
and the sim and moon in the firmament is a figure. — ^If the 
sun was formed on the fourth day, — ^which was Christ, who 
made His appearance on the fourth thousand year, making 
man as the sun ; — so, on the sixth day — the icoman i$ made 
as the Man, Jesus. — For, is it not written : " The man is not 
of the w^man ; but the woman of the man." — ^The man is 
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not without the woman in the Lord ; for Jesus is not yet 
glorified, untU the woman he glorified vnth Hwi, — " Father^ 
glorify Thy name; then came there a voice from heaven; 
sayiDg : I have both glorified it, and vrill glorify it again." — 
The woman was formed on the sixth day, and it is evident 
that there will be no difference between those that do the 
work, and Jesus, — they are loved equally as He was who had 
no sin. " I in them, and Thou in me, that they may be made 
perfect in one ; and that the world may know that Thou hast 
sent me, and hast loved them, as Thou has loved me." — > 
Bemember then, house of Israel — that man is the head, as 
Christ is the Head of the Church ; — but never lose sight of 
this great truth, that man *' is not " without the woman, 
neither is Christ glorified without His bride. — " A certain 
man made a great supper and bade many and sent his servant 
at supper-time to say to them that were bidden, Come, for all 
things are now ready." — ^First, the call was to the churches 
by the woman, where all the rich, the nobles, and men of 
honour were. But behold ! none of them were found there, 
though bidden. " They shall call the nobles thereof to the 
kingdom, but none shall be there." — These all making excuse. 
He gave another command to His servants, saying : *" Go out 
quickly into the streets and lanes of the city, and bring in 
hither the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, and the 
blind." — ^Bring in hither the poor, the remnant left in, the 
midst of the Gentiles. — ^As it is written: ''And the remnant 
of Jacob shall be in the midst of many people, as a dew from 
the Lord. — ^And the remnant of Jacob shall be among the 
Gentiles in the midst of many people." — ^Again : — " I will also 
leave in the midst of thee an afflicted and poor people." 
Being poor in spirit, yet they may have plenty of this world's 
wealth ; but their hearts not being fixed on it, they enter into 
the Spirit the same as Jesus did at the river Jordan, being 
the kingdom of heaven, or partial redemption unto them ; 
also the everlasting salvation, they being carried by the angels 
into Abraham's bosom, the same spirit of the kingdom of 
heaven. — ^But afterwards they became rich by receiving the 
kingdom of G^ ; which is the Spirit entering into their 
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bodies'; ted tbey kte tli^n become ricli'by first beodmitigp^f; 
fl(8 Jests did, thkt both He attd they might be made rick.-^ 
"She maiided were thode who had lost temporal eyes, ears, or 
limbs, — as shown by the impotent folk congregated around 
fhe pool of Bethesda.^ — The halt, are those who halt between 
two opinions — as shewn by Jesns in the parable of the two 
sons. — ^The oiie said, he would go,-^but he did not ; — and the 
other said: I will not go, — ^but he altered his opinion and 
went; and so it is with all those who halt between two 
opinions; — ^this is further shown by James: "Forhettiat 
wayereth is like a wave of the sea, driven with the wind and 
tossed. A double minded man is unstable in all his ways." — 
But who were the blind who were brought in ? were they 
the blmd leaders of the blind ? — ^Nay, verily, but the children 
of the twelve disciples who were murdered for the testimony 
which they held of the word of God, those mentioned by the 
prophet Isaiah: "Bring forth the blind people that have 
eyes." — The offsprings of those that were blinded at the first 
coming of Jesus-Christ. But the children, which is the 
remnant, were to remain amongst the Gentiles until the ful- 
Hess of the Gentiles ; and when their fulness is come in, — 
that seed will return and seek the Lord their God, and ask 
Him for the eye-snlve to anoint their eyes that they may see 
all things clearly, according to the parable : " After that He 
put SQs hands again upon his eyes, and made him look up ; 
and he was restored, and saw every man clearly." — God never 
gave the woman power to rule over the man in temporal 
things ; Paul said : ** But I suffer not a woman to teach, nor 
to usurp authority over the man, but to be in silence." For 
when man and woman are in the evil state, the woman is on 
the left hand ; but in the good state, the woman is then on 
the right hand, having come to that which God ordained her 
for, i,e, — the glory of the man. Woman was taken from the 
man, that she might become the glory of the man, and man 
the glory of God in immortality. — 

The woman before us in our text weeping for her children, 
refuaii^ to be. comforted for her children because they were 
TH^i^it^ ^RaJ^l,-fyT whom Jacob serveid. She asked i for her 
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Woinlpr'to h& opaied, for it was shat, aad she brought forth the 
lieit of heavea and earth for the living. Bid she not cry, and 
aeek both by day and by night that she might bring forth, and 
then<she brought forth the heir of heaven and earth, though 
thei seed that the heir came from, was mixed among the 
eonrupt tree by the Moabite* But though she did bring forth 
the heir of heaven and earth, — we hear her voice of lamenta- 
tiau(. and bitter weeping, because her children were not. 
Befrain thy voice from weeping, and thine eyes from tears^ 
Sachel, thou mother of the living, for thy work shall be 
veiiii«rded, jbhy children all shall meet again, — ^they shall come 
again from the land of the enemy, for I the Lord will sow 
the* house of Israel and the house of Judah with the seed of 
mbxiy and with the seed of beast. — Bachel, there is hope in 
thine end, thy children shall come again. — Centuries have 
rolled on, — shall the prophecy fail ? — Nay, nay, behold the 
heir of heaven and earth, toiling, struggling,, toiling up the 
mauali, dragging the tree up the mount, — the voice of lamen- 
tata-On-rand bitter weeping is heard again in Bamah; — ^but, 
daiughtecs of Jerusalem weep not for me, but weep for your- 
selves and fox your children.—' Now, woman in the beginning 
did »@t have a body, — Jesus had to ^ie^ but afterwards the 
vtoslaA eould handle the heir with an immortal ^body> 
^ci He said: "A spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye 
see ..me have.'' Was not His body made of the woman's 
b<Kly,«-tHDaade uiader the law, and is not the woman, — 
tb^ boude 7-^So, when man and woman are gathered, having 
theiiiDuaaprtal Spirit within them (which was withdrawn from 
themi in dhe beginning) within their bodies, they wiU be 
coiiit)leted,— When woman is purified,— the seed of tl^e 
iraiDan becomes the fruit of the earth; — the fruit of the 
tBxih i& the last sacrifice that was to be offered. — ^A branoh 
hh&th gcow .up out of His roots, and unto Him shall the 
gatiieriBg of the people be ; He began with the woman and 
Hei.'.wiU ismi Mth the woman. For there are two women 
^ituMng: at the mill, one shall be taken aijul the other left; — 
bub ^be; &nner was < taken that the < hitter may '* stand" — 
Jfadi'.'^attJbnnd. with :the> WQipaan .sat ;fir$t^trbut tnUh is fowd 
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with the woman in the end. — In the general economy of 
nature, G-od has placed three sure and certain signs hefore 
man. First, God set His bow in the heavens, for a sign that 
He would not destroy this world with water any more. 
Second^ that this world will be destroyed by fire. Third, God 
has set His sign in woman, in hel* impurity. — Most men and 
women, who have attained to years of maturity, have heard 
tell, or know of these three signs ; — but who understandSy 
or who regards them ? — Like the three signs in the firmament 
of sun, moon and stars — the world use their light, to consume 
it upon their lust. — And as Solomon gave judgment between 
the living and the dead, so it is now, for thus saith the Lord : 
The woman that delivers up the living child shall have it, 
for she who was not the mother, would have the life of the 
child taken away, but the true mother would rather lose the 
child, than it should die. — 

When Adam transgressed the laws of his Maker, — ^he 
went and hid himself, — and he heard the voice of God in the 
garden — ^which was his body, for his conscience smote him. 
As the voice of God called out to Adam, — so does the voice 
of God call out to-day, in each man aiid woman's conscience : 
— ** Adam, Adam ! !, What hast thou done ? — Men hear the 
voice telling them, — warning them to refrain from wicked- 
ness, — but like Adam, they go and hide through fear, — ^they 
ccmvert the grace and longsuffering of Grod into a cloak of 
lasciviousness, drawing it together tighter and tighter around 
them. They find the cloak too short and seek for forgiveness 
day after day — ^and daily again return to their vomit ; — smock- 
ing God to His face, — ^lust overcomes justice. — The voice of 
God now calls unto Israel : — '^ Come out from among the Jews 
and the Gentiles and be ye separate, — Come out from under 
the curse of Adam, your forefather." — ^The voice calls out 
unto those that are afflicted, who groan for death, to be eased 
of their weary toils and burthens, that their deliverance is 
now at hand, — the voice still calls louder and louder re-echo- 
ing over mountain and plain : " Israel, awake ! awake t 
awake, the voice of the thunders is heard, the seals are un- 
loosed — ^the mysteries made known, shout unto - Israel, 
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awake! — ^Tfae voice of Grod still calls to-day — ^but who hears? 
they try to stop their ears, wherefore the word of God saith : 
— ** Hearing they shall hear, and not understand." But the 
voice of God will shortly be heard in the great battle of all 
nations. Amidst the roaring of artillery and clashing pf 
arms, for His judgments are ready to descend, and the vials 
of the wrath of God are full to overflowing. — ^Nations to-day 
are slumbering, trusting in the treacherous peace around 
them. But it is a peace under a pcUl which now overhangs 
this planet. It is the motionless lull before the storm. The 
darkest hour of night, immediately preceding the break of 
day. The deadly silence of inactivity noiselessly creeping, 
fuse in hand to fire the train prior to the general explosion 
among the nations of the earth. — 

• Adam left his first wife, Jerusalem above, and he took to 
his wife, Jerusalem below, in which the evil was placed — th6 
mother of harlots ; — ^but Israel, we ^exhort thee to seek 
that wife which Adam left, who will do thee no evil but 
watch over thee tenderly day and night, — ^who will be a tree 
of life unto thee instead of a tree of death, who will be a 
true helpmate unto thee. — ^When Jesus went into the river 
Jordan to be baptized, the Spirit of God descended and abode 
on Him, and He then said : How am I straightened till the 
baptism of Israel, (my bride) be accomplished. How was 
He straightened till His bride was baptized with the Spirit as 
He was then. — When Jesus ascended. He said He would send 
Jerusalem above to Jerusalem below, — ^He would send His 
mother to free His mother — ^to give her life ; He led captivity 
captive, and He received gifts for Israel, and sent a kw that 
shall justify them. — ^The 4,000 years being passed, Jesus was 
brought into the Spirit of His mother that bare Him, — Jerusa- 
lem above, and He showed to both Jew and Gentile the way ; — 
to the world a parable, and to the children of them that are 
not of the world, without a parable ; the time being come that 
they should be brought into the spirit of her that bare them. — 
At that time, it being the sixth thousand year, they should 
want no teacher, they being in the Teacher; and that all 
iihose who are not in the Spirit, should be still under the vail, 
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till they shall oome is to the same situation.-^'' The watchmen 
that go about the city found me :. to whom I said^ saw ye him 
whom- my soul loveth? — ^it was but a little that I passed from 
them, but I found him whom my soul loveth : I held him, and 
would not let him go, until I had brought him into my 
mothej^'s house, and into the chamber of her that conceived 
me." — " My dove, my undefiled is but one ; she is the only one 
of her mother, she is the choice one of her that bare her. The 
daughters saw her ^ and blessed her ; yea, the queens and the 
ccmcubines, and they praised her." — The poor widow in the 
temple of Jerusalem who cast the two mites into the treasury 
stands the antitype of Jerusalem above, — she] cast into the 
treasury more than the rich men. — This poor widow then is 
Jerusalem above, come down to claim her child : — IsraeL — Aa 
it is written : " Before the child shall know to refuse the evil, 
and dioose the good, the land that thou abhorrest shall be for- 
saken of both her kings." — Of both law and Gospel ; for Satan 
has been king over both, and has slain all that land, being the 
land of eviL — ^Zion.and Jerusalem above are the two great 
li^ts. One of these great lights . appeared on the day of 
Pentecost in part only, and it causes men to seek the salvation 
of tho' souL It roles the ' night— the present churches. One 
of these great lights will yet cause men to seek the life of 
the body. — ''The day cometh"- and this is the light of the 
day— that which leadeth to immortality. In hearing they 
shsJl hear for the soul, — ^in hearing they shall not understand 
for the life of the body. — Jesus said; " To you it is given to 
' know the mysteries of the kingdom of God " — but at that 
time it was only given in part for He said afterwards : '' It is 
not for you to know the times or the seasons."-^The mysteries 
which have been kept secret &om the foundation of the world 
were reserved until this our day — or days of Daniel — the 
third and last watch of the eleventh' hour ; reserved and 
unfolded now unto the children of the kingdom^ oi whom it 
is written: "Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings hast 
Thou ordained strength because of Thine enemies, that Thou 
mightest still ,the enemy and the avenger J'-^Now, it must 
pe bprne, i«, w^ that Jesus was: bom under the sentence, of 
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death throD^ the tranqgression ofAdam^ bemg xnade^la. 
womaDy under the law, yet without am ^ and He* boie death, 
Int hy.His x<dsttzreGliian He led captivity Oaptirej: and it must 
a}so,be lemembered that He bore death, being gsafted 'into 
C9iiri9t.*--Who ia the fiower, and who sowed the good seed i^*-.. 
Ip it not Christ? yea. He is. the sower and He sowed it in. 
Jerosaleni above, our heavenly motiier^ He nev^ soiBFed, in\ 
earthly ground, for if He had : would it not have confused 
tha ^lound ? — for, the kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure > 
hid. in: the field; (the. body) the which, wheii a man vhalih* 
foondyhe hideth (that is the secret) and for joy thereof goeth 
a&d.fielleth,all that he hath (being, the evil) and bujreth tiiat 
field''-r^'.^.. the body* — ^He delivered that evil — Hebou^t the 
field, wherein, it .was sowed; and likewise every man tiiat * 
submits to. the. law of Christ also delivers up the evil of' 
that transgresraon. As it is wriiten': "JEhe Lord hath cseated 
aoiaW' thing in the earth, (what ?) — a vwmanshatt compass « 
7mm\;u't^Tbe masi of sin^— the Inst of the flesh j — House of > 
Israel* dost thou understand my speech? — ^As.thei woman* 
handed f<»th the evil unto man in the beginning, — sonoW'die-. 
shallrhand forth the good.seed. That seed has been kept hid' 
for- six thousand years, — ^but the Word of Grod . cannot be^ • 
attered, and Ck>d has deelared that 4;he woman's seed shall 
braise the head of the evil in manv-^We know l^t the. 
Geentiles, to this day think, that the head of ih& serpent '' iMw'f 
bruised when Jesus died on the cross. . But .we: would ask 
them :> Is the head of evil bruised in you ?. answer for your^ 
self O Oentile — have you not yet. to exclaim with Paul: 
" When I would do good, evil is present, wretched man that 
I-am^ who shall deliver me from the body ' of . this death ''-**- 
and did not the Apostle Paul say inhis^istletotheJtomans: 
" And the God of peace shall bruise Satan* under your feet 
shortly i "^-Woman is the lesser light, >and God has taken the 
lesser light to conquer, and it is come down upon the stars, . 
and must rule tibe night, before the Day-star can make its 
appearance, and when Satan is revealed, the boughs begin to 
wither, and women come and break them ofif. — But it may be 
asked : why has God chosen the weaker vessel : woman, to 

B 
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OYercome the evil ? — '^ T6 silence the ignorance of foolish men" 
— "hath not God made foolish the wisdom of this world ?*' 
"God hath chosen the foolish things of the world to confound 
the wise ; and God hath chosen the weak things of the world, 
to donf ound the things which are mighty ; and base things of 
the world, and things which are despised, hath God chosen, 
yea, and things which are not to bring to nought things that 
are : that no flesh should glory in His sight." — ^Then hear O 
house of Israel ^' Blessed be the womb thai beareth not the evU, 
and the paps that gave not the evil such!' — Jerusalem above 
is that womb — ^it never beareth evil, for eveiy one who sucki 
jsIL that breast, the same is nourished and satisfied by it. — 
flesh and bone must enter the womb of the Spirit Every 
'One must be bom flesh and bone. For Abraham's children 
will be all flesh and bone as Jesus was when He said : — 
-'< Behold my hands and my feet, that it is I myself: handle 
>me, and see, for a spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye see me 
Aava" — And women held Him by the feet and worshipped 
Him. But before we can be sown in the womb of Jeioisalem 
above, — we must first be separated from the tares. — ^Esdras 
saw this woman and said : " I do now purpose not to return 
into the city." — She said she would abide in the field all night 
—outside of the body. — Zion above will be the life of 
man's body. He shall be born of Zion above, a life 
dwelling in light. — ^There is a temporal birth, and a spiritual 
birth, and the house of Israel cannot prove this birth until 
their blood be washed away. — Their are two mothers, — an 
earthly mother and a heavenly mother, and she is called 
Zion, which signifies Jerusalem above. There are three in 
iieaven and three on earth : — man, woman and the evil seed 
until the end. — ^The time is come to struggle io get free of 
Jihis death. — ^The immortal to get free of the incorruptible. — 
On the fourth day, God made two great lights. He made the 
;Stars also ; — these two great lights are Zion above and Jeru- 
salem above. The spirits were with Him : the 144^000, and 
they have all NOW taken bodies, and are all now living on 
this planet. These are the spirits of the just who were kept 
back until the ] ,335 days had come — the days of Daniel. — 
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They are this day in bondage among the Grentiles ; they are 
groaning in their bondage waiting to be delivered. Anxiously 
waiting and looking for this Flying Roll to be handed to 
them, — which shall show them the way to Zion. — Thrice 
blessed shall be that man and woman in Israel this day, who 
has been called and chosen to the Apostolic mission ; who 
shall pluck them as brands from the burning ;— verily, they 
will be gems in their crowns in glory. — ^Wherefore, go forth, 
O ye preachers, and all ye children of Israel who have been 
called and chosen to this mighty work of gathering in the 
outcasts of IsraeL Go forth ye children of Abraham whose 
eyes have been opened and may your bowels yearn within 
you as their mother Bachel only can yearn for her children 
in lamentation and bitter weepings and go, save them from 
death. The God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob commands 
His witnesses this day in Israel : to go forth without purse 
or scrip among the Gentiles as sheep going among wolves — 
being harmless as doves but wise as serpents, for the immortal 
Spirit is with thee and will guide thee to them. Be ye strong 
in the Lord — nothing doubting — and go bring the children of 
Bachel — ^the seed of the woman back again to their own 
border. Go forth, ye Virgins of Israel with your lamps 
filled from the seven golden pipes ; trimmed and lit — ^in the 
Spirit and in the might of the Lord God Jehovah — the Great 
I am. Go forth with the two-edged sword of the Spirit, and 
slay the evil. Your weapons are mighty through God to the 
pulling down of strongholds. Casting down every high thing 
that exalteth itself against the knowledge of God. And in 
the end you will be more than conquerors through Christ. 
Te hold " the truth *' and " the truth " must prevail in the 
end. — Virgins of Israel, your labours and trials will be 
severe, — ^like sifting a mountain through a sieve to find one 
precious pearl, — ^but thy reward for that one pearl, can never 
enter thy heart to conceive in the mortal. — Go forth in three 
companies, holding thy trumpet in thy hand — with empty 
pitchers and lamps within the pitchers and cry out unto all 
Christendom " The sword of the Lord, and of Joshua " — ^break 
the pitchers, blow your trumpets, holding the lamp in the 
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left hand and the tnimpet in the right and cry. out again : 
*'The sword of the Lord and of Yaakl^/'-^-Jerusalem above 
is come down from heaven, and the two immortal Spirits are 
songht for, that man may' be made equal with the Son. These 
are the jojrfol tidings to be preached now in these latter days. 
Solomon said of this woman — (Jerusalem ^bove) " With 
the fruit of her hands she planted a vineyard." — That vine- 
yard is the house of Israel, she excelled all the rest, all he 
ever saw. — ^When the woman is in Jerusalem above, then 
Jerusalem will rule the night, and the light will prevail over 
the gross darkness, f or Grod says, He will prevail by the lesser 
Kght, but He does not say He will prevail with the stars. — 
When Jesus came out of the river Jordan, He was anointed 
high priedt of both Heaven «nd earth ; and while He was in 
that light He prevailed, but when the light withdrew, darkness 
prevailed till the light sprang again, and showed a spiritual 
light for the dead. So now God is going to prevail over dark- 
liess by those who enquire after Zion, these two immortal 
Spirits : Christ and Jerusalem above and those who seek Him 
with thee shall prevail over darkness, which-is the death* of 
the* body. — The stars in the firmament^ borrow their light- 
from the moon, and the m!oon froxU the sxm. The Outer Court 
borrows its light from the Inner Court or Holy Place and the 
Inner Court from the Holy of Holies. — ^These are all figures 
of the immortal light.— Jesus borrowedj His light from His 
Mother Jerusalem above, she borrowed it from the sun, which 

was Christ. The two immortal Spirits areJZion above, -and 

Jerusalem above, Christ, the male Spirit, and the bride the- 
female Spirit ; being the sister that Solomon saw : "^We have 
a little sister, and she hath no brea&ts : if she be a wall, we 
will build upon her a palace of sUver. I am a nvall, and my 
breasts like towers." If she be a wall we will build upon her, 
if she be a tower we will rely upon her, for she hath the law 
and the testimony. If the law of Christ frees^us, then are we 
free. *' If the Son therefore shall make you free, 'ye shall bo 
free indeed." 

There is a great difference between branch and root, — ^the 
branch bears the fruit ;— Christ is the root, and man is the 
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bole, — that is the bole He will dwell in, — and ahbw unto man 
^^--Chiist being grafted into man is the leward whioh wiU be 
' above his fellows ;-'— as the cap which was found in Benjamin's 
sack, when they were in the land of Egjrpt, — so that it is but 
one of a family, — one bride with the bridegroom, which is 
the heir, — being Jesus and the house of Israel 

Hear O house of Israel and all ye nations of tiie earth, the 
•words of the Lord : '^-I now call the woman from her uudean- 
ness, and I will give her of the tree of life, — ^which is placed 
in. the midst of Paradise, — ^and I will call and cause her to 
brii^ man as harself, for by the hat of her hand shall she 
heal the nations, — and her blossom shall bear fruit unto the 
man, until his body becomes one of the stones of the trans* 
pairent city ; — ^for I have now anointed her eyes that she may 
anoint the eye of the man, that they may see ey« to eye, — ^for 
by the fruit of the hand of the woman will I plant the vine- 
yard of the man, and I will show them that which I showed 
to the handmaid without a veil, and they shall begin now to 
return to the days of their youth. — ^For I will put the female 
witiiin the Spirit of Paradise, and I will show them the city, 
having 144,000 living stones in it, and not two alike,— «nd 
she shall now begin to polish tbem, that they may see how 
tiiey were in their blood. The bride shall purify them by the 
hand of the woman, and n^ider unto every man according to 
his work, and it shall heal their flesh, and lay the physician 
aside, with the doctor and the lawyer. — ^Th^ shall then know 
that it ' is better to enter into the Spirit with one eye, 
imd OTte hand or one foot, rather than • liave two eyes, 
%wo hands and two feet and not enter, for she shall 
Clothe them upon their mortal clothing.-^-And every membelr 
ot their body which is wanting shall come out of thei^ 
ibriDier places, then they shall know t^e difference between 
those who are in the kingdom, and those that are out of it,-^ 
^ven in their mortal lives,-^for they must first live in Para*- 
disc, before Paradise will live in them.'*—" For the woman 
«hall cleanse the blood, and bring it to the place where I set 
it at first,*^where I commanded them not to touch it. And 
it shall go unto that place which is uninhabited, at the full* 
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ness of weeks of weeks. " All " men shall see and under- 
stand my work) and that "Evil " is but a "God " of the 
" DEAD," and all men shall know that it liveth " not ; " and 
that all men who have assumed by it to be God, — ^they are 
but as dead gods. — ^Though Satan has wrought,— his works 
shall not live, — ^for I will make the woman stronger than he, 
and I will make her as David was, unto the Philistines. — I 
will give her the sling and stone that his head be bruised, 
and the sword which shall take " oflf his head of that part, — 
which is hid in man ; for I have given her 144,000 living 
stones, and by them shall she withstand him, so that he shall 
know that the weakness of the woman is stronger than the 
evil of Satan." — Many women have done valiantly, — ^but this 
woman who is found worthy to drive away the evil, doeth 
more valiantly, — and is thrice blessed, so that she loseth the 
evil of her mortal life, and findeth the other, — fulfilling the 
words of Jesus : " Whosoever will lose his life (that is the 
evil of the mortal life) for my sake, shall find [it/* — ^namely 
the life immortal of his natural body. 

Man being made immortal without a soul, — ^he would have 
continued a spirit without a body. — But the woman bringing 
forth a body of her own seed, in whom there was no guile ; — 
the shedding of His blood became a seed for His younger 
brother's transgression, — so that they might receive spiritual 
bodies, — ^by their spirits being as an anchor to draw their 
souls from corrupt earth into incorruptible, — and His body 
became a seed for the living, to raise them immortal like 
Himself. — ^Tbe inheritance was immortal: the man and the 
woman being in one temple. When God had given them 
their inheritance, — He withdrew Himself from them, — ^He 
then formed a body out of the earth, in His image, according 
to His likeness, and He took the spirit of the woman from 
Adam and brought it unto the body of the woman, and she 
became mortal : a tree of knowledge of good and evil to 
man. — He took of the evil of the blood, which he was com- 
manded to resist, by which he lost his inheritance, receiving a 
heart of blood, — tares being sown therein. — So man fell from 
immortal to mortal. — He fell from the inheritanca But 
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when the £atted calf was killed, which was the sheddiiig bf 
the hlood of Jesns, for the transgression of Adam^ — ^He 
ascended to receive His Bride, which is*: Jerusalem above, 
and now when Jerosalem descends and rests on the woman, 
— then the woman will bring man back from where he fell — 
that is to say: from mortal to immortality. Those whos^ 
bodies have gone to corruption, (which is the journey of the 
younger son) will be raised incorruptible as the angels at the 
resurrection. — " The women " have " now " gone forth to cast 
out Satan — but woe, woe, woe, unto that womsin in Israel this 
day who has gone forth into the wilderness, if she be over- 
come—But if she, being mortal enters into the immortal, 
then she sees as Gideon saw, and takes unto herself the 
same weapons ; she possesses more than Samson's strength, 
though he slew one thousand with the jaw-bone of an 
ass, and carried away the city gates, with the posts 
thereof (which id figurative of carrying away the evil) and 
when man has that eye that Solomon had, which lifted up the 
gates, that light will be such that mortal cannot endure it, the 
same as when they cotdd not look upon Jesus upon the high 
motmtain for : ''They fell on their face, and were sore afraid."-^ 
And those who have put on immortality will be as that to the 
nations, — ^but whilst they are mortal, they are as the lights 
of Gideon's army t —hid in the pitchers till they were struck: — 
** Changed in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump." — ^The evil must be cast out, but the woman that 
casts it out, — ^the evil will try to enter them. — Then ye may 
say : alas ! alas I who will go forth to fight that battle ? where 
is the woman that will come forth to enter that field ? — ^that 
wilderness ? — these words are all parables to the world — ^but 
the house of Israel understandeth my speech — for unto you 
it is given to know the mysteries of the kingdom. — ^We have 
uttered things which have been kept secret from the founda- 
tion of the world — ^but the Gentiles will never understand. 
But we have deeper and far weightier things to utter yet, as 
we proceed through the Boll : — things hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearned (in spiritual things) and un- 
stable, will wrest, as they do also the other Scriptures, unto 
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iheir own decrtruetion. Asr it is written: *'Whfttseestthbu?-^ 
Aind I angweted I see a " Flying £011*^ ; — I will briiig it forth 
saith the Lord of hosts, and it shall ent^ into' the house of 
tiie thiefi tt shall remain in the midst of his honse, and shall 
eoinsume it with the timber thereof and the stones thereol 
This is the cnfse tihat goeth forth over thci face of the whole 
earth.'^ To the thief or robber of his Own body— it will 
pbove a enrBe,^a saVour of death unto death,— but to the 
diildren of Israel, who will not sell their Ihheritanice for a 
mess of pattage,'^who "will not enter into covenatit with deaith 
-and hell, — ^who will seek the immoiptality of the natural body, 
io them it will pibve a savour' of life tinto truth, light, rest, 
joy and life^ and they shall receive it more abundantly asfthejfr 
ascend the high mountain of transfiguration. When Jesus 
q^ke to the Jews and Gentiles, He always spoke to them ih 
paarablesj and they sMd : '^ who then can be E^ved V but' Hie 
said: ^^With m^i this is impossible, but with God'idl things 
are possible." — The son of man is the glory of God and He 
makes him His son when he hsas put on immortalit|y, — ^then 
was Jesus God's own Son, the seed of the Father then living 
within Him. In His mortal life Her spoke of that whidi 
diould be done. Jesus is the Son of msin; the beloved bf God ; 
and He says: "Fear not, little flock, for it. is your Father's 
^ood pleasure to give you the Kiiigdom." — Hear then, arid un- 
derstand, O house of Israel — ^Thus saith the Lord of hosts': 
*' The fruit of the woman is the seed of God, — ^the other is 
the seed of Satan. The seed of the wdcked goeth downwards 
unta dust/ but the living, of seed of the' woman shall take 
hold^ and shall no more bear fruit downwfltnb, but shall take 
root and spring upwards. Wherefote, by the woman, I com- 
menced my work, and by the woman, all must be finished. 
The woman is to deliver herself up to Jerusalem above, else she 
cannot be finished,-^for how could she cleanse a man, unlee» 
Bhe herself dwell in the Spirit ?" — ^Man must return, return, re- 
turn to hisFather and leave the citizen to become.thesdn of man, 
before he can bec6me a son of God, and the woman must hav^ 
her sister united to her, before she can do the work, andshe will 
cause them to do the work, till Zion below shall meet with Zion 
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iabovej then the woi-k is finished-i-then the man ie in Ctoist and 
the woman in the bride,— and they tw«tin shall be dne ; higher 
thttft they wete when first oreated. — ^Thue saith the Loir* : *' I 
am 'the Bridegw>om, undeflled; my Briide is dlie;- eha^jg ta 
Virgin, and wickedness will liot dwell in &ep. — Her breastis 
Ate comely, like the tower of Lebanon; all her t>ones Shall 

r 

^ck of her and be satisfied. — I wiU make all the'six cbnrdhds 
tremble before the seventh, and she shall orerdome p^they 
i&ail come and worship at her feet, and acknowledge that I 
have loved hiBr,"and that she is mine and I am hers.*— She ib 
of me, and the bones of thft whole, house of IsrAel are con^ 
tsained in her body, and I dwell in her, and my graiftishall be 
in her temple.— She needeth not the light of the sun, (whicfh 
resembles those who say, they are bom of me, but do U^^: 
•tiiei^ sun shAll be darkened) neither of the m^Ddn, which ib 
the'. resemblance of the earthly bodies. — The duU 'beiti^ 
darkened, are those who say : they die the* death- ^of the 
W^Hteous and go to heaven : but they shall boV Jtnd acknow- 
ledge that the Bride is mine and I am hers. — For -every tree 
?(haTl''beAr fruit of me : there shill not be ene bdnc' of* heif, 
tjast' off, for every bone of her, is a King and a- Queen unto 
me, and a priest upon my throne, and my name written 'upon 
her thigh, and in her forehead : and her breasts will I uncover, 
that isill her little ones may suck. She shall dandle the fruit 
of her body, and dandle them on her knees, and her wings 
'sh^ cover her fruit, as the hen covereth her brood. ' The 
toiiise of Isriael will be like their Father and Mother, Christ 
"and the heaVenly Jerusalem. As soon as a child is boni, its 
another's life- is in it, so as soon as they are b6m, the Spirit 
of the heavenly Jerusalem will be in them. They will hang 
upon their mother, the heavenly Jerusalem. — ^My people shall 
be proved by an unjust thing and they shall be tried ttais : 
When evil is spoken falsely of any, if they belong not to 
Israel, it will drive them Out ;— ^biit if they belong to Israel, 
it wiU drive them closer and closer to their Mother's 
breast."- — 

A clear and certain sign has been placed before every man 
and woman, 'who profess to know the Lord God Almighty: — 
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the sign was first shown to the prophet Isaiah. The Lord 
said unto Isaiah '' This shall be a sign unto thee : ye shall 
eat this year such as groweth of itself; and in the second 
year, that which springeth of the same : and in the third 
year, sow ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the fmifc 
thereof. — ^And the remnant that is escaped of the house of 
Judah, shall .again take root downward, and bear fruit upward: 
for out of Jerusalem shall go forth a remnant, and they that 
escape out of Zion : the zeal of the Lord of hosts shall do 
this." — The three years, are three generations : man ate the 
first year of such as he fdL in ; he earned his bread by the 
sweat of his brow ; his sons became murderers, and this was 
of that which grew of itself. — ^That generation was overthrown, 
but Noah and his sons were preserved in the Ark; and the 
second year or second generation commenced, and with it : 
that which sprang of the same, or former generation, they did 
eat ; — ^though the Lord came as it was written of Him, and 
would have married them, but they refused Him, and they 
took the life of the fallen nature that dwelt in blood. — But 
the Branch which is taken from Christ shall take root down- 
ward, and by the law and the Gospel bear fruit upward in 
them. These are the branches, or remnant of the house of 
Zion who have escaped. — The Lord of hosts took a temple^ 
and became a Husband on the fifth day, but " He toas " as 
though He were asleep — ^until tl*e graft was taken out of Him. 
By that graft. He will gather all His bones, — then He will 
arise as a man out of sleep — and He will show the fallen 
angels and devils that He is the husband of these bones — 
and He will prove to an astonished universe, that the Deity 
made man in Their image and likeness. — 

0, thou Bride^ spouse and Queen, 

Spread forth thy great eternal wing; 

'Neath it, man wrestles to get free ; 

They cannot, wiU not, part from thee, 

Their cry h, ** Mother, mother make me free.** 

Alleluia, Alleluia, write tbey are bleas'd. 

Who come to the marriage supper of the Lamb ; 

In loud Allelujah's creation rejoiceth, 

In the Holy of Holies—" I am that I am.*' 
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We thank Thee God, holy»— jast and true, that we have 
been permitted, unworthy though we be, — ^to reach and see 
the 1,335 days of Daniel, this third and last watch of the 
eleventh hour, of the last dispensation. — ^We praise Thy holy 
name that the day has come of which Thou spakest on earth 
to the daughters of Jerusalem. — ^We glorify Thy name that 
Thou hast anointed our eyes with the eye-salye of the land. 
— We magnify Thee God, that we can, even now, in the 
mortal flesh, — ^realize the marvellous beauty of Thy words : 
'^ Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck/' 

We see her, the Bride, white and ruddy. 

The chiefest among ten thousand ; 

She ia the '<onlt ons" that btingefth *< to birth 'M ! t 

The choice one of the immortal earth. 

She is the Beloved of the Bridegroom, 

Wlio feedeth among the lilies. 

Mercy and truth have met together, 

Bighteousness and peace have kissed each other. 

The immortal Spirit rested three years upon Jesus, before 
it showed its full powers. It delivered up His body, and 
afterwards took it again. So it is with the ''segoxd child " 
who shall rule all nations with a rod of iron. — ^It first comes 
and rests upon them as a child, afterwards with full' power 
to reign, as it did in Jesus. For a child when put to walk, 
does not receive its strength all at once. Observe Solomon 
says : " I considered all the living which walk tmder the 
sun, with the second child that shall stand up in His stead/* 
— Then the second child is for those, who are seeking to 
live, — ^not for those who are seeking to die, and it will rest 
on them three years, before it shows its full power. — In the 
days of the disciples when they were all gathered together, 
they were operated upon by cloven tongues,— it was but the 
operation ; and when the second child comes and rests on '' the 
sealed " or 144,000, — ^the words spoken to Isaiah, will then 
be fulfilled: " Lo, this is our God." And the 144,000 will 
be as saviours. Then will also be fulfilled the words of the 
Lord spoken to Obadiah : " And saviours shall come up on 
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tMountZioiiyiand judge the moant of Esan." — God is but one, 
but. He separates Himself, as He did at the descent: of the 
jdoven toi^fues. We say spiritually: that all those, that 
remain, in their mortal Uves, shall see them have this full 
power,— not in part, for He gave the twelve disciples the full 
power of its operation only in part, ftnd they believed in part, 
which was for the saving of the soul, for then it was t ''Seal 
the l^w among my disciples/'— They weore determined to 
:know nothing but Jesus, and Him crucified:' But now H^ 
>€(Baes.a second time, without sin, and gives not the Spirit by 
measure, but its full power, — ^^It is but a short time before 
the second child will stand up instead of Jesus, — the woman's 
seed — whether ye are prepared or not, but will He stand up 
in the Jew or the Gentile ?i No—^but in the Israel of God ; 
and the two Spirits shall dwell in them one day, that day 
being a thousand years, having no beginning of days or end 
of life, — and they will be in His own image, — 

The first woman handed forth the evil-^but the latter 
woman subdues the evil, then she frees the child, and her 
body being the city, she then is the free* woman of the city — 
the city being a figure of the body. There shall be those 
that are infants, one hundred years old, and one hundred 
and fifty years old, and^they shall enter into the ^irit. — 
i Thus saith the Lord : — '* The wotoah handed the evil, and 
^he must take it away, for there is no other means under -the 
heavens, nor earth, nor the seas.— Can you get a tree that has 
dost its sap, to put forth a blossom of increase ? It has no 
goodne88,'^but when the sap has gotae down to the root, 
<a!kid comes up again, then and then only — ^it is ;^urifled." — 

In justice to the weaker disciples- of JeSUs,' who arte 
earnestly seeking for truth, we must remitid them, that: 
..though it is written : *' The woman handed the ' evil, and shfe 
must take it away " — ^this znust not be confotlnd^ with the 
words of the Evangelist John, where it is %ritteti x-^^ Behold', 
the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of tte world."— ^ 
aSie sin of the world is not yet taken away, — evil still reigns 
on the earth and death through evil for God :•" calleth those 
• hings which- be not as though they were." The Lamb of 
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God will take awaj the sin of the world at the appointed 
time,-— but the woeaan deanses the house,-^the body^— 
removes the tares from the blood— sweeps the hoirse for tlM 
piece— and cleaoses the blood through the powfer of Jerui-* 
salem above. The taking away^ of the sin of the world*-^is 
unto all-^ even to the rebelliotts alsb. Chriist is the pro*- 
pitiation for the sins of the whole world-^the Advocate with 
the Father, and if we confess our sins, He is faithful ahd just 
to forgive us our sins and to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness. — The one, is to both Jew and Gentile, who though 
being cleansed from all unrighteousness do> not ' seek the life 
of the body. Cleansed " Ji^ iw^ aiV^ They have made a 
covenant with death and seek the grave, in hope of the 
heavenly inheritance, reserved for thenif through the resur- 
rection. — The other, is only to the house of Israel who seek 
** Life^' and to obbain the life- of tiie body, they must receive 
the cleansing of Zion here in the lixortal life. Their blood 
must be washed away, for " flesh and ' hlood * cannot enter 
the kingdom." We did not think it necessary to mention the 
" house of Irsael " at each sentence ; — ^but for fear that we may 
not be distinctly understood, we say : "Th6 woman handed 
the evil, (to man— to the world) but she must take it away 
or remove it from every child of Israel — for she cannot 
remove it from those who seek her not, for its removal. — 
Israel will cry out, mom, noon and night to Jerusalem above 
— with lamentation and bitter weepings : ** Mother, make 
me free," " cleanse me from the root, branch and seed of 
evil." — They seek to be bom of the Spirit, — of the female 
immortal Spirit, their Mother Jerusalem above who bears no 
evil — who gives no suck to the evil. They seek to enter the 
womb of her of whom Jesus said i " Blessed are the barren 
(from evil) and the womb that never bare (evil) and the paps 
which never gave suck (to the evil). Daughters of Jerusalem 
weep not for me (she is my mother, my spouse, my bride), but 
weep for yourselves and for your children, until ye enter with 
your seed into the womb of the female immortal Spiiit and be 
born again. — Eachel ! thou mother of the free — Eef rain thy 
voice from weeping, and thine eyes from tears : for thy 
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children shall come again from the land of the enemy. Thy 
children shall come again to their own border. — Come ! 
Mother come ! we wait to receive thee. We are waiting for 
that blessed hour when all Israel shall meet, meet again 
around thy throne — ^beneath thine immortal wing. Descend 
now Thou immortal Spirit upon the seed of Bebeoca the 
mortal woman and make her an instrument in Thy hand to 
pBrify her bothers and Bisters. 

As tliis sweet flow'r of virgm white, 

Surrounded by the prickly thorn, 
So is this fair one in God's sight, 

Among the danghtem earthly bom. 
Then thou well-belov'd, arise ; 

O'er Israel's seed thy sceptre away ; 
Thyself unvail before their eyes — 

Thy beaut'ons form to them display. 
Now the Branch that long was promis'd. 

Which grew out of Jesus' roots; 
Now the rod, the staff, and comfort, 

"Which produces living fruits. 
As Jesus by the woman came,

" thou Man of God, there ii death in the pot. " 2 Kings iy. 40. 
*' Te will not come to me, that ye might haye ' life '." John y. 40. 
" God is not the God of the dead, but of the < liying '." Matt. zzii. 32. 

Odd spake in tbe begmning that which shall be fulfilled in 
the end. — Since the foundation of the world, God has always 
spoken to man, in parables, types and antitypes in His holy 
Word. — " All Scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable fcnr doctrine, for reproof, for correction and for in- 
struction in righteousness." — Not only has God spoken to man 
by His angel, or Spirit — and through the holy Scriptures ; — 
but He has also spoken to man, through nature: by 
similitudes, likenesses, resemblances, comparisons, varieties 
and synonjrms, — ^whether animate or inanimate — ^with a voice 
unmistakably clear and distinct, to all who have eyes to see 
with, and ears to hear with. — ^AU that has been spoken, every 
lesson taught to man since the beginning, — ^point with uner- 
ring certainty by the finger-post and through the telescope — of 
time, to one certain period : — the end. — As ages, generations, 
and dispensations have rolled on, — ^leaving the hoary mountains 
of Ararat and the barren plains of Shinar, in the far distant 
back-ground, — ^l%ht has shone brighter and brighter as man 
drew nearer to the end. — ^To all those who possess spiritual 
discernment, the light shines brightly. Others, see and know 
in part, looking through a glass darkly ; while to others, the 
light that is in them, is darkness, — ^but Oh ! "how great is 
that darkness." — Though the prophets of old could in their 
day look though their dim telescopes into futurity, and see 
the far distant light of these latter days, — ^though they spake 
in parabolic language of events which would transpire^ — ^yet 
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they understood not their own sayings. And not only these, 
but the cohorts of celestial angels who surround the throne 
of Qod,— -do not understand the magnitude of the. imysteriea 
which God is now revealing to man: "which things the 
angels desire to l^k into."— And, " th^ prophets have inquired 
and searched diligently, who prophesied, of the grace that 
should come unto you : searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which was iq them did signify." — 
wherefore we see that it was expedient that the Man-Christ 
should take His departure to the right hand of 'poWer,**^iit 
He might setid us the Preacher, the Int^reter, the Com- 
forter, who would lead us into all truth. —

host, and the children- of Israel fell in the wilderness;,— In... 
the first dispensation, there was Eiiooh/-rin the second, 
Elijah, and. in the third, Jesus ;— these, did not eat out of the; . 
pot of death — until the meal of life waS cast into it, and 
death had no power over them : " there was no barm in -the 
pot." — ^At the day of Pentecost the pot is again placed before 
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man, and we find the church eating pottage together, in 
common, Ananias with Sapphira gather the wild gourd and 
lay a certain part at the feet of Peter, and immediately they 
fell down dead. — ^We see the pot again laid before Peter : " as 
it had been a great sheet knit at the four comers, and let 
down to the earth; and there came a voice to him: rise, 
Peter ; kill and eat. But Peter said : not so Lord ; for I 
have never eaten anything that is common or unclean. And 
the voice spake unto him again the second time, what God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou common. This was done 
thrice ; and the vessel was received up again into heaven." — 
This was done thrice, to show Peter that he was to unlock 
the third dispensation to the Gentiles ; — the time for the in- 
gathering of the Gentiles had arrived, and the parenthesis or 
time of the Gentiles would remain open until their fulness. 
—We now reach the present day : — ^the end, — ^the third and 
last watch, wherein the parable before us, will have its fulfil- 
ment, — ^There is a dearth in the land, — a famine of truth. 
We see the great pot of Christendom before us containing 
pottage and wild gourds, laid before the sons of the prophets. 
" And it came to pass that as they were eating of the pottage, 
that they cried out and said : * thou man of God, there is 
death in the pot.' And they could not eat thereof." Elisha 
now appears upon the scene with the meal and he cast it 
into the pot and said : " Pour out for the people, that they 
may eat. And there was no harm in the pot." — Here then, 
before us we have a true picture of the end. We see the 
great pot of Christendom in the midst of dearth, famine and 
desolation, containing a mixture of pottage and wild gourds, 
— ^the preachers of Christendom are calling out to us : to eat 
— ^but how can we eat^ — when there is death in the pot ? — * 
The dearth or famine in the land, is as acceptable to us, as 
the contents of the pot of Christendom. — But where is Elisha? 
— must he not come first and cast the meal into the pot, that 
there be no harm in it ?— The disciples asked Jesus a similar 
question and said :—* Why then say the scribes that Elias 
must first come ? — ^And Jesus answered and. said unto them : 
Elias truly shall first come, and restore all things. But I 

s 
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say unto yon, that Elias is come already, and they knew Him 
not, but have done unto Him whatisoeyer they listed. — Like- 
wise shall {Llso the Son of man suffer of them."-^£3ias did 
come to restoie the contents of the pot, with the unleavened 
meal, that all harm might be removed from it^ — ^but tilkey 
chose the wild gourds, the pot of death and they murdered 
Him. Jesus, knowing that they would refuse the mieal of life 
and choose the pot containing death, exclaimed : :^^ Ye will 
not come to me, that ye might have life."— He poured, out 
the pure juice of the true vine for all those who had 
eaten or ever would eat out of the pot of death and 
He offers salvation to every soul, and invites all men 
to come to Him and partake j&reely. — If they r^pfent and 
believe in Jesus Christ, the Son of God, they will receive 
life at the first resurrection, and a spiriti;ial body like- 
unto the angels of God. If they do not repent, and da 
not believe in Him who offers them a free salvation, with- 
out money and without price,— they pass through a 
second death, being "twice dead, plucked up by the roota> 
and remain in the grave until the second resurrection: 
one Ihoiteand years, when they will bow the knee to 
the Man-Ohrist and acknowledge Him, Lord of all. — ^They 
will then receive a spiritual body, and return to their fonapteif 
estate,' and God will be allinalL — But' when r Jesus poured 
out the pure juice of the vine into the pdt upon MouQjtf 
Calvary, it was to ransom the dead : — ^All who 'had died from, 
the days of Adain until that time, and all who Would die from- 
thence t6 the end of times. — The time had not then come to. 
cast the dnleavened meal into the pot for the life of the body .— ^ 
The disciples' understood not this, for they asked Jesus t — -. 
*' Lord, wilt Thou at ^i^time restore again the Eongdomto. 
Israel ?-»-And He said uhtb them, it is not for yoit;to kawiv' 
the times br the treasons, which the Fatbet hath put in Sia ow^ 
power." — Before the pure imleavened meal of life cast be east 
into the pot, — ^Elias must first come sjxd restore all iMnff9r^ 
the Comforter must come and lead you into all jtrutlu The. 
spirits of the jikst,'the true children of Abra^ham— the. seed 
of Israel must first possess b6dies,-Hjhe 144,000— the -sealed" 
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must be sent on this planet clothed in mortal flesh — ^the elect 
whom He foreknew would possess the Kingdom and become 
the bride of Christ ; — whom He did predestinate to be made 
in the image of His Son, — ^who will be justified and glorified 
with Christ, when He comes to receive His bride. " That in 
the dispensation of the fulness of times (of both Jew and 
Grentile) He might gather together, all things in Christ — both 
which are in. heaven and which are on earth ; being predes- 
tinated according to the ptirpose of Him who worketh all 
things after the counsel of His own will/' — That time is now 
come, and we are now living in the days wherein aU the 
Scriptures &om Genesis to Bevelation wilL have their full 
accomplishment. For "Mias is come" and is " now" " here,'* — 
dwelling in mortal flesh, — ^to restore all things and cast the 
unleavened meal into the pot of death, to remove its sting ; 
but the sons of the prophets — the seed of Israel *' only " can 
eat thereof!— Elias now holds out "the golden pot with 
manna " to all those who worship the God of Abraham Isaac 
and Jacob — ^the God of the living — ^not the God of the dead. — 
Many, good and earnest Christians for the salvation of the 
soul, are worshipping the God of the dead and know it not— 
Who is worshipping the God of the living? — Is it thpse wlio 
are perpetuallj clinging to a erucified Saviour, — worshipping a 
dea4l Jesus in the flesh ?^— or is it those who are seated to- 
gether in the heavenlies in Christ, far abote all principality 
and power and might and dominion, whose lives are hid with 
Ohxist in God ? — Is it those who say and do not ?— ror is it 
(hose who seek and groan night and day to obey the Lord and 
do His will ? — ^Is it those who are perpetually coming tp.thQ 
foiintainfiUed with blood to be washedoverandover againof their 
sins ;— H>r is it those who having been once washed, needeth 
not, save to have their feet washed ? — Is it those who are 
perpetually asking for forgiveness and yet continue in th0 
same evil practices day after day and year after year, — or is it 
those who kfww that they havie been forgiven, wh(^ have 
^ceceived and found rest, and who pray for. the root, branch 
and seed of all evil to be totally removed from their blood ?-<-^ 
In' a word, who are the worshippers of the God of thQide9di*m 
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Those who seek life through death and the God of the dead, — 
those who can only see the glory of God through the 
veil of death, — who' are perpetually walking through the 
valley of shadow of death, leaning upon their own rod and 
staff, or who are moaning and groaning in restlessness 
on the bare ribs of the ark of salvation ; — who afflict their 
souls and boast of their humility ; — who see Jesus " only " in 
the light of the Atonement ; who either trust in dead works or 
in no works at all, who are perpetually feeling}their spiritual 
pulsation, — th^iv feelings being the barometer oftheirhopein 
Christ, — their joy or misery being balanced by the weight of 
their feelings ; who quench their thirst in puddles of water 
soaked into and at the bottom of graves. — Those who are only 
preparing to die, will not come to Jesus that they might have 
life. — Xo, they prefer to worship the God of the dead. In vain 
they do worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments 
of men, — they draw nigh unto me with their mouth, and 
honoureth me with their lips : but their heart is far from me." 
Theirs is a form of godliness without power. — ^Who worship the 
Godof theliving? — Those who leave the dead to bury their dead, 
and casting away their garments, follow Jesus whithersoever He 
leadeth. They follow Him from the river Jordan to the cross, 
and from the cross to the grave, — but they do not stop here : 
— they take the same cross with Jesus on earth apd are yoked 
with the same yoke and are seated with the Man-Christ at 
the right hand of power whither He has bid all who worship 
the God of the living, come, that they might have life ; — nor 
are they satisfied with life only, but that they may have it 
more abundantly, that they may pass with the Priest and 
the Levite on the other side of the grave. — Those who worship 
the God of the living — the God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob 
(whose children they are) in spirit and in truth, — who worship 
Him who is able to do exceeding abundantly above all that 
they ask or think, who seek to ask aright and not amiss, — 
who ask for the life of the body, who pray and groan for the 
female immortal Spuit, Jerusalem above : Zion, the comforter, 
— the interpreter,— the Alpha and the Omega, — who pray that 
an entrance may be ministered unto them abundantly into 
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the everlasting Kingdom of our Lord an'.l Saviour Jesus 
Christ. — They seek not mansions, nor habitations, but the 
Kingdom of God — a bone of the bride of Christ. — Wlio live 
in the third story of the ark — near the window, that they 
may take in the dove bearing the palm of the land, and 
survey God's mighty handiwork, and understand the deep 
mysteries which have been kept secret from the foundation 
of the world. Who live upon angels' food out of the golden 
pot with manna. — How can these feed out of the great pot of 
pottage and wild gourds ? Nay, — ^they can only feed upon the 
unleavened bread, the unleavened meal of truth, which Elisha 
is now casting into the pot. — Those who worship the God of 
the living, " know " that they are dead — as dead to knowledge 
as the Shunamite's son, — but the woman is here, — Queen 
Esther is here, to plead for her people, and Elisha is here who 
went up and lay upon the child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, and his hands upon his 
hands : and stretched himself upon the child ; — and the flesh 
of the child waxed warm. And Elisha said unto the woman : 
— " take up thy son/' — and she took up her son and went out. 
— Those who worship the God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob 
" wUl " come to me that they might have " Life!' For though 
they be dead to knowledge, through the transgression of the 
woman; — the latter woman will not rest, — she will lay the 
child upon the bed of the man of God, and shut the door 
upon him, and go out. She will send for one of the young 
men and for one of the asses and hasten to the man of God, 
who holds the unleavened meal of life. — Drive, and go for- 
ward ; slack not thy riding for me, except I bid thee. And 
when she finds the man of God, she lays hold of him by the 
feet, for her soul is vexed within her. Nothing short 
of ''Life" will satisfy the hungry children of Abraham 
who worship not the God of the dead, but the God of the 
living. — ye Gentiles, search the Scriptures for in them ye 
think ye have eternal life ; but how can ye have eternal life, 
if ye will not come to me for " Life!* — Why do ye not come 
to Jesus for '^Life ? " Who hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light through the Gospel* 
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Why will ye come to Jesus for death? or for life through 
death — ^why will ye seek life through death and corruption ? — 
Why will ye seek incorruptibility and a spiritual life, — ^when 
immortality can now be obtained ; when the life of the body 
can now be obtained ? — simply because : — ^ye Gentiles " will 
not come to Jesus that ye might have life " and why ? — 
because Jesus said : " Murmur not among yourselves. No 
man can come to me, except the Father which hath sent me 
draw him.". They will be raised up at the last day, in the 
third and last watch of that day, — ^in the 1,335 days of Daniel, 
as it is written : "And they shall be aU taught of God ;'* — 
being the sons of the prophets, or spirits of the just, the 
144,000, the sealed and bride of Christ.— These are all raised 
up now, and are living upon the planet this day, waiting for 
the Father to draw them.— -Art thou drawn of the Father? 
— ^Art thou one of those of whom Jesus spake, saying : "And 
I will raise him up at the last day." Dost thou wish to 
know ? — then behold, here are the three tests laid before thee 
this day, answer these questions : *' Art thou eating to-day 
out of the great pot containing pottage and wild gourds, and 
dost thou hear the cry of the sons of the prophets : " There 
is death in the pot '* ? — ^Wilt thou come to Jesus that thou 
mayest have Life ? — ^Dost thou worship the God of the living 
or the God of the dead^ — ^whom dost thou seek to worship ? 
— If thou canst answer and say that thou hast been eating 
out of the pot containing death, but that thy soul now loathest 
it, and that thou hungerest and thirsteth for " Life*' — ^the life 
of the body, and that thou desirest to worship the God of the 
living, — ^the God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob, in spirit and 
in truth ; — ^if this be the true desire of thine heart, then 
depend upon it, that flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto 
thee — ^but thou hast been drawn by the two immortal Spirits, 
Zion and Jerusalem above, — and though thou be called a 
Gentile to-day, being in bondage ; — rest assured that thou art 
a true child of Abraham and of the seed of Israel, and the 
Spirit of the living God will guide thee from life unto life, 
and thou shalt ride triumphantly over sin, death, hell and the 
grave. — One measure of meal has been placed in each dis- 
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pensation, — and in each dispensation the woman took and 
hid leaven into it, until the whole had been leavened by the 
leaven of eorruption and death. The three dispensations 
being now closed ; — in the first watch of the eleventh hour, 
the great pot is set on for the last time, and placed before the 
sons of the prophets. In the second watch, one went out 
into the field to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, and 
gathered thereof wild gourds, his lapful, and came and shred 
them into the pottage of the first watch : for they knew them 
not. — So they ponred out for the men to eat. And it came 
' to pass, eis they were eating of the pottage, that they cried out 
and said " thou man of Grod, there is death in the pot." 
And they could not eat thereof. The second watch closed 
in 1875. — Now in the third and last watch of the eleventh 
hour ; the man of Grod appears on the scene and said : " Then 
bring meal " — ^the pure meal of life — the salt of the earth — 
and he cast it into the pot ; and said : pour out for the people, 
that they may eat. And there was no harm in the pot. — 
Observe, that in the first and second watch, the pottage is only 
placed before the sons of the prophets, — ^but now in this the 
third and last watch, the word of the Lord is : " Pour out for the 
people " — ^pour out the true pottage for the people — the Gen- 
tiles ; that the sons of the prophets, the spirits of the just, the 
true, seed may be gathered and brought to Zion. — This is the 
Flying Boll poured out for the people of all nations and 
tongues : " And I beheld, and heard an angel flying through 
the midst of heaven, — saying with a loud voice : woe, woe, 
woe, to the inhabiters of the earth by reason of the other 
voices of the trumpet of the three angels, which are yet to 
sound!" — "and I saw another angel fly in the midst of 
heaven, having the everlasting Gospel to preach unto them 
that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue and people, saying with a loud voice, fear God, and 
give glory to Him ; for the hour of His judgment is come." — 
In this Flying Eoll, the pure unadulterated meal of the 
Word of God is offered to the people for the first time. The 
tree of knowledge of good and evil is placed before you, and 
the tree of life shall open the eyes of the blind, who aclqiow- 
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ledge they have been dead to knowledge, and they shall 
live with the dead bodies of those who confessed before their 
bodies died ; they shall live together ; and the dead bodies 
which are mouldering in the dust, shall appear with bodies as 
the angels. But the dead men, who have confessed they were 
dead to knowledge shall appear with flesh and bone, and the 
tree of life within them, it being the life of their temples in 
the image of God. — But what makes a man half-dead — or 
dead to knowledge ? — is it not because God withdrew His 
Spirit from man, and man became half-dead when he slept, — 
of which, sleep is the figure. — Evil was created in the garden, 
Satan overcame them, and they lost the piece which keepeth 
the peace of the house; — they therefore want the other 
Comforter, which will come and overshadow that evil so that 
it has no power, as Elisha overshadowed the Shunamite's 
son, — ^sleep was removed and the boy lived. Man is half- 
dead, having only oniB spirit to his body ; and the other 
Comforter which Jesus said He would send, comes to raise him 
again to life. — Adam went down from Jerusalem to Jericho 
and fell among thieves, and he was left half-dead by the road- 
side ; — stripped of the immortal clothing to mortal ; and all 
his branches the same. The two who passed by were not 
stripped, viz. : Enoch and Elijah, but were translated without 
death. — Jesus the Samaritan sets him on his own beast. To 
each of the labourers, Jesus only gave a penny, — but to the 
man found half-dead He gave two-pence. — ^At the creation ; 
it is said in the Scriptures :^— God caused a deep sleep to fall 
upon man — and God afterwards caused a deep sleep to fall 
upon Abraham also, — and man has slept ever since, but he 
knows it not.' — ^In a former discourse, we explained the three 
stages of sleep : — in the maid, — the young man, and Lazarus, 
wherein we showed the sleep of each dispensation. In the 
fourth day, or fourth thousand years, Jesus said unto His 
disciples : " What could ye not watch with me, one hour ? — 
Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation ; the spirit 
indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak." Jesus came that He 
might awake the dead out of sleep. But now it is the sixtii 
day, and the immortal woman is brought to the mortal ; for 
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when man was separated from the immortal woman, he slept 
to the knowledge of God ; and in this sleep men have entirely 
forgotten or have become totally dead to the knowledge of 
their former estate in the spiritual world, before the foundation 
of the world, — through the weakness of the flesh. — Jesus 
said to James and John : " Ye know not what manner of 
spirit ye are of " — " and the spirits of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets " — John says : '* Believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits (by your own spirit) whether 
they are of God : (or of Satan, — of the God of the dead 
or the living) because many false prophets are gone out 
into the world," (having divers spirits). — God made man 
lower than the angels, and Jesus was made lower that 
He might taste death for every man, — ^for the rebellious 
also. — He the Son of God stooped under the lowest 
infirmities of men that He might redeem all, — ^because He 
knew that man was asleep and dead to knowledge. — Now 
how long did man sleep, for we find that while men slept, an 
enemy came and sowed tares in the field, — one went out and 
gathered wild gourds and shred them into the pot of pottage. 
— How long did Adam sleep ? — ^Did he and his posterity not 
sleep two thousand years ? Then the law came because of trans- 
gression, and man slept again two thousand years as before. — 
And did not Jesus the Son of God sleep also ? — ^Yes He did. 
He slept three days in the tomb, one day for each dispensa- 
tion. — The law was given after they had come out of the ark. 
— Did they not refuse the life of the Spirit ? — ^Did not Jesus 
say : <* Whither I go, ye cannot come ? " Did not Jesus go 
to the grave ? — But the house of Israel will not go to the grave. 
The Jews said: ''Will He go to the dispersed among the 
Gentiles, and teach the Gentiles ?" The house of Israel will not 
go to the grave, they are as children that have neither done 
good nor evil, through being in the loins, as Jesus was in their 
loins from the creation, — When Adam sinned he was dead to 
knowledge, but when the spirit of man, which is the eye is 
opened to the other eye inwardly, and that eye be towards 
God, is he not in misery, — ^seeing he is slain by the man of 
sin ? — This is the sin, — Oman's eye being opened and not doing 
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according to the knowledge given to him. But is this not 
being opened to the eye of fl[ian, that he might see with the 
other eye. It was handed to the children of Israel in the 
law, but they kept it hidden, that they might have the power 
and the sceptre, so they have kept ib hid from the Gentiles ; 
and the Jews have kept it hid from the Samaritan, though 
they were of themselves. They did this to prove themselves 
wiser, — ^to satisfy their own imaginations. and lusts ;^thus 
Adam and Eve sewed fig leaves together when their eyes 
were opened, that their evil deed might be; covered from their 
children. — ^Lust has been the evil permitted by the immortal 
Spirit to the spirit of man while in the mortal flesh, from the 
day of Adam down to the flood, and after the flood. Did 
not the sons of Noah take a raiment and cover his naked- 
ness ? — The spirit of the son who did the deed knew well what 
the nakedness meant when he had seen it: the Almighty 
made it known unto him then, though this is spoken in 
parable, for Jehovah always speaks to man in parable by 
that inward spirit, and all are blind until they are brought 
to see it by that inward spirit. — But this was done temporally 
to show forth the spiritual. — The time, the day, the hour is 
here when the words of Paul shall be fidfilled : " Then shall 
I know even as also I am known." 

If a graft is put into a tree, — would it not be absurd to say : 
the tree is in thegraft ? — ^and does not that graft partake of the 
sap of the root of that tree? — ^And are not all the various 
sects and denominations in Christendom seeking for one and 
the same thing viz : the salvation of the soul ? — are they not 
all bearing of the graft of the tree ? — But are there not two 
saps : the spirit of man and Christ, and the virtue in the 
Spirit ? — ^Do these not all receive of the fatness of the root ? 
— ^But are all called after Christ, — of Christ? — ^All sects, 
•parties and denominations in Christendom are all grafted into 
Him and are called after pim, though they differ in name and 
forms. Are all those grafted into Christ, who say they are of 
Him, — can they bear of Qhrist ? — If all were oif Him would 
they differ if -grafted into Him ? Certainly not.— Though 
there were a thousand diffident sects and denominatioxis 
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grafted into Christ to bear fruit, they could never do 
the work without the immortal Spirit were grafted into 
them. If the other spirit, with the Spirit of Christ, 
be joined together in the sap, are not the two saps 
united in the graft? and do not the two barks meet and 
unite together? — When Jesus was in Christ, He was called 
Christ, then it was said : Christ died, and overcame death, 
then all were under that graffc. But those who are of that 
graft, which is life, and the two saps meet and unite unto 
life, they then dwell between the two grafts, and the Spirit 
bears the fruit. — ^Then when a man is sent to preach, how can 
he preach unless he be sent of God ? — How can he do any of 
the Acts we read of which Christ did, — ^unless Christ do the 
work in him, and by him ? — When Jesus was grafted into 
Christ, was not His body Christ's body ? — When Jesus was 
grafted into Christ, His body had to die, that it might bring 
life, that Israel may be grafted into that Spirit, and dwell in 
it till they get into that immortal Spirit, then they will know 
all this, and see as they see ; — they will need no prophet, 
because they dwell in the prophet, the same as the inoculation 
of a child, or flower of the field. Then when man dwells 
between the root and branch of Christ, the body is alive. — 
We shall all die, unless that branch of Christ is grafted into 
us. If the two barks do not unite together, if the air get 
between, how can it unite, must it not be closed ?. — ^Man is 
called an olive plant, but he is the wild olive. Jesus* body 
was called a good olive plant before Christ was grafted into 
Him, -and when Christ withdrew from Jesus He Buffered the 
sentence of death. Then the Spirit came afterwards and 
showed His body alive ; — ^that ye may see how to overcome 
death, aiid be of the living. — -As the Hebrews denied the first 
coming of Christ, — so do many Gentiles deny His second 
coming, that He might include both Jew and Gentile in un- 
belief, — ^that He might have mercy upon the souls of aU, until 
the vaQ, which is the evil, be taken away from the living; — 
untQ He put His hand the second time to recover the bodies 
of those whom He should put His Spirit within, with the spirit 
of man, till the prophet's words be fulfilled : — " For this is my 
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oovenant unto them when I shall take away their sins " and 
cover their deeds. — I will then put my Spirit with their 
spirits within their temples, and they shall be no more earth 
to earth, — it shall no more be said : "Cursed be the ground for 
the sake of the spirit;'' — this has been the sentence upon 
every son and daughter of Adam (save three) since the be- 
ginning ; through eating out of the pot of death, the body of 
man has been delivered over, and claimed by Satan, the G-od 
of death, (death is the wages he pays to every man who has 
eaten of the wild gourd) for the destruction of the flesh, 
(Satan feeds upon dust, the dust of men's bodies) — that the 
spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. To every 
man who eats and drinks from the caldron of hell, wherein 
the wild gourds of the first woman have been shred. To 
every one who drinks out of the golden cup in the hand of 
the Mother of Harlots and abominations of the earth, the 
sentence is already passed : " Cursed be thy ground, cursed 
be thy body, cursed be thy flesh," — ^to dust it must go, that 
thy spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord Jesus. — ^Hear 
man, and understand. Thy spirit came from the hand of 
the Almighty Creator, ages upon ages before this planet was 
dropped into space from the fingers of Deity. — In due time 
it was sent upon this planet to overshadow an earthly habita- 
tion, — thy soul and body thou didst receive from thy parents 
according to the laws of nature, ordained by God ; — but thy 
spirit came from God. Thy spirit overshadows thy body and 
soul ; — ^mark, thy spirit is not within thy body, for if it were, 
thou would be as Adam and Eve was, before he fell — ^immor- 
tal — the spirit was driven to the outside of the body and there 
it has remained to this day — outside of the body — driven out- 
side of the garden. Thy spirit on the outside workest the 
members of thy body, — as the fire under a boiler sets the 
machinery into action. The fire is Tiot in the boiler, but 
under, or outside of the boiler, — so it is with the 
spirit of man ; having partaken of the pot of death, the wild 
gourds, — having drank abominations from the caldrou of the 
slaughter-house; hence the curse resteth upon thy body: 
'' cursed be the ground for the sake of the spirit." The body 
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is delivered to Satan for the destruction and total annihilation 
of the flesh ; — the soul sleeps in the silent chambers of the 
grave, until the resurrection, and the spirit returns to its 
former estate from whence it first came. — ^Then house of 
Israel ! " why will ye die, for I have no pleasure in the death 
of him that dieth, saith the Lord : wherefore, turn yourselves 
and live ye." — 0, ye outcasts of Israel and ye dispersed of 
Judah, who are this day scattered in bondage among the 
Gentiles: "why will ye die?*'— Why will ye continue to 
drink out of the pot of death ? — ^We have warned ye, that 
there is " death in the pot," then come to Jesus, that ye might 
have '* Life,'*—Ee only, is the way, the truth and " the Life /" 
but in coming to Jesus, do not stop at the mount of cruci- 
fixion — do not always hug the cross, stop not at baptism, — 
which is good, for thus it behoveth us to fulfil all righteous- 
ness — ^by it, we declare our faith, our belief in Jesus. Yet 
stop not there, stop not at first principles but go on to per- 
fection, — come to Jesus that ye might have " Zife*' and have 
it more abundantly : the life of the body ; — ^but if ye stop 
short at first principles : then, " know ye not, that so many 
of us as were baptized into Jesus Christ, were baptized into 
His 'DEATH * " — ^but press onward for the prize of irnmortalityi 
the "Life of the Body y* — forgetting the things that are behind: 
Keep your eye firmly fixed on the mark, Christ, and run for 
life in the great race : ** immortality " and ye will obtain 
eternal life by Christ being grafted into thee. — Observe, — ^it 
is impossible for us to obtain '' immortality " unless Christ is 
grafted into us, — ^unless the two Spirits Zion and Jerusalem 
above with our spirits enter the temple of our body ; — ^then 
and then only we have eternal life — ^then we possess the life 
of the mortal body : — " immortality.** " I in you and you in 
me*' — one body, and one flesh. — If we are only grafted into 
Jesus, and Christ be not grafted into us, the body is cursed — 
the same sentence remains " cursed be the ground for the sake 
of the spirit,'* — albeit having believed, and being grafted in 
Jesus as the Son of God, our faith is counted for righteous- 
ness, and we receive spiritual bodies in the first resurrection 
as the angels of God and are spiritual members of the incor- 
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ruptible bride. — But there is no necessity to pass through the 
valley of shadow of death unto spiritual life, — ^if we will come 
to Jesus for " Life " — for the unl^vened meal is now here^ 
which has hitherto been kept hid. Christ is here, the com- 
forter is here, Zion and Jerusalem above are now ready 
to overshadow the man and the woman who come to 
Jesus for " Life ** — and not for death ; — the marriage supper 
is quite ready, — all is ready — come, partake, here is " Life '' 
"^ Immortal Life '* " T/^ LifeoV "the body^' which includes the 
life of the soul. Wilt thou accept of it ? — ^Well, walk through 
the two-leaved gates of law and Gospel. — ^Alas ! Alas \ for 
Christendom alid its darkness, — how many many tijnes have 
we heard, good zealous awi devout Christians, Who have been 
«adly led astray by fdlse shepherds exclaim on a death-bed, — 
when their spirit was almost ready to leave thebody ; '*There 
is therefore now no condemnation to them which are in Christ 
Jcisus^ who walk not after the flesh, but after the- Spirit/' — 
Ah I my poordeai^ sister, how sadly hast thou erred, not 
klifdwitig the Scriptures ; although thou hast just pronounced 
those words, ^hich have (K>mfoJted thee,--^but j if thine eyiftfe 
<wefe opened, thou wouldest liiok oref thine, head €tnd thete 
a^ the sword of death suspended, ready to snrite and deliviar 
tby body tO' ^atan for the destruction .of the >fl(S»sh t^thot 
wbuldest see the god of death overshadowing thee*, ready to 
siialteh thy body aind feed thereon — ^he:hold6 his credentials ii 
3birhafid'#hocftn dtop him? — hear what the'god of tb^dettd 
<sail^: "hast thou not made a covenant with death andjie&ft' 
/^htet tiMKL^not irt&ten out of my pot? ''^'IlMst^thoiimotdnii^^ 
the '^ yfdwi o£ the wUd-gouids, distilled (i^^ the^esy'CaldFoiis 
of thelL'?-^0<»ne,- h*^: is my warrknt,'^my. vanai^ eayr: 
f* Gifir$eidibe!lJie^ound, cursed >be the beety/for the sake of the 
^sj^t^^ihy body-ismine, I elaimthatj'for I ain the King^of 
•tleath) die igod of tiie 'digad. Thou can sing: '^7here is ther^ 
foi«i fiow-tioocsidemnation" wlieii thou^t^eaehest the^ores <tf 
tiie first, Tesufrection«-**whe]i thou/'receiTest' thy spiritual 
l5ody,^but it iltbeoometh thee here, when on thy death-bed-^ 
iitde^foUy-^tfaira; art but deoeiviiig) thyifelf. ' Na one can sing : 
-^fjBhere ilk therefore mowno ^ndemnation^ save* iihose who 
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have come to Jeaus, that they might have ''Life'' — None 
but those who pass with £^och and lEHijah the priest an4 
Levite on the other sidei of the grave. None but those who 
ride triumphantly over sin, death, hell and the grave, Is not 
death, — a condemnation, a curse ?-^And no one could have 
possessed immortality till the 1,335 days of Daniel had set 
in. No one could reach the prize of immortality save . th^ 
spirits of the Just, — ^the seed of Israel who would posse^Pi 
bodies in this fdiird and last watch. How caa any one say ; 
^' There is no condemnation '' when death seated on the white 
horse is standing outside, knocking and waiting to enter.?' — 
He only can sing "There is no condenmation -V who is grafted 
into Christ and Christ grafted in him. When Christ is 
grafted into thee, my dear brother then tiiou cpAst sing in th^ 
night : ''There is therefore wm no condemnation." . Did not 
Paul expect the condemnation of death? had be not thje 
earnest of death in his body — the thorn in the. flesh ? — Paul 
knew that he could never obtain immortality, tl\e time waa 
too far distant *' he was bom out of duetime ''-rbu^t Paul find 
every .believer in Jesus can sing " there is therefore now.no. 
condemnation of the second death "•^-^no condemnation befocer 
the Judgment-seat of Christ. Paul nevjer n^ieant t)iat tbeyr 
were freed from the curse of death— rthe purse of the body,T^' 
for he himself sai& : '' Tha,t I may knowHixn, and the powef^ 
of HisTesurrection, and the fellowship of -His Bufferings, 1;>eing 
made conformable vmJto His death; if by 't^ny :mean8 Lmight, 
attain unto the resnrreotipn . of the dead. .Not^as.tboughJ. 
had already- attained, either .w^^ alrea4yt perfect; ; but I^ 
fcdlow .after, if that I may apprehend. tthajb. for, which also, ^; 
i^m apprehended of Christ Jesus. Brethren, I count not my^t 
seti to have apprehended : but" , this one thing . I, |io, ^ fprgettii^v 
thpser things which are behind^ and reaching fprth^ unto tho^ 
things which arq before, I press toward t];ie,:aiar]^ for the pri^;^ 
(immortality-Miie life of the body) of the .high calling ofGpd; 
in: Christ Jesus." — ^To be grafted into iJesua ia not to be free4, 
from t^B' death of the body; albeit we pust . come to JesfiSv 
ioT " i4/i/'-rr*It>is the law of the Spirit ^f Life in Christ ^esifl)^ 
which only can quicken our mortal bodies and free<ua fromsij^: 
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and death ; and that law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
must be grafted into us before we can bear of the tree of life. 
'' He that abideth in me, and " I in him" the same bringeth 
forth much fruit (Idfe) for without me ye can do nothing." 
That is to say : unless Christ be grafted into you, you cannot 
bear " Life *' — and not to bear life, is to bear death. " Every 
branch in me that beareth not fruit He taketh away " (by 
death) that it, the spirit may bear a spiritual body in the first 
resurrection : " And every branch that is grafted in me that 
beareth fruit (of its own kind), He purgeth it^ that it may 
bring forth more fruit" — ^until it bears of the law of the 
Spirit of life in Christ Jesus, which must be grafted into thee 
before thou canst bring forth life, — ^until thy mortal body be 
quickened by the quickening Spirit to ride triumphantly over 
sin, death, hell and the grave— shouting " death where is 
thy sting, O grave where is thy victory " — No ! condemnation 
now. And before Christ can be grafted into us, we 
must keep His commandments, and take heed this day 
to the voice of warning " thou man of God, there is 
death in the pot " and not eat thereof. — ^The pure un- 
leavened meal of life is now cast into the pot and there 
is no harm in it. It is offered now to all who will partake 
thereof. The dearth in the land has been given that ye 
might hunger and thirst after it — ^The door is now open 
which no man can shut, wilt thou enter ? — ^The two-leaved 
gates of law and Gospel are thrown open to thee this day 
— wilt thou enter and receive ^'Lifet" — ^The womb of Jeru- 
salem above is open to receive thee that thou mayest be 
bom again : in body, in soul and in spirit, wilt thou come 
to thy Mother and partake of the pure mQk ? — ^Elisha is 
now here to overshadow thy dead son, dost thou seek the 
prophet as the Shunamite sought him. Hast thou inquired 
for him ? — ^The God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob calls upon 
Ihee this day to worship the God of the living in spirit 
and in truth, wilt thou come ? — or art thou contented to 
continue in eating from the pot of Christeiidom after the 
warning cry has been shouted into thy ears : " there is death 
in that pot ? " Shall the voice of Jesus continue to plead : 
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'* Ye will not come to me, that ye mi«:>;lit have Life ? " Are 
yr.u satisfied to continue to worship the God of the dead ? 
— Alas ! Alas ! for Christendom, that great Babylon. Alas ! 
Alas ! for Enfrland the little isle which God" hath blessed — 
til at land of Christians — of Bibles — ^jreachers — missionaries 
anil of civilization — the land of churches and forest of 
.steeples ! — has Christ been preached so long to you from 
thousands of pulpits for years upon years and hast thou 
not known Christ ? ? ? — " Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet hast thou not known me Philip ? " " The words 
that I speak unto you, I speak not of myself : but the Father 
that dwelleth in me." — It is through the transgression of the 
preachers of the Gentiles — ^through the divisions and various 
opinions and the present apostacy that Israel will be gathered, 
—this is the divine plan and man cannot alter it.— The 
similitude is found in nature around us. We behold the 
thousand and one different secta, parties and denominations 
in Christendom saying: **I am of Faul, and I of Cephas, 
and I of Apollos and I of Christ." The foot contending 
with the hand, the ear with the eye, the head against the 
feet — the body of Christendom is full of schism, one mass 
of wounds and bruises. In nature we behold different kinds 
of fruit-trees, each having their own peculiar colour and 
taste, but aU different and each flocking to its own particular 
kind. There is but one thing in which Christendom will 
agree, and that is to eat in common out of the pot of death ; 
they all agree and are right, that their death should be like 
unto Jesus' death, that is, those who are not hypocrites to 
their profession. — ^The twelve Apostles are as oak trees cut 
down to the earth, and their seed as sprouts springing from 
their roots, and these are among all religions to-day — 
preaching death unto death. But the time is now come 
for their seed to come forth and preach : life unto life and 
have Christ grafted into them. Then they will be the oaks 
that should not be cut down, and be as it is written : " In 
it shall be a tenth, and it shall return, and shall be eaten : 
as a teil tree, and as an oak, whoso substance is in them." — 
Christendom prays daily: "Thy kingdom come*' — ^but do 
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they know what they are asking for ? — do they want it to 
come to the evil ? — ^but many sects believe that it has come 
already. But is Christendom prepared to receive the 
kingdom if it were to come this night ? — Can man enter 
that house with the evil ? Can man enter into immortality 
with the blood of Satan coursing through his veius ? Can 
flesh and blood inherit the kingdom of God? — Can Cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption ? — If the kingdom were to come 
to-night would it not destroy thy body ? — ^Are not the priests 
of the Gentiles now, the same as the priests of Baal of old, 
crying out from morning till night and wearying themselves 
in much prayer, in much vain and useless repetitions, — in 
flowery orations, and cloudy discourses which float over the 
heads of the people, for the praise of men, verily, they have 
their reward ; but they are as the moth fluttering and beating 
itself agaiost the flame of a candle, not content with the 
little light they enjoy — ^they must get into the fire and would 
fain drag their congregations in with them, — It is written : 
"The children of this world are in their generation wiser 
than the children of light " — If they cannot prepare for life — 
they will prepare for death — and the Lord commended the 
unjust steward: "And I say unto you (Gentiles) make to 
yourselves friends of the mammon of unrighteousness ; that 
when ye fail, they may receive you into everlasting habita- 
tions." — 

All nations will see the salvation of the soul, for it is 
written of Jesus that He was to be : "a light to lighten the 
Gentiles, and the glory of Thy people Israel " — The light of 
the salvation of the soul will shine forth round this planet. 
— ^The sun will never set upon those who are seeking it — ^But 
what is the light of the soul without the glory of thebody ? — That 
is the glory: having a celestial and terrestrial body. Jesus says: 
all that believe in Him shall be like Him. Every man and 
woman shall be made three in one temple ; Christ and Jerusalem 
with their own spirit, being in their temple,— ^it will be the 
temple of the living God. Then all mountains will be re- 
moved from that person, no balances can equalize that Those 
only who see and understand the glory of the body will 
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worship the God of the living — the God of Abraham Isaac 
and Jacob and Him only will they serve. For the dead 
cannot praise Him, it is the living only who will praise Him ; 
we cannot look to praise the God of the living after death, 
because He says : that, He is not the God of the dead, — 
Those who see the immortal life of the body, see the 
righteousness of the law, — ^then is there '* no condemnation " 
and the. middle partition wall is broken down. — Thousands 
believe, and yet do not as far as they can see, but beyond 
the veil, they cannot see. There was a scarlet curtain in the 
tabernacle, which divided the places ; so it is with man, the 
curtain hides from view, yet they are right who do^ as far as 
they can see, walking up to the light that he possesses, but 
he who dwells and walks in the Spirit doeth better. — Christ 
says : " It is expedient for you that I go away," why ? — 
That He might come again a quickening Spirit. — ^To quicken 
what ? — ^The mortal body, that it put on immortality. As 
it is written: "This mortal must put on immortality." — 
Whatever any one honours death with, it is an abomination 
to the Lord, for : " The last enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death." — ^The wages of sin is death to the body, and repent- 
ance is life to the soul, and the wages of sin is death. Now, 
if a man repent, how is death the wages of sin ? Is not 
Satan the king of death? — ^Every one who dies, receives his 
wages in the resurrection — the incorruptible die,— but the 
immortal live. — Christendom seeks only to be of the in- 
corruptible God. From the days of Adam, this boundary has 
been formed by the Almighty for man, that life should be 
carried from generation to generation, and He has brought 
forth three witnesses of immortality of the mortal body. 
Now, whether they are found righteous or wicked, still, death 
is an enemy. Yet life has been carried &om one man to another, 
for man to pursue by faith and hope, for it is never dead, buit 
in the world it is dead ; but the life of Israel is not dead. — 
Now, there are two births : — the redemption of the soul 
through forgiveness — and the redemption of the body, the 
evil being - taken away, it putting on immortality. — For 
those who have died 2,000 years ago, their sleep is but 
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as a moment, who have died the death of the righteous ; and 
those who are for immortality are clothed with the Spirit^ 
and it keeps them, and preserves them both spirit, soul and 
body. — Then awake thou that sleepest, and Christ shall give 
thee light. — Every soul that dieth does not die the second 
death, but the spirit is separated from the soul, which lies 
Avith the body in the silent chambers of the grave, until it 
tOi'ise to give an account of the deeds done in the body. But 
the man who has his eyes opened to see both deaths, and 
tries to overcome them, will he fear them ? — If a man over- 
come the first and second death, he is not burned in the fire. 
If any of the common salvation die the first death — the death 
of the body — though they die the death of the righteous and 
blessed in the Lord, — they are burned ; for all who go to the 
grave are burned; their bodies are eternally damned and 
destroyed — annihilated. — ^There are two furnaces to pass, and 
Israel will pass them, without the smell of fire on their 
raiment, or even a hair of their head touched or singed as 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Every one who seeks for 
the salvation of the soul has one eye, but every one that haa 
the immortal eye, will seek no more for th^ salvation of the 
soul, he will do no more dead works. — What is dead works ? — 
the death of the body. This is what the world was destroyed 
for, all men had corrupted themselves with the daughters of 
the land, — ^the daughters of men were not so, they would be 
saved from death for one thousand years. But the sons of 
Gk)d — the Israel of God are different to the daughters of the 
land, who are unclean; dust to dust, ashes to ashes — 
in the same day that ye eat, the body should be eternally 
danmed — destroyed — annihilated, Jesus went down into 
hell, and He then paid the uttermost farthing. Jesus 
came to the incorruptible and said : " I am not of this 
world." Did He not die ? which fulfils this, — the incorrupt- 
ible God, because He was free of evil ; for when He was in 
Ohiist, was it not God?— And then He was called Jesus 
Christ while He abode in Christ, and while God left Hirp He 
was dead to the body, but yet He lived to the soul ; and then 
Christ went down and preached to the wicked, while the 
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body was left in the grave; — ^for both the bodies of the 
wicked and the righteous who die, — ^go down to hell, which 
is, the grave ; and when He was risen up, He showed an 
incorruptible body, and that He was alive without a body ; 
—He showed the incorruptible inheritance ; — then they could 
not handle Him, because He was spiritual, " touch me not," 
— not having flesh or bone, for then Christ was showing the 
soul incorruptible. "Touch me not, for I am not yet as- 
cended to my Father," — But after the " hodi/ " had risen, He 
was visible with it, and was handled. Then He showed that 
God was the God of the living ; He had shown the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, and now comes again for the resurrection of 
the living. — 

Satan sowed the tares, and cast the wild gourds into the 
pot, — ^he is the great enemy of mankind, — yet he is God's 
ofl&cer or steward. When Satan who began the mischief, and 
blighted this fair creation is taken prisoner— then death is 
swallowed up in victory, — then all souls shall live in spiritual 
bodies and return to their former estate, free. from the 
wicked one. — It is Satan only who will die, and at the 
final resurrection the utmost farthing is required at his 
hands, — ^he being the debtor, — and not being able to pay the 
debt, he will be held prisoner to all eternity. As soon as 
the trumpet is blown, the house of Israel will put on 
immortality, and at the end, the wicked will be brought 
forth. — This planet is eternal fire ; it will never be altered or 
destroyed. But man has nothing to pay with,— Satan is 
required to pay. — Jesus tasted death for every soul, — He died 
for all without a single exception, that the farthing might be 
required from the author. — It will be even better for the wicked 
in the miUenium, who return from under Satan, and keep the 
law whilst he is bound ; — for a living dog is better than a dead 
lion. — ^The soul of Jesus was hidden four thousand years in 
the loins of His fathers, — His Spirit was not hid, — ^for the 
Spirit is never hid, but is always before the Almighty. — 
When seed is sown, the soul is there in the formation, and the 
spirit is sent to become its mortal life. And when the spirits 
return back again, — it is deatli ; and the soul returns bswjk 
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again to the chamber of the grave until the resurrection. 
Those who are let down into the grave, come forth in the 
image of angels — not of Jesus, nor in the image of God. 
Jesus made a will, and if ye he therein, then are ye right. — 
Death, is the great mountain which causeth fear and trembling 
to the whole world. It is death which clotheth the whole 
world with a pall of darkness. And now the time is come, 
that God will give power to trample upion it. AU have feared 
it since the days of Adani, and those who are seeking grace 
at 'this present time, fear that mountain— ^death; btit those 
who have that faith as a grain of mustard-seed, fear not that 
mountain, tbey can say : Be thou cast into the dee{>. F&r it 
is that Spirit which fiUeth the heavens, and subdueth the evil 
in the earth, — ^which all the beasts of the field have lodged 
undier, even those who haVe died the death of the righteous. 
Now, if it be a shelter for the dead, h6w miich more for t!he 
living ? — "For the [grave cannot praise Thee, death cannot 
celebrate Theej they that go dofwn into the pit tariliot hope for 
Thy troth. The living, the living, he shall praise Thee, as I 
do this day : The father to the children shall nlldke known 
Thy truth." — ^No man in his mortal life caii se6 God, uMeBs 
he be in the Spirit, then if he is in the Spirit, thid mountain 
iff rolled away. See how Jesus wept when that liiountaiti 
approached ;••— but He said : I have power to take it again. 
Now, there is not one here, who is under the two first 
C/Ovenants, but what are under death, whether Jew or Gentile, 
but where are those who keep the commandments of God, 
that ariB of the woman's seed? — Let us seek to be bom of 
that woman Zion and Jerusalem a;bove, thfe mother 6f the 
living; and when these two meet in either Inal^ or* female; 
ihey compass that motlntain,-Hieath . — There are t^o deaths:— 
lihe death' of the body and the death of the souL He niortal 
life of the body is life unto life, but the death 6t the soiills 
unto the wicked, who are hid to the life of the soul until the 
final tesurrfection ;^-their spirit is separate from the soul till 
theii. — There is no resurrection, no new birth " to the soul," 
while a man remains in the flesh. — The wicked undergo three 
deaths: — The first death, is that of the body, — ^the second, that

Geiltiled,— y^ will *coni^ td'ine 
to !see the isi^s ^and wooadees I ^fbrm, and' thet' mirades^e 
behdd ;^but. yi&>«i?tlZ nbt come- to ' me • tor"* it^."^^¥e^will 
come to(me«svKicodemus, thiou^ fear ^ during the ni^h4^ f^d 
ye will acknowledge miB, Eabbi ; ye Will come to me through 
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fear and trembling— -to flee from the wrath to come, and your 
own conscience — to flee from the superstitious fears, and 
spectral phantoms, and a literal fire formed in your remorse- 
ful imaginations, but ye vrUl not come to me, that ye might 
have " Life;" " We speak that we do know, and testify that 
we have seen, and ye receive not our witness." Ye will follow 
me for the loaves and fishes with the multitude ; ye will 
follow me, to be seen of men, making loud demonstrations 
and great professions in broad phylacteries ; others will follow 
me, at a great distance until persecution arises because of the 
word, and ye are ready to deny me. Ye will come to me 
through selfish motives, being satisfied to barely press through 
the gates of heaven, so that your own souls are but barely 
saved ; ye will grind the faces of the poor widow and orphan, 
straining at gnats and swallow camels yourselves. Ye will 
come heavily laden with sin, that ye may find rest to your 
souls, — hutjeiuUl Tw^come to me, that ye might have'^JK/?/' 
Ye will not come to me, that ye might have "My Life*' in 
you but ye will come to me, to have your life in me. This 
is the condition of Christendom to-day. Behold ! the grati- 
tude, the love of many so-called followers of our Lord Jesus 
Christ who, though He was rich, yet for your sakes He 
became poor, that ye through His poverty might be rich. — 
But on the other hand, we do rejoice to know that there 
are many happy exceptions, many good, devout and earnest 
followers of Christ, who are ready to cast off the garments 
of formality and worldliness, and seek to follow Christ up to 
the light they possess. — To these we wish God-speed, to 
such we say : Look to the Spirit of the living God only and 
not to man and He will surely guide thee into all truth — 
be ever ready to exclaim '^ Speak Lord, Thy servant heareth" 
and be ever ready " to do " the will of God, and thou art not 
far from the Elingdom. But looking at Christendom in one 
tout ensemble with all its varieties and empty formalities, 
its powerless form of godliness — ^which is to-day . taking 
gigantic strides over the land back to Babylon, the city of 
Popery ; can you marvel that you have to cry aloud to the 
god of the dead, for " either he is talkiag, or he is pursuing. 
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or he is in a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth, and must 
be awaked." — ^Most men in Christendom believe that " coming 
to Jesus " consists in outward worship, making long and loud 
prayers to be seen and heard — going to church — attending 
class-meetings — and continually crying out: Lord! Lord! — 
but men and women go to church through various motives : 

« Some go to church to take a walk, 

Perhaps to laugh and talk ; 

Others go, for an hour to spend, 

May be to meet a friend ; 

Many to see a loyer, 

And more, — a fault to coyer ; 

Most go, — to doze and nod, 

. But few, — ^to worship Gk)d ; — 
Alas I — ^Preachers go, to waste breath, 
Galb'ng on all, — to make a covenant with death ; — 
But, — ^who seek their Mother — Jerusalem aboye — ^the wife ? 
They unll not come to Jesus that they might haye ' Life.* ** 

How can we wonder at the ripening crops of infidelity 
with its full heswis, watered by Christendom, 

That which is marred, is not fit for the Kingdom. But 
there are many for the incorruptible bride, for where there is 
no knowledge of the law, their is no transgression. — ^A man 
may do evil, and it is not his spirit, for it is the power of 
Satan's attraction — or as Paul hath it : '' That which I do, I 
allow not." — If I watch over my goods, which is my body, I 
am prepared for death, — ^but if I watch not, — ^I am in danger 
of the second death, I am in danger of coming under the 
sentence : " cursed be the ground, for the sake of the spirit " 
and I am in greater danger of coming under the sentence 
" Twice dead, plucked up by the roots." — Though a mem does 
watch over his goods, if a stronger comes, that house is broken 
up, — ^by death. If a man is not looking for the redemption 
of his body^ death is permitted to come at a certain time and 
break up his house. Satan will be permitted to come and 
break up the house of many in this visitation, but he will 
not be permitted to rob them of their faith. Then fear Him 
who is able to cast soul and body into hell ; — agree with thine 
adversary. — ^Now, it is written : " Thy dead men shall live. 
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together with my dead body shall they arise." The h6iise of 
Israel, were dead to the knowledge of God. There are two 
sorts of men for both deaths;— one for the^ d^ath of the body, 
and the other for the death x)i the sotili-^If the body died 
unrepented, the Soul dies also.^-^They ^ Welre dead' to fminor- 
tality,^'thatis once dead, they 'were d^d to the sotil,'theii' 
they were "twice dead, plucked up by the roots." — Those 
who put on immortality are not as the angels, — ^but are the 
sons of the living God. Satan's dead' men, worship him, and 
not the living God. Satan is the "god^of this world" and 
God is, "the God of the living," "and in Him is light; — He 
made man subject to evU, yet he was subjected in hope, to 
live to God. — " Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust : for 
thy dew is as the dew of herbs, latid' the ^arth shall cast 
out the dead." — Many are sleeping, their' sleep is sweet to 
them, being happy, who have died since the days of Adam, 
for though there be a thousand years difference, their sleep is 
stiU'the eamevius'tiiose Who only die the4eath €>f the righteous 
to-day: "Them al60 which sleep in Jei^us will God bring ^th 
Him. .The dead in Christ shall rise flr&t."~But » a- htii^bftnd 
faaa a wife, and both should dle,i^€l one of th^^' (H^ t^fiie-^ 
panted, in- wickedness, and the other die rightebtts,- do ^^^y 
iiotK'botli lay in the grave alike till* the tdi^^fctibil^? ^Kttd 
in the nesurreotion the righteous one- ^receives the 'iJiiteor- 
ruptible body, but thfe ^wicked one ^nsweils for the' deeds 
done in the body, «.iid -id^not^ brought bick till * the ^ final 
i?esuiTeetion.

ilemwiaber blood is corruption. Then what i6 those -seek 
fei! who take the s&crament? do they 'not se^k the incor^ 
rwpt£Md'body'?-^esua^ gaYe up-cormption- before He put 
ian iAftttwataUty ; and th^^ are two sacrifices^ btte 'for ^the 
lncorrtiptible,%nd one 'sacrifice for the immortal.' -The blood 
dwells in the body, but when the Hood becomes flesh, thein 
His blood and fleSh will become life in the peopfe:-^Wbett 
A mail dies the death of the body, is he not bound-hand siM 
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foot, and carried away to the grave into darkness ? — Is there 
not weeping at his death by his relatives and friends? — 
Those who have a wedding garment on are in the immortal 
Spirit, as Jesus was in Christ, dwelling between the root and 
branch ; — ^but all those who have not the wedding garment, 
are cast into the earth — the grave — into outer darkness, — as it 
is written : *' Friend, how camest thou in hither, not having 
a wedding garment? and he was speechless. Then bind 
him hand and foot and take him away, and cast him into 
outer darkness ; there shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth." — ^He is cast into the grave, or the synagogue of 
Satan, the god and king of death. — 

house of Israel! think not that it is for your sakes, 
or for your good deeds, that ye will gain the kingdom ; it is 
the children of the saints, for the sake of the fathers, who 
have died for the faith, whose souls are lying under the 
altar ; From heaven did the Lord behold the earth ; to hear 
the groaning of the prisoner; (Jesus) to loose those that 
are appointed to ded,th (Israel). The cry of the souls under 
the altar reached the throne of G-od, and He looked down 
from the height of His Sanctuary, and appeased those souls 
by telling them that they must rest a little season, until 
their fellow-servants and brethren should be killed as they 
were; and that He would avenge them of their adversary, 
which is their evil on earth ; for the devil goeth about like 
a roaring lion, seeking whom he may devour. The spirits 
of the dead have risen up against the living, and slain them 
for the testimony which they held ; for the words of Jesus 
are not to be a parable always. If ye keep the commands 
of God ye shall inherit houses, lands, and kindred an 
hundredfold, and eternal life. Servants that you never 
laboured for, houses you never built ; then, if you are the 
children of those that murdered or persecuted the saints, — 
the inheritance is not for you ; but if you are the children 
of the saints, who have laid down their lives for the testi- 
mony which they held of the immortality of the body, — 
the inheritance is yours. — Eemember the words of the Lord : 
" If He called them gods, unto whom the word of God came. 
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and the Scriptures cannot be broken ** ye shall be as gods to 
those that dwell in a life of blood ; but remember also, that 
there is but one God, and He is the God of the living, not 
the God of the dead, — ^yet three temples ;— for Christ is God, 
and God is Christ, which the words of Jesus clearly prove : 
" Believe that the Father is in me, and I in Him." — And the 
time is come that Israel will dwell in the fulness of the 
Spirit, and when Satan comes to attract the evil in them, 
he will be stopped, — ^he cannot attract through that covering : 
— the wedding garment. — 

"The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, 
and to destroy ; — » I am come that they might have 
''Life" and that they might have it more abundantly." — 
signifying the life of the body, as well as the soul. — The craft 
of Haman was defeated, by his being hanged on the gallows 
that he had prepared for Mordecai ; and the people he would 
have slain were preserved from destruction by the destruc- 
tion of himself. — Satan, in man, sought the destruction of the 
woman's seed, Jesus, — did he not cause the erection of the 
cross as Haman did the gallows? — And though Satan 
succeeded in taking the life of the blood, wherein in man is 
that evil which he has power to attract, — but which the blood 
of Jesus was free from, — it being shed for a ransom for all souls, 
and to give remission of sins for the second death, — the soul 
that sinneth it shall die ; — ^yet we find that the Almighty King 
had given Him power over His body, and though He presented 
it a living sacrifice for those who will live,— yet had He power 
to lay it down, and power to take it again. And did He not 
take the same body, which never saw corruption ? — And He 
thus became the Father of the immortal world, — as the first 
Adam became by the fall, the father of the mortal world. — 
But who at His first coming stood with Him ? — He stood alone 
for His life, though willing to do the will of His Father and 
said : ** my Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from 
me : nevertheless, not as I will but as Thou wilt." — *' And I 
looked, and there were none to help, and I wondered that 
there was none to uphold : therefore mine own arm brought 
salvation unto me ; and my fury, it upheld me." — The sentence 
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wliicli Hainan persuaded the king to pass on the Jews, fell on 
his own head; — so will the sentence of death now fall on Satan, 
and men freed from it, if they agree for his power to be taken 
from them. — And as Esther obtained power from King 
Ahasuerus, for tlie Jews to slay their enemy, so does Jesus, 
the woman's seed, now give power to the mortal and the im- 
mortal woman, to slay the evil in man, that man should live as 
Jesus liveth, for He says : " Because Ilive,yeshall live also." And 
as the command of King Ahasuerus was sent to all provinces, 
so now is this Flying Boll being sent into all nations. " And 
this (rospel of the Elingdom shall be preached in all the world 
for a witness unto all nations, and then shall the end come.'' 
This Gospel testifies unto the people of Gk)d scattered abroad 
that the decree, or sentence of death, obtained by Satan is now 
to be withdrawn ; it calls upon all to awake, for now their 
redemption is nigh, even the redemption of their body. Then, 
if thou be of the seed of Israel, which light the Spirit of God 
will give thee, if thou seek for it, break thy covenant with 
death and heU, seek to have thy agreement with death dis- 
annulled. We are now in the time spoken of by the prophet : 
" The days of visitation are come.** Being the last watch of 
the eleventh hour to give immortality to those who will be 
found standing with Him, being of the seed of Israel, against 
whom Satan, as Haman shall not prevail, though he uses the 
wisdom of the evil that is in man to say he wilL For this ia 
the will of the Lord : " To come unto Jesus that ye might have 
" Xi/fe" and that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God." Then seek to have thy body cleansed 
from evU, — seek the meal that it may be cast into the pot — 
that there be no harm in it, that ye may be found vessels fit 
for the Master's use ; that He may show His power dwelling in 
thee for it is written : " Thy people shall be willing in the day 
of Thy power ** — ^which day and hour we have now reached. — 
If a man serve God in spirit and in truth, Satan becomes his 
servant and the words spoken by Satan to Jesus is fulfilled in 
him: — " Get thee behind me Satan, for it is written, thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and Him only sJuilt thou serve,** 
Now is the time that he that believes in Jesus and comes 
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to Him for Life that he will do the work that He did, 
yea, and a greater work, than Jesus did. The blood of Jesus 
was shed for the first Eve's sin, for she was charged with the 
transgression, and God requires of the woman to withstand 
Satan, — she fell at the first because Jerusalem above withdrew 
from her, that man might be tried, and pass through the 
furnace of sufferings, that he might come forth as gold seven 
times purified— that the bitter thing might.be made sweet— 
But when Jerusalem above returns|, then the latter woman will 
ca3t Satan ; — ^the woman said, she would abide in the field all 
night ; they wanted her to e^ter into the enemy's tents, but 
she would not, but abode in the field all night and sought her 
God that she might slay the enemy.^-Judah pulling Joseph 
out of the pit, is a figure of Jesus raising the dead ; for Jesus 
is the [same as Judah.— The wicked remain in the pit (the 
grave) and the righteous ure pulled out. There are the 
righteous of the life of the soul and the righteous of the 
immortal life of the body, to be made in the image of the 
God-Man. " Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead . 
body shall they arise."— There is one dead to Satan and the 
ether dead to God ; then these that shall live together are, 
the one at the first resurrection and the other at the £nal 
resurrection, then shall they rejoice together, both being alive 
to God when forgiven. . 

"Ye wiU not come to me, that ye might have ^' Lifey 
If I be grafted into Christ, by faith and repentance, by 
baptism and other dead work^^ and if I stop here, and advance 
no farther, and do not seek the abundant life : ;for Christ to be >

grafted into me, that I may bear living fruit of Him, I would 
ask : " la. the sting of death, removed from me ? " Have I 
the meal, the pure unleavened meal of Eternal Life ? — Have 
I obtained; the yictpry over the grave?— 'Experience tells us. 
No ! — But, if the axe be laid tq the root of the trees — to the 
root and, branch of evil, then light shines within the man. — 
Eirst,/bind the strongman, — Satan complains of this, that he 
is to be bound before they can serve the Lord ; — for if Satan 
casts out Satan, it is halting between two opinions.— We can 
do no harm by wrestling within ourselves till Satan be cast 
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out ; — seeing this, Satau complains unto the spirit of man, and 
it says unto Satan : " From whence earnest thou ? — from 
walking up and down among the stones of fire, — ^but will he 
walk between them when he is bound ? — ^The stones of fire is 
what the spirit of man received from the city of the woman, 
that is the wound, and we must be brought back to be as 
Adam and Eve was ; for what they partook of has been the 
source of all evil diseases, and it has been kept till these last 
days before it is brought to light, but : " there is nothing 
covered that shall not be revealed, and hid, that shall not be 
made known" — " I will utter things which have beenikept 
secret from the foundation of the ^ojfld." The things which I 
shall utter may prove parables tQj the Oentiles, but ihy sheqp 
hear me, and know my voice. — ^When a.xnan ia grafted iota 
Christ, then good fruit can ap^ear^ but^ not the fruit of 
" Life " — ^for he only bears of hisSsdfj.aaidolMs own kind, — 
but not of Christ; — ^but his fruit,. i whatever it liiaybe, -can 
never be proved till the day of.ijeguitection — -^Ilieir wjHjks, 
follow after." — ? i. .' . « .' ■ • 

"It is a faithful saying, and wotthy of all acceptation, thttfe 
Christ Jesus came into the world tib save sinners,^— totjtrstSfy 
the ungodly — ^by tasting death foif ^vefy man.— Thbiil hSi* 
ascended on high. Thou hast led Ga()tivity captive : Thotihast' 
received gifts for men ; yea, for t^fe' rebellious alsio that' the 
Lord GU)d might dwell among mei:^' If th^ first Adam,' 
went out alone into the field 'tcfgathier ' \rtld gourds, 
his lapful from the wild vine^^- and oanie arid shrtcL- 
them into the pot of pottage^^'^Jbiinging deAth td the' 
human race: — So also in thio'- ^frin^ of tirne did 
the second Adam, Jesus, go out^o&'e into the midnight' 
of Gethsemane, the morning iif'^oti^gJng and the day 
of crucifixion during the great-^iofat of travail' and- alV 
alone, He drank the cup of woil]Si\r6i)d and-gd.!!, eteii'to the 
very dregs, — to free the dead frotti the power of death,-^ 
that the souls of all those whoset bbdies* had been d^V^r^d 
to Satan for the destruction §f'the flesh might i^in 
their spirits and rise again. — ^BD^ J4s?an"k the (hij) of *iieath 
to take away the sin of the ' Wdi-ld. Atid offered His 
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Ijotly a living sacrifice to the Father of all spirits, for the 
living, — that their bodies like His, should never see cor- 
ruption. — Tlie whole human race lay crushed beneath the 
ponderous weight of the great pot of death. — The might and 
strength of legions of Samsons could never have relieved 
us. — Angels, Archangels, Cherubim and Seraphim in all their 
legions combined could never have raised the stupendous 
mass of guilt, shame, sin and death which bore down the 
human race ; — ^but this one Man, alone, Jesus, unhelped, in 
weakness of body and in the pangs of death, bore away that 
enormous load : — the sin of the world : — " the pot of death." 
— " See now, that I, even I am He, and there is no god with 
me : I kill, and I make alive ; I wound, and I heal." — At the 
final resurrection, the spirit and soul of the rebellious 
wicked, for whom Jesus poured out His life are brought 
together ; and return to their former estate as the angels of 
God, — ^this has been kept hidden from them till the appointed 
time, — ^yet the parable has ever been before men. — ^A certain 
man had two sons, and there is a creditor with two debtors, 
and when they said that they had nothiug to pay with, he 
frankly, freely, forgave them both. — He who repents and 
dies, gets his debt reduced, and his body pays it, and he 
gets the salvation of his soul, and his body returns to dust as 
it was, — he is raised in the resurrection with the soul, that 
is to say : the spirit and soul form a spiritual body for the 
incorruptible life. — ^The other debtor who never repented, 
also lost the body. — When they appear in the resurrection, 
it will be said to him on the left hand : '^ Depart, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire," — ^both get their debts paid, one gets a 
spiritual body at the first resurrection, and the other at the 
final resurrection ; but the living, who seek the kingdom of 
Qod, though their sins be as scarlet, they shall be made 
white as wool ; and as it is declared in John : " And I give 
unto them, eternal life, and they shall never perish.'* — Those 
who came to Jesus that they might have "Zj/J?,** receive 
" Life** not death from the God of the living, and by the 
immortal Spirit they build upon the only foundation stone, — 
Christ, — ^with gold, silver and precious stones; — ^but those 
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who come to Jesus, merely for the salvation of the soul hi 
the resurrection, and not for " Life^' but for a spiritual body, 
for life through death, — albeit they have also built upon the 
only foundation stone, — Christ, — ^yet they build with a 
different material such as : wood, hay, stubble, which cannot 
stand the test of a consuming fire — these are not proof 
against death. — ^The one receives the reward, the prize: 
•* Lift " — " Immortality " " the life of the mortal body, which 
includes the soul '* — ^but all those who ivUl not come to Jesus 
for " -£i/«,*' his work shall be burned, and he shall suffer 
loss, — i.€, the loss of the body ; for the god of the dead will 
claim it as his own, — vet he himself shall be saved, that is 
to say : his spirit and soul ^ be saved in the resurrec- 
tion, — but it will be : — so as by fire — ^through death. — Where- 
fore, dear friends, stop and consider the difference this 
day — ^between the pottage in the pot — the wild gourd 
in the pot — and the unleavened meal in the pot. They 
are laid down before you in order, — answer thou me: 
" Which of these three dost thou choose this day ? '* — Wilt 
thou have the living child, " whole " or wilt thou have the 
living child divided, by death ? — Make no mistake, Grod is 
not mocked, — we wish to lay the matter very clearly and as 
simply before thee as plain, simple and common language can 
convey to your mind : '* When Christ lefb Jesus, — ^then Jesus 
tasted " death " for " every man^ He was under the power 
of death, that He might free " all men " from the power of 
the " second deaih.^^ — He bore ** all metis sins " and He was 
tempted as they all are — and afterwards ^' He bore ' life,' /or 
the living.'* — ^There is no difference between the animal's body 
that goes to the grave and the body of man that likewise 
goes to the grave ; — for " all ** go to one place. Their bodies 
are all alike, " eternally damned,** — Many sects and denomi- 
nations in this apostate Christendom say : — ^that the soul of 
the wicked is eternally damned in hell, to burn in a lake of 
literal fire — without end, ages upon ages throughout all 
eternity — but they do " err," not knowing the Scriptures. — 
" We speak that we do know^ and testify that we have seen " 
and we declare to you in the name of the God of Abraham 
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Isaac and Jacob, the God of the living— not the God of the 
dead: "That there is nothing eternally damned, save the 
" BODIES " of those who come from the first Adam, who " will 
not come to me that they might have* ij/*^,'" who have eaten 
of the wild gourds and are let down into the grave, — whether 
they be righteous or wicked — death, makes no distinction, is 
no respecter of persons — all are alike in the grave— rich, poor, 
strong, weak, good, bad, righteous or wicked it has mercy for 
no one — but for the soul it is different for it is written : "all 
souls are mine ' * — " He destroy eth (the bodies) of the perfect 
and the wicked " — who will not come to Jesus for " Life'^ 
Before the third and last watch of the eleventh hour had set 
in, — ^before the days of Daniel, the 1,335 days had come — 
man could not have come to Jesus for ^' Life'* — for the lUe 
of the mortal body — immortality — because the time was too 
far distant — the Gentiles had to be gathered in first — and 
these could only receive life in the resurrection through 
Christ, as it is written : '•' them which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with Him (at the first resurrection) but many like the 
Apostle Paul lived and died in the faith of Abraham, and 
will receive their reward according to their faith and works — 
but immortality could not be attained by man until now — the 
end — and why ? — because, " the good wine of the kingdom 
was reserved until now." — As the tree falls, so it must lie, 
and so they go together, and the wicked remain, till it be 
proved at the last resurrection that Christ in Jesus, paid the 
last farthing, for "a// souls.'* There is a seed, a substance 
in man, called the soul, that nothing can destroy, — and whilst 
the blood flows through the veins of the body — that blood is 
the fruit of the soul, which prepares the seed for mortal bodies, 
and it became the mother of all souls. — But, after death, — the 
soul is the seed of the incorruptible. — '' Whereunto shall I liken 
this generation, it is like unto children sitting in the markets, 
and calling unto their fellows, and saying, we have piped 
unto you, and ye have not danced, we have mourned unto 
you, and ye have not lamented." But wisdom is justified of 
her children. - Hear ! ye blind leaders of the bliud ! — ^not- 
withstanding all your false and erroneous teachings which 
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have clung to your skirts and robes from the trailings of 
Popery — Hear ye this day the Eternal decree and predeter- 
mined purpose of God towards all men from the days of 
Adam until the end, — against which the gates of hell can 
never prevail : — " All nations whom Thou hast miade, " shall 
come" and worship before Thee, Lord; and '* shall" 
glorify Thy name." — The slaying of the wicked, is the 
ransom of the righteous, for when the man of sin 
is slain, the righteous man is satisfied, the son of man having 
been ungodly through the man of sin. — Now, it is written : 
"And whosoever was not found written in the book of life 
was cast into the lake of fire '* — Now, what is the book of 
life ? — Is it not the book of the Lamb, slain from the founda- 
tion of the world ? — ^And are not all written in the book of 
life, for whom the Son ot God laid down His life ? — And did 
He not lay it down for all Adam's race ? — Christ, laid down 
the life of Jesus for His brother Adam and his seed. Then it 
is the angels who were cast out of heaven, with Satan, who 
are not written in the book of life. The Son of God, not 
having laid down His life to save them. He did not die a 
spiritual death for a spiritual world, — nor metaphorically ; — 
but He died a natural death for a mortal world. He did not 
die a natural death for the spiritual beings of darkness in high 
places who worship the beast^All these are reserved in 
chains of darkness unto the judgment of the great day. 
Beware ! do not mistake here. Jesus did not die for those 
unjust spirits — those rebellious spirits, who rebelled in heaven 
with Lucifer, the son of the morning, who remain disembodied 
spirits, who have never been permitted to receive a house, an 
earthly habitation, a mortal body. He did not die for those 
disembodied spirits who steal bodies not their own, who enter 
dead bodies ! ! — But again I say beware here, mark the dis- 
tinction — for many unjust spirits have received mortal bodies 
to give them another opportunity to repent, and for these 
Jesus died because a mortal body was given as an habitation 
to their spirits ; " that through death, He might destroy him 
that had the power of death — that is the devil " — " For to this 
end Christ both died, and rose, and revived, that He might be 
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' Lord ' both of the dead and living." — Therefore it is Satan, 
who with " his " angels will at the final resurrection, at the 
final day of judgment, be cast into the lake of fire, — but no 
one else, no mortal man. The righteous and the wicked 
being judged, receive their sentence at the " first " resurrec- 
tion,— but Satan is judged at the "final '' resurrection. "And 
the angels which kept not their first estate, He hath reserved 
in everlasting chains until the judgment of the great day." — 
The spirit of man is sent to be punished with the body, and 
there is a time appointed for that spirit, soul and body to 
receive its punishment ; — ^if it has repented before death, — 
that spirit is happy, and the soul sleeps in Jesus, — ^but if it be 
of the church of the firstborn or the spirits of the just, — that, 
body cannot die. — In Christendom, it is taught that the very 
identical body that dies, is to rise again in the resurrection, — 
if this be so, " what is there then, to be eternally damned ? — 
But if the body does perish, and returns not, is not that body 
eternally damned ? — Since the days of Adam, three only have 
escaped sinning against the Holy Ghost ; one in each dispen- 
sation. Jesus said : " All things are possible to God.*' — ^All 
who put on immortalit}" must be free from that sin. — Every 
one that dies and goes to the grave have sinned against the 
Holy Ghost, because that signifies nothing more than the 
Godhead, consisting of three persons. He who sins against 
the Holy Ghost, his body is eternally damned, and the soul 
is taken from that which is damned in the resurrection. — 

The woman is the city, which must be divided into three 
parts : — one for the mortal, another for the incorruptible and 
another for the immortal These are the three glories ; — there 
is one glory of the stars, another of the moon, and another of 
the sun, all living together for one thousand years. — The glory 
of the sun, is immortal, and as the Mother of Jesus bore with- 
out man, so they will also during the thousand years. Though 
they do not put on " immortality," yet they will live a thousand 
years without the death of their natural body. The sons of men 
who are living in their mortal lives during the thousand 
years, will be made perfect men at the end of the thousand 
years — ^but not in the image of God, for He said : " Let us 
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make man in onr image, after our likeness " but those who are 
the sons of God will be made in the image of God. — If man 
only live for one thousand years in his mortal life, and then 
putonimmortalityin the image of a perfect man — ^it is far prefer- 
able to an incorruptible state. There are three states of people ; — 
wiU not the angels serve those who are made perfect men ? — and 
those who are madeperfectmen, will he servants to those who are 
made in the image of God, — mortal and immortal, being of the 
church of the firstborn. — The elder son said : Thou never gavest 
me a kid; but his Father said : — "All that I have is thine," 
although they be made perfect, still they will minister to the 
sons of God. The sons of God will be the transparent city ; 
mortal eye cannot look upon it : but is man to measure 
time, or be ready for time to measure him ? — Christendom 
teaches and believes that it is this earth that shall enjoy the 
Millenium ; herein they do err again — for it is the body of 
man that shall enjoy it — as the land of promise was figurative 
of the body. The seed of Israel is made and completed in the 
image of God at the end of three days, or three dispensations, 
yet men will travail till the end of the seventh thousand 
years — and are called aliens — who have the thorn taken out 
of the flesh. — The spirits which came last, claim the im- 
mortal life, by forsaking the citizen. — Eemember, children 
born in immortality during the Millenium, will be born 
without blood, for they will have the substance of the Seven 
Spirits within them. — The man will have Christ and His 
Bride ; — the woman, Christ and His Bride : these with God, 
make the seven Spirits ; — ^then, after the Millenium, comes 
Satan's destruction, death swallowed up in Victory, — ^the 
eighth day or eighth thousand years. — The house of Israel 
will have natural immortal bodies as Jesus had, and at the 
expiration of the thousand years :~ Jesus having deUveredall 
up to the Father with them, they will then become as He is 
in immortality ; — ^those who have lived a thousand years in 
the mortal life, and who have overcome Satan, will be made 
perfect men at the end of the thousand years as Enoch and 
Elijah. — In the Millenium for the mortal life — this earth will 
also yield increase in abundance — for this planet is hollow, — 
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and a ball of. fire is in its centre; — the waters shall return 
and lodge between the fire and the earth, — and the surface 
shall be nourished by an upward sweat, or dew ; — all insects 
shall be destroyed ; but the mortal know not the joys of the 
immortal. As it is written : " Eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that love Him, — but God 
hath revealed them unto us by His Spirit : for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God." — 

Give ear earth, and hearken ye people ! ! — the two- 
leaved gates are now thrown open to the whole world — to Jew 
and Gentile. But " ye wiU not come to me, that ye might 
have ' lAfey But the children of Abraham the seed of Israel 
and the dispersed of Judah will come and enter the two- 
leaved gates of immortality. — To you who cannot see farther 
than the Millenium, there is the promise to you, to live a 
thousand years without death ; — and the difference will be 
seen at the resurrection between those who die in the faith of 
Abraham Isaac and Jacob and those of the common salvation ; 
— ^for those who die in this faith will be ministering angels 
to the throne of God, and those who die in the common 
calvation will only be as the angels of God — ^returned 
to their former estate. " In my Father's house are 
many mansions.*' — Blessed, yea thrice Blessed, saith the 
Spirit, is that man and woman who is now drawn to seek 
Zion, and come to Zion and Jerusalem above: Blessed are 
those " who will " come to Jesus, that they might have 
^^ Lifer — 

In conclusion, — once more and for the last time in this 
discourse, Elisha comes again to Gilgal, and the pot is placed 
now before the nations of the earth. — ^There is a dearth in 
the land of all nations this day. — The crowned heads of the 
earth and all their ministers and counsellors, are troubled as 
they look into the dismal future, — wondering at the signs of 
the times. To all their inquiries we have but one answer, 
the answer of the Spirit : " There is a dearth in the land, a 
cry of scarcity, want, need and famine — barrenness and 
deficiency, temporally and spiritually." Let the crowned 
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heads of all nations assemble in conference, for one king 
has gone out into the field to gather herbs, and he has found 
a wild vine, and he has gathered thereof: wild gourds, his 
lapful, — the moment is at hand for him to shred them into 
the great pot of nations. — The great protocol will be rent 
in twain, and the crowned heads will agree — to differ. — A 
gross darkness is about to set in — illumined only by the 
conflagration of the great protocol of nations. A chilly death- 
like stillness reigns over every heart, whose pulsation will 
beat audibly to the great Requiem ! The alarm is given, the 
asiSembly sounds, where ? — where ? — yonder, in the valley of 
Jehoshaphat. See, the nations are beating their plough- 
shares into swords, their pruning hooks into swords. 
The heavens are ablaze with the fiery rockets and sparks that 
issue and hiss from the Mammon, and mammoth furnaces 
which run their molten liquids into steel guns and Leviathan 
ironclads. — The sickle is ready to enter the harvest of death. 
The god of the dead will fare sumptuously upon the wild 
gourds. — From every hamlet, village, town and city, lamenta- 
tion and bitter weepings are heard, bewailing the slain. — In 
the midst of all the tumult, upon yonder mountain, solitary, 
alone, there weeps a daughter of the latter house of Israel — 
one of the daughters of Jerusalem, in silent grief — her tearful 
eyes upraised, her hair floating in the breeze — attired in 
spotless white ; — ^her lips move in prayer and she exclaims : 
" thou man of God, there " is " death in the pot."— The 
pure unleavened meal is brought and the woid of the Lord 
goeth forth with trumpet sound : " Fou7* out for the people, 
that they may eat " — But they will not eat. " They i(nll not 
come to me, that they might have ' Life.* " — With one foot 
on the land and one foot over the sea, and with her hand 
raised up to heaven this Virgin of the New House of Israel 
exclaims: — "Thus saith the Lord:** — "As I live, all men 
shall know my work, and that ' evU ' is but a god of the 
dead, — and all men shall know — that it liveth not." — '•' I am 
the living bread which came down from Heaven. I am the 
God of Abraham Isaac and Jacob, not the God of the dead, 
but of the living ; — if any man eat of this bread, he shall live 
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for ever: and the bread that I will give him is ray flesh — 
the immortal life of the flesh for the mortal, that they who 
lay down the evil life of the flesh, may have the immortal 
life of Christ, which I give for the life of the world." —
